CIRCULAR  OF  INFORMATION 


October  11,  1912. 

Principals  of  secondary  schools  are  requested  to  place  this  circular  in  the 
hands  of  their  pupils  who  are  candidates  for  admission  to  the  Montclair  State 
Normal  School.     Additional  copies  may  be  had  on  application. 

A  graduate  of  any  four  years  course  of  a  school  on  the  Approved  List  is 
admitted  to  the  Normal  School  without  examination.  However,  every  candi- 
date should  bring  from  the  high  school  at  least  this  equipment: 

1.  The  habit  of  speaking  and  writing  good  English. 

2.  Some  knowledge  and  appreciation  of  good  literature. 

3  An  elementary  acquaintance  with  the  history  of  Greece,  Rome  and 
ingland. 

4.  The  ability  to  read  at  least  one  foreign  language. 

5.  Such  a  knowledge  of  natural  phenomena  as  may  be  gained  from 
aboratory  courses  in  two  sciences. 

6.  The  ability  to  draw  from  the  object. 

7.  The  ability  to  read  music. 

8.  A  knowledge  of  algebra  and  of  the  elements  of  plane  geometry. 

A  student  who  is  deficient  in  any  of  these  requisites  will  find  the  work  of 
the  Normal  School  proportionately  difficult. 

A  student  who  has  not  taken  algebra  and  plane  geometry  in  the  high 
school  must  pass  a  written  examination  in  these  subjects  before  she  can  be 
admitted  to  the  Normal  School.  Candidates  are  advised  to  take  both  subjects 
in  the  high  school. 

Candidates  are  also  advised  to  take  physics  and  chemistry  in  the  high 
school,  as  otherwise  they  must  take  both  subjects  in  the  Normal  School. 

No  student  will  be  graduated  until  she  reaches  a  high  degree  of  profici- 
ency in  spelling. 

Every  candidate  must  present  a  statement  from  the  principal  of  the  high 
school  from  which  she  is  graduated  that  "the  record  of  the  above  applicant  for 
character  and  accuracy  in  scholarship  (including  such  elementary  branches,  a 
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spelling,  penmanship,  geography,  American  history,  arithmetic,  English  gram-    ^ 
mar  and  composition),  is  such  that  I  believe  the  applicant  will  be  successful  in 
the  professional  work  of  the  Normal  School."  ! 

A  candidate  admitted  to  the  State  Normal  Schools  is  placed  on  probation 
for  the  first  half  year.  The  principals  are  directed  by  the  State  Board  of  Edu- 
cation ''  to  exclude  at  the  end  of  the  first  half  year  such  students  as  are  unable 
to  pass  the  prescribed  examinations  in  the  work  of  that  half  year,  including 
English  composition,  spelling,  and  arithmetic." 

On  admission  students  are  required  to  select  one  of  the  three  following 
courses: 

1.  The  Kindergarten  Primary  Course.  Candidates  are  admitted  in  Septem- 
ber only.  Graduates  receive  State  certificates  qualifying  them  to  teach  a 
kindergarten  or  any  one  of  the  first  three  primary  grades  of  the  public  schools. 
Two  and  one-half  years  are  required  for  this  course.  Candidates  must  be  able 
to  sing  and  to  play  the  piano  before  they  can  enter  this  course. 

2     The  General  Course  of  Ttdo  and  one- half  years.       Candidates  are  enrollecf  f 
in  September  or  February.     Graduates    receive  State  certificates    qualifying 
them  to  teach  in  any  one  of  the  eight  elementary  grades  of  the  public  schools. 

3.     The  General  Course  of  tuoo  ^ears.    Candidates  are  admitted  in  Septem- 
ber only.     Graduates  receive  the  same  State  certificate  as  that  which  is  given    J 
to  graduates  of  the  general  course  of  the  two  and  one-half  ye^s  course.  I 

Candidates  for  this  course  must  have  taken  the  following  subjects  in  the 
high  school:    Algebra,  plane  geometry,  laboratory  physics,   chemistry,  botany, 

zoology,  and  drawing  and  design.      No  equivalents  will  he  accepted  for  any  of  these 

subjects.  Note  books  in  the  above  sciences  and  a  set  of  drawings  must  be  pre- 
sented at  this  school  before  registration.  Exemption  certificates  in  the  above 
sciences  and  in  drawing,  showing  the  work  required  in  each  subject,  and 
catalogues  may  be  obtained  on  application. 

The  Montclair  State  Normal  School  is  crowded  to  its  utmost  capacity 
and  has  rejected  many  duly  qualified  candidates  for  lack  of  room.  Applicants 
are  now  registering  for  the  Spring  term,  which  begins  January  27,  1913,  and 
far  the  Fall  term,  which  begins  September  9,  1913.  Candidates  are  admitted 
strictly  in  order  of  application,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  school  law  on  M 
county  representation,  and  registration  will  close  when  the  school  is  filled. 

Candidates  for  admission  in  January,  1913,  should  apply  at  once;  foi 
admission  in  September,  1913,  one  should  apply  before  June  15,  1913.

Historical  and  Descriptive. 


The  Legislature  of  1902  directed  the  State  Board  of  Education  to 
investigate  the  need  of  additional  facilities  for  training  teachers  for 
the  public  schools  of  New  Jersey.  In  its  annual  report  for  1903,  the 
Board  reported  that,  although  the  New  Jersey  State  Normal  School  at 
Trenton  was  filled  with  students,  the  supply  of  trained  teachers  was 
quite  inadequate  to  the  increasing  demand,  and  recommended  that  a 
normal  school  be  established  in  the  northern  part  of  the  State.  In 
1904  the  Legislature  appropriated  $25,000  for  the  purchase  of  a  site. 
After  inspecting  many  locations,  the  Board  finally  purchased  a  plot  of 
twenty-five  acres  in  the  northern  part  of  Montclair,  Essex  county.  A 
more  beautiful  or  healthful  site  could  not  have  been  chosen.  The 
grounds  have  an  elevation  of  four  hundred  feet  above  sea  level,  and 
command  an  uninterrupted  view  of  a  landscape  of  remarkable  beauty. 
The  Orange  range  stretches  away  to  the  right,  while  at  the  front  and 
left  the  Passaic  valley,  the  Hudson,  and  the  taller  buildings  of  New 
York  City  are  plainly  visible. 

An  appropriation  of  $275,000  was  made  by  the  Legislature  of  1906  for 
the  erection  and  equipment  of  a  building.  The  mission  style  was 
adopted  and  a  normal  school  building,  334  feet  long  and  133  feet  deep, 
of  brick  covered  with  white  stucco,  was  erected  on  the  highest  part  of 
the  grounds,  fronting  the  New  York  landscape.  The  equipment  is  of 
the  latest  and  best.  The  ample  grounds  afford  opportunities  for  school 
gardens,  tennis  courts,  and  all  the  out-door  activities  of  a  large  normal 
school. 

The  building  was  dedicated  September  28th,  1908,  by  Governor  John 
Franklin  Fort  and  the  State  Board  of  Education.  The  school  had  been 
previously  organized  on  September  15th,  with  187  students.  Another 
class  was  received  in  February',  1909,  to  the  number  of  31,  making  the 
total  registration  in  the  first  year  218.  No  advanced  classes  were 
opened  the  first  year  and  no  students  received  from  any  other  normal 
school. 

The  residences  of  students  in  the  first  two  classes,  arranged  by  coun- 
ties, are  as  follows:  Essex,  84;  Hudson,  65;  Passaic,  28;  Morris,  15; 
Union,  10;  Bergen,  8;  Somerset,  5;  Cumberland,  i;  Middlesex,  1; 
Ocean,  i ;  total,  218. 

The  class  which  entered  at  the  opening  of  the  second  year  of  the 
school  numbers   160.     Their   residences,   arranged  by  counties,   are   as 
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follows:  Essex,  dy,  Hudson,  29;  Passaic,  19;  Bergen,  11;  Union,  9; 
Morris,  8;  Middlesex,  6;  Warren,  4;  Monmouth,  2;  Sussex,  2;  Hun- 
terdon, I ;  Ocean,  i ;  Somerset,  i ;  total,  160. 

The  total  membership  of  the  School  at  the  beginning  of  the  second 
year  of  its  history  is  352. 

The  Montclair  State  Normal  School  may  be  reached  in  three  ways: 

1.  By  Brie  Railroad — Greenwood  Lake  Division.  The  Montclair 
Heights  station  adjoins  the  grounds  of  the  normal  school. 

2.  By  D.  L.  &  W.  Railroad  to  Montclair  station,  thence  by  Valley 
Road  trolley  to  the  grounds. 

3.  By  Bloom-Held  Avenue  trolley  with  transfer  at  Valley  Road  to 
Valley  Road  trolley. 

Passengers  by  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  to  Newark  can  take  Bloom- 
field  Avenue  trolley  at  Newark  station. 

Passengers  by  the  Central  Railroad  of  New  Jersey  to  Newark  can 
take  Bloomfield  Avenue  trolley  at  corner  of  Market  and  Broad  streets, 
Newark. 

Calendar,  1910-1911. 

The  Fall  term  began  on  Tuesday,  September  14th,  1909,  and  will  close 
Friday,  January  28th,  1910.  The  school  will  be  closed  on  Columbus 
Day,  Thanksgiving  Day  and  the  day  following,  Lincoln's  Birthday, 
Washington's  Birthday,  Good  Friday,  Decoration  Day  and  on  every 
Saturday.  A  vacation  is  given  from  11:45,  December  23d,  1909,  to 
10:15,  January  3d,  1910. 

The  Spring  term  will  begin  on  Tuesday,  February  ist,  1910,  and  will 
continue  twenty  weeks,  with  a  vacation  from  11:45,  April  ist,  1910,  to 
10:15,  April  nth,  1910. 

Students  will  be  received  in  the  General  Course  at  the  beginning  of 
the  Spring  term,  but  not  in  the  Kindergarten  Training  course.  Applica- 
tions for  admission  may  be  filed  at  any  time,  but  must  be  filed  before 
February  ist,  1910. 

The  next  Fall  term  will  begin  on  Tuesday,  September  13th,  1910,  at 
ID  A.  M.,  and  will  close  Friday,  January  27th,  191 1. 

Candidates  for  registration  as  students  are  requested  to  present  them- 
selves in  the  assembly  hall  on  Monday,  September  12th,  1910,  at  10 
A.  M. 

No  candidate  will  be  admitted  for  the  Fall  term,  after  Tuesday,  Sep- 
tember 13th,  igio. 

Requirements  of  Admission. 

Both  sexes  are  admitted. 

1.  Residence.  All  candidates  must  be  residents  of  New  Jersey. 

2.  Age.  They  must  be  at  least  sixteen  years  old. 

3.  Scholarship.  Applicants  can  satisfy  the  scholarship  requirements  in 
either  of  two  ways:

a.  By  certification.  Two  classes  of  candidates  are  admitted  on  cer- 
tificates without  examination : 

(i)  Graduates  of  a  four-years'  course  of  a  high  school  on  the  "Ap- 
proved List." 

(2)  Holders  of  first  grade  county  teacher's  certificates. 

b.  By  written  examinations,  which  shall  give  satisfactory  evidence  of 
an  education  equivalent  to  that  required  by  a  (i)  above. 

Applicants  for  admission  by  examination  must  present  themselves 
on  the  Monday  preceding  the  opening  of  the  term  at  10  A.  M.,  i.  e., 
on  Monday,  January  31st,  1910,  or  on  Monday,  September  12th,  1910. 
Notice  of  intention  to  take  Fall  examinations  must  be  filed  with  the 
principal  on  or  before  September  i,  1910,  accompanied  by  a  full  state- 
ment of  high  school  record  signed  by  the  principal  of  the  school  from 
which  the  applicant  comes. 

Candidates  from  high  schools  not  on  the  "Approved  List"  should 
communicate  at  once  with  Hon.  Charles  J.  Baxter,  State  Superintend- 
ent of  Public  Instruction,  Trenton,  New  Jersey. 

4.  Health.  All  candidates  must  present  certificates  from  physicians 
stating  that  they  are  in  good  health  and  are  free  from  all  physical 
defects  that  unfit  them  for  teaching. 

Gymnastics  is  a  part  of  the  prescribed  course  of  study  for  every 
student, 

5.  Character.  They  must  present  testimonials  of  good  moral  char- 
acter. 

6.  Intention  to  teach.  At  registration  all  students  must  sign  a  declara- 
that  they  intend  to  teach  in  the  public  schools  of  New  Jersey  for 
at  least  two  years  immediately  after  being  graduated,  unless  excused 
temporarily  by  the  State  Board  of  Education,  and  that,  if  they  do  not 
so  teach,  or  are  not  excused,  they  will  refund  to  the  State  the  cost  of 
their  education. 

N.  B.  Application  blanks  containing  all  data  necessary  for  admission 
may  be  obtained  of  the  principal. 

For  additional  requirements  for  admission  to  the  General  Course  of 
two  years,  see  pages  12-15. 

Expenses. 

No  charge  is  made  for  tuition  or  for  the  use  of  text-books  and 
apparatus. 

The  school  has  no  dormitories.  A  list  of  suitable  boarding  places  in 
Montclair,  with  prices  and  full  information,  will  be  furnished  by  the 
principal  on  application. 

The  program  of  recitations  is  so  arranged  that  students  residing 
within  a  reasonable  distance  may  live  at  home. 

Luncheon  will  be  served  at  the  school  daily  at  the  noon  intermission 
at  cost  prices.

Students  will  be 
prepared  to  teach  in  the  public  schools  of  New  Jersey,  and  on  gradua- 
tion will  receive  certificates  good  in  any  school  in  the  State. 

There  are  two  courses  of  study — the  General  Course  and  the  Kinder- 
garten Training  Course. 

I.    The  General  Course. 

The  General  Course  requires  two  years  or  two  and  one-half  years 
for  its  completion,  according  to  the  qualifications  and  circumstances  of 
the  individual  student. 

A  mature  student  in  good  health,  boarding  in  Montclair,  or  com- 
muting daily  for  a  short  distance,  may  complete  this  course  in  two 
years,  provided  she  has  had  in  the  high  school  a  satisfactory  course  in 
drawing,  a  good  laboratory  course  in  physics  and  chemistry  and  in  the 
foundations  of  biology.  Evidence  of  these  scholastic  qualifications  may 
be  furnished  on  blank  certificates  to  be  obtained  of  the  Normal  School 
or  by  examinations. 

Students  who  lack  these  qualifications  of  good  health,  maturity,  and 
scholarship,  or  who  commute  daily  for  a  considerable  distance,  will  find 
it  impossible  to  complete  the  General  Course  in  less  than  two  and  one- 
half  years. 

All  students  who  can  do  so  are  advised  to  take  the  longer  course. 

Candidates  who  comply  with  the  conditions  specified  on  pages  lo  and 
II  are  admitted  without  examination  to  the  General  Course  of  two  and 
one-half  years  or  to  the  Kindergarten  Training  Course  of  two  years. 
Those  who  elect  the  Kindergarten  Course  must  satisfy  the  Supervisor 
of  that  department  of  their  ability  to  play  the  piano  and  to  sing  suffi- 
ciently for  the  conduct  of  a  kindergarten. 

TWO-YEARS  GENERAL  COURSE. 

Students  who  wish  to  complete  the  General  Course  in  two  years 
must  meet  the  following  requirements : 

1.  They  must  secure  admission  to  the  General  Course  of  two  and 
one-half  years  in  the  manner  provided  on  page  ii. 

2.  They  must  present  evidence  of  having  completed  in  the  high 
school  satisfactory  courses  in  four  of  the  five  following  subjects: 

I.  Drawing  and  Design. 
II.  Botany. 

III.  Zoology. 

IV.  Physics. 
V.  Chemistry. 

There  are  two  ways  of  meeting  this  requirement : 
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1.  By  filing  certificates  of  exemption  from  some  or  all  of  these  five 
subjects  before  July  ist,  1910,  accompanied  by  laboratory  note-books, 
or,  if  certificates  are  offered  in  I.,  by  drawings  and  designs  covering 
the  requirements  stated  below  under  I. 

2.  By  passing  examinations  in  such  of  these  five  subjects  as  are  not 
covered  by  the  exemption  certificates  above  mentioned.  Such  examina- 
tions must  be  taken  on  Monday,  September  12th,  1909,  and  notice  of 
intention  to  take  them  must  be  filed  before  July  ist,   1910. 

While  students  w^ho  qualify  in  any  four  of  the  above  five  subjects  are 
admitted  to  the  two-years  course,  they  will  be  required  to  make  up  in 
the  Normal  School  the  subject  in  which  they  do  not  qualify. 

Blank  certificates,  with  directions  for  filling  them  out,  will  be  mailed 
on  application  to  the  principal  before  July  i,  1910.  No  certificates  will 
he  considered  unless  they  are  accompanied  by  note-books. 

As  the  specific  subjects  enumerated  under  I,  II,  III,  IV  and  V  above 
are  necessary  to  enable  a  student  to  omit  the  first  half-year  of  work  in 
the  General  Course,  no  equivalents  are  accepted. 

The  detailed  requirements  under  I,  II,  III,  IV,  and  V,  are  as  follows: 

I.  Drawing  and  Design. 

1.  Freehand  drawing  of  common  objects  in  perspective,  as  a  flower- 
pot, books,  boxes,  a  house  or  group  of  buildings,  groups  of  pottery  and 
still-life,  and  landscape  compositions  including  a  road,  path,  or  stream. 

2.  Design: 

a.  The  making  of  a  five-tone  scale  of  values. 

b.  The  rendering  of  an  object-drawing  in  flat  tones  of  gray  or 

color. 

c.  The  making  of  a  design  for  a  tile  or  candle  shade  in  straight 

line  patterns. 

d.  The  making  of  a  cover  design  or  poster  composed  mainly  of 

well-arranged  simple  lettering. 
Candidates  seeking  admission  by  certificate  must  Hie  drawings  and 
designs  covering  above  requirements  when  they  Hie  the  certificate. 

II.  Botany. 

The  candidate  should  have  had  the  equivalent  of  a  half-year  course 
in  Botany,  with  two  recitations  and  two  double  laboratory  periods  per 
week.  Note-books,  collections,  etc.,  must  he  presented  before  July  i, 
19 10. 

The  course  outlined  in  the  Biology  Syllabus  prepared  by  a  committee 
of  the  New  Jersey  Science  Teachers'  Association  is  especially  recom- 
mended as  a  preparation  for  the  Nature-study  of  this  school.*

A  half-year  course  in  Botany  not  based  on  above  syllabus  should 
include  the  following  topics : 

1.  Types  of  seeds  (a)  one  monocotyledon,  (b)  two  dicotyledons,  one 
with  and  one  without  endosperm. 

2.  Germination  of  seeds  and  stages  of  the  development  of  seedlings. 

3.  Gross  anatomy  of  root,  stem,  leaf,  winter  buds,  flower,  and  fruit, 
with  some  microscopic  examination  of  root,  stem,  and  leaf  tissues; 
types  of  inflorescence. 

4.  Principles  of  pollination  and  relation  between  flowers  and  insects. 

5.  Sufficient  knowledge  of  the  characteristics  of  algae,  fungi,  mosses, 
and  ferns  to  differentiate  these  groups. 

6.  Experimental  work,  either  individual  or  demonstrational,  illus- 
trating photos5mthesis,  transpiration,  respiration,  absorption,  photo- 
tropism   and    geotropism. 

7.  A  general  knowledge  of  the  structure  and  physiology  of  the  cell. 
See  N.  J.  Syllabus. 

III.  Z061.0GY. 

The  candidate  should  have  had  the  equivalent  of  a  half-year  course 
in  Zoology  with  two  recitations  and  two  double  laboratory  periods  per 
week.  Note-hooks,  collections,  etc.,  must  he  presented  hefore  July  i, 
19 10. 

The  course  outlined  in  the  Biology  Syllabus  prepared  by  a  committee 
of  the  New  Jersey  Science  Teachers'  Association  is  especially  recom- 
mended as  a  preparation  for  the  Nature-study  of  this  school. 

A  half-year  course  in  Zoology  not  based  on  above  syllabus  should 
include  the  following  topics: 

1.  A  general  knowledge  of  the  characteristics  of  protozoans,  coelen- 
terates  and  sponges,  echinoderms,  mollusks,  worms,  crustaceans,  spiders, 
and  insects. 

2.  A  specific  knowledge  of  a  typical  annelid  and  arthropod,  preferably 
types  of  some  human  interest  or  importance. 

3.  Ability  to  distinguish  members  of  five  or  six  principal  orders  of 
insects  when  given  unknown  specimens. 

4.  A  knowledge  of  the  characteristics  of  fishes,  amphibians,  reptiles, 
birds,  and  mammals. 

5.  A  general  knowledge  of  the  structure  of  the  heart  and  gills,  the 
brain  of  a  fish ;  the  lungs,  digestive  organs,  nervous  system,  and  skeleton 
of  the  frog,  as  gained  from  a  careful  study  of  prepared  dissections  or 
from  individual  dissections  where  students  wish  to  make  them.  Accurate 
knowledge  of  the  nervous  system  will  be  very  helpful  to  the  work  in 
psychology. 

Note — Work  involving  compound  microscope  not  especially  desirable 
in  zoology  except  in  the  case  of  protozoans. 

6.  A  general  knowledge  of  the  structure  and  physiologj'  of  the  cell. 
See  N.  J.  Svllahus.

IV.  Physics. 

This  course  should  have  included  Mechanics,  Sound,  Heat,  Light, 
Magnetism,  and  Electricity,  and  laboratory  work  with  the  preparation 
of  a  laboratory  note-book.     This  yniist  be  presented  before  July  i,  1910. 

V.  Chemistry. 

This  course  should  have  included  the  common  non-metals  and  metals, 
theories  of  chemistry  with  their  applications  to  common  afifairs,  and 
laboratory  work  with  the  preparation  of  a  laboratory  note-book.  This 
must  be  presented  before  July  i,  igio.

Detail  of  the  General  Course  of  Study. 


PSYCHOLOGY. 

(a)  Elementary  Psychology — The  course  in  Elementary  Psychol- 
ogy covers  one  year,  with  two  periods  a  week,  and  includes  (i)  a 
study  of  the  psychophysical  organism  of  the  brain  and  nervous  system; 
the  nature  and  training  of  the  special  senses,  and  the  less  complex 
phases  of  perception,  memory,  imagination,  thought,  the  emotions, 
habits  and  the  will,  and  the  nature  of  their  development  during  the 
elementary  school  period.  (2)  Studies  in  the  personal  reminiscences 
of  the  students,  to  give  them  practice  in  the  analysis  of  subjective  men- 
tal phenomena  and  to  deepen  and  broaden  their  concepts  of  the  sub- 
jective states  of  childhood.  (3)  Reading  and  review  of  certain  stand- 
ard reminiscent  studies  of  childhood,  such  as  Pierre  Loti's  Story  of  a 
Child;  Tolstoi's  Childhood,  Boyhood  and  Youth;  John  Stuart  Mill's 
Autobiography;  Helen  Keller's  Story  of  My  Life.  Angell's  Psychology 
(fourth  edition)  is  the  text  used  in  the  course  in  Elementary  Psychol- 
ogy, but  extensive  reference-use  is  made  of  the  standard  texts  by 
James,  Judd,  Titchener,  Ziehen,  Calkins,  Thorndike,  Royce  and  Don- 
aldson. 

(b)  Genetic  Psychology — This  is  an  advanced  course,  as  an  out- 
growth of  the  course  in  Elementary  Psychology,  and  covers  one  year, 
of  two  periods  a  week.  The  purpose  of  the  course  is  (i)  to  apply  the 
facts  learned  in  Elementary  Psychology  to  the  training  of  children; 
(2)  to  present,  so  far  as  they  have  been  scientifically  determined,  facts 
concerning  the  nature  and  development  of  the  mind  during  child- 
hood and  adolescence,  and  (3)  to  provide  the  prospective  teacher  with 
sound  criteria  for  estimating  theories  about  the  child's  mind,  as  well 
as  to  give  training  in  the  concrete  study  of  child  life.  The  course  in- 
cludes studies  in  the  physical,  intellectual  and  moral  development  of 
children ;  factors  conditioning  mental  development,  as  heredity  and 
environment;  mental  fatigue  and  its  relation  to  mental  work;  com- 
parative studies  of  the  minds  of  lower  animals  and  savages  with  those 
of  normal  and  defective  children ;  the  special  senses,  perception,  mem- 
ory, imagination,  thought  powers,  emotions  and  motor  ability.  Atten- 
tion is  also  given  to  the  causes  and  extent  of  defective  vision  and  hear- 
ing, and  methods  of  testing  the  same,  together  with  other  minor  psy- 
chical abnormalities  more  or  less  common  among  school  children.  The 
course  includes  lectures  and  conferences  by  the  instructor  and  observa- 
tions and  readings  by  the  students.     The  texts  used  include  the  stand- 
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ard  books  by  G.  Stanley  Hall,  William  Preyer,  James  Sully,  E.  A. 
Kirkpatrick,  Earl  Barnes,  Stuart  H.  Rowe,  W.  B.  Drummond,  Gabriel 
Compayre,  J.  Mark  Baldwin  and  others. 

HISTORY   OF    EDUCATION. 

(a)  European  Educa'^ion — The  course  in  the  History  of  Education 
covers  one  year  of  two  periods  a  week.  European  education  occupies 
the  major  part  of  the  course.  It  includes  a  study  of  the  development 
of  educational  institutions  and  theories  among  the  great  culture  na- 
tions of  the  old  world,  including  Greek  education,  education  among 
the  Romans,  the  early  Christian  schools  and  teachers,  origin  of  the 
universities  and  the  rise  of  higher  education,  educational  aspects  of  the 
renaissance,  the  reaHstic  and  naturalistic  movements  in  modern  edu- 
cation, the  great  reformers,  their  theories,  efforts  and  accomplish- 
ments, and  study  of  portions  of  the  chief  educational  classics.  Paul 
Monroe's  Brief  Course  in  the  History  of  Education  is  the  text-book 
that  is  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  students.  Extensive  use  is  also 
made  of  the  writings  of  Laurie,  Quick,  Davidson,  Williams,  Compayre, 
Woodward,  James  P.  Monroe,  Paul  Monroe,  Will  S.  Monroe  and 
others.  The  educational  classics  include  Plato's  Republic,  Montaigne's 
Education  of  Children,  Comenius'  School  of  Infancy  and  Great  Didac- 
tic, Rousseau's  Emile,  Pestalozzi's  Leonard  and  Gertrude,  Froebel's 
Education  of  Man,  and  Spencer's  Education.  The  course  is  given  in 
lectures,  discussions  and  readings. 

{h)  American  Education — The  study  of  European  education  is 
supplemented  by  a  brief  course,  which  traces  the  successive  ideals  of 
the  different  streams  of  early  American  civilization,  the  growth  of  the 
public  school  systems  in  the  United  States,  origin  and  development  of 
normal  schools,  and  a  study  of  some  of  the  most  important  American 
contributions  to  the  literature  of  education.  Special  attention  will  be 
given  to  the  origin  and  development  of  the  public  school  system  of 
New  Jersey  and  to  the  different  institutions  of  learning  in  the  State. 
The  writings  of  Barnard,  Martin,  Hinsdale,  Boone,  Dexter,  Winship, 
Thwing,  Wickersham,  Monroe  and  others  will  furnish  the  background 
of  the  required  readings. 

ENGLISH. 

Literature. — The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  bring  students  to  an  ap- 
preciation of  the  nature  of  literature  and  its  relation  to  life,  in  order 
.that  they  may  know  what  should  be  their  aim  in  presenting  literature 
themselves,  and  what  should  control  their  choice  of  literature  in  the 
elementary  grades. 

The  course  is  divided  into  Parts  I  and  //. 

Part  I.  The  following  types  of  literature  are  studied:  (i)  The 
epic,    the    Ody^ssey    (Bryant's   translation)  ;     the   ballad-epic,    Arnold's 
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Sohrab  and  Rustum;  a  brief  study  of  the  transition  from  the  epic  to 
the  lyric  and  the  dramatic,  a  study  of  the  fundamental  relation  of  form 
to  the  life  it  embodies  and  expresses.  (2)  The  lyric,  Palgrave's  Golden 
Treasury  of  Songs  and  Lyrics.  (3)  The  dramatic,  ohakespeare's  Tem- 
pest. ^  (4)  The  short  story,  appreciation  of  su*"'.!  masters  as  Irving, 
Poe,  Hawthorne,  Stevenson  and  Kipling. 

Part  II.  The  reading  of  literature  suitable  for  use  in  elementary 
grades.  Courses  of  literature  for  the  elementary  schools  developed. 
The  method  of  presentation  of  literature,  illustrated  by  actual  lesson- 
plans  prepared  for  different  grades  as  directed;  class  discussion  of 
these  lesson-plans.  Pedagogical  significance  of  myths,  sagas,  marchen, 
fables.  The  choice  of  stories,  the  essential  qualities  of  a  story  for 
children;  the  art  of  story-telling — principles  of  method,  manner  and 
voice.  The  character  of  memory  selections.  Poetry  presented  pri- 
marily as  a  work  of  art,  and  not  in  the  service  of  any  other  subject. 
Correlations  of  literature — "The  natural  correlations  of  literature  are 
with  the  other  arts;  but,  above  all,  with  the  spirit  of  childhood,  and 
with  the  consciousness  of  children."  Dramatization  and  the  dramatic 
representation  of  literary  selections.  Literary  programs  for  special 
days.  The  school  library.  The  reading  of  professional  and  pedagogi- 
cal works  on  the  subject  of  literature  for  the  elementary  grades. 

Grammar  and  Composition — The  course  is  divided  into  Parts  I 
and  //. 

Part  L  Grammar  and  Composition. 

Grammar.  The  study  of  sentences  and  their  structure,  the  study  of 
phrases  and  clauses.  Analysis  of  sentences.  Words  classified  accord- 
ing to  function.  Fundamental  principles  of  technical  grammar.  The 
work  in  English  grammar  is  largely  inductive.  Professional  aspects 
of  teaching  the  subject.     Laboratory  methods  and  their  value. 

Composition.  Exercises  in  narration,  exposition,  description  and 
argument.  The  study  of  the  paragraph.  The  principles  of  unity, 
coherence  and  emphasis.  Variety  in  sentence  structure;  exercises  in 
changing  the  form  of  expressions.     Versification. 

Part  II.  Language  in  the  Blermentary  Grades.  Aim — to  develop 
power  of  expression. 

Language  methods.  Oral  language;  reproductive  and  imaginative 
composition.  Conversation  exercises,  with  special  attention  to  correct 
forms  of  speech,  enlargement  of  vocabulary  and  choice  of  words. 
Story-telling.  Picture-study  to  stimulate  expression.  Written  lan- 
guage ;  form  lessons,  thought  lessons.  Letter-writing,  story-writing. 
Dictation  lessons.  Study  and  imitation  of  models.  Dramatization ; 
practical  application.  Action  games.  Criticism  and  correction  of 
written  work.  Correlations  of  language  with  other  subjects.  Exami- 
nation of  available  text-books  for  the  grades.  The  reading  of  pro- 
fessional and  pedagogical  works  on  the  subject  of  language  for  the  ele- 
mentary grades. 
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MATHEMATICS. 

Mathematics  is  required  four  hours  per  week  throughout  one  year. 
The  aim  is  to  equip  teachers  thoroughly  for  the  work  of  the  grades. 
This  will  require  a  wider  and  more  theoretic  knowledge  of  the  graded 
school  and  high  school  subjects;  a  knowledge  of  the  history  and  peda- 
gogy of  these  subjects;  a  knowledge  of  the  nature  of  the  problems 
encountered  in  the  activities  of  children  and  in  the  world's  work,  and 
some  knowledge  of  the  attempts  to  unify  the  elementary  mathematics. 
Courses  (a)  and  (b)  constitute  the  work  of  the  first  semester,  and 
(c)  and  (d)  the  work  of  the  second  semester. 

(a)  The  History  of  Arithmetic — The  history  of  the  older  nota- 
tions ;  the  scales  of  notation ;  the  Hindoo  notation ;  the  evolution  of 
the  fundamental  processes  from  the  methods  of  the  Hindoos ;  the  early 
printed  arithmetics,  and  the  growth  of  the  subject  up  to  the  present 
time  will  be  presented  by  lectures  one  period  per  week  throughout  one 
semester.  Readings  by  the  students  from  the  histories  of  Ball,  Fink, 
Cajori  and  others  will  be  required.  Some  of  the  first  English  texts,  as 
those  of  Recorde,  Dilworth,  Wingate,  Cocker,  Pike  and  others  will  be 
examined. 

(b)  Arithmetic — This  course  will  seek  to  develop  quickness  in 
oral  work ;  accuracy  and  rapidity  in  computation ;  power  to  quickly 
and  clearly  analyze  a  new  problem ;  power  to  rapidly  make  new  prob- 
lems for  classroom  illustration;  power  to  relate  arithm'etic  to  the 
child's  experiences  in  and  out  of  school,  and  to  develop  an  apprecia- 
tion of  the  use  of  arithmetic  in  the  activities  of  man.  The  Stone-Millis 
Secondary  Arithmetic  will  be  completed  and  students  will  also  be  re- 
quired to  make  suitable  problems  for  the  various  grades  from  given 
data,  and  to  collect  data  for  such  work.  Special  texts  designed  for 
trade  schools  and  industrial  schools  will  be  reviewed. 

(c)  The  Pedagogy  of  Arithmetic — A  study  of  the  pedagogy  of  the 
subject  will  include  such  topics  as  the  educational  value  and  aim  of 
arithmetic;  the  number  concept;  the  child's  power  to  use  the  type  of 
thought  required  in  the  use  of  number;  the  child's  interests — drills, 
games  and  problems ;  the  nature  and  purpose  of  problems ;  the  heuris- 
tic method  of  development,  etc.  This  course  will  be  given  by  lectures 
and  assigned  readings  from  Young's  Teaching  of  Mathematics,  Smith's 
TeacJiing  of  Elementary  Mathematics,  Smith's  Teaching  of  Arithmetic, 
McMurry's  Special  Method  in  Arithmetic,  Stone's  Arithmetical  Abili- 
ties, Jackson's  Educational  Significance  of  Sixteenth  Century  Arith- 
metic, and  many  others.  A  study  will  also  be  made  of  older  and 
recent  text-books  and  of  recent  courses  of  study. 

{d)  Algebra  and  Geometry — Algebra  is  taken  to  illustrate  how 
arithmetic  grows  into  algebra  by  extending  the  concept  of  number  and 
of  certain  processes,  in  order  to  make  the  process  universal,  and  to 
show  how  literal  arithmetic  and  the  simple  equation  both  simplify 
arithmetic  and  prepare  for  high  school  algebra. 


Geometry  is  taken  to  show  the  development  of  the  mathematical 
type  of  thought  from  the  inductive  methods  of  arithmetic  to  the  deduc- 
tive methods  of  geometry — to  show  the  analytic  and  synthetic  forms  of 
reasoning.  The  inductive  geometry — constructions,  etc. — of  the  gram- 
mar school  will  be  discussed.  To  further  show  how  generalization  leads 
to  new  definitions,  rules  and  processes,  and  to  show  the  close  unity  of 
the  various  subjects,  it  will  be  shown  how  the  properties  of  similar 
triangles  lead  to  the  science  of  trigonometry.  Some  simple  relations 
among  the  trigonometric  functions  will  be  developed,  and  some  uses  of 
the  subject  will  be  shown.  It  is  taken  mainly,  however,  to  develop  an 
appreciation  of  a  mathematical  type  of  thought. 

NATURE-STUDY. 

The  work  in  biological  nature-study  extends  through  the  first  two 
semesters,  four  periods  a  week.  The  topics  follow  the  order  of  the 
seasons.  Very  little  of  the  work  is  based  on  preserved  material.  Fall 
topics  are  autumn  flowers,  weeds,  insects  and  other  arthropods,  bulb- 
planting,  trees  in  their  leafy  and  winter  conditions,  and  the  preparation 
of  nature  for  winter.  Topics  studied  during  the  winter  months  are 
molds  and  bacteria,  studied  chiefly  on  the  physiological  and  economic 
sides,  seed  germination  and  vegetative  propagation  of  plants,  and  soils 
in  relation  to  the  need  of  the  plant.  Spring  topics  are  school  and  home- 
gardening,  spring  flowers,  birds,  the  development  of  the  toad  and  frog, 
early  appearing  insects  and  their  relation  to  the  other  animals  men- 
tioned. 

Students  will  make  and  care  for  school  gardens  on  the  grounds  of 
the  school  as  a  part  of  their  regular  work  in  this  department. 

The  course  is  not  ostensibly  a  course  in  biological  science,  but  much 
of  the  time  is  necessarily  given  up  to  the  acquisition  of  fact  matter 
because  so  many  students  are  handicapped  by  having  failed  to  take  any 
such  work  in  high  school,  and  because  many  others  have  had  so  little 
contact  with  the  real  objects  of  nature. 

The  course  does  not  aim  to  train  any  "general  power  of  observation," 
but  to  include  as  wide  a  range  of  observations  as  possible  of  objects 
worth  observing,  or  that  children  will  be  likely  to  ask  about,  and  which 
the  prospective  teacher  may  be  called  upon  to  use  in  her  work.  The 
flowers,  trees,  birds,  insects,  etc.,  are  not  studied  from  the  scientific 
standpoint,  but  as  more  or  less  related  to  our  lives,  and  in  such  a 
way  as  to  give  the  student  a  ready  recognition  of  them — a  speaking 
acquaintance. 

GEOGRAPHY. 

Three  periods  a  week  for  one  year  are  devoted  to  Geography.  The 
aim  is  to  give  an  understanding  of  the  control  which  climate,  surface 
and  othtr  geographical  factors  exert  over  the  life  of  man  and  animals 
upon  the  globe;  a  knowledge  of  and  ability  to  use  the  authoritative 
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source  material  available,  and  some  idea  of  the  best  way  of  presenting 
the  subject  to  children. 

A  brief  preliminary  survey  of  the  essential  facts  of  Mathematical 
Geography  is  made.  The  work  on  temperature,  air  pressure,  condensa- 
tion of  moisture,  etc.,  is  done  in  connection  with  the  work  in  Physics. 
The  necessary  work  in  Physical  Geography  is  given  in  connection  with 
the  study  of  selected  regions.  North  America  and  Europe  are  studied 
with  particular  reference  to  the  relation  betwen  man  and  his  environ- 
ment. In  this  part  of  the  work  Brigham's  Geographic  Influences  in 
American  History,  Miss  Semple's  American  History  and  its  Geographic 
Conditions,  Herberton's  Man  and  His  Work,  and  the  various  com- 
mercial geographies  are  used.  As  much  field  work  as  possible  is  done, 
as  the  school  is  particularly  well  situated  for  such  work. 

The  last  few  weeks  are  devoted  to  a  consideration  of  the  problems 
of  teaching  Geography  in  the  grades.  The  course  of  study,  the  change 
of  emphasis  in  the  different  grades,  the  adaptation  of  courses  of  study 
to  different  localities,  the  problems  of  Home  Geography,  good  and  bad, 
correlation,  etc.,  are  discussed,  and  selected  texts  are  reviewed  with  ref- 
erence to  their  value  in  the  work.  Throughout  the  course  much  empha- 
sis is  laid  upon  the  ability  to  interpret  maps. 

AMERICAN    HISTORY. 

The  course  presents  a  general  survey  of  the  rise  and  development  of 
the  American  nation  and  includes  a  discussion  of  methods  of  teaching 
history  and  suggestions  as  to  text  books  and  illustrative  material  for 
use  in  the  elementary  schools. 

The  chief  topics  studied  are  European  influences  on  American  colon- 
ization, the  struggle  for  supremacy  between  England  and  France, 
growth  of  colonial  institutions,  the  contest  with  England ;  formation  and 
interpretation  of  the  constitution,  the  development  of  the  new  nation, 
western  expansion,  conditions,  parties  and  issues  that  led  to  the  Civil 
War,  the  war  and  its  results;  present  social  and  economic  problems, 
labor  and  capital,  immigration,  the  tariff  and  imperialism. 

The  course  will  be  carried  on  by  lectures,  recitations,  special  topics 
and  assigned  readings. 

THE   MANUAL  ARTS. 

I. 

Freehand  Drawing.    Four  periods  per  week. 

A  course  giving  the  fundamentals  of  simple  perspective.  The  fore- 
shortened circle  in  all  positions.  Convergence  of  parallel  lines.  Repre- 
sentation of  position,  distance,  level.  Memory  drawing  to  cultivate  a 
graphic  vocabulary. 
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Design.    Four  periods  per  week. 

The  essentials  of  design  as  applied  to  school  problems.  These  are 
taught  in  connection  with  (a)  borders,  (b)  rectangular  or  circular 
patterns,  (c)  landscape  and  object  composition,  (d)  lettering.  These 
are  worked  into  class-room  problems,  as  calendar,  valentine,  poster, 
tile,  flower  pot,  invitation,  etc. 

II. 

Modeling.    Two  periods  per  week. 

The  representation  of  common  objects  and  animals  in  the  round. 
Animals,  vegetables,  figures,  work  from  casts  and  models.    Pottery. 

Drawing.    One  period  per  week. 

Blackboard  drawing  of  vehicles,  animals,  people,  houses,  street  scenes 
and  landscape.  A  course  to  present  methods  of  teaching  drawing  in  the 
class-room. 


Design.    One  period  per  week. 

Application  of  design  to  some  craft,  as  potter>-. 


III. 

Manual  Training.    Four  periods  per  week. 

Tested  forms  of  handwork  for  the  first  five  school  ^-ears. 

(a)   Paper  construction,  folding  and  pasting.     Simple  bookmaldng, 

boxes,  etc.,  with  appropriate  decoration  and  lettering. 
(&)   Sand-table   work.      The   construction    of   representations    and 

illustrations  in  three  dimensions. 
(c)  Weaving — ba sketr3\ 

GYMNASTICS  AND   HYGIENE. 

The  purpose  of  the  course  in  phjsical  training  is  two-fold : 

1.  To  keep  each  student  in  good  physical  condition  and  to  inspire* 
in  her  a  thorough  appreciation  of  the  importance  of  health.  For  this 
purpose  a  weekly  lecture  is  given  throughout  the  first  year,  in  principles 
of  physiology  and  h\giene  correlated  with  three  hours  of  practical 
gymnastic  training,  where  such  principles  ma^-  be  applied. 

2.  To  teach  the  student  to  plan  and  conduct  g>-mnastic  lessons  suitable 
to  the  school-room,  and  to  be  able  to  recognize  and  correct  physical 
defects  and  faulty  postures  among  children.  Throughout  the  second 
year  three  hours  a  week  of  theory  and  practice  are  devoted  to  this  end. 

VOCAL  MUSIC. 

The  entire  school  meets  in  chorus  one  hour  each  week. 

During  three  semesters  each  class  has  an  additional  hour  each  week 
for  instruction  in  methods  of  teaching  vocal  music  in  the  elementary 
grades  of  the  public  school. 
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M.    THE    KINDERGARTEN    TRAINING   COURSE. 

This  course  requires  two  years  for  its  completion.  Students  are 
received  in  September  only.  They  must  have  the  same  quaHfications  as 
candidates  for  the  general  course,  and  must  also  satisfy  the  Kindergart- 
ner  director  that  they  can  sing  and  can  play  the  piano  well  enough  to 
give  promise  of  success  in  Kindergartening. 

The  course  of  study  is  as  follows : 

First  Half-year. 

Morning  Circle,  Child  Training  and  Hygiene,  Mother  Play,  Gymnas- 
tics, Drawing,  Gifts,  Psychology,  Nature  Study,  Music,  Stories,  History 
of  Education,  Songs,  Games. 

Second  Half-year. 

Morning  Circle,  Mother  Play,  Gymnastics,  Drawing,  Occupations, 
Psychology,  Nature  Study,  Music,  Stories,  History  of  Education,  Songs, 
Games,  Observation. 

Third  Half-year. 

Program,  Games,  Drawing,  Psychology,  Construction  Work,  Educa- 
tion of  Man,  Nature  Study,  Music,  Child  Life  in  Literature  and  Art, 
History  of  Education,  Primary  Methods,  Gymnastics,  Songs,  Practice 
in  Kindergartens. 

Fourth  Half-year. 

Program,  Games,  Education  of  Man,  Psychology,  Primary  Methods, 
Gymnastics,  Songs. 
Mornings  are  given  to  practice  in  Kindergartens. 

Detail  of  Kindergarten  Training  Course. 

A  Study  of  Froehel's  Mother  Play.  This  book  is  used  as  a  text-book 
as  it  contains  the  theory  of  the  kindergarten.  The  writing  of  abstracts 
and  reference  reading  in  connection  with  this  study  is  expected  from  all 
students. 

The  Gifts.  A  study  of  the  theory  and  practice  of  the  kindergarten 
play  material.    Original  plays  given  by  students. 

The  Morning  Circle.  Each  student  is  required  to  lead  this  group,  and 
practice  is  given  in  the  teaching  of  songs,  the  telling  of  stories,  nature 
talks,  the  observance  of  festivals,  following  the  program  of  the  year 
and  guiding  the  child's  thought  in  other  directions. 
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Songs  and  Games  of  the  Kindergarten. 

Music.  The  kindergarten  students  are  trained  with  the  school  in 
chorus  singing. 

Stories.  The  story  is  studied  from  two  standpoints — its  relation  to 
literature  and  to  childhood.  Students  are  trained  to  tell  and  to  write 
original  stories. 

Child  Training  and  Hygiene.  A  study  of  the  practical  and  ethical 
questions  relating  to  the  training  of  young  children  is  here  considered. 
The  topics  of  food,  clothing  and  shelter  in  their  relation  to  childhood 
are  also  presented. 

Drazving,  including  blackboard  sketching,  story  illustration  and  mod- 
eling. 

Psychology,  taken  with  pupils  of  General  Course. 

History  of  Education,  taken  with  pupils  of  General  Course. 

Gymnastics,  taken  with  pupils  of  General  Course. 

Nature  Work,  taken  with  pupils  of  General  Course. 

The  occupations  and  constructive  hand-work  supplement  the  gifts. 
Design  and  color  work  supplement  blackboard  sketching  and  modeling. 
A  study  of  the  life  of  Froebel  and  a  history  of  the  Kindergarten  move- 
ment is  given.  A  comparative  view  of  Froebel  in  connection  with  the 
work  of  other  educators  is  given  as  supplemental  to  the  General  Course 
in  the  History  of  Education,  and  a  study  of  play  in  its  relation  to  edu- 
cation is  also  made.  The  students  observe  and  practice  in  neighboring 
kindergartens.  A  record  of  this  study  is  kept  by  each  student  for  future 
reference  and  class  discussion. 

In  connection  with  the  program,  the  following  topics  are  considered : 
Kindergarten  management,  the  conduct  of  Mothers'  meetings  and 
Mothers'  classes,  the  direction  of  playgrounds  and  outdoor  games. 

In  the  constructive  work,  basketry  in  its  simpler  form,  cardboard 
modeling,  and  loom-weaving  are  taught. 

In  the  study  of  child-life  in  literature  and  art,  a  special  reference  is 
made  to  picture-study,  based  on  experiments  with  children. 

In  the  study  of  primary  methods,  the  relation  of  the  kindergarten  to 
the  school  is  considered.  The  gifts,  occupations,  construction  work  and 
sand-table  plays,  as  well  as  the  games,  are  graded  to  suit  the  needs  of 
the  school.

To  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly: 

In  pursuance  of  law,  the  first  annual  report  of  the  New  Jersey 
State  Normal  School  at  Montclair  is  here  presented. 

The  success  of  the  school  in  attracting  students  has  exceeded 
the  most  sanguine  expectations  of  the  State  Board  of  Education. 
A  building  that  was  designed  to  accommodate  250  students 
begins  the  second  year  of  its  history  with  352,  after  rejecting 
seventeen  duly  qualified  applicants  for  lack  of  room.  Attention 
is  called  to  the  report  of  the  Principal,  hereto  appended,  in  which 
it  is  shown  that  the  problem  of  accommodating  future  students 
can  be  solved  for  the  next  two  years  by  suitable  appropriations 
for  outside  practice-teaching.  For  the  year  beginning  Septem- 
ber, 191 1,  it  will  be  necessary  to  build  an  addition  to  the  present 

building.

GentIvEmex — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith 
my  first  annual  report  for  the  school  year  which  began 
September  15th,  1908,  and  ended  June  i6th,  1909,  and 
for  the  present  school  year  to  date.

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Principal's  Report. 


In  the  Circular  of  Information,  a  copy  of  which  is  appended 
and  made  part  of  this  report,  will  be  found  an  historical  and 
descriptive  sketch  of  the  school,  the  names  of  the  faculty,  the 
requirements  of  admission,  courses  of  study,  and  general  infor- 
mation. The  names  and  addresses  of  the  students  in  the  school 
at  the  date  of  this  report  are  given  immediately  after  the 
Circular  of  Information. 

The  most  important  matter  for  the  consideration  of  the  State 
Board  of  Education  is  the  over-crowding  of  the  school  building. 

The  Legislature  of  1909  granted  a  supplemental  appropria- 
tion of  $9,710.45  for  sewer  connections,  fire  hydrants,  lockers, 
lunch-room  equipment,  manual  training  tables  and  tools,  furni- 
ture for  all  unoccupied  rooms,  and  for  library  books.  Of  this 
sum  $7,387.04  was  expended,  and  the  balance  of  $2,323.41  was 
co^-ered  into  the  Treasury  of  the  State. 

With  the  opening  of  the  second  year  in  our  history,  Septem- 
ber 14th,  1909,  every  room  in  the  building  and  all  the  furnish- 
ings and  equipment  provided  by  the  above-named  appropriation 
were  found  to  be  necessary.  Our  assembly  hall,  which  is  also 
our  only  general  room  for  study,  is  crowded  to  its  utmost 
capacity  with  352  desks  and  chairs;  all  class-rooms  and  labora- 
tories are  in  use;  and  the  gymnasium  is  occupied  every  school 
hour  of  the  week  except  three.  Experience  shows  that  the 
utmost  capacity  of  the  building  is  352  students.  When  registra- 
tion reached  this  number  on  September  17th,  1909,  it  was  neces- 
sary to  reject  seventeen  qualified  applicants  for  lack  of  room. 
The  class  to  be  graduated  in  June,  1910,  numbers  forty-six;  to 
take  tlicir  places,  not  less  than  160  will  apply  September,  1910. 

If  the  Legislature  of  1910  will  grant  a  suitable  appropriation 
for  ])lacing  \hv  senior  class  of  140  students  in  tlie  various  public 
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schools  that  may  be  had  as  practice  centres,  the  capacity  of  this 
school  will  be  352  students  reciting  in  the  building,  and  140  in 
outside  practice,  a  total  of  492.  Without  this  appropriation  for 
practice-teaching  the  school  can  admit  in  September,  1910,  only 
the  same  number  which  will  graduate  in  June,  1910,  i.  e.,  46. 
Estimating  the  number  of  applicants  for  September,  1910,  as  no 
greater  than  that  for  September,  1909,  i.  e.,  160,  we  shall  have 
to  reject  114  applicants  unless  provision  is  made  for  practice- 
teaching. 

For  the  school  year  beginning  September,  191 1,  the  problem 
of  accommodating  students  cannot  be  solved  by  outside  practice- 
teaching  alone.  We  are  sure  to  have  more  applicants  than  we 
can  house  in  the  present  building.  The  only  practicable  solution 
is  the  erection  of  an  addition  that  will  permit  the  natural  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  students  that  may  be  expected  to  come 
from  the  populous  and  rapidly  growing  cities  and  towns  of 
Northern  New  Jersey. 

Though  the  majority  of  students  are  commuters,  so  many 
wish  to  board  in  Montclair  that  the  problem  of  suitable  boarding- 
places  is  a  serious  one.  The  difficulty  is  largely  one  of  price. 
Montclair  is  an  expensive  city  in  which  to  live  and  the  ruling 
prices  for  board  are  too  high  for  most  Normal  students  to  pay. 
Moreover,  parents  are  properly  anxious  that  their  daughters 
shall  be  surrounded  by  the  right  conditions,  moral  as  well  as 
physical.  It  has  been  found  that  it  is  unsafe  to  recommend  any 
boarding  place  without  the  most  careful  investigation.  The 
registrar  is  now  revising  the  boarding  list  and  informs  me  that 
it  will  be  very  difficult  to-  secure  accommodations,  suitable  in 
price  and  otherwise,  for  a  larger  number  of  students  than  our 
present  membership.  The  inevitable  growth  of  the  school,  there- 
fore, will  present  to  the  Board  for  solution  the  important  sub- 
ject of  providing  accommodations  for  the  students  who  cannot 
commute  without  much  inconvenience,  loss  of  time,  and  possible 
injury  to  health. 
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Circular  of  Information. 


The  Legislature  of  1902  directed  the  State  Board  of  Education  to 
investigate  the  need  of  additional  facilities  for  training  teachers  for 
the  public  schools  of  New  Jersey.  In  its  annual  report  for  1903,  the 
Board  reported  that,  although  the  New  Jersey  State  Normal  School  at 
Trenton  was  filled  with  students,  the  supply  of  trained  teachers  was 
quite  inadequate  to  the  increasing  demand,  and  recommended  that  a 
normal  school  be  established  in  the  northern  part  of  the  State.  In 
1904  the  Legislature  appropriated  $25,000  for  the  purchase  of  a  site. 
After  inspecting  many  locations,  the  Board  finally  purchased  a  plot  of 
twenty-five  acres  in  the  northern  part  of  Montclair,  Essex  county.  A 
more  beautiful  or  healthful  site  could  not  have  been  chosen.  The 
grounds  have  an  elevation  of  four  hundred  feet  above  sea  level,  and 
command  an  uninterrupted  view  of  a  landscape  of  remarkable  beauty. 

An  appropriation  of  $275,000  was  made  by  the  Legislature  of  1906  for 
the  erection  and  equipment  of  a  building.  The  equipment  is  of  the 
latest  and  best.  The  ample  grounds  afford  opportunities  for  school 
gardens,  tennis  courts,  and  all  the  out-door  activities  of  a  large  normal 
school. 

The  building  was  dedicated  September  28th,  1908,  by  Governor  John 
Franklin  Fort  and  the  State  Board  of  Education. 

The  Montclair  State  Normal  School  may  be  reached  in  three  ways : 

1.  By  Erie  Railroad — Greenwood  Lake  Division.  The  Montclair 
Heights  station  adjoins  the  grounds  of  the  normal  school. 

2.  By  D.  L.  &  W.  Railroad  to  Montclair  station,  thence  by  Valley 
Road  trolley  to  the  grounds. 

3.  By  Bloomfield  Avenue  trolley  with  transfer  at  Valley  Road  to 
Valley  Road  trolley. 

Passengers  by  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  to  Newark  can  take  Bloom- 
field  Avenue  trolley  at  Newark  station. 

Passengers  by  the  Central  Railroad  of  New  Jersey  to  Newark  can 
take  Bloomfield  Avenue  trolley  at  corner  of  Market  and  Broad  streets, 
Newark. 

Calendar,  1910-1911. 

The  Fall  term  began  on  Tuesday,  September  14th,  1909,  and  will  close 
Friday,  January  28th,  1910.  The  school  will  be  closed  on  Columbus 
Day,  Thanksgiving  Day  and  the  day  following,  Lincoln's  Birthday, 
Washington's  Birthday,  Good  Friday,  Decoration  Day  and  on  every 
Saturday.  A  vacation  is  given  from  11:45,  December  23d,  1909,  to 
10:15,  January  3d,  1910. 
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The  Spring  term  will  begin  on  Tuesday,  February  ist,  1910,  and  will 
continue  twenty  weeks,  with  a  vacation  from  11:45,  April  ist,  1910,  to 
10:15,  April  nth,  1910. 

Students  will  be  received  in  the  General  Course  at  the  beginning  of 
the  Spring  term,  but  not  in  the  Kindergarten  Training  course.  Applica- 
tions for  admission  may  be  filed  at  any  time,  but  must  be  filed  before 
February  ist,  1910. 

The  next  Fall  term  will  begin  on  Tuesday,  September  13th,  1910,  at 
10  A.  M.,  and  will  close  Friday,  January  27th,  191 1. 

Candidates  for  registration  as  students  are  requested  to  present  them- 
selves in  the  assembly  hall  on  Monday,  September  12th,  1910,  at  10 
A.  M. 

No  candidate  will  be  admitted  for  the  Fall  term  after  Tuesday,  Sep- 
tember 13th,  igio. 

Requirements  of  Admission. 

Both  sexes  are  admitted. 

1.  Residence.  All  candidates  must  be  residents  of  New  Jersey. 

2.  Age.  They  must  be  at  least  sixteen  years  old. 

3.  Scholarship.  Applicants  can  satisfy  the  scholarship  requirements  in 
either  of  two  ways : 

a.  By  certification.  Two  classes  of  candidates  are  admitted  on  cer- 
tificates without  examination : 

(i)  Graduates  of  a  four-years'  course  of  a  high  school  on  the  "Ap- 
proved List." 

(2)   Holders  of  first  grade  county  teacher's  certificates. 

b.  By  written  examinations,  which  shall  give  satisfactory  evidence  of 
an  education  equivalent  to  that  required  by  a  (i)  above. 

Applicants  for  admission  by  examination  must  present  themselves 
on  the  Monday  preceding  the  opening  of  the  term  at  10  A.  M.,  i.  e., 
on  Monday,  January  31st,  1910,  or  on  Monday,  September  12th,  1910. 
Notice  of  intention  to  take  Fall  examinations  must  be  filed  with  the 
principal  on  or  before  September  i,  1910,  accompanied  by  a  full  state- 
ment of  high  school  record  signed  by  the  principal  of  the  school  from 
which  the  applicant  comes.  ' 

Candidates  from  high  schools  not  on  the  "Approved  List"  should 
communicate  at  once  with  Hon.  Charles  J.  Baxter,  State  Superintend- 
ent of  Public  Instruction,  Trenton,  New  Jersey. 

4.  Health.  All  candidates  must  present  certificates  from  physicians 
stating  that  they  are  in  good  health  and  are  free  from  all  physical 
defects  that  unfit  them  for  teaching. 

Gymnastics  is  a  part  of  the  prescribed  course  of  study  for  every 
student. 

5.  Character.  They  must  present  testimonials  of  good  moral  char- 
acter. 

6.  Intention  to  teach.  At  registration  all  students  must  sign  a  declara- 
tion that  they  intend  to  teach  in  the  public  schools  of  New  Jersey  for 
at  least  two  years  immediately  after  being  graduated,  unless  excused 
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temporarily  by  the  State  Board  of  Education,  and  that,  if  they  do  not 
so  teach,  or  are  not  excused,  they  will  refund  to  the  State  the  cost  of 
their  education. 

N.  B.  Application  blanks  containing  all  data  necessary  for  admission 
may  be  obtained  of  the  principal. 

For  additional  requirements  for  admission  to  the  General  Course  of 
two  years,  see  pages  13-15. 

Expenses. 

No  charge  is  made  for  tuition  or  for  the  use  of  text-books  and 
apparatus. 

The  school  has  no  dormitories.  A  Hst  of  suitable  boarding  places  in 
Montclair,  with  prices  and  full  information,  will  be  furnished  by  the 
principal  on  application. 

The  program  of  recitations  is  so  arranged  that  students  residing 
within  a  reasonable  distance  may  live  at  home. 

Luncheon  will  be  served  at  the  school  daily  at  the  noon  intermission 
at  cost  prices. 

Courses  of  instruction. 

No  special  students  are  admitted. 

The  aim  of  the  school  is  distinctly  professional.  Students  will  be 
prepared  to  teach  in  the  public  schools  of  New  Jersey,  and  on  gradua- 
tion will  receive  certificates  good  in  any  school  in  the  State. 

There  are  two  courses  of  study — the  General  Course  and  the  Kinder- 
garten Training  Course. 

I.    The  Generai.  Course. 

The  General  Course  requires  two  years  or  two  and  one-half  years 
for  its  completion,  according  to  the  qualifications  and  circumstances  of 
the  individual  student. 

A  mature  student  in  good  health,  boarding  in  Montclair,  or  com- 
muting daily  for  a  short  distance,  may  complete  this  course  in  two 
years,  provided  she  has  had  in  the  high  school  a  satisfactory  course  in 
drawing,  a  good  laboratory  course  in  physics  and  chemistry  and  in  the 
foundations  of  biology.  Evidence  of  these  scholastic  qualifications  may 
be  furnished  on  blank  certificates  to  be  obtained  of  the  Normal  School 
or  by  examinations. 

Students  who  lack  these  qualifications  of  good  health,  maturity,  and 
scholarship,  or  who  commute  daily  for  a  considerable  distance,  will  find 
it  impossible  to  complete  the  General  Course  in  less  than  two  and  one- 
half  years. 

All  students  who  can  do  so  are  advised  to  take  the  longer  course. 

Candidates  who  comply  with  the  conditions  specified  on  preceding 
page  are  admitted  without  examination  to  the  General  Course  of  two  and 
one-half  years  or  to  the  Kindergarten  Training  Course  of  two  years. 
Those  who  elect  the  Kindergarten  Course  must  satisfy  the  Supervisor 
of  that  department  of  their  ability  to  play  the  piano  and  to  sing  suffi- 
ciently for  the  conduct  of  a  kindergarten. 
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TWO-YEARS  GENERAL  COURSE. 

Students  who  wish  to  complete  the  General  Course  in  tujo  years 
must  meet  the  following  requirements : 

1.  They  must  secure  admission  to  the  General  Course  of  two  and 
one-half  years  in  the  manner  provided  on  page  ii. 

2.  They  must  present  evidence  of  having  completed  in  the  high 
school  satisfactory  courses  in  four  of  the  five  following  subjects : 

I.  Drawing  and  Design. 
II.  Botany. 

III.  Zoology. 

IV.  Physics. 
V.  Chemistry. 

There  are  two  ways  of  meeting  this  requirement : 

I".  By  filing  certificates  of  exemption  from  some  or  all  of  these  five 
subjects  before  July  ist,  1910,  accompanied  by  laboratory  note-books, 
or,  if  certificates  are  offered  in  I,  by  drawings  and  designs  covering 
the  requirements  stated  below  under  I. 

2.  By  passing  examinations  in  such  of  these  five  subjects  as  are  not 
covered  by  the  exemption  certificates  above  mentioned.  Such  examina- 
tions must  be  taken  on  Monday,  September  12th,  1909,  and  notice  of 
intention  to  take  them  must  be  filed  before  July  ist,  1910. 

While  students  who  qualify  in  any  four  of  the  above  five  subjects  are 
admitted  to  the  two-years  course,  they  will  be  required  to  make  up  in 
the  Normal  School  the  subject  in  which  they  do  not  qualify. 

Blank  certificates,  with  directions  for  filling  them  out,  will  be  mailed 
on  application  to  the  principal  before  July  i,  1910.  No  certificates  will 
be  considered  unless  they  are  accompanied  by  note-books. 

As  the  specific  subjects  enumerated  under  I,  II,  III,  IV  and  V  above 
are  necessary  to  enable  a  student  to  omit  the  first  half-year  of  work  in 
the  General  Course,  no  equivalents  are  accepted. 

The  detailed  requirements  under  I,  II,  III,  IV,  and  V,  are  as  follows : 

I.  Drawing  and  Design. 

1.  Freehand  drawing  of  common  objects  in  perspective,  as  a  flower- 
pot, books,  boxes,  a  house  or  group  of  buildings,  groups  of  pottery  and 
still-life,  and  landscape  compositions  including  a  road,  path,  or  stream. 

2.  Design: 

a.  The  making  of  a  five-tone  scale  of  values. 

b.  The  rendering  of  an  object-drawing  in  flat  tones  of  gray  or 

color. 

c.  The  making  of  a  design  for  a  tile  or  candle  shade  in  straight 

line  patterns. 

d.  The  making  of  a  cover  design  or  poster  composed  mainly  of 

well-arranged  simple  lettering. 
Candidates  seeking  admission  by  certificate  must  Hie  drawings  and 
designs  covering  above  requirements  when  they  Hie  the  certificate.

II.  Botany. 

The  candidate  should  have  had  the  equivalent  of  a  half-year  course 
in  Botany,  with  two  recitations  and  two  double  laboratory  periods  per 
week.  Note-hooks,  collections,  etc.,  must  he  presented  hefore  July  i, 
igio. 

The  course  outlined  in  the  Biology  Syllabus  prepared  by  a  committee 
of  the  New  Jersey  Science  Teachers'  Association  is  especially  recom- 
mended as  a  preparation  for  the  Nature-study  of  this  school.* 

A  half-year  course  in  Botany  not  based  on  above  syllabus  should 
include  the  following  topics: 

1.  Types  of  seeds  (a)  one  monocotyledon,  (b)  two  dicotyledons,  one 
with  and  one  without  endosperm. 

2.  Germination  of  seeds  and  stages  of  the  development  of  seedlings. 

3.  Gross  anatomy  of  root,  stem,  leaf,  winter  buds,  flower,  and  fruit, 
with  some  microscopic  examination  of  root,  stem,  and  leaf  tissues; 
types  of  inflorescence. 

4.  Principles  of  pollination  and  relation  between  flowers  and  insects. 

5.  Sufficient  knowledge  of  the  characteristics  of  algae,  fungi,  mosses, 
and  ferns  to  differentiate  these  groups. 

6.  Experimental  work,  either  individual  or  demonstrational,  illus- 
trating photosynthesis,  transpiration,  respiration,  absorption,  photo- 
tropism  and   geotropism. 

7.  A  general  knowledge  of  the  structure  and  physiology  of  the  cell. 
See  N.  }.  Syllabus. 

III.  Zoology. 

The  candidate  should  have  had  the  equivalent  of  a  half-year  course 
in  Zoolog}^  with  two  recitations  and  two  double  laboratory  periods  per 
week.  Note-books,  collections,  etc.,  must  be  presented  before  July  i, 
J910. 

The  course  outlined  in  the  Biology  Syllabus  prepared  by  a  committee 
of  the  New  Jersey  Science  Teachers'  Association  is  especially  recom- 
mended as  a  preparation  for  the  Nature-study  of  this  school. 

A  half-year  course  in  Zoology  not  based  on  above  syllabus  should 
include  the  following  topics : 

T.  A  general  knowledge  of  the  characteristics  of  protozoans,  coelen- 
tcrates  and  sponges,  echinoderms,  mollusks,  worms,  crustaceans,  spiders, 
and  insects. 

2.  A  specific  knowledge  of  a  typical  annelid  and  anthropod.  preferably 
types  of  some  human  interest  or  importance. 

3.  Ability  to  distinguish  members  of  five  or  six  principal  orders  of 
insects  when  given  unknown  specimens. 

4.  A  knowledge  of  the  characteristics  of  fishes,  amphibians,  reptiles, 
birds,  and  mammals.

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5.  A  general  knowledge  of  the  structure  of  the  heart  and  gills,  the 
brain  of  a  fish ;  the  lungs,  digestive  organs,  nervous  system,  and  skeleton 
of  the  frog,  as  gained  from  a  careful  study  of  prepared  dissections  or 
from  individual  dissections  where  students  wish  to  make  them.  Accurate 
knowledge  of  the  nervous  system  will  be  very  helpful  to  the  work  in 
psychology. 

Note — Work  involving  compound  microscope  not  especially  desirable 
in  zoology  except  in  the  case  of  protozoans. 

6.  A  general  knowledge  of  the  structure  and  physiology  of  the  cell. 
See  N.  J.  Syllabus. 

IV.  Physics. 

This  course  should  have  included  Mechanics,  Sound,  Heat,  Light, 
Magnetism,  and  Electricity,  and  laboratory  work  with  the  preparation 
of  a  laboratory  note-book.     This  must  be  presented  before  July  i,  1910. 


V.  Chemistry. 

This  course  should  have  included  the  common  non-metals  and  metals, 
theories  of  chemistry  with  their  applications  to  common  affairs,  and 
laboratory  work  with  the  preparation  of  a  laboratory  note-book.  This 
must  be  presented  before  July  i,  igio.

PSYCHOLOGY. 

(a)  EivEMENTARY  Psychology — The  course  in  Elementary  Psychol- 
ogy covers  one  year,  with  two  periods  a  week,  and  includes  (i)  a 
study  of  the  psychophysical  organism  of  the  brain  and  nervous  system ; 
the  nature  and  training  of  the  special  senses,  and  the  less  complex 
phases  of  perception,  memory,  imagination,  thought,  the  emotions, 
habits  and  the  will,  and  the  nature  of  their  development  during  the 
elementary  school  period.  (2)  Studies  in  the  personal  reminiscences 
of  the  students,  to  give  them  practice  in  the  analysis  of  subjective  men- 
tal phenomena  and  to  deepen  and  broaden  their  concepts  of  the  sub- 
jective states  of  childhood.  (3)  Reading  and  review  of  certain  stand- 
ard reminiscent  studies  of  childhood,  such  as  Pierre  Loti's  Story  of  a 
Child;  Tolstoi's  Childhood,  Boyhood  and  Youth;  John  Stuart  Mill's 
Autobiography;  Helen  Keller's  Story  of  My  Life.  Angell's  Psychology 
(fourth  edition)  is  the  text  used  in  the  course  in  Elementary  Psychol- 
ogy, but  extensive  reference-use  is  made  of  the  standard  texts  by 
James,  Judd,  Titchener,  Ziehen,  Calkins,  Thorndike,  Royce  and  Don- 
aldson. 

{b)  Genetic  Psychoeogy — This  is  an  advanced  course,  as  an  out- 
growth of  the  course  in  Elementary  Psychology,  and  covers  one  year, 
of  two  periods  a  week.  The  purpose  of  the  course  is  (i)  to  apply  the 
facts  learned  in  Elementary  Psychology  to  the  training  of  children; 
(2)  to  present,  so  far  as  they  have  been  scientifically  determined,  facts 
concerning  the  nature  and  development  of  the  mind  during  child- 
hood and  adolescence,  and  (3)  to  provide  the  prospective  teacher  with 
sound  criteria  for  estimating  theories  about  the  child's  mind,  as  well 
as  to  give  training  in  the  concrete  study  of  child  life.  The  course  in- 
cludes studies  in  the  physical,  intellectual  and  moral  development  of 
children;  factors  conditioning  mental  development,  as  heredity  and 
environment ;  mental  fatigue  and  its  relation  to  mental  work ;  com- 
parative studies  of  the  minds  of  lower  animals  and  savages  with  those 
of  normal  and  defective  children;  the  special  senses,  perception,  mem- 
ory, imagination,  thought  powers,  emotions  and  motor  ability.  Atten- 
tion is  also  given  to  the  causes  and  extent  of  defective  vision  and  hear- 
ing, and  methods  of  testing  the  same,  together  with  other  minor  psy- 
chical abnormalities  more  or  less  common  among  school  children.  The 
course  includes  lectures  and  conferences  by  the  instructor  and  observa- 
tions and  readings  by  the  students.  The  texts  used  include  the  stand- 
ard books  by  G.  Stanley  Hall,  William  Preyer,  James  Sully,  E.  A. 
Kirkpatrick,  Earl  Barnes,  Stuart  H.  Rowc,  W.  B.  Drummond,  Gabriel 
Compayr6,  J.  Mark  Baldwin  and  others. 
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HISTORY   OF    EDUCATION. 

(a)  European  Education — The  course  in  the  History  of  Education 
covers  one  year  of  two  periods  a  week.  European  education  occupies 
the  major  part  of  the  course.  It  includes  a  study  of  the  development 
of  educational  institutions  and  theories  among  the  great  culture  na- 
tions of  the  old  world,  including  Greek  education,  education  among 
the  Romans,  .the  early  Christian  schools  and  teachers,  origin  of  the 
universities  and  the  rise  of  higher  education,  educational  aspects  of  the 
renaissance,  the  realistic  and  naturalistic  movements  in  modern  edu- 
cation, the  great  reformers,  their  theories,  efforts  and  accomplish- 
ments, and  study  of  portions  of  the  chief  educational  classics.  Paul 
Monroe's  Brief  Course  in  the  History  of  Education  is  the  text-book 
that  is  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  students.  Extensive  use  is  also 
made  of  the  writings  of  Laurie,  Quick,  Davidson,  Williams,  Compayre, 
Woodward,  James  P.  Monroe,  Paul  Monroe,  Will  S.  Monroe  and 
others.  The  educational  classics  include  Plato's  Republic,  Montaigne's 
Education  of  Children,  Comenius'  School  of  Infancy  and  Great  Didac- 
tic, Rousseau's  Emile,  Pestalozzi's  Leonard  and  Gertrude,  Froebel's 
Education  of  Man,  and  Spencer's  Education.  The  course  is  given  in 
lectures,  discussions  and  readings. 

(Z?)  American  Education — The  study  of  European  education  is 
supplemented  by  a  brief  course,  which  traces  the  successive  ideals  of 
the  different  streams  of  early  American  civilization,  the  growth  of  the 
public  school  systems  in  the  United  States,  origin  and  development  of 
normal  schools,  and  a  study  of  some  of  the  most  important  American 
contributions  to  the  literature  of  education.  Special  attention  will  be 
given  to  the  origin  and  development  of  the  public  school  system  of 
New  Jersey  and  to  the  different  institutions  of  learning  in  the  State. 
The  writings  of  Barnard,  Martin,  Hinsdale,  Boone,  Dexter,  Winship, 
Thwing,  Wickersham,  Monroe  and  others  will  furnish  the  background 
of  the  required  readings. 

ENGLISH. 

Literature. — The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  bring  students  to  an  ap- 
preciation of  the  nature  of  literature  and  its  relation  to  life,  in  order 
that  they  may  know  what  should  be  their  aim  in  presenting  literature 
themselves,  and  what  should  control  their  choice  of  literature  in  the 
elementary  grades. 

The  course  is  divided  into  Parts  I  and  //. 

Part  I.  The  following  types  of  literature  are  studied:  (i)  The 
epic,  the  Odyssey  (Bryant's  translation)  ;  the  ballad-epic,  Arnold's 
Sohrab  and  Rustum;  a  brief  study  of  the  transition  from  the  epic  to 
the  lyric  and  the  dramatic,  a  study  of  the  fundamental  relation  of  form 
to  the  life  it  embodies  and  expresses.  (2)  The  lyric,  Palgrave's  Golden 
Treasury  of  Songs  and  Lyrics.  (3)  The  dramatic,  Shakespeare's  Tem- 
pest. (4)  The  short  story,  appreciation  of  such  masters  as  Irving, 
Poe,  Hawthorne,  Stevenson  and  Kipling. 
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Part  II.  The  reading  of  literature  suitable  for  use  in  elementary 
grades.  Courses  of  literature  for  the  elementary  schools  developed. 
The  method  of  presentation  of  literature,  illustrated  by  actual  lesson- 
plans  prepared  for  different  grades  as  directed;  class  discussion  of 
these  lesson-plans.  Pedagogical  significance  of  myths,  sagas,  marchen, 
fables.  The  choice  of  stories,  the  essential  qualities  of  a  story  for 
children ;  the  art  of  story-telling — principles  of  method,  manner  and 
voice.  The  character  of  memory  selections.  Poetry  presented  pri- 
marily as  a  work  of  art,  and  not  in  the  service  of  any  other  subject. 
Correlations  of  literature — "The  natural  correlations  of  Hterature  are 
with  the  other  arts;  but,  above  all,  with  the  spirit  of  childhood,  and 
with  the  consciousness  of  children."  Dramatization  and  the  dramatic 
representation  of  literary  selections.  Literary  programs  for  special 
days.  The  school  library.  The  reading  of  professional  and  pedagogi- 
cal works  on  the  subject  of  literature  for  the  elementary  grades. 

Grammar  and  Composition — The  course  is  divided  into  Parts  I 
and  //. 

Part  I.  Grammar  and  Composition. 

Grammar.  The  study  of  sentences  and  their  structure,  the  study  of 
phrases  and  clauses.  Analysis  of  sentences.  Words  classified  accord- 
ing to  function.  Fundamental  principles  of  technical  grammar.  The 
work  in  English  grammar  is  largely  inductive.  Professional  aspects 
of  teaching  the  subject.     Laboratory  methods  and  their  value. 

Composition.  Exercises  in  narration,  exposition,  description  and 
argument.  The  study  of  the  paragraph.  The  principles  of  unity, 
coherence  and  emphasis.  Variety  in  sentence  structure;  exercises  in 
changing  the  form  of  expressions.     Versification. 

Part  II.  Language  in  the  Elementary  Grades.  Aim — to  develop 
power  of  expression. 

Language  methods.  Oral  language;  reproductive  and  imaginative 
composition.  Conversation  exercises,  with  special  attention  to  correct 
forms  of  speech,  enlargement  of  vocabulary  and  choice  of  words. 
Story-telling.  Picture-study  to  stimulate  expression.  Written  lan- 
guage; form  lessons,  thought  lessons.  Letter-writing,  story-writing. 
Dictation  lessons.  Study  and  imitation  of  models.  Dramatization; 
practical  application.  Action  games.  Criticism  and  correction  of 
written  work.  Correlations  of  language  with  other  subjects.  Exami- 
nation of  available  text-books  for  the  grades.  The  reading  of  pro- 
fessional and  pedagogical  works  on  the  subject  of  language  for  the  ele- 
mentary grades. 

MATHEMATICS. 

Mathematics  is  required  four  hours  per  week  throughout  one  year. 
The  aim  is  to  equip  teachers  thoroughly  for  the  work  of  the  grades. 
This  will  require  a  wider  and  more  theoretic  knowledge  of  the  graded 
school  and  high  school  subjects;  a  knowledge  of  the  history  and  peda- 
gogy of  these  subjects;  a  knowledge  of  the  nature  of  the  problems 
encountered  in  the  activities  of  children  and  in  the  world's  work,  and 
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some  knowledge  of  the  attempts  to  unify  the  elementary  mathematics. 
Courses  (a)  and  (b)  constitute  the  work  of  the  first  semester,  and 
(c)  and  (d)  the  work  of  the  second  semester. 

(a)  The  History  of  Arithmetic — The  history  of  the  older  nota- 
tions ;  the  scales  of  notation ;  the  Hindoo  notation ;  the  evolution  of 
the  fundamental  processes  from  the  methods  of  the  Hindoos;  the  early 
printed  arithmetics,  and  the  growth  of  the  subject  up  to  the  present 
time  will  be  presented  by  lectures  one  period  per  week  throughout  one 
semester.  Readings  by  the  students  from  the  histories  of  Ball,  Fink, 
Cajori  and  others  will  be  required.  Some  of  the  first  English  texts,  as 
those  of  Recorde,  Dilworth,  Wingate,  Cocker,  Pike  and  others  will  be 
examined. 

(&)  Arithmetic — This  course  will  seek  to  develop  quickness  in 
oral  work ;  accuracy  and  rapidity  in  computation ;  power  to  quickly 
and  clearly  analyze  a  new  problem ;  power  to  rapidly  make  new  prob- 
lems for  classroom  illustration ;  power  to  relate  arithmetic  to  the 
child's  experiences  in  and  out  of  school,  and  to  develop  an  apprecia- 
tion of  the  use  of  arithmetic  in  the  activities  of  man.  The  Stone-Millis 
Secondary  Arithmetic  will  be  completed  and  students  will  also  be  re- 
quired to  make  suitable  problems  for  the  various  grades  from  given 
data,  and  to  collect  data  for  such  work.  Special  texts  designed  for 
trade  schools  and  industrial  schools  will  be  reviewed. 

(c)  The  Pedagogy  oe  Arithmetic — A  study  of  the  pedagogy  of  the 
subject  will  include  such  topics  as  the  educational  value  and  aim  of 
arithmetic;  the  number  concept;  the  child's  power  to  use  the  type  of 
thought  required  in  the  use  of  number;  the  child's  interests — drills, 
games  and  problems ;  the  nature  and  purpose  of  problems ;  the  heuris- 
tic method  of  development,  etc.  This  course  will  be  given  by  lectures 
and  assigned  readings  from'  Young's  Teaching  of  Mathematics,  Smith's 
Teaching  of  Elementary  Mathematics,  Smith's  Teaching  of  Arithmetic, 
McMurry's  Special  Method  in  Arithmetic ,  Stone's  Arithmetical  Abili- 
ties, Jackson's  Educational  Significance  of  Sixteenth  Century  Arith- 
metic, and  many  others.  A  study  will  also  be  made  of  older  and 
recent  text-books  and  of  recent  courses  of  study. 

{d)  Aegebra  and  Geometry — Algebra  is  taken  to  illustrate  how 
arithmetic  grows  into  algebra  by  extending  the  concept  of  number  and 
of  certain  processes,  in  order  to  make  the  process  universal,  and  to 
show  how  literal  arithmetic  and  the  simple  equation  both  simplify 
arithmetic  and  prepare  for  high  school  algebra. 

Geometry  is  taken  to  show  the  development  of  the  mathematical 
type  of  thought  from  the  inductive  methods  of  arithmetic  to  the  deduc- 
tive methods  of  geometry — to  show  the  analytic  and  synthetic  forms  of 
reasoning.  The  inductive  geometry — constructions,  etc. — of  the  gram- 
mar school  will  be  discussed.  To  further  show  how  generalization  leads 
to  new  definitions,  rules  and  processes,  and  to  show  the  close  unity  of 
the  various  subjects,  it  will  be  shown  how  the  properties  of  similar 
triangles  lead  to  the  science  of  trigonometry.  Some  simple  relations 
among  the  trigonometric  functions  will  be  developed,  and  some  uses  of 
the  subject  will  be  shown.  It  is  taken  mainly,  however,  to  develop  an 
appreciation  of  a  mathematical  type  of  thought. 
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NATURE-STUDY. 

The  work  in  biological  nature-study  extends  through  the  first  two 
semesters,  four  periods  a  week.  The  topics  follow  the  order  of  the 
seasons.  Very  little  of  the  work  is  based  on  preserved  material.  Fall 
topics  are  autumn  flowers,  weeds,  insects  and  other  arthropods,  bulb- 
planting,  trees  in  their  leafy  and  winter  conditions,  and  the  preparation 
of  nature  for  winter.  Topics  studied  during  the  winter  months  are 
molds  and  bacteria,  studied  chiefly  on  the  physiological  and  economic 
sides,  seed  germination  and  vegetative  propagation  of  plants,  and  soils 
in  relation  to  the  need  of  the  plant.  Spring  topics  are  school  and  home- 
gardening,  spring  flowers,  birds,  the  development  of  the  toad  and  frog, 
early  appearing  insects  and  their  relation  to  the  other  animals  men- 
tioned. 

Students  will  make  and  care  for  school  gardens  on  the  grounds  of 
the  school  as  a  part  of  their  regular  work  in  this  department. 

The  course  is  not  rstensibly  a  course  in  biological  science,  but  much 
of  the  time  is  necessarily  given  up  to  the  acquisition  of  fact  matter 
because  so  many  students  are  handicapped  by  having  failed  to  take  any 
such  work  in  high  school,  and  because  many  others  have  had  so  little 
contact  with  the  real  objects  of  nature. 

The  course  does  not  aim  to  train  any  "general  power  of  observation," 
but  to  include  as  wide  a  range  of  observations  as  possible  of  objects 
worth  observing,  or  that  children  will  be  likely  to  ask  about,  and  which 
the  prospective  teacher  may  be  called  upon  to  use  in  her  work.  The 
flowers,  trees,  birds,  insects,  etc.,  are  not  studied  from  the  scientific 
standpoint,  but  as  more  or  less  related  to  our  lives,  and  in  such  a 
way  as  to  give  the  student  a  ready  recognition  of  them — a  speaking 
acquaintance, 

GEOGRAPHY. 

Three  periods  a  week  for  one  year  are  devoted  to  Geography.  The 
aim  is  to  give  an  understanding  of  the  control  which  climate,  surface 
and  other  geographical  factors  exert  over  the  life  of  man  and  animals 
upon  the  globe;  a  knowledge  of  and  ability  to  use  the  authoritative 
source  material  available,  and  some  idea  of  the  best  way  of  presenting 
the  subject  to  children. 

A  brief  preliminary  survey  of  the  essential  facts  of  Mathematical 
Geography  is  made.  The  work  on  temperature,  air  pressure,  condensa- 
tion of  moisture,  etc.,  is  done  in  connection  with  the  work  in  Physics. 
The  necessary  work  in  Physical  Geography  is  given  in  connection  with 
the  study  of  selected  regions.  North  America  and  Europe  are  studied 
with  particular  reference  to  the  relation  betwen  man  and  his  environ- 
ment. In  this  part  of  the  work  Brigham's  Geographic  Influences  in 
American  History,  Miss  Semple's  American  History  and  its  Geographic 
Conditions,  Hcrberton's  Man  and  His  Work,  and  the  various  com- 
mercial geographies  are  used.  As  much  field  work  as  possible  is  done, 
as  the  school  is  particularly  well  situated  for  such  work. 
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The  last  few  weeks  are  devoted  to  a  consideration  of  the  problems 
of  teaching  Geography  in  the  grades.  The  course  of  study,  the  change 
of  emphasis  in  the  different  grades,  the  adaptation  of  courses  of  study 
to  different  localities,  the  problems  of  Home  Geography,  good  and  bad, 
correlation,  etc.,  are  discussed,  and  selected  texts  are  reviewed  with  ref- 
erence to  their  value  in  the  work.  Throughout  the  course  much  empha- 
sis is  laid  upon  the  ability  to  interpret  maps. 

AMERICAN    HISTORY. 

The  course  presents  a  general  survey  of  the  rise  and  development  of 
the  American  nation  and  includes  a  discussion  of  methods  of  teaching 
history  and  suggestions  as  to  text  books  and  illustrative  material  for 
use  in  the  elementary  schools. 

The  chief  topics  studied  are  European  influences  on  American  colon- 
ization, the  struggle  for  supremacy  between  England  and  France, 
growth  of  colonial  institutions,  the  contest  with  England ;  formation  and 
interpretation  of  the  constitution,  the  development  of  the  new  nation, 
western  expansion,  conditions,  parties  and  issues  that  led  to  the  Civil 
War,  the  war  and  its  results ;  present  social  and  economic  problems, 
labor  and  capital,  immigration,  the  tariff  and  imperialism. 

The  course  will  be  carried  on  by  lectures,  recitations,  special  topics 
and  assigned  readings. 

THE    MANUAL   ARTS. 

I. 

Freehand  Drazving.    Four  periods  per  week. 

A  course  giving  the  fundamentals  of  simple  perspective.  The  fore- 
shortened circle  in  all  positions.  Convergence  of  parallel  lines.  Repre- 
sentation of  position,  distance,  level.  Memory  drawing  to  cultivate  a 
graphic  vocabulary. 

Desigjt.     Four  periods  per  week. 

The  essentials  of  design  as  applied  to  school  problems.  These  are 
taught  in  connection  with  (a)  borders,  (b)  rectangular  or  circular 
patterns,  (c)  landscape  and  object  composition,  (d)  lettering.  These 
are  worked  into  class-room  problems,  as  calendar,  valentine,  poster, 
tile,  flower  pot,  invitation,  etc. 

II. 

Modeling.    Two  periods  per  week. 

The  representation  of  common  objects  and  animals  in  the  round. 
Animals,  vegetables,  figures,  work  from  casts  and  models.    Pottery. 

Drawing.    One  period  per  week. 

Blackboard  drawing  of  vehicles,  animals,  people,  houses,  street  scenes 
and  landscape.  A  course  to  present  methods  of  teaching  drawing  in  the 
class-room. 
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Design.     One  period  per  week. 

Application  of  design  to  some  craft,  as  pottery, 

III. 

Manual  Training.     Four  periods  per  week. 

Tested  forms  of  handwork  for  the  first  five  school  years. 

(a)   Paper  construction,  folding  and  pasting.     Simple  bookmaking, 

boxes,  etc.,  with  appropriate  decoration  and  lettering. 
(&)   Sand-table   work.     The   construction    of   representations    and 

illustrations  in  three  dimensions. 
(c)  Weaving — basketry. 


GYMNASTICS  AND    HYGIENE. 

The  purpose  of  the  course  in  physical  training  is  two-fold : 

1.  To  keep  each  student  in  good  physical  condition  and  to  inspire 
in  her  a  thorough  appreciation  of  the  importance  of  health.  For  this 
purpose  a  weekly  lecture  is  given  throughout  the  first  year,  in  principles 
of  physiology  and  hj^giene  correlated  with  three  hours  of  practical 
gymnastic  training,  where  such  principles  may  be  applied. 

2,  To  teach  the  student  to  plan  and  conduct  gymnastic  lessons  suitable 
lo  the  school-room,  and  to  be  able  to  recognize  and  correct  physical 
defects  and  faulty  postures  among  children.  Throughout  the  second 
year  three  hours  a  week*  of  theory  and  practice  are  devoted  to  this  end. 


VOCAL  MUSIC. 

The  entire  school  meets  in  chorus  one  hour  each  week. 

During  three  semesters  each  class  has  an  additional  hour  each  week 
for  instruction  in  methods  of  teaching  vocal  music  in  the  elementary 
grades  of  the  public  school. 


II.    THE    KINDERGARTEN   TRAINING   COURSE. 

This  course  requires  two  years  for  its  completion.  Students  are 
received  in  September  only.  They  must  have  the  same  qualifications  as 
candidates  for  the  general  course,  and  must  also  satisfy  the  Kindergart- 
ner  director  that  they  can  sing  and  can  play  the  piano  well  enough  to 
give  promise  of  success  in  Kindergartening. 

The  course  of  study  is  as  follows : 


First  Half-year. 

Morning  Circle,  Child  Training  and  Hygiene,  Mother  Play,  Gymnas- 
tics, Drawing,  Gifts,  Psychology,  Nature  Study,  Music,  Stories,  History 
of  Education,  Songs,  Games. 
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Second  Half-year. 

Morning  Circle,  Mother  Play,  Gymnastics,  Drawing,  Occupations, 
Psychology,  Nature  Study,  Music,  Stories,  History  of  Education,  Songs, 
Games,  Observation. 

Third  Half-year. 

Program,  Games,  Drawing,  Psycholog>',  Construction  Work,  Educa- 
tion of  Man,  Nature  Study,  Music,  Child  Life  in  Literature  and  Art, 
History  of  Education,  Primary  ]\Iethods,  Gymnastics,  Songs,  Practice 
in  Kindergartens. 

Fourth  Half-year. 

Program,  Games,  Education  of  Man,  Psychology,  Primary  Methods, 
Gymnastics,  Songs. 
Mornings  are  given  to  practice  in  Kindergartens. 

Detail  of  Kindergarten  Training  Course. 

A  Study  of  Froehel's  Mother  Play.  This  book  is  used  as  a  text-book 
as  it  contains  the  theory  of  the  kindergarten.  The  writing  of  abstracts 
and  reference  reading  in  connection  with  this  study  is  expected  from  all 
students. 

The  Gifts.  A  study  of  the  theory  and  practice  of  the  kindergarten 
play  material.    Original  plays  given  by  students. 

The  Morning  Circle.  Each  student  is  required  to  lead  this  group,  and 
practice  is  given  in  the  teaching  of  songs,  the  telling  of  stories,  nature 
talks,  the  observance  of  festivals,  following  the  program  of  the  year 
and  guiding  the  child's  thought  in  other  directions. 

Songs  and  Games  of  the  Kindergarten. 

Music.  The  kindergarten  students  are  trained  with  the  school  in 
chorus  singing. 

Stories.  The  story  is  studied  from  two  standpoints — its  relation  to 
literature  and  to  childhood.  Students  are  trained  to  tell  and  to  write 
original  stories. 

Child  Training  and  Hygiene.  A  study  of  the  practical  and  ethical 
questions  relating  to  the  training  of  young  children  is  here  considered. 
The  topics  of  food,  clothing  and  shelter  in  their  relation  to  childhood 
are  also  presented. 

Drawing,  including  blackboard  sketching,  story  illustration  and  mod- 
eling. 

Psychology,  taken  with  pupils  of  General  Course. 

History  of  Education,  taken  with  pupils  of  General  Course. 

Gymnastics,  taken  with  pupils  of  General  Course. 

Nature  Work,  taken  with  pupils  of  General  Course. 

The  occupations  and  constructive  hand-work  supplement  the  gifts. 
Design  and  color  work  supplement  blackboard  sketching  and  modeling. 
A  study  of  the  life  of  Froebel  and  a  history  of  the  Kindergarten  move-

ment  is  given.  A  comparative  view  of  Froebel  in  connection  with  the 
work  of  other  educators  is  given  as  supplemental  to  the  General  Course 
in  the  History  of  Education,  and  a  study  of  play  in  its  relation  to  edu- 
cation is  also  made.  The  students  observe  and  practice  in  neighboring 
kindergartens.  A  record  of  this  study  is  kept  by  each  student  for  future 
reference  and  class  discussion. 

In  connection  with  the  program,  the  following  topics  are  considered : 
Kindergarten  management,  the  conduct  of  Mothers'  meetings  and 
Mothers'  classes,  the  direction  of  playgrounds  and  outdoor  games. 

In  the  constructive  work,  basketry  in  its  simpler  form,  cardboard 
modeling,  and  loom-weaving  are  taught. 

In  the  study  of  child-life  in  literature  and  art,  a  special  reference  is 
made  to  picture-study,  based  on  experiments  with  children. 

In  the  study  of  primary  methods,  the  relation  of  the  kindergarten  to 
the  school  is  considered.  The  gifts,  occupations,  construction  work  and 
sand-table  plays,  as  well  as  the  games,  are  graded  to  suit  the  needs  of 
the  school.

Historical  and  Descriptive. 


The  Legislature  of  1902-  directed  the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion to  investigate  the  need  of  additional  facilities  for  training 
teachers  for  the  public  schools  of  New  Jersey.  In  its  annual 
report  for  1903,  the  Board  reported  that,  although  the  New 
Jersey  State  Normal  School  at  Trenton  was  filled  with  students, 
the  supply  of  trained  teachers  was  quite  inadequate  to  the  increas- 
ing demand,  and  recommended  that  a  normal  school  be  estab- 
lished in  the  northern  part  of  the  State.  In  1904  the  Legis- 
lature appropriated  $25,000  for  the  purchase  of  a  site.  After 
inspecting  many  locations,  the  Board  finally  purchased  a  plot  of 
twenty-five  acres  in  the  northern  part  of  Montclair,  Essex  county. 
A  more  beautiful  or  healthful  site  could  not  have  been  chosen. 
The  grounds  have  an  elevation  of  four  hundred  feet  above  sea 
level,  and  command  an  uninterrupted  view  of  a  landscape  of 
remarkable  beauty.  The  Orange  range  stretches  away  to  the 
right,  while  at  the  front  and  left  the  Passaic  valley,  the  Hudson, 
and  the  taller  buildings  of  New  York  City  are  plainly  visible. 

An  appropriation  of  $275,000  was  made  by  the  Legislature  of 
1906  for  the  erection  and  equipment  O'f  a  building.  The  mission 
style  was  adopted  and  a  normal  school  building,  334  feet  long 
and  133  feet  deep,  of  brick  covered  with  white  stucco,  was  erected 
on  the  highest  part  of  the  grounds,  fronting  the  New  York  land- 
scape. The  equipment  is  of  the  latest  and  best.  The  ample 
grounds  afford  opportunities  for  school  gardens,  tennis  courts, 
and  all  the  outdoor  activities  of  a  large  normal  school. 

The  building  was  dedicated  September  28th,  1908,  by  Gov- 
ernor John  Franklin  Fort  and  the  State  Board  of  Education. 
The  school  had  been  previously  organized  on  September  15th, 
with  187  students.  Another  class  was  received  in  February, 
1909,  to  the  number  of  31,  making  the  total  registration  in  the 
3  (II) 
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first  year  218.     No  advanced  classes  were  opened  the  first  year 
and  no  students  received  from  any  other  normal  school. 

The  class  which  entered  at  the  opening  of  the  second  year  of 
the  school  numbered  160,  making  the  total  membership  352.  A 
class  of  45  was  graduated  June  15th,  19 10.  The  total  member- 
ship at  the  beginning  of  the  third  year  of  the  school,  September 
13th,  1910,  is  427. 

The  New  Jersey  State  Normal  School  at  Montclair  may  be 
reached  in  three  ways : 

The  Mont- 
cliar  Heights  station  adjoins  the  grounds  of  the  normal  school.

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The  General  Aim  of  the  School. 


The  Montclair  State  Normal  School  is  a  professional  school, 
whose  single  aim  is  the  preparation  of  teachers  for  the  elementary 
schools  and  kindergartens  of  t-he  State. 

The  qualifications  of  a  good  teacher  are  both  natural  and 
acquired.  The  former  include  all  that  we  mean  by  personality. 
In  detail,  these  are : 

1.  Adaptability  and  tact,  i.  e.,  the  ability  to  adjust  one's  self 
in  thought,  language  and  method  to  the  nnmaturity  of  children. 

2.  A  strong  attraction  for  teaching,  based  on  a  genuine  love 
of  children. 

3.  Intellectual  ability. 

4.  Executive  ability. 

5.  Common  sense. 

6.  Good  health  and  a  cheerful  disposition. 

One  who  lacks  any  of  these  natural  qualifications  will  not 
teach  well.  Since  the  Normal  School  cannot  create  personality, 
it  cannot  make  teachers.  Its  most  important  function  is  to  dis- 
cover, to  inspire  and  to  train  the  horn  teacher,  and  to  fit  her  into 
her  appropriate  place  in  the  schools. 

There  can  be  no  academic  tests  of  personality.  The  candidate 
for  the  teaching  profession  is  admitted  to  the  Normal  School 
chiefly  upon  evidence  of  her  intellectual  ability.  The  condition 
is  always  implied  that  she  may  be  dismissed  whenever  it  becomes 
clear  that  she  lacks  conspicuously  the  natural  qualifications  of  the 
good  teacher. 

To  the  natural  teacher,  however,  the  Montclair  State  Normal 
School  offers  unexcelled  opportunities  of  acquiring  that  pro- 
fessional knowledge  and  technical  skill  which  are  indispensable 
to  the  l^est  teaching. 

The  course  of  study  includes  the  necessary  elements  in  the 
training  of  teachers : 
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(i)  Educational  theory.  The  history  of  education,  psychoi- 
ds^'' pedagog}-,  organization  and  management  of  schools,  the 
principles  and  art  of  teaching,  and  methods. 

(2)  A  thorough  study  of  the  subject  matter  of  the  elementary 
school  curriculum. 

(3)  Observation  of  model  teaching. 

(4)  Practice  in  teaching  under  expert  supervision. 

Requirements  of  Admission. 

Both  sexes  are  admitted. 

1.  Residence.    All  candidates  must  be  residents  of  Xew  Jersey. 

2.  Age.    They  must  be  at  least  sixteen  years  old. 

3.  Scholarship.  Applicants  can  satisfy  the  scholarship  require- 
ments in  either  of  two  ways : 

a.  By  certification.  Two  classes  of  candidates  are  admitted  on 
certificates  without  examination : 

(i)  Graduates  of  a  four-years'  course  of  a  high  school  on  the 
^'Approved  List."  This  course  must  include  algebra  and  plane 
geometry. 

(2)   Holders  of  first-grade  county  teacher's  certificates. 

h.  By  written  examinations,  which  shall  give  satisfactory  evi- 
dence of  an  education  equivalent  to  that  required  by  ail)  above. 

Applicants  for  admission  by  examination  must  present  them- 
selves on  the  Monday  preceding  the  opening  of  the  term  at  10 
A.  M.,  i.  e.,  on  ^londay,  January  30th,  191 1,  or  on  ^Monday, 
September  nth,  191 1.  Notice  of  intention  to  take  Fall  examina- 
tions must  be  filed  with  the  principal  on  or  before  September  i, 
191 1,  accompanied  by  a  full  statement  of  high  school  record 
signed  bv  the  principal  of  the  school  from  which  the  applicant 
comes. 

Candidates  from  high  schools  not  on  the  "Approved  List" 
should  communicate  at  once  with  Hon.  Charles  J.  Baxter,  State 
Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  Trenton,  New  Jersey. 

4.  Health.  All  candidates  must  present  certificates  from  phy- 
sicians stating  that  they  are  in  good  health  and  are  free  from  ail 
physical  defects  that  unfit  them  for  teaching. 

The  Committee  on  the  Normal  School  has  voted  that  all  can- 
didates for  admission  shall  be  examined  by  a  woman  physician 
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selected  by  the  school  to  determine  whether  they  are  free  from 
any  disease  or  infirmity  which  would  unfit  them  for  teaching ;  and 
that  any  student  may  be  examined  by  this  physician  at  any  time 
in  her  course  to  determine  whether  her  physical  condition  war- 
rants her  continuance  in  the  school. 

Gymnastics  is  a  part  of  the  prescribed  course  of  study  for  every 
student. 

5.  Character.  They  must  present  testimonials  of  good  moral 
character. 

6.  Intention  to  teach.  At  registration  all  students  must  sign  a 
declaration  that  they  intend  to  teach  in  the  public  schools  of  Xew 
Jersey  for  at  least  two  years  immediately  after  being  graduated, 
unless  excused  temporarily  by  the  State  Board  of  Education,  and 
that,  if  they  do  not  so  teach,  or  are  not  excused,  they  will  refund 
to  the  State  the  cost  of  their  education. 

N.  B. — Application  blanks  containing  all  data  necessary  for 
admission  may  be  obtained  of  the  principal.

A  graduate  of  any  four-years  course  of  a  school  on  the  Ap- 
proved List  is  admitted  to  the  Normal  School  without  examina- 
tion. However,  every  candidate  should  bring  from  the  high 
school  at  least  this  equipment: 

1 .  The  habit  of  speaking  and  writing  good  English. 

2.  Some  knowledge  and  appreciation  of  good  literature. 

3.  An  elementary  acquaintance  with  the  history  of  Greece, 
Rome  and  England. 

4.  The  ability  to  read  at  least  one  foreign  language. 

5.  Such  a  knowledge  of  natural  phenomena  as  may  be  gained 
from  laboratory  courses  in  two  sciences. 

6.  The  ability  to  draw  from  the  object. 

7.  The  ability  to  read  music. 

8.  A  knowledge  of  algebra  and  of  the  elements  of  plane 
geometry. 

A  student  who  is  deficient  in  any  of  these  requisites  will  find 
the  work  of  the  Normal  School  proportionally  difficult. 

A  student  who  has  not  taken  algebra  and  plane  geometry  in 
the  high  school  must  pass  a  written  examination  in  these  subjects 
before  taking  mathematics  (d) ,  page  37. 

So  many  High  School  graduates  are  unable  to  spell  correctly 
that  it  is  necessary  to  teach  the  subject  in  this  school.  No  student 
will  be  graduated  unless  she  reaches  a  high  degree  of  proficiency 
in  spelling. 


Expenses. 

No  charge  is  made  for  tuition  or  for  the  use  of  text-books  and 
apparatus. 

The  school  has  no  dormitories.  A  list  of  suitable  boarding 
places  in  Montclair  with  prices  and  full  information  will  be  fur- 
nished by  the  principal  on  application. 

The  program  of  recitations  is  so  arranged  that  students  resid- 
ing within  a  reasonable  distance  may  live  at  home. 

Luncheon  will  be  served  at  the  school  daily  at  the  noon  inter-^ 
mission  at  moderate  prices. 
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Courses  of  Instruction, 


Xo  special  students  are  admitted. 

The  aim  of  the  school  is  distinctly  professional.  Students  will 
be  prepared  to  teach  in  the  public  schools  of  Xew  Jersey,  and  on 
graduation  will  receive  certificates  good  in  any  school  in  the 
State. 

There  are  two  courses  of  study — the  General  Course  and  the 
Kindergarten  Primary  Course. 

I.  The  General  Course. 

The  General  Course  requires  two  years  or  two  and  one-half 
years  for  its  completion,  according  to  the  qualifications  and  cir- 
cumstances of  the  individual  student. 

A  mature  student  in  good  health,  boarding  in  Montclair,  or 
commuting  daily  for  a  short  distance,  may  complete  this  course 
in  two  years,  provided  she  has  had  in  the  high  school  a  satis- 
factory course  in  drawing  and  good  laborator}^  courses  in  physics 
and  chemistry  and  in  the  foundations  of  biolog}'.  Evidence  of 
these  scholastic  qualifications  may  be  furnished  on  blank  certi- 
ficates to  be  obtained  of  the  Normal  School  or  by  examinations. 

Students  who  lack  these  qualifications  of  good  health,  maturity 
and  scholarship,  or  who  commute  daily  for  a  considerable  dis- 
tance, will  find  it  impossible  to  complete  the  General  Course  in 
less  than  two  and  one-half  years. 

All  stmicnfs  zcJio  can  do  so  are  adinsed  to  take  the  longer 
course. 

Candidates  who  comply  with  the  conditions  specified  on  page 
15  are  admitted  without  examination  to  the  General  Course 
of  two  gnd  one-half  years  or  to  the  Kindergarten  Priman-  Course 
of  two  and  one-half  years.  Those  who  elect  the  Kindergarten 
Course  must  satisfy  the  Supervisor  of  that  department  of  their 
ability  to  play  the  piano  and  to  sing  sufficiently  for  the  conduct 
of  a  kindergarten. 
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two-years  general  course. 

Students  who  wish  to  complete  the  General  Course  in  two 
years  must  enter  the  school  in  September  and  must  meet  the  fol- 
lowing requirements : 

1.  They  must  secure  admission  to  the  General  Course  of  two 
and  one-half  years  in  the  manner  provided  on  page  15. 

2.  They  must  present  evidence  of  having  completed  in  the  high 
school  satisfactory  courses  in  four  of  the  live  following  subjects:

There  are  two  ways  of  meeting  this  requirement : 

1.  By  filing  certificates  of  exemption  from  some  or  all  of  these 
five  subjects  before  September  ist,  191 1,  accompanied  by  labor- 
ator}'  note-books,  or,  if  certificates  are  offered  in  I,  by  drawings 
and  designs  covering  the  requirements  stated  below  under  L 

2.  By  passing  examinations  in  such  of  these  five  subjects  as 
are  not  covered  by  the  exemption  certificates  above  mentioned. 
Such  examinations  must  be  taken  on  ^londay,  September  nth, 
191 1,  and  notice  of  intention  to  take  them  must  be  filed  before 
September  ist,  191 1. 

While  students  who  qualify  in  any  four  of  the  above  five  sub- 
jects are  admitted  to  the  two-years  course,  they  will  be  required 
to  make  up  in  the  Normal  School  the  subject  in  which  they  do 
not  qualify. 

Blank  certificates,  with  directions  for  filling  them  out,  will  be 
mailed  on  application  to  the  principal  before  September  ist,  191 1. 
K'o  certificates  zcill  be  considered  indcss  they  arc  accompanied  by 
note-books. 

As  the  specific  subjects  enumerated  under  I,  II,  III,  IV  and  V 
above  are  necessary  to  enable  a  student  to  omit  the  first  half- 
year  of  work  in  the  General  Course,  no  equivalents  are  accepted. 

The  detailed  requirements  under  I,  II,  III,  IV  and  V  are  as 
follows : 
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/.  Drannng  and  Design. 

Candidates  must  file  drazvings  and  designs  zvhich  give  evidence 
of  familiarity  with  the  folloziing  topics: 

1.  Freehand  drazinng  of  common  objects  in  perspective,  as 
flower  pot,  books,  boxes,  a  building  (house,  barn),  spray  of  fruit 
(apple,  pear,  quince),  and  landscape  composition  with  wood  path 
or  pond  in  perspective. 

2.  Design — 

a.  Five-tone  scale  of  values  in  grey  and  in  color. 

b.  Object  drawing  or  composition  rendered  in  three  tones 

of  grey. 

c.  Designs  for  a  tile  or  some  rectangular  area   (pillow, 

box  or  mat)  ;    for  a  candle  shade  or  some  circular 
space,  and  for  a  stencil  border. 

d.  Poster  or  cover  design  showing  well-arranged  letter- 

ing. 

//.  Botany. 

The  candidate  should  have  had  the  equivalent  of  a  half-year 
course  in  Botany,  with  two  recitations  and  two  double  laboratory 
periods  per  week.  Noie-hooks  must  he  presented  before  Septem- 
ber I  St,  ipii. 

The  course  outlined  in  the  Biology  Syllabus  prepared  by  a 
committee  of  the  New  Jersey  Science  Teachers'  Association  is 
especially  recommended  as  a  preparation  for  the  Nature-study  of 
this  school.* 

A  half-year  course  in  Botany  not  based  on  above  syllabus 
should  include  the  following  topics : 

1.  Types  of  seeds  (a)  one  monocotyledon,  (b)  two  dicoty- 
ledons, one  with  and  one  without  endosperm. 

2.  Germination  of  seeds  and  stages  of  the  development  of 
seedlings.

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3.  Gross  anatomy  of  root,  stem,  leaf,  winter  buds,  flower,  and 
fruit,  with  some  microscopic  examination  of  root,  stem,  and  leaf 
tissues;  types  of  inflorescence. 

4.  Principles  of  pollination  and  relation  between  flowers  and 
insects. 

5.  Suflicient  knowledge  of  the  characteristics  of  alg-?e.  fungi, 
mosses,  and  ferns  to  dift'erentiate  these  groups. 

6.  Experimental  work,  either  individual  or  demonstrational, 
illustrating  photosynthesis,  transpiration,  respiration,  absorption, 
phototropism  and  geotropism. 

7.  A  general  knowledge  of  the  structure  and  physiology  of  the 
cell. 

8.  The  preparation  of  a  laboratory  note-book.  See  X.  J. 
Syllabus. 

III.   Zoology. 

The  candidate  should  have  had  the  equivalent  of  a  half-year 
course  in  Zoology,  with  two  recitations  and  two  double  labora- 
tory periods  per  week.  Xote-books,  collections,  etc.,  Diiist  be  pre- 
sented before  September  ist,  ipii. 

The  course  outlined  in  the  Biology  Syllabus  prepared  by  a 
committee  of  the  New  Jersey  Science  Teachers'  Association  is 
especially  recommended  as  a  preparation  for  the  Xature-study  of 
this  school. 

A  half-year  course  in  Zoology  not  based  on  above  syllabus 
should  include  the  following  topics : 

1.  A  general  knowledge  of  the  characteristics  of  protozoans, 
coelenterates  and  sponges,  echinoderms.  mollusks.  worms,  crus- 
taceans, spiders,  and  insects. 

2.  A  specific  knowledge  of  a  typical  annelid  and  arthropod, 
preferablv  types  of  some  human  interest  or  importance. 

3.  Ability  to  distinguish  members  of  five  or  six  principal  orders 
of  insects  when  given  unknown  specimens. 

4.  A  knowledge  of  the  characteristics  of  fishes,  amphibians, 
reptiles,  birds,  and  mammals. 

5.  A  general  knowledge  of  the  structure  of  the  heart  and  gills, 
the  brain  of  a  fish :  the  luns^s.  digestive  organs,  nervous  system. 
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and  skeleton  of  the  frog",  as  gained  fronii  a  careful  study  of  pre- 
pared dissections  or  from  individual  dissections  where  students 
wish  to  make  them.  Accurate  knowledge  of  the  nervous  system 
will  be  very  helpful  to  the  work  in  psychology. 

Note — Work  involving  compound  miscroscope  not  especially 
desirable  in  zoology  except  in  the  case  of  protozoans. 

6.  A  general  knowledge  of  the  structure  and  physiology  of  the 
cell.    See  N.  J.  Syllabus. 

IV.  Physics. 

This  course  should  have  included  the  study,  during  a  period  of 
one  year,  of  liquids,  gases,  heat,  light,  sound,  magnetism,  elec- 
tricity and  mechanics.  It  should  have  included  lectures,  fully 
illustrated  by  experiment,  individual  laboratory  work  by  the 
student,  with  the  keeping  of  a  laboratory  note-book,  and  the  study 
of  a  text  with  discussions  and  quizzes. 

The  usual  ''college  preparatory"  physics  is  accepted,  but  it  is 
preferable  for  students  entering  the  Normal  School  that  less  time 
than  is  usual  be  spent  in  the  study  of  mechanics  and  the  working 
of  problems,  and  that  more  time  be  devoted  to  the  study  of  heat, 
gases,  liquids,  light,  magnetism  and  electricity,  with  especial  refer- 
ence to  their  bearing  upon  everyday  life  and  upon  the  phases 
needed  for  a  comprehension  of  geography,  physiology  and 
biology. 

The  note-book  should  give  evidence  of  having  been  prepared 
in  the  laboratory  at  the  time  when  the  experiment  was  performed 
by  the  student  and  should  have  been  examined  and  criticized  by 
the  instructor.  A  signed  statement  should  state  when  and  by 
whom  the  records  were  kept.  Note-books  must  be  presented 
before  September  i,  ipii. 

V.  Chemistry. 

The  course  should  have  included  a  study  of  the  common  ele- 
ments and  their  most  important  compounds,  with  the  fundamental 
chemical  theories.     Emphasis  should  have  been  placed  upon  those

The  Senior  A  Semester  is  passed  in  practice  teaching. 

By  the  courtesy  of  the  local  Boards  of  Education  members  of 
the  present  Senior  A  Class  will  have  had  sixteen  weeks  of  prac- 
tice teaching  under  expert  teachers  in  one  of  the  following  school 
systems :  Arlington,  Bayonne,  Bloomfield,  Caldwell,  Dover,  East 
Orange,  Essex  Fells,  Hoboken,  Jersey  City,  Little  Falls,  Mont- 
clair,  Morristown,  Newark,  North  Bergen,  Orange,  Passaic, 
Paterson,  Perth  Amboy,  Plainfield,  Ridgewood,  Rutherford, 
South  Orange,  Summit,  Town  of  Union,  Weehawken,  Westfield, 
West  New  York  and  West  Orange. 
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Detail  of  the  General  Course  of  Study. 

psychology. 

(a)  ElKmkntary  Psychology — The  course  in  Elementary 
Psychology  covers  one  year,  with  two  periods  a  week,  and  in- 
cludes (i)  a  study  of  the  psychophysical  organism  of  the  brain 
and  nervous  system ;  the  nature  and  training  of  the  special  senses, 
and  the  less  complex  phases  of  perception,  memory,  imagination, 
thought,  the  emotions,  habits  and  the  will,  and  the  nature  of 
their  development  during  the  elementary  school  period.  (2) 
Studies  in  the  personal  reminiscences  of  the  students,  to  give 
them  practice  in  the  analysis  of  subjective  mental  phenomena 
and  to  deepen  and  broaden  their  concepts  of  the  subjective  states 
of  childhood.  (3)  Reading  and  review  of  certain  standard 
reminiscent  studies  of  childhood,  such  as  Pierre  Loti's  Story  of 
a  Child;  Tolstoi's  Childhood,  Boyhood  and  Youth;  John  Stuart 
Mill's  Autobiography;  Helen  Keller's  Story  of  My  Life.  Angell's 
Psychology  (fourth  edition)  is  the  text  used  in  the  course  in 
Elementary  Psychology,  but  extensive  reference-use  is  made  of 
the  standard  texts  by  James,  Judd,  Titchener,  Ziehen,  Calkins, 
Thorndike,  Royce  and  Donaldson. 

(b)  Genetic  Psychology — This  is  an  advanced  course,  as  an 
outgrowth  of  the  course  in  Elementary  Psychology,  and  covers 
one  year,  of  two  periods  a  week.  The  purpose  of  the  course  is 
( I )  to  apply  the  facts  learned  in  Elementary  Psychology  to  the 
training  of  children;  (2)  to  present,  so  far  as  they  have  been 
scientifically  determined,  facts  concerning  the  nature  and  develop- 
ment of  the  mind  during  childhood  and  adolescence,  and  (3)  to 
provide  the  prospective  teacher  with  sound  criteria  for  estimating 
theories  about  the  child's  mind,  as  well  as  to  give  training  in  the 
concrete  study  of  child  life.  The  course  includes  studies  in  the 
physical,  intellectual  and  moral  development  of  children;  factors 
conditioning  mental  development,  as  heredity  and  environment; 
mental  fatigue  and  its  relation  to  mental  work;  comparative 
studies  of  the  minds  of  lower  animals  and  savages  with  those  of

normal  and  defective  children;  the  special  senses,  perception, 
memory,  imagination,  thought  powers,  emotions  and  motor 
ability.  Attention  is  also  given  to  the  causes  and  extent  of  de- 
fective vision  and  hearing,  and  methods  of  testing  the  same,  to- 
gether with  other  minor  psychical  abnormalities  more  or  less 
common  among  school  children.  The  course  includes  lectures 
and  conferences  by  the  instructor  and  observations  and  readings 
by  the  students.  The  texts  used  include  the  standard  books  by 
G.  Stanley  Hall,  William  Preyer,  James  Sully,  E.  A.  Kirkpat- 
rick.  Earl  Barnes,  Stuart  H.  Rowe,  W.  B.  Drummond,  Gabriel 
Compayre,  J.  Mark  Baldwin  and  others. 

Educational  Principles  Applied  to  Teaching. 

The  aim  of  the  course  is  (a)  to-  make  students  familiar  with 
the  aims  of  education  and  with  the  educational  principles  under- 
lying the  teaching  process  ;  (^)  to  make  them:  able  to  apply  these 
principles  tO'  school-room  procedure  and  class  management,  to  the 
selection  and  organization  of  subject  matter,  and  to  the  choice  and 
application  of  methods  to  be  used  in  teaching. 

The  following  topics  will  be  considered :  ( i )  The  aims  of 
education  as  presented  in  various  periods  and  a  special  analysis 
of  the  social  aim — its  effect  on  habits,  selection  of  subject-matter, 
methods,  ideals,  etc. 

(2)  Place  of  the  school  in  the  teaching  process;  its  relation  to 
the  other  institutions  for  education,  viz.,  the  home,  church,  com- 
munity, government;  factors  of  the  school  which  demand  special 
consideration  if  the  school  is  to  be  efficient,  such  as  physical  con- 
ditions, personality  of  teacher,  etc. 

(3)  Part  played  by  physical  development  and  formation  of 
moral  habits  in  the  social  aim.  How  does  a  recognition  of  these 
affect  school-room  procedure? 

(4)  Methods  of  securing  class  interest  in  the  recitation  as 
derived  from  the  social  aim.  How  will  such  an  aim  affect  the 
social  nature  and  particular  aim  of  each  recitation?  How  affect 
its  character  and  activities?  What  relation  will  work  in  school 
bear  to  the  life  outside? 

(5)  Class  management  in  light  of  above  aim;  purposes  to  be 
accomplished;  appeals  to  be  made  on  this  basis;  what  matters 
must  be  reduced  to  routine.     How  secure? 
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(6)  The  recognition  to-day  of  the  necessity  of  considering  the 
child  as  the  starting  point  in  education.  What  experiences  has  he 
had  when  he  enters  school  ?  What  instincts  are  then  prominent  ? 
What  ones  manifest  themselves  later  ?  Which  should  be  retained  ? 
What  ones  inhibited  ?  What  use  can  be  made  of  these  instincts  in 
his  education? 

(7)  Varieties  of  lessons  depending  upon  the  particular  purpose 
to  be  accomplished:  the  inductive  development  lesson  (five  formal 
steps)  ;  the  deductive  development  lesson;  recitation  lesson;  drill 
lesson ;  review  lesson ;  study  lesson.  Each  will  be  discussed  as  to 
purpose,  various  methods  for  securing.  These  will  be  compared 
and  criticised  with  an  attempt  to  arrive  at  the  most  satisfactory 
method.  We  shall  further  consider  under  these  methods  some 
special  phases  of  the  recitation,  such  as  the  teaching  of  definitions ; 
the  topical  method ;  method  of  narration,  of  explanation,  etc.,  with 
aim  and  procedure  for  each.  What  is  the  use  and  method  of 
text-books  in  study  assignments  and  in  the  recitation? 

(8)  The  art  of  questioning  in  the  recitation  as  considered 
from  the  social  standpoint:  purposes;  types  discussed  and  criti- 
cised; an  attempt  to  arrive  at  a  conclusion  as  to  the  test  to  be 
applied  in  judging  of  the  value  of  questions;  ways  of  distributing. 

(9)  Application  of  the  above  principles  to  school-room  obser- 
vation and  preparation  for  practice  teaching.  It  will  include  the 
writing  of  lesson  plans  by  students  after  a  class  consideration  of 
the  subject  matter  and  method  side,  giving  special  attention  to 
aim  of  lesson,  steps  to  be  considered,  activities  desired. 

The  course  will  consist  of  lectures,  assigned  readings,  dis- 
cussions, papers,  reports  of  observations,  lesson  plans,  etc. 

Special  Methods. 

The  aim  of  the  course  is  to  have  the  students  apply  the  prin- 
ciples of  education  as  considered  in  the  more  general  course  to 
methods  in  reading,  spelling,  writing,  etc. 

I.  Reading:  (a)  Something  of  the  history  of  reading  as  to 
selection  of  material  and  methods  used,  (b)  Present-day  stand- 
ards for  choice  of  subject-matter;  claims  of  various  types  of 
material  used  in  primary  schools,  viz.,  nursery  rhymes,  stories 
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based  on  familiar  things,  primitive  life  tales,  fables,  fairy  tales, 
myths,  Bible  stories,  poetry,  descriptive  stories,  stories  of  travel, 
information,  etc.,  with  criticisms,     (c)   Methods:     Some  of  the 
difficulties  which  the  child  meets  in  learning  to  read.     A  discus- 
sion of  the  word,  sentence  and  phonic  methods  as  to  aim,  order 
of  procedure,   claims   of,   objections   to.      Discussions  of   other 
more  recent  methods  which  are  combinations  of  the  above,  as 
Rational,  New  Education,  Natural,  Nursery,  Aldine,  etc. ;    con- 
sideration of  desirability  of  correlation  of  drawing,  story,  drama- 
tization, etc.,  with  reading  in  the  primary  grades;  a  study  of 
phonetics.     This  part  of  the  work  will  include  lectures,  readings, 
discussions,  the  writing  of  original  stories  for  blackboard  read- 
ing,  writing  of  lesson  plans  and  the  presentation  of  an  ideal 
method  by  each  student.     Methods  for  intermediate  grades  will 
be  considered,     (a)  The  preparation:     What  is  the  place  of  the 
word-drill  ?     Shall  it  come  before  or  after  pupils  find  their  need 
for  words?     Shall  words  be  presented  abstractly  or  through  the 
context?     Shall  children  work  out,  or  be  told,  new  words?     In 
what  grades  shall  diacritical  marks  be  presented?     What  pro- 
portion of  time  ought  to  be  given  to  word-study  as  compared 
with  reading?     Is  it  reading  if  the  child  himself  has  not  the 
thought  but  has  the  mechanics?     Place  of  silent  reading;  value 
of   the   use   of  the   dictionary.      (b)    Vocal   expression:      How 
secured?     Comparison  of  method  which  emphasizes  the  thought 
side,  which  stimulates  interest  and  imagination,  with  that  which 
makes  the  mechanics  prominent.    Faults  of  expression:    Causes? 
How  correct?     Need  for  definite  aim  in  each  reading  lesson; 
for  developing  the  imagination ;  for  creating  a  desire  to  read ;  for 
securing  a  love  for  good  literature  through  reading.     How  can 
these  be  reached?     Correlation  of  reading  with  other  subjects; 
advantages   of   allowing  children   to   read   individual   selections 
from  their  own  books,  and  of  forming  grade  libraries. 

2.  Spelling. 

Various  views  of  spelling  discussed,  viz. :  Shall  oral  or 
written  spelling  be  more  prominent?  Shall  the  words  be  pre- 
sented in  sentences  or  in  lists?  Shall  they  be  chosen  from 
words  in  common  use  or  from  a  text?     Shall  i)lu)netics  play  a 
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part  in  the  spelling  lesson?  The  following  topics  will  be  con- 
sidered: Selection  of  words  for  primary  grades;  division  of 
words  into  syllables;  the  part  pronunciation  plays  in  spelling. 
Shall  words  be  given  alone  or  with  meanings?  Necessity  of 
visualizing,  of  directing  attention  to  parts  of  the  word  which 
children  know,  to  silent  letters :  to  small  familiar  words  within 
the  larger  word.  Advisability  of  returning  papers  containing 
misspelled  words  for  correction ;  of  requiring  misspelled  words  to 
be  written  ''ten  times."  Value  of  dictation  lessons.  Desirability 
of  having  children  keep  lists  of  their  own  misspelled  words  for 
frequent  review.  Spelling  games,  matches,  etc.  Why  desirable  ? 
How  conducted? 

3.  Penmanship. 

Its  place  in  first  grade;  kind  and  size  of  mediums  used  in  early 
work;  how  aim  in  primary  work  differs  from  that  in  higher 
grades. 

Aims  from  third  grade  on — interest,  effort,  good  sitting  posi- 
tion, pen  holding,  forms  of  letters,  uniform  size,  neatness,  speed. 
Gradual  changes  in  mediums  and  method  to  realize  these  aims. 
Value  of  speed  drills.  Advantages  and  disadvantages  of  various 
systems,  viz.,  Spencerian,  Vertical,  Medial  Slant.  Necessity  of 
vigilance  and  constant  effort  to  secure  desired  results.  Methods 
of  teaching  other  subjects  are  discussed  in  the  several  depart- 
ments in  connection  with  subject-matter. 

^Iethod  of  Study. 

The  aims  of  this  study  are  (a)  to  train  students  in  better 
habits  of  study;  (b)  to  enable  them  to  guide  children  to  form 
correct  habits  of  study.  We  shall  use  Dr.  Frank  ;Mc]\Iurry's 
text-book,  entitled  ''How  to  Study,"  and  shall  follow  this  order 
for  discussion. 

Students  will  attempt  to  apply  the  above  principles  in  their 
other  method  work  and  in  our  class  discussions. 

History  of  Education, 

(u)  European  Education — The  course  in  the  History  of 
Education  covers  one  year  of  two  periods  a  week.     European 
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education  occupies  the  major  part  of  the  course.  It  includes  a 
study  of  the  development  of  educational  institutions  and  theories 
among  the  great  culture  nations  of  the  old  world,  including 
Greek  education,  education  among  the  Romans,  the  early  Chris- 
tian schools  and  teachers,  origin  of  the  universities  and  the  rise 
of  higher  education,  educational  aspects  of  the  renaissance,  the 
realistic  and  naturalistic  movements  in  modern  education,  the 
great  reformers,  their  theories,  efforts  and  accomplishments,  and 
study  of  portions  of  the  chief  educational  classics.  Paul  Mon- 
roe's Brief  Course  in  the  History  of  Education  is  the  text-book 
that  is  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  students.  Extensive  use  is  also 
made  of  the  writings  of  Laurie,  Quick,  Davidson,  Williams, 
Compayre,  Woodward,  James  P.  Monroe,  Paul  Monroe,  Will  S. 
Monroe  and  others.  The  educational  classics  include  Plato's  Re- 
public, Montaigne's  Education  of  Children,  Comenius'  School  of 
Infancy  and  Great  Didactic,  Rousseau's  Entile,  Pestalozzi's  Leon- 
ard and  Gertrude^  Froebel's  Education  of  Man,  and  Spencer's 
Education.  The  course  is  given  in  lectures,  discussions  and  read- 
ings. 

{b)  American  Education — The  study  of  European  educa- 
tion is  supplemented  by  a  brief  course,  which  traces  the  successive 
ideals  of  the  different  streams  of  early  American  civilization,  the 
growth  of  the  public  school  systems  in  the  United  States,  origin 
and  development  of  normal  schools,  and  a  study  of  some  of  the 
most  important  American  contributions  to  the  literature  of  edu- 
cation. Special  attention  will  be  given  to  the  origin  and  de- 
velopment of  the  public  school  system  of  New  Jersey  and  to 
the  different  institutions  of  learning  in  the  State.  The  writ- 
ings of  Barnard,  Martin,  Hinsdale,  Boone,  Dexter,  Winship, 
Thwing,  Wickersham,  Monroe  and  others  will  furnish  the  back- 
ground of  the  required  readings. 

Engush. 

LiTi-.RATiRK — The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  bring  students  to 
an  api)rcciation  of  the  nature  of  literature  and  its  relation  to  life, 
in  order  that  they  may  know  what  should  be  their  aim  in  present- 
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ing-  literature  themselves,  and  what  should  control  their  choice  of 
literature  in  the  elementary  grades. 

The  course  is  divided  into  Parts  I  and  //. 

Part  I.  The  following  types  of  literature  are  studied  :  ( i )  The 
epic,  the  Odyss^ey  (Bryant's  translation)  ;  the  ballad-epic,  Ar- 
nold's Sohrah  and  Ruistum;  a  brief  study  of  the  transition  from 
the  epic  to  the  lyric  and  the  dramatic,  a  study  of  the  fundamental 
relation  of  form  to  the  life  it  embodies  and  expresses.  (2)  The 
lyric,  Palgrave's  Golden  Treasury  of  Songs  and  Lyrics.  (3)  The 
dramatic,  Shakespeare's  Tempest.  (4)  The  short  story,  appre- 
ciation of  such  masters  as  Irving,  Poe,  Hawthorne,  Stevenson 
and  Kipling. 

Part  II.  The  reading  of  literature  suitable  for  use  in  elemen- 
tary grades.  Courses  of  literature  for  the  elementary  schools  de- 
veloped. The  method  of  presentation  of  literature,  illustrated 
by  actual  lesson-plans  prepared  for  different  grades  as  directed; 
•class  discussion  of  these  lesson-plans.  Pedagogical  significance 
of  myths,  sagas,  marchen,  fables.  The  choice  of  stories,  the 
essential  qualities  of  a  story  for  children ;  the  art  of  story-telling 
— principles  of  method,  manner  and  voice.  The  character  of 
memory  selections.  Poetry  presented  primarily  as  a  work  of  art, 
and  not  in  the  service  of  any  other  subject.  Correlations  of  liter- 
ature— "The  natural  correlations  of  literature  with  the  other 
arts;  but,  above  all,  with  the  spirit  of  childhood,  and  with  the 
consciousness  of  children."  Dramatization  and  the  dramatic 
representation  of  literary  selections.  Literary  programs  for 
special  days.  The  school  library.  The  reading  of  professional 
and  pedagogical  works  on  the  subject  of  literature  for  the  ele- 
mentary grades. 

Grammar  and  Composition — The  course  is  divided  into 
Parts  I  and  //. 

Part  I.  Grammar  and  Composition. 

Grammar.    The  study  of  sentences   and  their  structure,   the 

study  of  phrases  and  clauses.     Analysis  of  sentences.     Words 

classified    according    to    function.      Fundamental    principles    of 

technical  grammar.     The  work  in  English  grammar  is  largely 
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inductive.  Professional  aspects  of  teaching  the  subject.  Labo- 
ratory methods  and  their  vakie. 

Composition.  Exercises  in  narration,  exposition,  description 
and  argiuiient.  The  study  of  the  paragraph.  The  principles  of 
unity,  coherence  and  emphasis.  A^ariety  in  sentence  structure; 
exercises  in  changing  the  form  of  expressions.     A'ersification. 

Part  II.  Language  in  the  Elementary  Grades.  Aim — to  de- 
velop power  of  expression. 

Language  methods.  Oral  language :  reproductive  and  imagi- 
native composition.  Conversation  exercises,  with  special  atten- 
tion to  correct  forms  of  speech,  enlargement  of  vocabulary  and 
choice  of  words.  Story-telling.  Picture-study  to  stimulate  ex- 
pression. AA'ritten  language :  form  lessons,  thought  lessons. 
Letter-writing,  story-writing.  Dictation  lessons.  Study  and 
imitation  of  models.  Dramatization ;  practical  application.  Ac- 
tion games.  Criticism  and  correction  of  written  work.  Correla- 
tions of  language  with  other  subjects.  Examination  of  avail- 
able text-books  for  the  grades.  The  reading  of  professional  and 
pedagogical  works  on  the  subject  of  language  for  the  elementary 
grades. 

Mathematics. 

^^lathematics  is  required  four  hours  per  week  throughout  one 
year.  The  aim  is  to  equip  teachers  thoroughly  for  the  work  of 
the  grades.  This  will  require  a  wider  and  more  theoretic  knowl- 
edge of  the  graded  school  and  high  school  subjects :  a  knowl- 
edge of  the  history  and  pedagogy  of  these  subjects ;  a  knowledge 
of  the  nature  of  the  problems  encountered  in  the  activities  of  chil- 
dren and  in  the  world's  work,  and  some  knowledge  of  the  at- 
tempts to  unify  the  elementary  mathematics.  Courses  (a)  and 
[b)  constitute  the  work  of  the  first  semester,  and  (c)  and  ((/) 
the  work  of  the  second  semester. 

{a)  The  History  of  Arithmetic — The  history  of  the  older 
notations :  the  scales  of  notation  ;  the  Hindoo  notation ;  the  evolu- 
tion of  the  fundamental  processes  from  the  methods  of  the 
Hindoos:  the  early  printed  arithmetics,  and  the  growth  of  the 
subject  up  to  the  present  time  will  be  presented  by  lectures  one 
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period  per  week  throughout  one  semester.  Readings  by  the 
students  from  the  histories  of  Ball,  Fink,  Cajori  and  others  will 
be  required.  Some  of  the  first  English  texts,  as  those  of  Recorde, 
Dilworth,  Wingate,  Cocker,  Pike  and  others  will  be  examined. 

(b)  Arithmetic — (This  course  will  seek  to  develop  quickness 
in  oral  work ;  accuracy  and  rapidity  in  computation ;  power  to 
quickly  and  clearly  analyze  a  new  problem;  power  to  rapidly 
make  new  problems  for  classroom  illustration;  power  to  relate 
arithmetic  to  the  child's  experiences  in  and  out  of  school,  and  to 
develop  an  appreciation  of  the  use  of  arithmetic  in  the  activities 
of  man.  The  Stone-^Millis  Secondary  Arithmetic  will  be  com- 
pleted and  students  will  also  be  required  to  make  suitable  prob- 
lems for  the  various  grades  from  given  data,  and  to  collect  data 
for  such  work.  Special  texts  designed  for  trade  schools  and 
industrial  schools  will  be  reviewed. 

(c)  The  Pedagogy  of  Arithmetic — A  study  of  the  peda- 
gogy of  the  subject  will  include  such  topics  as  the  educational 
value  and  aim  of  arithmetic;  the  number  concept;  the  child's 
power  to  use  the  type  of  thought  required  in  the  use  of  number ; 
the  child's  interests — drills,  games  and  problems ;  the  nature  and 
purpose  of  problems ;  the  heuristic  method  of  development,  etc. 
This  course  will  be  given  by  lectures  and  assigned  readings  from 
Young's  Teaching  of  Mathematics,  Smith's  Teaching  of  Ble- 
mentary  Mathematics,  Smith's  Teaching  of  Arithmetic,  Mc- 
Murry's  Special  Method  in  Arithmetic,  Stone's  Arithmetical 
Abilities,  Jackson's  Educational  Significance  of  Sixteenth  Cen- 
tury Arithmetic,  and  many  others.  A  study  will  also  be  made  of 
older  and  recent  text-books  and  of  recent  courses  of  study. 

(d)  Algebra  and  Geometry — Algebra  is  taken  to  illustrate 
how  arithmetic  grows  into  algebra  by  extending  the  concept  of 
number  and  of  certain  processes,  in  order  to  make  the  process 
universal,  and  to  show  how  literal  arithmetic  and  the  simple  equa- 
tion both  simplify  arithmetic  and  prepare  for  high  school  algebra. 

Geometry  is  taken  to  show  the  development  of  the  mathe- 
matical type  of  thought  from  the  inductive  methods  of  arithmetic 
to  the  deductive  methods  of  geometry — to  show  the  analytic  and 
synthetic   forms  of   reasoning.      The   inductive   geometry — con- 
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structions,  etc. — of  the  grammar  school  will  be  discussed  To 
further  show  how  generalization  leads  to  new  definitions,  rules 
and  processes,  and  to  show  the  close  unity  of  the  various  subjects, 
it  will  be  shown  how  the  properties  of  similar  triangles  lead  to 
the  science  of  trigonometry.  Some  simple  relations  among  the 
trigonometric  functions  will  be  developed,  and  some  uses  of  the 
subject  will  be  shown.  It  is  taken  mainly,  however,  to  develop  an 
appreciation  of  a  mathematical  type  of  thought. 

Nature-Study. 

The  work  in  biological  nature-study  extends  through  the  first 
two  semesters,  four  periods  a  week.  The  topics  follow  the  order 
of  the  seasons.  Very  little  of  the  work  is  based  on  preserved 
material.  Fall  topics  are  autumn  fiowers,  weeds,  insects  and 
other  arthropods,  bulb-planting,  trees  in  their  leafy  and  winter 
conditions,  and  the  preparation  of  nature  for  winter.  Topics 
studied  during  the  winter  months  are  molds  and  bacteria,  studied 
chiefly  on  the  physiological  and  economic  sides,  seed  germina- 
tion and  vegetative  propagation  of  plants,  and  soils  in  relation 
to  the  need  of  the  plant.  Spring  topics  are  school  and  home- 
gardening,  spring  flowers,  birds,  the  development  of  the  toad 
and  frog,  early  appearing  insects  and  their  relation  to  the  other 
animals  mentioned. 

Students  will  make  and  care  for  school  gardens  on  the  grounds 
of  the  school  as  a  part  of  their  regular  work  in  this  department. 

The  course  is  not  ostensibly  a  course  in  biological  science,  but 
much  of  the  time  is  necessarily  given  up  to  the  acquisition  of  fact 
matter  because  so  many  students  are  handicapped  by  having  failed 
to  take  any  such  work  in  high  school,  and  because  many  others 
have  had  so  little  contact  with  the  real  objects  of  nature. 

The  course  does  not  aim  to  train  any  "general  power  of  observ- 
ation," but  to  include  as  wide  a  range  of  observations  as  possible 
of  objects  worth  observing,  or  that  children  will  be  likely  to  ask 
about,  and  which  the  prospective  teacher  may  be  called  upon  to 
use  in  her  work.  The  flowers,  trees,  birds,  insects,  etc.,  are  not 
studied  from  the  scientific  standpoint,  but  as  more  or  less  related 
to  our  lives,  and  in  such  a  way  as  to  give  the  student  a  ready 
recognition  of  them — a  speaking  acquaintance. 
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Geography. 

Three  periods  a  week  for  one  year  are  devoted  to  Geography. 
The  aim  is  to  give  an  understanding  of  the  control  which  cHmate, 
surface  and  other  geographical  factors  exert  over  the  life  of  man 
and  animals  upon  the  globe ;  a  knowledge  of  and  ability  to  use  the 
authoritative  source  material  available,  and  some  idea  of  the  best 
way  o^f  presenting  the  subject  to  children. 

A  brief  preliminary  survey  of  the  essential  facts  of  Mathe- 
matical Geography  is  made.  The  work  on  temperature,  air 
pressure,  condensation  of  moisture,  etc.,  is  done  in  connection 
with  the  work  in  Physics.  The  necessary  work  in  Physical 
Geography  is  given  in  connection  with  the  study  of  selected 
regions.  Xorth  America  and  Europe  are  studied  with  particular 
reference  to  the  relation  between  man  and  his  environment.  In 
this  part  of  the  work  Brigham's  Geographic  Influences  in  Ameri- 
can History^  Miss  Semple's  American  History  and  its  Geographic 
Conditions,  Herberton's  Man  and  His  Work,  and  the  various 
commercial  geographies  are  used.  As  much  field  work  as  possible 
is  done,  as  the  school  is  particularly  well  situated  for  such  work. 

The  last  few  weeks  are  devoted  to  a  consideration  of  the  prob- 
lems of  teaching  Geography  in  the  grades.  The  course  of  study, 
the  change  of  emphasis  in  the  different  grades,  the  adaptation 
of  courses  of  study  to  different  localities,  the  problems  of  Home 
Geography,  good  and  bad,  correlation,  etc.,  are  discussed,  and 
selected  texts  are  reviewed  with  reference  to  their  value  in  the 
work.  Throughout  the  course  much  emphasis  is  laid  upon  the 
ability  to  interpret  maps. 

American  History. 

The  course  presents  a  general  survey  of  the  rise  and  develop- 
ment of  the  American  Nation,  and  includes  a  discussion  of 
methods  of  teaching  history  and  civics  in  the  primary  and  gram- 
mar grades,  the  question  of  curricula,  the  use  of  sources  and 
illustrative  material  and  a  knowledge  of  historical  bibliography. 
The  chief  topics  studied  are  European  influences  on  American 
colonization,  the  struggle  for  supremacy  between  England  and 
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France,  growth  of  colonial  institutions,  the  contest  with  England, 
formation  and  interpretation  of  the  Constitutions  of  the  United 
States  and  Xew  Jersey,  the  development  of  the  new  nation,  west- 
ern expansion,  conditions,  parties  and  issues  that  led  to  the  Civil 
W^ar,  the  war  and  its  results,  present  social  and  economic  prob- 
lems, labor  and  capital,  immigration,  the  tariff,  the  United  States 
as  a  world  power,  territorial  and  political  expansion,  municipal 
government  and  the  Xew  Jersey  school  system. 

The  course  consists  of  lectures,  recitations,  special  topics, 
assigned  readings,  written  reviews,  story  telling  and  class  exer- 
cies  in  the  conduct  of  history  recitations. 


The  Max  UAL  Arts. 
Semester  I. 

Freehand  Drazcijig — Four  periods  per  week. 

A  course  giving  the  fundamentals  of  simple  representation  and 
perspective.  Problems  will  involve  the  foreshortened  circle  and 
circular  surfaces  in  all  positions,  convergence  and  cpiestions  of 
distance,  position  and  level.  ^Memory  drawing  to  cultivate  a 
graphic  vocabulary.  Students  will  be  required  to  prepare  note 
books  covering  the  work  of  the  term. 

Semester  II. 

Design — Four  periods  per  week. 

A  course  presenting  the  essentials  of  design  as  applied  to 
school  exercises.  Applications  are  made  to  (a)  borders,  (b) 
rectangular  or  circular  patterns,  (e)  landscape  and  still-life  com- 
position, and  (d)  lettering.  The  work  is  done  with  reference  to 
a  stated  material  and  purpose,  as  rectangular  pattern  (clay), 
lx)rder  (stencihng  or  basketry),  lettering  (poster). 

The  course  includes  a  definite,  usable  discussion  and  demc^n- 
strations  of  color  and  tones. 
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Semester  III. 

Manual  Trainmg — Four  periods  per  week. 

Tested  forms  of  handwork  and  construction  for  the  first  five 
or  six  elementary  years  will  be  used  as  the  basis  for  work,  as 
follows : 

{a)-  Paper  construction,  folding  and  pasting.  Furniture  and 
fittings  for  the  play-house. 

{h)    Cardboard  construction,  simple  bookmaking,  boxes,  etc. 

(c)    Sand-table   representation. 

Semester  IV. 

Woodzuork — Two  periods  per  week. 

Includes  knife  work  in  thin  wood  and  bench  problems,  as 
sun  dial,  weather  vane,  bird  house,  teapot  stand,  science  appa- 
ratus, etc. 

Drazmng — Two  periods  per  week. 

A  course  planned  to  familiarize  students  with  brush  work  and 
illustrative  drawing,  and  to  give  them  confidence  in  drawing  for 
class-room  teaching  purposes.  The  problems  will  be  those  typical 
of  elementary  school  work,  as  sprays,  fruits  and  vegetables  in 
color  or  tones  of  grey,  pictures  of  street  scenes,  the  playground, 
Christmas,  etc.  Some  of  the  work  will  be  done  at  the  black- 
board. 

Gymnastics  and  Hygiene. 

The  purpose  of  the  course  in  physical  training  is  two-fold: 

1.  To  keep  each  student  in  good  physical  condition  and  to 
inspire  in  her  a  thorough  appreciation  of  the  importance  of 
health.  For  this  purpose  three  weekly  lectures  are  given  through- 
out the  first  semester  in  principles  of  physiology  and  hygiene 
correlated  with  three  hours  of  practical  gymnastic  training 
v^here  such  training  may  be  applied. 

2.  To  teach  the  student  to  plan  and  conduct  gymnastic  lessons 
suitable  to  the  school-room,   and  to  be   able  to   recognize   and 
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correct  physical  defects  and  faulty  postures  among  children. 
Throughout  the  second  year  three  hours  a  week  of  theory  and 
practice  are  devoted  to  this  end. 

Physical  Science. 

Students  who  have  not  had  satisfactory  courses  in  physics 
and  in  chemistry  must  devote  three  periods  a  week  for  one 
semester  to  each  of  these  subjects.  Physics  is  placed  in  the 
Junior  C  and  chemistry  in  the  Junior  A  semester. 

The  aim  in  both  courses  is  to  give  an  intelligent  comprehension 
of  such  facts  in  physical  nature  as  are  apt  to  present  themselves 
in  everyday  life  or  are  fundamental  to  geography,  physiology, 
biology,  psychology  and  music.  The  work  is  connected  as  closely 
as  possible  with  the  work  in  those  departments. 

The  student  is  also  shown  that  there  are  many  facts,  both 
physical  and  chemical,  concerning  heat,  air,  water,  light,  sound, 
magnetism  and  electricity  which  would  be  of  great  value  and 
interest  to  pupils  in  the  elementary  schools. 

This  part  of  the  work  is  regarded  as  supplementing  the  course 
in  biological  nature-study,  it  being  regarded  as  important  that 
nature-study  should  include  physical  as  well  as  biological  ma- 
terial. Emphasis  is  placed  upon  methods  of  presenting  such 
material  in  a  simple  way  and  with  the  use  of  very  simple 
apparatus. 

VocAiv  Music. 

The  entire  school  meets  in  chorus  one  hour  each  week. 

During  three  semesters  each  class  has  an  additional  hour  each 
week  for  instruction  in  methods  of  teaching  vocal  music  in  the 
elementary  grades  of  the  public  school. 

II.  The  Kindergarten  Primary  Course. 
This  course  requires  two  and  one-half  years  for  its  completion, 
and  qualifies  a  graduate  to  teach  a  Kindergarten  or  one  of  the 
first  three  primary  grades.     Students  are  received  in  September 
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only.  They  must  have  the  same  quaHlications  as  candidates  for 
the  general  course,  and  must  also  satisfy  the  Kindergarten 
director  that  they  can  sing  and  can  play  the  piano  well  enough  to 
give  promise  of  success  in  Kindergartening.

Historical  and  Descriptive. 


The  Legislature  of  1902  directed  the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion to  investigate  the  need  of  additional  facilities  for  training 
teachers  for  the  public  schools  of  New  Jersey.  In  its  annual 
report  for  1903,  the  Board  reported  that,  although  the  New 
Jersey  State  Normal  School  at  Trenton  was  filled  with  students, 
the  supply  of  trained  teachers  was  quite  inadequate  to  the  increas- 
ing demand,  and  recommended  that  a  normal  school  be  estab- 
lished in  the  northern  part  of  the  State.  In  1904  the  Legis- 
lature appropriated  $25,000  for  the  purchase  of  a  site.  After 
inspecting  many  locations,  the  Board  finally  purchased  a  plot  of 
twenty-five  acres  in  the  northern  part  of  Montclair,  Essex  county. 
A  more  beautiful  or  healthful  site  could  not  have  been  chosen. 
The  grounds  have  an  elevation  of  four  hundred  feet  above  sea 
level,  and  command  an  uninterrupted  view  of  a  landscape  of 
remarkable  beauty.  The  Orange  range  stretches  away  to  the 
right,  while  at  the  front  and  left  the  Passaic  valley,  the  Hudson, 
and  the  taller  buildings  of  New  York  City  are  plainly  visible. 

An  appropriation  of  $275,000  was  made  by  the  Legislature  of 
1906  for  the  erection  and  equipment  of  a  building.  The  mission 
st3'le  was  adopted  and  a  normal  school  building,  _33^  feet  long 
and  133  feet  deep,  of  brick  covered  with  white  stucco,  was  erected 
on  the  highest  part  of  the  grounds,  fronting-  the  New  York  land- 
scape. The  equipment  is  of  the  latest  and  best.  The  simple 
grounds  afford  opportunities  for  school  gardens,  tennis  courts, 
and  all  the  outdoor  activities  of  a  large  normal  school. 

The  building  was  dedicated  September  28th,  1908,  by  Gov- 
ernor John  Franklin  Fort  and  the  State  Board  of  Education. 
The  school  had  been  previously  organized  on  September  15th, 
Avith  187  students.  Another  class  was  received  in  February, 
1909,  to  the  number  of  31,  making  the  total  registration  in  the

lirst  year  218.  Xo  advanced  classes  were  opened  the  lirst  year 
and  no  students  received  from  anv  other  normal  school. 

The  class  which  entered  at  the  opening  of  the  second  year  of 
the  school  numbered  160,  making  the  total  membership  t,^2.  A 
class  of  45  was  graduated  Jtme  15th,  1910.  The  total  member- 
ship at  the  beginning  of  the  third  year  of  the  school.  September 
13'Lh,   1910.  was  427.

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The  General  Aim  of  the  School. 


The  IMontclair  State  Normal  School  is  a  professional  school, 
whose  single  aim  is  the  preparation  of  teachers  for  the  elementary 
schools  and  kindergartens  of  the  State. 

The  qualifications  of  a  good  teacher  are  both  natural  and 
acquired.  The  former  include  all  that  we  mean  by  personality. 
In  detail,  these  are : 

1.  Adaptability  and  tact,  /.  c,  the  ability  to  adjust  one's  self 
in  thought,  language  and  method  to  the  immaturity  of  children. 

2.  A  strong  attraction  for  teaching,  based  on  a  genuine  love 
of  children. 

3.  Intellectual  ability. 

4.  Executive  ability. 

5.  Common  sense. 

6.  Good  health  and  a  cheerful  disposition. 

One  who  lacks  any  of  these  natural  qualifications  will  not  teach 
well.  Since  the  Xormal  School  cannot  create  personality,  it 
cannot  ]iiakc  teachers.  Its  most  important  function  is  to  discover, 
to  inspire  and  to  train  the  born  teacher,  and  to  fit  her  into  heii 
appropriate  place  in  the  schools. 

There  can  be  no  academic  tests  of  personality.  The  candidate 
for  the  teaching  profession  is  admitted  to  the  Xormal  School 
chiefly  upon  evidence  of  her  intellectual  ability.  The  condition 
is  ahvay  implied  that  she  may  he  dismissed  whenever  it  becomes 
clear  that  she  lacks  conspicuously  the  natural  qualifications  of  the 
good  teacher. 

To  the  natural  teacher,  however,  the  IMontclair  State  Xormal 
School  offers  unexcelled  opportunities  of  acquiring  that  pro- 
fessional knowledge  and  technical  skill  which  are  inclisj^ensable 
to  the  best  teaching. 

The  course  of  studx'  includes  the  necessarv  elements  in  the 
trainino-  of  teachers: 
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(1)  Educational  theory.  The  history  of  education,  psychol- 
og}-,  pedagogy,  organization  and  management  of  schools,  the 
principles  and  art  of  teaching,  and  methods. 

(2)  A  thorough  study  of  the  subject  matter  of  the  elementary 
school  curriculum. 

(3)  Observation  of  model  teaching. 

(4)  Practice  in  teaching  under  expert  supervision. 


Requirements  of  Admission. 

Both  sexes  are  admitted. 

1.  Residence.     All  candidates  must  be  residents  of  Xew  Jersey. 

2.  Age.     They  must  be  at  least  sixteen  years  old. 

3.  Scholarship.  Applicants  can  satisfy  the  scholarship  require- 
ments in  either  of  two  ways  :

h.  By  written  examinations,  which  shall  give  satisfactory  evi- 
dence of  an  education  equivalent  to  that  required  by  a  (i)  above. 

Applicants  for  admission  by  examination  must  present  them- 
selves on  the  Monday  preceding  the  opening  of  the  term  at  10 
A.  M.,  i.  e.,  on  Monday,  January  29th,  1912,  or  on  Monday, 
September  9th,  19 12.  Notice  of  intention  to  take  Fall  examina- 
tiorjs  must  ]>e  filed  with  the  principal  on  or  before  September  ist, 
1912,  accompanied  by  a  full  statement  of  high  school  record 
signed  by  the  principal  of  the  school  from  which  the  applicant 
comes. 

Candidates  from  high  schools  not  on  the  "Approved  List" 
should  communicate  at  once  with  Hon.  Calvin  N.  Kendall,  Com- 
missioner of  Education,  Trenton,  New  Jersey. 

4.  Health.  All  candidates  must  present  certificates  from  phy- 
sicians stating  that  they  are  in  good  health  and  are  free  from  all 
physical  defects  that  unfit  them  for  teaching.

The  Committee  on  the  Normal  School  has  voted  that  all  can- 
didates for  admission  shall  be  examined  by  a  woman  physician 
selected  by  the  school  to  determine  whether  they  are  free  from 
any  disease  or  infirmity  which  would  unfit  them  for  teaching ;  and 
that  any  student  may  be  examined  by  this  physician  at  any  time 
in  her  course  to  determine  whether  her  physical  condition  war- 
rants her  continuance  in  the  school. 

Gymnastics  is  a  part  of  the  prescribed  course  of  study  for  every 
student. 

5.  Character.  They  must  ]>resent  testimonials  of  good  moral 
character. 

6.  Intention  to  teach.  At  registration  all  students  must  sign  a 
declaration  that  they  intend  to  teach  in  the  public  schools  of  New 
Jersey  for  at  least  two  years  immediately  after  being  graduated^ 
unless  excused  temporarily  by  the  State  Board  of  Education,  and 
that,  if  they  do  not  so  teach,  or  are  not  excused,  they  will  refund 
to  the  State  the  cost  of  their  education.

High  School  Preparatiox  for  the  Normal  School. 

A  graduate  of  any  four  years  course  of  a  school  on  the  Ap- 
proved List  is  admitted  to  the  Normal  School  without  examina- 
tion. However,  every  candidate  should  bring  from  the  high 
school  at  least  this  equipment : 

1.  The  habit  of  si>eaking  and  writing  good  English. 

2.  Some  knowledge  and  appreciation  of  good  literature. 

3.  An  acquaintance  with  the  history  of  Greece.  Rome  and 
England. 

4.  The  ability  to  read  at  least  one  foreign  language. 

5.  Such  a  knowledge  of  natural  phenomena  as  may  be  gained 
from  laboratory  courses  in  two  sciences. 

6.  The  ability  to  draw  from  the  object. 

7.  The  ability  to  read  music. 

8.  A  knowledge  of  algebra  and  of  the  elements  of  plane 
geometry. 

A  student  who  is  deficient  in  any  of  these  requisites  will  find 
the  work  of  the  Normal  School  proportionally  difiicult. 
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A  student  who  has  not  taken  algebra  and  plane  geometry  in 
the  high  school  must  pass  a  written  examination  in  these  subjects 
before  taking  mathematics  {d) ,  page  7,j. 

So  many  High  ScJwol  graduates  arc  unable  to  spell  correctly* 
that  it  is  neces^sary  to  teach  the  subject  in  this  school.  Xo  student 
icill  be  graduated  unless  she  reaches  a  high  degree  of  proficiency 
in  spelling. 


Expenses. 


Xo  charge  is  made  for  tuition  or  for  the  use  of  text-books  and 
apparatus.  Each  student  must  provide  herself  with  a  g\'mnasium 
outfit.  This  consists  of  a  suit,  a  pair  of  g}Tnnasium  shoes,  and  a 
pair  of  out-door  shoes,  and  must  be  approved  by  the  Director  of 
Physical  Training.  The  entire  outfit  may  be  purchased  through 
this  school  for  $7.85. 

The  school  has  no  dormitories.  A  list  of  suitable  boarding 
places  in  Montclair  with  prices  and  full  information  will  be  fur- 
nished by  the  principal  on  application. 

The  program  of  recitations  is  so  arranged  that  students  resid- 
ing within  a  reasonable  distance  may  live  at  home. 

Luncheon  will  be  served  at  the  school  daily  at  the  noon  inter- 
mission at  moderate  prices. 
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Courses  of  Instruction. 


Xo  special  students  are  admitted. 

The  aim  of  the  school  is  distinctly  professional.  Students  are 
prepared  to  teach  in  the  elementary  schools  of  Xew  Jersey. 

There  are  two  courses  of  study — the  General  Course  and  the 
Kindergarten  Primary  Course. 

Graduates  in  the  General  Course  receive  certificates  good  in 
any  elementary  grade.  Graduates  in  the  Kindergarten  Primary 
Course  receive  certificates  good  in  a  Kindergarten  or  any  of  the 
first  three  elementary  grades.  These  certificates  are  endorsable 
witliout  examination  in  most  States. 

I.  The  General  Course. 

The  General  Course  requires  two  years  or  two  and  one-half 
years  for  its  completion,  according  to  the  qualifications  and  cir- 
cumstances of  the  individual  student. 

A  mature  student  in  good  health,  boarding  in  Montclair,  or 
commuting  daily  for  a  short  distance,  may  complete  this  course, 
in  two  years,  provided  she  has  had  in  the  high  school  a  satis- 
factory course  in  drawing*  and  good  lal}oratory  courses  in  physics 
and  chemistry  and  in  the  foundations  of  biology.  Evidence  of 
these  scholastic  cpialifications  mav  be  furnished  on  blank  certifi- 
cates to  be  obtained  of  the  Normal  School  or  by  examinations. 

Students  who  lack  these  qualifications  of  good  health,  maturity 
and  scholarship,  or  who  commute  daily  for  a  considerable  dis- 
tance, will  find  it  impossible  to  complete  the  General  Course  in 
less  than  two  and  one-half  years. 

All  sfudciifs  li'Jio  ccvi  do  so  arc  adz'is'cd  to  take  the  longer 
course. 

Candidates  who  comply  with  the  conditions  specified  on  page 
15  are  admitted  without  examination  to  the  General  Course 
of  two  and  one-half  vears  or  to  the  Kindergarten  Primary  Course 
of  two  and  one-half  years.  Those  who  elect  the  Kindergarten 
Course  must  satisfy  the  Supervisor  of  that  department  of  their 
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ability  to  play  the  piano  and  to  sing  snfficiently  for  the  condtict 
of  a  kindergarten. 

TWO-YKARS  GKNFRAL  COURSE. 

Stndents  who  wish  to  complete  the  General  Conrse  in  tzco 
years  mnst  enter  the  school  in  September  and  mnst  meet  the  fol- 
lowing requirements  : 

1.  They  must  secure  admission  to  the  General  Course  of  two 
and  one-half  years  in  the  manner  provided  on  page  15 

2.  They  must  present  evidence  of  having  completed  in  the  high 
school  satisfactory  courses  in  the  live  following  subjects : 

I.  Drawing  and  Design. 
11.   Botany. 

III.  Zoology. 

IV.  Physics. 
V.  Chemistry. 

There  are  two  ways  of  meeting  this  recjuirement : 

1.  By  filing  certificates  of  exemption  from  these  hvc  subjects 
before  September  ist,  1912,  accompanied  by  laboratory  note- 
books, or,  if  certificates  are  offered  in  I,  by  drawings  and  designs 
covering  the  requirements  stated  below  under  I. 

2.  By  passing  examinations  in  stich  of  these  h\e  subjects  as 
are  not  covered  by  the  exemption  certificates  above  mentioned. 
Such  examinations  must  be  taken  on  Monday,  September  9th. 
191 2,  and  notice  of  intention  to  take  them  must  be  hied  before 
September  ist,  1912. 

Blank  certificates,  with  directions  for  filling  them  out.  will  be 
mailed  on  application  to  the  principal  before  Septeml)er  ist,  1912. 
No  certificates  wiU  be  considered  unless  they  are  accompanied  by 
note-books. 

As  the  specific  subjects  enumerated  under  T,  IT,  ITT,  IV  and  V 
above  are  necessary  to  enable  a  student  to  omit  the  first  half- 
year  of  work  in  the  General  Course,  no  equri^aloits  are  accepted. 

The  detailed  requiremenis  under  1,  TI,  IIT,  W  and  \'  are  as 
follows :

Candidates  must  file  draicings  and  designs  which  give  evidence 
of  familiurity  zcifh  the  folloz^'iiig  topics:

//.  and  III.  Botany  and  Zoology. 

The  candidate  should  have  had  the  equivalent  of  a  half-year 
each  in  Botany  and  Zoology,  with  two  recitations  and  two  double 
laboratory  periods  a  week.  Xote-books  must  be  presented  before 
September  ist,  19 12.  They  should  be  carefully  indexed,  and 
have  the  original  drawings  properly  distinguished  from  copied 
diagrams. 

The  course  outlined  in  the  Biology  Syllabus  prepared  by  a  com- 
mittee of  the  Xew  Jersey  Science  Teachers'  Association  is  espe- 
cially recommended  as  a  preparation  for  the  nature-study  work 
of  this  school.  As  work  in  the  two-year  course  is  based  directly 
on  the  hig-h  school  preparation,  students  cannot  expect  to  carry 
it  successftilly  unless  the  biology  has  been  taken  or  reviewed  in 
class  during  the  third  or  fourth  year  of  the  high  school.  The 
topics  emmierated  below  are  not  intended  to  suggest  an  ideal 
high-school  course,  either  in  content  or  emphasis,  but  to  indicate 
a  minimum  of  prerequisites. 
5 
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//.  Botany. 

1.  T3q3es  of  seeds,  (a)  one  monocotyledon,  (b)  two  dicoty- 
ledons, one  with  and  one  without  endosperm,  (c)  one  polycoty- 
ledon ;  germination  of  seeds  and  stages  of  development  of 
seedlings  of  these  types. 

2.  Gross  anatomy  of  root,  stem,  leaf,  winter  buds,  flower  and 
fruit,  with  some  microscopic  examination  of  root,  stem,  and  leaf 
tissues. 

3.  Principles  of  pollination  and  relation  between  flowers  and 
insects. 

4.  Sufficient  knowledge  of  the  characteristics  of  algge,  fungi, 
mosses  and  ferns  to  differentiate  these  groups. 

5.  Experimental  work,  either  individual  or  demonstrational, 
illustrating  photo-synthesis,  transpiration,  respiration,  absorption. 
photr)tropism  and  geotropism. 

6.  A  general  knowledge  of  the  structure  and  physiology  of 
the  less  highly  differentiated  cells ;  helpful  in  human  physiology. 

///.  Zoology. 

1.  A  general  knowledge  of  the  characteristics  of  protozoans, 
coelenterates  and  sponges,  echinoderms,  worms  and  mollusks. 

2.  A  thorough  and  comprehensive  knowledge  of  the  character- 
istics, habits,  and  life  histories  of  the  more  widely  known  groups 
of  arthropods,  namely,  crustaceans,  spiders  and  insects. 

3.  Ability  to  distinguish  members  of  the  five  or  six  ])rincipal 
orders  of  insects  when  given  representative  specimens  to  be 
classified. 

4.  A  knowledge  of  the  distinguishing  cliaracteristics  of  the 
vertebrate  groups:  fishes,  ami)hibians,  reptiles,  birds  and 
mammals. 

5.  A  general  knowledge  of  the  structure  of  the  heart,  gills 
and  brain  of  a  fish;  the  lungs,  digestive  organs,  nervous  sys- 
tem and  skeleton  of  a  froo-,  as  o-ained  fn^m  a  careful  studv  of 
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prepared  dissections,  or  from  individual  dissections  where  the 
students  wish  to  make  them.  Accurate  knowledge  of  the  nervous 
system  is  needed  for  the  work  in  psychology. 


IV.  Physics. 

This  course  shcnild  have  included  the  study,  during  a  period  of 
one  year,  of  liquids,  gases,  heat,  light,  sound,  magnetism,  elec- 
tricity and  mechanics.  It  should  have  included  lectures,  fully 
illustrated  by  experiment,  individual  laboratory  work  by  the 
student,  with  the  keeping  of  a  laboratory  note-book,  and  the  study 
of  a  text  with  discussions  and  quizzes. 

The  usual  "colleg"e  preparatory"  physics  is  accepted,  but  it  is 
preferable  for  students  entering  the  Normal  School  that  less  time 
than  is  usual  be  spent  in  the  study  of  mechanics  and  the  working- 
of  problems,  and  that  more  time  be  devoted  to  the  study  of  heat, 
gases,  liquids,  light,  magnetism  and  electricity,  with  especial  refer- 
ence to  their  bearing  upon  every-day  life  and  upon  the  phases 
needed  for  a  comprehension  of  geography,  physiology  and 
biology. 

The  note-book  should  give  evidence  of  having  been  prepared 
in  the  laboratory  at  the  time  when  the  experiment  was  performed 
by  tlie  student  and  should  have  been  examined  and  criticised  by 
the  instructor.  A  signed  statement  should  state  when  and  by 
whom  the  records  were  kept.  Nofe-books  must  he  presented 
before  September  ist,  igi2. 


V.  Chemistry. 

The  course  should  have  included  a  study  of  the  common  ele- 
ments and  their  most  important  compounds,  with  the  fundamental 
chemical  theories.  Emphasis  should  have  been  placed  upon  those 
phases  fundamental  to  physiology,  biology  and  geography,  and 
upon  those  bearing  upon  every-day  life. 

For  suggestions  regarding  the  method  of  work  and  the  re- 
quired note-book  see  the  statement  above,  under  Physics.

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Detail  of  the  General  Course  of  Study. 

Psychology. 

(a)  Elementary  Psychology — The  course  in  Elementary 
Psychology  covers  one  year,  with  two  periods  a  week,  and  in- 
cludes ( I )  a  study  of  the  psychophysical  organism  of  the  brain 
and  nervous  system ;  the  nature  and  training  of  the  special  senses, 
and  the  less  complex  phases  of  perception,  memory,  imagination, 
thought,  the  emotions,  habits  and  the  will,  and  the  nature  of 
their  development  during  the  elementary  school  period.  (2) 
Studies  in  the  personal  reminiscences  of  the  students,  to  give 
them  practice  in  the  analysis  of  subjective  mental  phenomena 
and  to  deepen  and  broaden  their  concepts  of  the  subjective  states 
of  childhood.,  (3)  Reading  and  reviews  of  certain  standard 
reminiscent  studies  of  childhood,  such  as  Pierre  Loti's  Story  of 
a  Child;  Tolstoi's  Childhood,  Boyhood  and  Youth;  John  Stuart 
Mill's  Autobiography;  Helen  Keller's  Story  of  My  Life.  Angell's 
Psychology  (fourth  edition)  is  the  text  used  in  the  course  in 
Elementary  Psychology,  but  extensive  reference-use  is  made  of 
the  standard  texts  by  James,  Judd,  Titchener,  Ziehen,  Calkins, 
Thorndike,  Royce  and  Donaldson. 

(b)  Genetic  Psychology — This  is  an  advanced  course,  as  an 
outgrowth  of  the  course  in  Elementary  Psycholog}%  and  covers 
one  year  of  twO'  periods  a  week.  The  purpose  of  the  course  is 
(i)  to  apply  the  facts  learned  in  Elementary  Psychology  to  the 
training  of  children;  (2)  to  present,  so  far  as  they  have  been 
scientifically  determined,  facts  concerning  the  nature  and  develop- 
ment of  the  mind  during  childhood  and  adolescence,  and  (3)  to 
provide  the  prospective  teacher  with  sound  criteria  for  estimating 
theories  about  the  child's  mind,  as  well  as  to  give  training  in  the 
concrete  study  of  child  life.  The  course  includes  studies  in  the 
physical,  intellectual  and  moral  development  of  children ;  factors 
conditioning  mental  development,  as  heredity  and  environment; 
mental  fatigue  and  its  relation  to  mental  work;  comparative 
studies  of  the  minds  of  lower  animals  and  savages  with  those  of 
normal   and   defective   children ;   the   special   senses,   perception. 
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memory,  imagination,  thought  powers,  emotions  and  motor 
abihty.  Attention  is  also'  given  to  the  causes  and  extent  of  de- 
fective vision  and  hearing  and  methods  of  testing  the  same,  to- 
gether with  other  minor  psychical  abnormahties  more  or  less  com- 
mon among  school  children.  The  course  includes  lectures  and 
conferences  by  the  instructor  and  observations  and  readings  by 
the  students.  The  texts  used  include  the  standard  books  by  G. 
Stanley  Hall,  Willam  Preyer,  James  Sully,  E.  A.  Kirkpatrick, 
Earl  Barnes,  Stuart  H.  Rowe,  W.  B.  Drummond,  Gabriel  Com- 
payre,  J.  Mark  Baldwin  and  others. 

Educational  Principles  Appled  to  Teaching. 

The  aim  of  the  course  is  (a)  to  make  students  familiar  with, 
the  aims  of  education  and  with  the  educational  principles  under- 
lying the  teaching  process;  (b)  to  make  them  able  to  apply  these' 
principles  to  school-room  procedure  and  class  management,  to  the 
selection  and  organization  of  subject-matter,  and  to  the  choice  and 
application  of  methods  to  be  used  in  teaching. 

The  following  topics  will  be  considered  :  (i)  The  aims  of  edu- 
cation as  presented  in  various  periods  and  a  special  analysis  of 
the  social  aim^ — its  effect  on  habits,  selection  of  subject-matter, 
methods,  ideals,  etc. 

(2)  Place  of  the  school  in  teaching  process;  its  relation  to 
the  other  institutions  for  education,  viz.,  the  home,  church,  com- 
munity, government;  factors  of  the  school  which  demand  special 
consideration  if  the  school  is  to  be  efficient,  such  as  physical  con^ 
ditions,  personality  of  teacher,  etc. 

(3)  Part  played  by  physical  development  and  formation  of 
moral  habits  in  the  social  aim.  How  does  a  recognition  of  these 
affect  school-room  procedure? 

(4)  Methods  of  securing  class  interest  in  the  recitation  as  de- 
rived from  the  social  aim.  How  will  such  an  aim  affect  the  social 
nature  and  particular  aim  of  each  recitation?  How  affect  its 
character  and  activities?  What  relation  will  work  in  school  bear 
to  the  life  outside? 

(5)  Class  management  in  light  of  above  aim;  purpose  to  be 
accomplished;  api:)eals  to  be  made  on  this  basis;  what  matters 
must  Ix*  reduced  to  routine.     How  secure? 
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(6)  The  recognition  to-day  of  the  necessity  of  considering  the 
child  as  the  starting  point  in  education.  What  experiences  has  he 
^had  when  he  enters  school?  \Miat  instincts  are  then  prominent? 
Wliich  manifest  themselves  later?  AMiich  should  he  retained? 
Wliich  inhibited?  What  use  can  be  made  of  these  instincts 
in  his  education? 

(7)  Varieties  of  lessons  depending  upon  the  particular  purpose 
to  be  accomplished  :  the  inductive  development  lesson  (five  formal 
steps)  ;  the  deductive  development  lesson;  recitation  lesson;  drill 
lesson ;  review  lesson  ;  study  lesson.  Each  will  be  discussed  as  to 
purpose,  various  methods  for  securing.  These  will  be  compared 
and  criticised  with  an  attempt  to  arrive  at  the  most  satisfactory 
method.  We  shall  further  consider  under  these  methods  some 
special  phases  of  the  recitation,  such  as  the  teaching  of  definitions  ; 
the  topical  method ;  method  of  narration,  of  explanation,  etc.,  with 
aim  and  procedure  for  each.  What  is  the  use  and  method  of 
text-books  in  study  assignments  and  in  the  recitation  ? 

(8)  The  art  of  questioning  in  the  recitation  as  considered 
from  the  social  standpoint :  purposes ;  types  discussed  and  criti- 
cised; an  attempt  to  arrive  at  a  conclusion  as  to  the  test  to  be 
applied  in  judging  of  the  value  of  questions  ;  ways  of  distributing. 

(9)  Application  of  the  above  principles  to  school-room  obser- 
Tation  and  to  preparation  for  practice  teaching.  It  will  include 
the  writing  of  lesson  plans  by  students  after  a  class  consideration 
of  the  subject  matter  and  method  side,  giving  special  attention  to 
aim  of  lesson,  steps  to  be  considered,  activities  desired. 

The  course  will  consist  of  lectures,  assigned  readings,  discus- 
sions, papers,  reports  of  observation,  lesson  plans,  etc. 

Special  Methods. 

The  aim  of  the  course  is  to  have  the  students  apply  the  prin- 
ciples of  education  as  considered  in  the  more  general  course  to 
methods  in  reading,  spelling,  writing,  etc. 

I.  Readings  (a)  Something  of  the  history  of  reading  as  to 
selection  of  material  and  methods  used,  (b)  Present-day  stand- 
methods  in  reading,  spelling,  writing,  etc. 

I.  Readings,  (a)  Something  of  the  history  of  reading  as  to  se- 
lection of  material  and  methods  used,  (b)  Present-day  stand- 
ards  for  choice  of  subject-matter;  claims  of  various  types  of 
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material  used  in  primary  schools,  viz.,  nursery  rhymes,  stories 
based  on  familiar  things,  primitive  life  tales,  fables,  fairy  tales, 
myths,  Bible  stories,  poetry,  descriptive  stories,  stories  of  travel, 
information,  etc.,  with  criticisms,  (r)  ^Methods :  Some  of  the 
difficulties  which  the  child  meets  in  learning  to  read.  A  discus- 
sion of  the  word,  sentence  and  phonic  methods  as  to  aim,  order 
of  procedure,  claims  of,  objections  to.  Discussions  of  other 
more  recent  methods  which  are  combinations  of  the  above,  as 
Rational,  New  Education,  Natural,  Xursery,  Aldine.  etc. ;  con- 
sideration of  desirability  of  correlation  of  drawing,  story,  drama- 
tization, etc.,  with  reading  in  the  primary  grades:  a  study  of 
phonetics.  This  part  of  the  work  will  include  lectures,  readings, 
discussions,  the  writing  of  original  stories  for  blackboard  read- 
ing, writing  of  lesson  plans  and  the  presentation  of  an  ideal 
method  by  each  student.  ^lethcds  for  intermediate  grades  will 
be  considered,  (a)  The  preparation:  \Miat  is  the  place  of  the 
word-drill?  Shall  it  come  before  or  after  pupils  find  their  need 
for  words?  Shall  words  be  presented  abstractly  or  through  the 
context?  Shall  cliildren  work  out  or  be  told  new  words?  In 
what  grades  shall  diacritical  marks  be  presented  ?  ^^l^at  pro- 
portion of  time  ought  to  be  given  to  word-study  as  compared 
with  reading?  Is  it  reading  if  the  child  himself  has  not  the 
thought  but  has  the  mechanics?  Place  of  silent  reading;  value 
of  the  use  of  the  dictionary.  (&)  Vocal  expression:  How  se- 
cured? Comparison  of  method  which  emphasizes  the  thought 
side,  which  stimulates  interest  and  imagination,  with  that  which 
makes  the  mechanics  prominent.  Faults  of  expresson  :  Causes? 
How  correct  ?  Need  for  definite  aim  in  each  reading  lesson : 
for  developing  the  imagination  :  for  creating  a  desire  to  read  :  for 
securing  a  love  for  good  literature  through  reading.  How  can 
these  be  reached?  Correlation  of  reading  with  other  subjects: 
advantages  of  allowing  clnhh-en  to  read  individual  selections 
from  their  own  l:)ooks  and  of  f(M-ming  grade  libraries. 

2,  Spelling. 

Various  views  of  spelling  discussed,  viz.  :  Shall  oral  (M*  writ- 
ten s])elling  be  more  prominent?  Shall  the  words  be  presented 
in  sentences  or  in  lists?   Shall  thev  be  chosen  from  words  in  com- 
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mon  use  or  from  a  text  ?  Shall  phonetics  play  a  part  in  the  spell- 
ing lesson  ?  The  following-  topics  will  be  considered :  Selection 
of  words  for  primary  grades;  division  of  words  into  syllables ;  the 
part  pronunciation  plays  in  spelling.  Shall  words  be  given  alone 
•or  with  meanings?  Necessity  of  visualizing,  of  directing  atten- 
tion to  parts  of  the  word  which  children  know,  to-  silent  letters, 
to  small  familiar  words  within  the  larger  word.  Advisability  of 
returning  papers  containing  misspelled  words  for  correction;  of 
requiring  misspelled  words  to  be  written  "ten  times."  Value  of 
dictation  lessons.  Desirability  of  having  children  keep  lists  of 
their  own  misspelled  words  for  frequent  review  ?  Spelling  games, 
matches,  etc.     Why  desirable?     How  conducted? 

3.  Penmanship. 

Its  place  in  first  grade ;  kind  and  size  of  mediums  used  in  early 
work;  how  aim  in  primary  work  differs  from  that  in  higher 
grades. 

Aims  from  third  grade  on — interest,  effort,  good  sitting  posi- 
tion, pen  holding,  forms  of  letters,  uniform  size,  neatness,  speed. 
Gradual  changes  in  mediums  and  method  to  realize  these  aims. 
Value  of  speed  drills.  Advantages  and  disadvantages  of  various 
systems,  viz.,  Spencerian,  Vertical,  Medial  Slant.  Necessity  of 
vigilance  and  constant  effort  to  secure  desired  results. 

Methods  of  teaching  other  subjects  are  discussed  in  the  several 
departments  in  connection  with  subject-matter. 

Method  of  Study. 

The  aims  of  this  study  are  (a)  to  train  students  in  better  hab- 
its of  study;  (&)  to  enable  them  to  guide  children  to  form  cor- 
rect habits  of  study.  We  use  Dr.  Frank  McMurry's  text-book, 
entitled  ''How  to  Study,"  and  follow  this  order  for  discussion. 

Students  attempt  to  apply  the  above  principles  in  their  other 
method  work  and  in  our  class  discussions. 

History  oe  Eucatiox. 

(a)   European  Education — The  course  in  the  History  of 
Education  covers  one  year  of  two  periods  a  week.     European 
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education  occupies  the  major  part  of  the  course.  It  inchides  a 
study  of  the  development  of  educational  institutions  and  theories 
among  the  great  culture  nations  of  the  old  world,  including 
Greek  education,  education  among  the  Romans,  the  early  Chris- 
tian schools  and  teachers,  origin  of  the  universities  and  the  rise 
of  higher  education,  educational  aspects  of  the  renaissance,  the 
realistic  and  naturalistic  movements  in  modern  education,  the 
great  reformers,  their  theories,  efforts  and  accomplishments,  and 
of  portions  of  the  chief  educational  classics.  Paul  ]Mon- 
roe's  Brief  Course  in  the  History  of  Education  is  the  text-book 
that  is  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  students.  Extensive  use  is  also 
made  of  the  writings  of  Laurie.  Quick,  Davidson,  Williams, 
Compayre,  A\^oodward,  James  P.  IMonroe,  Paul  ]vIonroe,  Will  S. 
]\Ionroe  and  others.  The  educational  classics  include  Plato's  Re- 
public, Montaigne's  Education  of  Children,  Comenius'  School  of 
Infancy  and  Great  Didactic,  Rousseau's  Entile,  Pestalozzi's  Leon- 
ard and  Gertrude,  Froebel's  Education  of  Man,  and  Spencer's 
Education.  The  course  is  oriven  in  lectures,  discussions  and  read- 
ings. 

(h)  American  Education — The  study  of  European  educa- 
tion is  supplemented  by  a  brief  course,  which  traces  the  successive 
ideals  of  the  different  streams  of  early  American  civilization,  the 
growth  of  the  public  school  systems  in  the  United  States,  origin 
and  development  of  normal  schools,  and  a  study  of  some  of  the 
most  important  American  contributions  to  the  literature  of  edu- 
cation. Special  attention  will  be  given  to  the  origin  and  de- 
\elopment  of  the  public  school  system  of  Xew  Jersey  and  to 
the  different  institutions  of  learning  in  the  State.  The  writ- 
ings of  Barnard,  Martin,  Hinsdale,  Boone,  Dexter,  Winship. 
Thwing,  \\'ickersham,  ^Monroe  and  others  will  furnish  the  back- 
ground of  the  required  readings. 

KXGLISII. 

English  is  required  four  hours  per  li'eek  throughout  one  year. 

LrrKRATURK — The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  bring  students  to 
an  a])i)rcciation  of  tlie  nature  of  literature  and  its  relation  to  life, 
in  order  that  they  may  know  what  should  l)c  their  aim  in  present- 
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ing  literature  themselves,  and  what  should  control  their  choice  of 
literature  in  the  elementary  grades. 

The  course  is  divided  into  Parts  I.  and  //. 

Part  I.  The  folloAving  types  of  literature  are  studied  :  ( i )  The 
epic,  the  Odyssey  (Bryant's  translation)  ;  the  ballad-epic,  Ar- 
nold's Sohrab  and  Riistum;  a  brief  study  of  the  transition  fron^ 
the  epic  to  the  lyric  and  the  dramatic,  a  study  of  the  fundamental 
relation  of  form  to  the  life  it  embodies  and  expresses.  (2)  The 
lyric.  Palgrave's  Golden  Treasury  of  Songs  and  Lyrics.  (3)  The- 
dramatic,  Shakespeare's  Tempest,  (4)  The  short  story,  appre- 
ciation of  such  masters  as  Irving,  Poe,  Hawthorne,  Stevensoi-fc 
and  Kipling. 

Part  11.  The  reading  of  literature  suitable  for  use  in  elemen- 
tary grades.  Courses  of  literature  for  the  elementary  schools  de- 
veloped. The  method  of  presentation  of  literature,  illustrated' 
by  actual  lesson-plans  prepared  for  different  grades  as  directed; 
class  discussion  of  these  lesson-plans.  Pedagogical  significance 
of  myths,  sagas,  marchen,  fables.  The  choice  of  stories,  the 
essential  qualities  of  a  story  for  children;  the  art  of  story-telling' 
— principles  of  method,  manner  and  voice.  The  character  of 
memory  selections.  Poetry  presented  primarily  as  a  work  of  art, 
and  not  in  the  service  of  any  other  subject.  Correlations  of  liter- 
ature— ''The  natural  correlations  of  literature  with  the  other 
arts;  but,  above  all,  with  the  spirit  of  childhood,  and  with  the 
consciousness  of  children."  Dramatization  and  the  dramatic 
representation  of  literary  selections.  Literary  programs  for 
special  days.  The  school  library.  The  reading  of  professional 
and  pedagogical  works  on  the  subject  of  literature  for  the  ele- 
mentary grades. 

Grammar  and  Composition — The  course  is  divided  into- 
Paris  I.  and  II. 

Part  I.  Grammar  and  Composition. 

Grammar.  The  study  of  sentences  and  their  structure,  the 
study  of  phrases  and  clauses.  Analysis  of  sentences.  Words 
classified  according  to  function.  Fundamental  principles  of 
technical  grammar.  The  work  in  English  grammar  is  largely 
inductive.  Professional  aspects  of  teaching  the  subject.  Labo- 
ratory methods  and  their  value. 
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Coinpositioii.  Exercises  in  narration,  exposition,  description 
and  argument.  The  study  of  the  paragraph.  The  principles  of 
unity,  coherence  and  emphasis.  Variety  in  sentence  structure ; 
exercises  in  changing  the  form  of  expressions.     Versification. 

Part  II.  Lcingiiagc  in  the  Blcmcntary  Grades.  Aim — to  de- 
velop power  of  expression. 

Language  methods.  Oral  language;  reproductive  and  imagi- 
native composition.  Conversation  exercises,  with  special  atten- 
tion to  correct  forms  of  speech,  enlargement  of  vocabulary  and 
choice  of  words.  Story-telling.  Picture-study  to  stimulate  ex- 
pression. Written  language;  form  lessons,  thought  lessons. 
Letter-writing,  story-writing.  Dictation  lessons.  Study  and 
imitation  of  models.  Dramatization;  practical  application.  Ac- 
tion games.  Criticism  and  correction  of  written  W'Ork.  Correla- 
tions of  language  w4th  other  subjects.  Examination  of  avail- 
able text-books  for  the  grades.  The  reading  of  professional  and 
pedagogical  works  on  the  subject  of  language  for  the  elementary 
p"rades. 


-& 


Mathematics. 

Mathematics  is  required  four  hours  per  week  throughout  one 
year.  The  aim  is  to  equip  teachers  thoroughly  for  the  work  of 
the  grades.  This  will  require  a  wider  and  more  theoretic  knowl- 
edge of  the  graded  school  and  high  school  subjects;  a  knowl- 
edge of  the  history  and  pedagogy  of  these  subjects;  a  knowledge 
of  the  nature  of  the  problems  encountered  in  the  activities  of  chil- 
dren and  in  the  world's  work,  and  some  knowledge  of  the  at- 
tempts to  unify  the  elementary  mathematics.  Courses  (a)  and 
(h)  constitute  the  work  of  the  first  semester,  and  (c)  and  {d) 
the  work  of  the  second  semester. 

(a)  The  History  of  Arithmetic — The  history  of  the  older 
notations;  the  scales  of  notation;  the  Hindoo  notation;  the  evolu- 
tion of  the  fundamental  process  from  the  methods  of  the 
Hindoos;  the  early  printed  arithmetics,  and  the  growth  of  the 
subject  up  to  the  present  time  will  be  presented  by  lectures  one 
period  per  week  throughout  one  semester.  Readings  by  the 
students  from  the  histories  of  Rail.  Fink,  Cajori  and  others  will 
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be  required.     Some  of  the  first  English  texts,  as  those  of  Recorde, 
Dihvorth,  Wingate,  Cocker,  Pike  and  others  wiU  be  examined. 

{b)  Arithmetic — This  course  will  seek  to  develop  quickness 
in  oral  work;  accuracy  and  rapidity  in  computation;  power  to 
quickly  and  clearly  analyze  a  new  problem;  power  to  rapidly 
make  new  problems  for  classroom  illustration;  power  to  relate 
arithmetic  to  the  child's  experiences  in  and  out  of  school,  and  to 
develop  an  appreciation  of  the  use  of  arithmetic  in  the  activities 
of  man.  The  Stone-Millis  Secondary  Ai'ithmetic  will  be  com- 
pleted and  students  will  also  be  required  tO'  make  suitable  prob- 
lems for  the  various  grades  from  given  data,  and  to  collect  data 
for  such  work.  Special  texts  designed  for  trade  schools  and 
industrial  schools  will  be  reviewed. 

(c)  The  Pedagogy  of  Arithmetic — A  study  of  the  peda- 
gogy of  the  subject  will  include  such  topics  as  the  educational 
value  and  aim  of  arithmentic;  the  number  concept;  the  child's 
power  to  use  the  type  of  thought  required  in  the  use  of  number ; 
the  child's  interests — drills,  games  and  problems ;  the  nature  and 
purpose  of  problems ;  the  heuristic  method  of  development,  etc. 
This  course  will  be  given  by  lectures  and  assigned  readings  from 
Young's  Teaching  of  Mathematics,  Smith's  Teaching  of  Ble- 
mentary  Mathematics,  Smith's  Teaching  of  Arithmetic,  Mc- 
M'urry's  Special  Method  in  Arithmetic,  Stone's  Arithmetical 
Abilities,  Jackson's  Bducational  Significance  of  Sixteenth  Cen- 
tury Arithmetic  and  many  others.  A  study  will  also  be  made  of 
older  and  recent  text-books  and  of  recent  courses  of  study. 

{d)  Aegebra  and  Geometry — Algebra  is  taken  to  illustrate 
how  arithmetic  grows  into  algebra  by  extending  the  concept  of 
number  and  certain  processes,  in  order  to  make  the  process 
universal,  and  to  show  how  literal  arithmetic  and  the  simple  equa- 
tion both  simplify  arithmetic  and  prepare  for  high  school  algebra. 
Geometry  is  taken  to  show  the  development  of  the  mathe- 
matical type  of  thought  from  the  inductive  methods  of  arithmetic 
to  the  deductive  methods  of  geometry — ^to  show  the  analytic  and 
synthetic  forms  of  reasoning.  The  inductive  geometry — con- 
structions, etc. — ^of  the  grammar  school  will  be  discussed.  To 
further  show  how  eeneralization  leads  to  new  definitions,  rules 
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and  processes,  and  to  show  the  close  unity  of  the  various  subjects, 
it  will  be  shown  how  the  properties  of  similar  triangles  lead  to 
the  science  of  trigonometry.  Some  simple  relations  among  the 
.trigonometric  functions  will  be  developed,  and  some  uses  of  the 
subject  will  be  shown.  It  is  taken  mainly,  however,  to  develop  an 
appreciation  of  the  mathematical  type  of  thought. 


Naturk-Study. 

The  work  in  biological  nature-study  extends  through  the  first 
two  semesters,  four  periods  a  week.  The  topics  follow  the  order 
of  the  seasons.  Very  little  of  the  work  is  based  on  preserved 
material.  Fall  topics  are  autumn  flowers,  weeds,  insects  and 
other  arthropods,  bulb-planting,  trees  in  their  leafy  and  winter 
conditions,  and  the  preparation  of  nature  for  winter.  Topics 
studied  during  the  winter  months  are  molds  and  bacteria,  studied 
chiefly  on  the  physiological  and  economic  sides,  seed  germina- 
tion and  vegetative  propagation  of  plants,  and  soils  in  relation 
to  the  need  of  the  plant.  Spring  topics  are  school  and  home 
gardening,  spring  flowers,  birds,  the  development  of  the  toad 
and  frog,  early  appearing  insects  and  their  relation  to  the  other 
.animals  mentioned. 

Students  will  make  and  care  for  school  gardens  on  the  grounds 
of  the  school  as  a  part  of  their  regular  work  in  this  department. 

The  course  is  not  ostensibly  a  course  in  biological  science,  but 
much  of  the  time  is  necessarily  given  up  to  the  acquisition  of  fact 
matter  because  so  many  students  are  handicapped  by  having  failed 
to  take  any  such  work  in  high  school,  and  because  many  others 
have  had  so  little  contact  with  the  real  objects  of  nature. 

The  course  does  not  aim  to  train  any  ''general  power  of  observ- 
.ation,"  l:>ut  to  include  as  wide  a  range  of  observations  as  possible 
of  objects  worth  observing,  or  that  children  will  be  likely  to  ask 
a1)oriL,  or  which  the  prospective  teacher  may  be  called  upon  to 
use  in  her  work.  The  flowers,  trees,  birds,  insects,  etc.,  are  not 
studied  from  the  scientific  standpoint,  but  as  more  or  less  related 
to  our  lives,  and  in  such  a  way  as  to  give  the  student  a  ready 
recognition  of  them — a  speaking  acquaintance. 
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Geography. 

This  subject  is  required  three  hours  per  zveek  throughout  one 
year. 

The  course  aims  to  give  an  understanding  of  the  control  which 
climate,  surface  and  other  geographic  factors  exert  over  the 
life  of  man  and  animals  upon  the  globe;  a  knowledge  of  and 
ability  to  use  the  authoritative  source  material  available;  the 
ability  to  read  maps,  and  some  of  the  best  ways  of  presenting  the 
subject  to  children. 

The  first  half  year's  work  is  devoted  to  a  study  of  mathematical 
geography,  the  atmosphere,  the  lands,  the  work  of  running  water, 
and  the  oceans.  As  much  field  work  as  possible  is  done  in  this 
connection,  as  the  school  is  particularly  well  situated  for  it. 
Books  most  used  in  this  part  of  the  course  are  Dodge  s  Geog- 
raphy and  Salisbury's  Physiography. 

The  first  half  of  the  second  semester  is  devoted  to  the  study 
of  the  continent  of  North  Amierica  and  the  countries  of  Europe 
most  closely  connected  with  us  through  trade.  Through  this 
study  the  pupils  are  expected  to  gain  an  insight  into  the  method 
of  continent  study  for  the  grammar  grades.  Particular  emphasis 
is  laid  upon  the  influence  of  geoigraphic  environment  in  determin- 
ing routes  of  trade,  location  of  industrial  centers,  and  the  dis- 
tribution of  commodities.  The  books  most  used  in  this  part  of 
the  course  are  Dodge's  Advanced  Geography,  Mill's  International 
Geography^  Robinson's  and  Bingham's  Commercial  Geographies, 
Miss  Semple's  The  Influence  of  Geographic  Bnvironment,  and 
various  government  publications. 

The  work  in  miethods  of  teaching  geography  is  left  until  the 
last  quarter  in  order  to  take  advantage  of  the  instruction  in 
the  art  of  questioning  and  in  making  lesson  plans  given  in  the 
course  in  General  Methods.  The  chief  divisions  of  the  work  are 
a  study  of  the  content  of  geography;  determining  factors  in  ar- 
ranging subject-matter  for  different  grades;  methods  of  teach- 
ing as  applied  to  subject  matter  determined  for  each  grade.  Each 
student  prepares  lesson  plans  for  different  grades  and  teaches  the 
class. 
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American  History. 

This  subject  requires  three  periods  per  z^'eek  throughout  one 
year. 

The  course  presents  a  general  survey  of  the  rise  and  develop- 
ment of  the  American  Nation,  and  includes  a  discussion  of 
methods  of  teaching  history  and  civics  in  the  primary  and  gram- 
mar grades,  the  question  of  curricula,  the  use  of  sources  and 
illustrative  material  and  a  knowledge  of  historical  bibliography. 
The  chief  topics  studied  are  European  influences  on  American 
colonization,  the  struggle  for  supremacy  between  England  and 
France,  growth  of  colonial  institutions,  the  contest  with  England, 
formation  and  interpretation  of  the  Constitutions  of  the  United 
States  and  Xew  Jersey,  the  development  of  the  new  nation,  west- 
ern expansion,  conditions,  parties  and  issues  that  led  to  the  Civil 
War,  the  war  and  its  results,  present  social  and  economic  prob- 
lems, labor  and  capital,  immigration,  the  tariff,  the  United  States 
as  a  world  power,  territorial  and  political  expansion,  municipal 
government  and  the  Xew  Jersey  school  system. 

The  course  consists  of  lectures,  recitations,  special  topics, 
assigned  readings,  written  reviews,  story  telling  and  class  exer- 
cises in  the  conduct  of  history  recitations. 

The  ^Ianual  Arts. 
Semester  I. 
Freehand  Draiciug — Four  periods  a  week. 

A  course  giving  the  fundamentals  of  simple  representation  and 
perspective.  ProJDlems  will  involve  the  foreshortened  circle  and 
circular  surfaces  in  all  positions,  convergence  and  questions  of 
distance,  position  and  level.  Memory  drawing  to  cultivate  a 
graphic  vocabulary.  Students  will  be  required  to  prepare  note 
books  covering  the  work  of  the  term. 

Semester  II. 

Design — Four  periods  per  week. 

A  course  pre.senting  the  essentials  of  design  as  applied  to 
sclinol   exercises.     Applications  are  made  to    (a)   borders,    (b) 
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rectangular  or  circular  patterns,  (c)  landscape  and  still-life  com- 
position, and  (d)  lettering.  The  work  is  done  with  reference  to 
a  stated  material  and  purpose,  as  rectangular  pattern  (clay), 
"border  (stenciling  or  basketry),  lettering  (poster). 

The  course  includes  a  definite,  usable  discussion  and  demon- 
strations of  color  and  tones. 

Semester  III. 

Manual  Training — Four  periods  per  week. 

Tested  forms  of  handwork  and  construction  for  the  first  five 
or  six  elementary  years  will  be  used  as  the  basis  for  work,  as 
follows ; 

(a)  Paper  construction,  folding-  and  pasting.  Furniture  and 
fittings  for  the  play-house. 

(b)  Cardboard  construction,  simple  bookmaking',  boxes,  etc. 

(c)  Sand-table  representation. 

Semester  IV. 

JVoodziwrk — Three  periods  per  week. 

Includes  knife  work  in  thin  wood  and  bench  problems,  as  sun 
dial,  weather  vane,  bird  house,  teapot  stand,  science  apparatus, 
etc. 

Drarjuing — One  period  per  week. 

A  course  planned  to  familiarize  students  with  methods  of 
teaching  drawing  and  give  them  confidence  in  drawing  on  the 
blackboard  for  class-room  purposes.  The  list  of  exercises  will 
include  illustrative  work  with  both  brush  and  chalk;  drawing 
of  vehicles,  buildings,  animals  and  figures  for  picture  purposes ; 
and  lettering. 

Gymnastics  and  Hygiene. 

The  purpose  of  the  course  in  physical  training  is  two-fold: 
I.  To  keep  each  student  in  good  physical  condition  and  to 
inspire  in  her  a  thorough  appreciation  of  the  importance  of 
health.  For  this  purpose  three  weekly  lectures  are  given  through- 
out the  first  semester  in  principles  of  physiology  and  hygiene  cor- 
related with  three  hours  of  practical  gymnastic  training  where 
such  training  may  be  applied. 
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2.  To  teach  the  student  to  plan  and  conduct  gymnastic  lessons 
suitable  to  the  school-room,  and  to  be  able  to  recognize  and 
correct  physical  defects  and  faulty  postures  among  children. 
Throughout  the  second  year  three  hours  a  week  of  theory  and 
practice  are  devoted  to  this  end. 

Physical  Science. 

Students  who  have  not  had  satisfactory  courses  in  physics 
and  in  chemistry  must  devote  three  periods  a  week  for  one 
semester  to  each  of  these  subjects.  Physics  is  placed  in  the 
Junior  C  and  chemistry  in  the  Junior  A  semester. 

The  aim  in  both  courses  is  to  give  an  intelligent  comprehension 
of  such  facts  in  physical  nature  as  are  apt  to  present  themselves 
in  every-day  life  or  are  fundamental  to  geography,  physiology, 
biology,  psychology  and  music.  The  work  is  connected  as  closely 
as  possible  with  the  work  in  these  departments. 

The  student  is  also  shown  that  there  are  many  facts,  both 
physical  and  chemical,  concerning  heat,  air,  water,  lig'ht,  sound, 
magnetism  and  electricity  which  woiild  be  of  great  value  and  in- 
terest to  pupils  in  the  elementary  schools. 

This  part  of  the  work  is  regarded  as  supplementing-  the  course 
in  biological  nature-study,  it  being  regarded  as  important  that 
nature-study  should  include  physical  as  well  as  biological  ma- 
terial. Emphasis  is  placed  upon  methods  of  presenting  such 
material  in  a  simple  way  and  with  the  use  of  very  simple  appar- 
atus. 

Vocal  Music. 

The  entire  school  meets  in  chorus  one  hour  each  week. 

During  three  semesters  each  class  has  an  additional  hour  each 
week  for  instruction  in  methods  of  teaching  vocal  nmsic  in  the 
elementary  grades  of  the  i)ublic  school. 

IT.   The  Kindi-rgartkx  I^rimarv  Course. 

Tin's  course  re(|uires  two  and  one-half  vears  for  its  completion, 
and  (|ualilies  a  graduate  to-  teach  a  Kindergarten  or  one  of  tlK' 
first  three  primary  grades.  Students  arc  received  in  Septeml)er 
only.     Tliey  must  ha\e  tlic  same  (|ualifications  as  candidates  for 
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the  general  course,  and  must  also  satisfy  the  Kindergarten 
director  that  they  can  sing  and  can  play  the  piano  well  enough  to^ 
give  promise  of  success  in  Kindergartening.

The  Legislature  of  1902  directed  the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion to  investigate  the  need  of  additional  facilities  for  training 
teachers  for  the  public  schools  of  New  Jersey.  In  its  annual 
report  for  1903,  the  Board  reported  that,  although  the  New 
Jersey  State  Normal  School  at  Trenton  was  filled  with  students, 
the  supply  of  trained  teachers  was  quite  inadequate  to  the  increas- 
ing demand,  and  recommended  that  a  normal  school  be  estab- 
lished in  the  northern  part  of  the  State.  In  1904  the  Legis- 
lature appropriated  $25,000  for  the  purchase  of  a  site.  After 
inspecting  many  locations,  the  Board  finally  purchased  a  plot  of 
twenty-five  acres  in  the  northern  part  of  Montclair,  Essex  county. 
A  more  beautiful  or  healthful  site  could  not  have  been  chosen. 
The  grounds  have  an  elevation  of  four  hundred  feet  above  sea 
level,  and  command  an  uninterrupted  view  of  a  landscape  of 
remarkable  beauty.  The  Orange  range  stretches  away  to  the 
right,  while  at  the  front  and  left  the  Passaic  valley,  the  Hudson, 
and  the  taller  buildings  of  New  York  City  are  plainly  visible. 

An  appropriation  of  $275,000  was  made  by  the  Legislature  of 
1906  for  the  erection  and  equipment  of  a  building.  The  mission 
style  was  adopted  and  a  normal  school  building,  334  feet  long 
and  133  feet  deep,  of  brick  covered  with  white  stucco,  was  erected 
on  the  highest  part  of  the  grounds,  fronting  the  New  York  land- 
scape. The  equipment  is  of  the  latest  and  best.  The  ample 
grounds  afford  opportunities  for  school  gardens,  tennis  courts, 
and  all  the  outdoor  activities  of  a  large  normal  school. 

The  building  was  dedicated  September  28th,  1908,  by  Gov- 
ernor John  Franklin  Fort  and  the  State  Board  of  Education. 
The  school  had  been  previously  organized  on  September  15th, 
with  187  students.  Another  class  was  received  in  February, 
1909,  to  the  number  of  31,  making  the  total  registration  in  the 
first  year  218.  No  advanced  classes  were  opened  the  first  year 
and  no  students  received  from  any  other  normal  school. 
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The  class,  which  entered  at  the  opening  of  the  second  year  of 
the  school  numbered  160,  making  the  total  membership  352.  A 
class  of  45  was  graduated  June  15th,  1910.  The  total  member- 
ship at  the  beginning  of  the  fifth  year  of  the  school,  September 
loth,  1912,  is  477.  Owing  to  lack  of  room,  more  than  sixty 
applications  for  admission  have  been  rejected. 

The  New  Jersey  State  Normal  School  at  Montclair  may  be 
reached  in  three  ways: 

1.  -By  Erie  Railroad — Greenwood  Lake  Division.  The  Mont- 
clair  Heights  station  adjoins  the  grounds  of  the  normal  school. 

2.  By  D.  L.  and  W.  Railroad  to  Montclair  station,  thence  by 
Valley  Road  trolley  to  the  grounds. 

3.  By  Bioomfield  Avenue  trolley  with  transfer  at  Valley  Road 
to  Valley  Road  trolley. 

Passengers  by  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  to  Newark  can  take 
Bioomfield  Avenue  trolley  at  Newark  station. 

Passengers  by  the  Central  Railroad  of  New  Jersey  to  Newark 
can  take  Bioomfield  Avenue  trolley  at  corner  of  Market  and 
BroadLStreets,  Newark. 

Calendar,  1912-1913 

The  Fall  term  began  on  Tuesday,  September  loth,  19 12,  and 
will  close  Friday,  January  24th,  19 13.

N!ew  students  will  be  registered  for  this  Spring  term  at  10:15 
on  Monday,  January  27th,  19 13.  Former  students  will  be  regis- 
tered at  10:15  A.  M.  on  Tuesday,  January  28th,  1913. 

Commencement  Exercises  will  be  held  in  the  Assembly  Hall 
on  Tuesday,  June  17th,  191 3,  at  10:30  A.  M. 

The  next  Fall  term  will  begin  on  Tuesday,  September  i6th, 
1913.,  at  10  A.  M.,  and  will  close  Friday,  January  30th,  1914. 
New  students  will  be  registered  for  the  Fall  term,  in  the  Assem- 
bly Hall  at  10  A.  M.,  Tuesday,  September  i6th,  19 13.  Former 
students  will  be  registered  for  the  Fall  term  on  Wednesday, 
September  17th,  191 3. 

Applications  for  admission  to  Spring  or  Fall  term  may  be  filed 
at  any  time,  but  candidates  are  not  admitted  after  registration 
day  except  for  very  special  reasons. 

As  the  school  is  filled  to  its  utmost  capacity,  candidates  are 
advised  to  file  applications  before  June  ist,  191 3. 


The  General  Aim  of  the  School 
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The  Montclair  State  Normal  School  is  a  professional  school, 
whose  single  aim  is  the  preparation  of  teachers  for  the  elementary 
schools  and  kindergartens  of  the  State. 

The  qualifications  of  a  good  teacher  are  both  natural  and 
acquired.  The  former  include  all  that  we  mean  by  personality. 
In  detail,  these  are : 

1.  Adaptability  and  tact,  i.  e.,  the  ability  to  adjust  one's  self 
in  thought,  language  and  method  to  the  immaturity  of  children. 

2.  A  strong  attraction  for  teaching,  based  on  genuine  love 
of  children. 

3.  Intellectual  ability. 

4.  Executive  ability. 

5.  Common  sense. 

6.  Good  health  and  a  cheerful  disposition. 
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One  who  lacks  any  of  these  natural  qualifications  will  not  teach 
well.  Since  the  Normal  School  cannot  create  personality,  it 
cannot  tnake  teachers.  Its  most  important  function  is  to  discover, 
to  inspire  and  to  train  the  horn  teacher,  and  to  fit  her  into  her 
appropriate  place  in  the  schools. 

There  can  be  no  academic  tests  of  personality.  The  candidate 
for  the  teaching  profession  is  admitted  to  the  Normal  school 
chiefly  upon  evidence  of  her  intellectual  ability.  The  condition 
is  always  implied  that  she  may  be  dismissed  whenever  it  becomes 
clear  that  she  lacks  conspicuously  the  natural  qualifications  of  the 
good  teacher. 

To  the  natural  teacher,  however,  the  Montclair  State  Normal 
School  offers  unexcelled  opportunities  of  acquiring  that  pro- 
fessional knowledge  and  technical  skill  which  are  indispensable 
to  the  best  teaching. 

The  course  of  study  includes  the  necessary  elements  in  the 
training  of  teachers: 

( 1 )  Educational  theory.  The  history  of  education,  psyschol- 
ogy,  pedagogy,  organization  and  management  of  schools,  the 
principles  and  art  of  teaching,  and  methods. 

(2)  A  thorough  study  of  the  subject-matter  of  the  elementary 
school  curriculum. 

(3)  Observation  of  model  teaching. 

(4)  Practice  in  teaching  under  expert  supervision. 

Requirements  of  Admission 

Both  sexes  are  admitted. 

1.  Residence.    All  candidates  must  be  residents  of  New  Jersey. 

2.  Age.     They  must  be  at  least  sixteen  years  old. 

3.  Scholarship.  Applicants  can  satisfy  the  scholarship  re- 
quirements in  either  of  two  ways : 

a.  By  certification.  Two  classes  of  candidates  are  admitted  on 
certificates  without  examination : 

( I )  Graduates  of  a  four-years  course  of  a  high  school  on  the 
"Approved  List."  This  course  must  include  ^]^felita-a«^  plane 
geometry. 
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(2)   Holders  of  first-grade  county  teachers'  certificates. 

b.  By  written  examinations,  which  shall  give  satisfactory  evi- 
dence of  an  education  equivalent  to  that  required  by  a  ( i )  above. 

Applicants  for  admission  by  examination  must  present  them- 
selves on  the  Monday  preceding  the  opening  of  the  term  at  10 
A.  M.,  i.  e.,  on  Monday,  January  27th,  191 3,  or  on  Monday, 
September  15th,  191 3.  Notice  of  intention  to  take  Fall  examina- 
tions must  be  filed  with  the  principal  on  or  before  September  ist, 
191 3,  accompanied  by  a  full  statement  of  high  school  record 
signed  by  the  principal  of  the  school  from  which  the  applicant 
comes. 

Candidates  from  high  schools  not  on  the  "Approved  List" 
should  communicate  at  once  with  Hon.  Calvin  N.  Kendall.  Com- 
missioner of  Education,  Trenton,  New  Jersey. 

4.  Health.  All  candidates  must  present  certificates  from  phy- 
sicians stating  that  they  are  in  good  health  and  are  free  from  all 
physical  defects  that  unfit  them,  for  teaching. 

The  Committee  on  the  Normal  School  has  voted  that  all  can- 
didates for  admission  shall  be  examined  by  a  woman  physician 
selected  by  the  school  to  determine  whether  they  are  free  from 
any  disease  or  infirmity  which  would  unfit  them  for  teaching ;  and 
that  any  student  may  be  examined  by  this  physician  at  any  time 
in  her  course  to  determine  whether  her  physical  condition  war- 
rants her  continuance  in  the  school. 

Gymnastics  is  a  part  of  the  prescribed  course  of  study  for  every 
student. 

5.  Character.  They  must  present  testimonials  of  good  moral 
character. 

6.  Intention  to  teach.  At  registration  all  students  must  sign  a 
declaration  that  they  intend  to  teach  in  the  p'ublic  schools  of  New 
Jersey  for  at  least  two  years  immediately  after  being  graduated, 
unless  excused  temporarily  by  the  State  Board  of  Education,  and 
that,  il  they  do  not  so  teach,  they  will  refund  to  the  State  the  cost 
of  their  education. 

7.  All  students  are  admitted  on  probation.  The  principals  of 
the  State  Normal  Schools  have  been  instructed  by  the  S^tate  Board 
of  Education  to  exclude  from  these  schools  at  the  close  of  the 
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first  half  year  such  students  as  are  unable  to  pass  the  prescribed 
examinations  in  the  work  of  that  half  year,  including  English 
composition,  spelling  and  arithmetic. 

N.  B. — Application  blanks  containing  all  data  necessary  for 
admission  may  be  obtained  of  the  principal.

High  School  Preparation  i^or  the  Normal  School 

A  graduate  of  any  four-years  course  of  a  school  on  the  Ap- 
proved List  is  admitted  to  the  Normal  School  without  examina- 
tion. However,  every  candidate  should  bring  from  the  high 
school  at  least  this  equipment : 

1.  The  habit  of  speaking  and  writing  good  English. 

2.  The  habit  of  spelling  correctly. 

3.  Some  knowledge  and  appreciation  of  good  literature. 

4.  An  acquaintance  with  the  history  of  Greece,  Rome  and 
England. 

5.  The  ability  to  read  at  least  one  foreign  language. 

6.  Such  a  knowledge  of  natural  phenomena  as  may  be  gained 
from  laboratory  courses  in  two  sciences.  Students  who  have  had 
good  laboratory  courses  in  physics  and  chemistry  in  the  high 
school  are  excused  from  three  hours  per  week  for  one  year  in 
this  school. 

7.  The  ability  to  draw  from  the  object. 

8.  The  ability  to  read  music. 

9.  A  knowledge  of  algebra  and  of  the  elements  of  plane 
geometry. 

10.  A  recent  review  of  arithmetic,  geography.  United  States 
"history  and  English  grammar. 
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A  student  who  is  deficient  in  any  of  these  requisites  will  find 
the  work  of  the  Normal  School  proportionately  difficult. 

A  student  who  has  not  taken  algebra  and  plane  geometr\-  in 
the  high  school  must  pass  a  written  examination  in  these  subjects 
before  entering  the  Junior  A  Class. 

Beginning  with  September,  1914,  no  applicant  \^'ill  be  admitted 
who  has  not  taken  algebra  and  plane  geometr}-  in  the  high  school. 

No  student  will  be  graduated  until  she  reaches  a  high  degree 
of  proficiency  in  spelling.  Students  who  are  very  deficient  in 
spelling  or  in  the  mechanics  of  written  English  are  practically 
certain  to  fail  in  the  work  of  this  school. 

Expenses 

No  charge  is  made  for  tuition  or  for  the  use  of  text-books  and 
apparatus.  Each  student  must  provide  herself  with  a  g}TTinasium 
outfit.  This  consists  of  a  suit,  a  pair  of  g\Tiinasium  shoes,  and  a 
pair  of  outdoor  shoes,  and  must  be  approved  by  the  Director  of 
Physical  Training.  The  entire  outfit  may  be  purchased  through 
this  school  for  $7.85. 

The  school  has  no  dormitories.  A  list  of  suitable  boarding 
places  in  Montclair  with  prices  and  full  information  will  be  fur- 
nished by  the  principal  on  application. 

The  program  of  recitations  is  so  arranged  that  students  resid- 
ing within  a  reasonable  distance  may  live  at  home. 

Luncheon  will  be  ser\^ed  at  the  school  daily  at  the  noon  inter- 
mission at  moderate  prices. 
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Courses  of  Instruction 


No  special  students  are  admitted. 

The  aim  of  the  school  is  distinctly  professional.  Students  are 
prepared  to  teach  in  the  elementary  schools  or  kindergartens  of 
New  Jersey. 

There  are  two  courses  of  study — the  General  Course  and  the 
Kindergarten  Primary  Course. 

Graduates  in  the  General  Course  receive  certificates  good  in 
any  elementary  grade.  Graduates  in  the  Kindergarten  Primary 
Course  receive  certificates  good  in  a  kindergarten  or  any  of  the 
first  three  elementary  grades.  These  certificates  are  endorsable 
without  examination  in  most  States. 

I.  The  General  Course 

The  General  Course  requires  two  years  or  two  and  one-half 
years  for  its  completion,  according  to  the  qualifications  and  cir- 
cumstances of  the  individual  student. 

A  mature  student  in  good  health,  boarding  in  Montclair,  or 
commuting  daily  for  a  short  distance,  may  complete  this  course 
in  two  years,  provided  she  has  had  in  the  high  school  a  satis- 
factory course  in  drawing  and  good  laboratory  courses  in  physics 
and  chemistry  and  in  the  foundations  of  biology.  Evidence  of 
these  scholastic  qualifications  may  be  furnished  on  blank  certifi- 
cates to  be  obtained  of  the  Normal  School  or  by  examinations. 

Students  who  lack  these  qualifications  of  good  health,  maturity 
and  scholarship,  or  who  commute  daily  for  a  considerable  dis- 
tance, will  find  it  impossible  to  complete  the  General  Course  in 
less  than  two  and  one-half  years. 

All  students  who  can  do  so  are  advised  to  take  the  longer 
course. 

Candidates  who  comply  with  the  conditions  specified  on  page 
16  are  admitted  without  examination  to  the  General  Course 
of  two  and  one-half  years  or  to  the  Kindergarten  Primary  Course 
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of  two  and  one-half  years.  Those  who  elect  the  Kindergarten 
course  must  satisfy  the  Supervisor  of  that  department  of  their 
ability  to  play  the  piano  and  to  sing  sufficiently  for  the  conduct 
of  a  kindergarten.  Applicants  who  cannot  qualify  in  music  are 
rejected,  as  both  vocal  and  instrumental  music  are  needed  in  the 
class-room  at  the  very  beginning  of  the  Kindergarten  course. 


TW0-\'KARS   GENERAL   COURSE 

Students  who  wish  to  complete  the  General  Course  in  two 
years  must  enter  the  school  in  September  and  must  meet  the  fol- 
lowing requirements: 

1.  They  must  secure  admission  to  the  General  Course  of  two 
and  one-half  years  in  the  manner  provided  on  page  i6. 

2.  They  must  present  evidence  of  having  completed  in  the  high 
school  satisfactory'  courses  in  the  five  following  subjects: 

I.  Drawing  and  Design. 
II.  Botany. 

III.  Zoology. 

IV.  Physics. 
V.  Chemistry. 

There  are  two  ways  of  meeting  this  requirement : 

1.  By  filing  certificates  of  exemption  from  these  five  subjects 
before  September  ist,  191 3,  accompanied  by  laboratory-  note- 
books, or,  if  certificates  are  oflFered  in  I,  by  drawing  and  designs 
covering  the  requirements  stated  below  under  I. 

2.  By  passing  examinations  in  such  of  these  five  subjects  as 
are  not  covered  by  the  exemption  certificates  above  mentioned. 
Such  examinations  must  be  taken  on  Monday,  September  15th. 
1913,  and  notice  of  intention  to  take  them  must  be  filed  before 
September  ist,  1913. 

Blank  certificates,  with  directions  for  filling  them  out.  will  be 
mailed  on  application  to  the  principal  before  September  ist,  19 13. 
No  certificates  un'U  be  considered  unless  they  are  accompanied  by 
note-books. 

As  the  specific  subjects  enumerated  under  I,  II,  III,  IV  and  V 
above  are  necessarv-  to  enable  a  student  to  omit  the  first  half- 
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year  of  work  in  the  General  Course,  no  equivalents  are  accepted. 
The  detailed  requirements  under  I,  II,  III,  IV  and  V  are  as 
follows : 

/.  Drawing  and  Design 

Candidates  must  file  drawings  and  designs  which  give  evidence 
of  familiarity  with  the  following  topics: 

1.  Freehand  drawing  of  common  objects  in  perspective,  as 
a  flower  pot,  books,  boxes,  a  building  (house,  barn),  a  spray  of 
fruit  (apple,  pear,  quince),  and  a  landscape  composition  with 
wood  path  or  pond  in  perspective.     Six  sheets. 

2.  Design — Six  sheets. 

a.  Five-tone  scale  of  values  in  grey  and  in  color. 

b.  Object  drawing  or  composition  rendered  in  three  tones 

of  grey. 

c.  Designs  for  a  tile  or  some  rectangular  area  (pillow, 

box  or  mat) ;  for  a  candle  shade  or  some  circular 
space,  and  for  a  stencil  border. 

d.  Poster  or  cover   design   showing  well   arranged   let- 

tering. 

//  and  III.  Botany  and  Zoology 

The  candidate  should  have  had  the  equivalent  of  a  half-year 
each  in  Botany  and  Zoology,  with  two  recitations  and  two  double 
laboratory  periods  a  week.  Note-books  covering  the  points  in 
II  and  III,  p.  26,  must  be  presented  before  September  ist,  1913. 
They  should  be  carefully  indexed  and  should  have  the  original 
drawings  (pp.  26-27)  properly  distinguished  from  copied  dia- 
grams, and  should  contain  a  statement  of  genuineness,  signed  by 
the  instructor. 

The  course  outlined  in  the  Biology  Syllabus  prepared  by  a  com- 
mittee of  the  New  Jersey  Science  Teachers'  Association  is  espe- 
cially recommended  as  a  preparation  for  the  nature-study  work 
of  this  school.  As  work  in  the  two-year  course  is  based  directly 
on  the  high  school  preparation,  students  cannot  expect  to  carry 
it  successfully  unless  the  biology  has  been  taken  or  reviewed  in 
class  during  the  third  or  fourth  year  of  the  high  school.     The 
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topics  enumerated  below  are  not  intended  to  suggest  an  ideal 
high-school  course,  either  in  content  or  emphasis,  but  to  indicate 
a  minimum  of  prerequisites. 

//.  Botany 

1.  Types  of  seeds,  (a)  one  monocotyledon,  (b)  two  dicotyle- 
dons, one  with  and  one  without  endospermi,  c)  one  polycoty- 
ledon;  simple  tests  for  the  foods  usually  found  in  seeds;  germ- 
ination of  seeds  and  at  least  four  stages  of  development  of  seed- 
lings of  these  types. 

2.  Gross  anatomy  of  root,  stem,  leaf,  winter  buds,  flower  and 
fruit,  with  some  microscopic  examination  of  root,  stem  and  leaf 
tissues. 

3.  Principles  of  pollination  and  relation  between  flowers  and 
insects. 

4.  Preparation  of  a  collection  containing  at  least  twelve  speci- 
mens illustrating  types  of  seed  and  fruit  dissemination. 

5.  Sufficient  knowledge  of  the  characteristics  of  algae,  fungi, 
mosses  and  ferns  to  differentiate  these  groups,  and  of  the 
economic  importance  of  bacteria,  yeast  and  molds. 

6.  Experimental  work,  either  individual  or  demonstrational, 
illustrating  photo-synthesis,  transpiration,  respiration,  absorption, 
phototropism  and  geotropism. 

7.  A  general  knowledge  of  the  structure  and  physiology  of 
the  less  highly  differentiated  cells ;  helpful  in  human  physiology. 

///.  Zo'&logy 

1.  A  general  knowledge  of  the  characteristics  of  protozoans, 
coelenterates  and  sponges,  echinoderms,  worms  and  mollusks. 

2.  A  thorough  and  comprehensive  knowledge  of  the  character- 
istics, habits  and  life  histories  of  the  more  widely  known  groups 
of  arthropods,  namely,  crustaceans,  spiders  and  insects. 

3.  Ability  to  distinguish  members  of  the  five  or  six  principal 
orders  of  insects  when  given  representative  specimens  to  be 
classified. 
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4.  Preparation  of  a  collection  of  fifteen  insects,  including 
representatives  of  these  principal  orders. 

5.  A  knowledge  of  the  distinguishing  characteristics  of  the 
vertebrate  groups:  fishes,  amphibians,  reptiles,  birds  and 
mammals. 

6.  A  general  knowledge  of  the  structure  of  the  heart,  gills 
and  brain  of  a  fish;  the  lungs,  digestive  organs,  nervous  sys- 
tem and  skeleton  of  a  frog,  as  gained  from  a  careful  study  of 
prepared  dissections,  or  from  individual  dissections  where  the 
students  wish  to  make  them.  Accurate  knowledge  of  the  nervous 
system  is  needed  for  the  work  in  psychology. 


IV.  Physics 

This  course  should  have  included  the  study,  during  a  period  of 
one  year,  of  liquids,  gases,  heat,  light,  sound,  magnetism,  elec- 
tricity and  mechanics.  It  should  have  included  lectures,  fully 
illustrated  by  experiment,  individual  laboratory  work  by  the 
student,  with  the  keeping  of  a  laboratory  note-book,  and  the  study 
of  a  text  with  discussions  and  quizzes. 

The  usual  college  preparatory  physics  is  accepted,  but  it  is 
preferable  for  students  entering  the  Normal  School  that  less  time 
than  is  usual  be  spent  in  the  study  of  mechanics  and  the  working 
of  problems,  and  that  more  time  be  devoted  to  the  study  of  heat, 
gases,  liquids,  light,  magnetism  and  electricity,  with  especial 
reference  to  their  bearing  upon  every-day  life  and  upon  the  phases 
needed  for  a  comprehension  of  geography,  physiology  and 
biology. 

The  note-book  should  give  evidence  of  having  been  prepared 
in  the  laboratory  at  the  time  when  the  experiment  was  performed 
by  the  student  and  should  have  been  examined  and  criticised  by 
the  instructor.  A  signed  statement  should  state  when  and  by 
whom  the  records  were  kept.  Note-books  must  he  presented 
before  September  ist,  1913. 
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V.  Chemistry 

The  course  should  have  included  a  study  of  the  common  ele- 
ments and  their  most  important  compounds,  with  the  fundamental 
chemical  theories.  Emphasis  should  be  placed  upon  those  phases 
fundamental  to  physiology,  biology  and  geography,  and  upon 
those  bearing  upon  every-day  life. 

For  suggestions  regarding  the  method  of  work  and  the  re- 
quired note-book,  see  the  statement  above,  under  Physics.

Detail  of  the  General  Course  of  Study 

PSYCHOIvOGY 

(a)  EivKMENTARY  PsYCHOivOGY — The  course  in  Elementary 
Psychology  covers  one  year,  with  two  periods  a  week,  and  in- 
cludes (i)  a  study  of  the  psychophysical  organism  of  the  brain 
and  nervous  system;  the  nature  and  training  of  the  special  senses, 
and  the  less  complex  phases  of  perception,  memory,  imagination, 
thought,  the  emotions,  habits  and  the  will,  and  the  nature  of 
their  development  during  the  elementary  school  period.  (2) 
Studies  in  the  personal  reminiscences  of  the  students,  to  give 
them  practice  in  the  analysis  of  subjective  mental  phenomena 
and  to  deepen  and  broaden  their  concepts  of  the  subjective  states 
of  childhood.  (3)  Reading  and  review's  of  certain  standard 
5 
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reminiscent  studies  of  childhood,  such  as  Pierre  Loti's  Story  of 
a  Child;  Tolstoi's  Childhood,  Boyhood  and  Youth;  John  Stuart 
Mill's  Autobiography;  Helen  Keller's  Story  of  My  Life.  Angell's 
Psychology  (fourth  edition)  is  the  text  used  in  the  course  in 
Elementary  Psychology,  but  extensive  reference  use  is  made  of 
the  standard  texts  by  James,  Judd,  Titchener,  Ziehen,  Calkins, 
Thorndike,  Royce  and  Dionaldson. 

(&)  Genetic  Psychology — This  is  an  advanced  course,  as  an 
outgrowth  of  the  course  in  Elementary  Psychology,  and  covers 
one  year  of  two  periods  a  week.  The  purpose  of  the  course  is 
(i)  to  apply  the  facts  learned  in  Elementary  Psychology  to  the 
training  of  children;  (2)  to  present,  so  far  as  they  have  been 
scientifically  determined,  facts  concerning  the  nature  and  develop- 
ment of  the  mind  during  childhood  and  adolescence,  and  (3)  to 
provide  the  prospective  teacher  with  sound  criteria  for  estimating 
theories  about  the  child's  mind,  as  well  as  to  give  training  in  the 
concrete  study  of  child  life.  The  course  includes  studies  in  the 
physical,  intellectual  and  moral  development  of  children ;  factors 
conditioning  mental  development,  as  heredity  and  environment; 
mental  fatigue  and  its  relation  to  mental  work;  comparative 
studies  of  the  minds  of  lower  animals  and  savages  with  those  of 
normal  and  defective  children;  the  special  senses,  perception 
memory,  imagination,  thought  powers,  emotions  and  motor 
ability.  Attention  is  also  given  to  the  causes  and  extent  of  de- 
fective vision  and  hearing  and  methods  of  testing  the  same,  to- 
gether with  other  minor  psychical  abnormialities  more  or  less  com- 
mon among  school  children.  The  course  includes  lectures  and 
conferences  by  the  instructor  and  observations  and  readings  by 
the  students.  The  texts  used  include  the  standard  books  by  G. 
Stanley  Hall,  William  Preyer,  James  Sully,  E.  A.  Kirkpatrick, 
Earl  Barnes,  Stuart  H.  Rowe,  W.  B.  Drummond,  Gabriel  Com- 
payre,  J.  Mark  Baldwin  and  others. 
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Educational  Principles  Applied  to  Teaching 
Five  Hours  Per  Week  in  Senior  B  Semester 

The  aim  of  the  course  is  (a)  to  make  students  familiar  with 
the  aims  of  education  and  with  the  educational  principles  under- 
lying the  teaching  process;  (&)  to  make  them  able  to  apply  these 
principles  to  school-room  procedure  and  class  management,  to  the 
selection  and  organization  of  subject-matter,  and  to  the  choice 
and  application  of  methods  to  be  used  in  teaching. 

The  following  topics  will  be  considered :  ( i )  The  aims  of  edu- 
cation as  presented  in  various  periods  and  a  special  analysis  of 
the  social  aim — its  effect  on  habits,  selection  of  subject-matter, 
methods,  ideals,  etc. 

(2)  Place  of  the  school  in  teaching  process;  its  relation  to 
the  other  institutions  for  education,  viz.,  the  home,  church,  com- 
munity, government;  factors  of  the  school  which  demand  special 
consideration  if  the  school  is  to  be  efficient,  such  as  physical  con- 
ditions, personality  of  teacher,  etc. 

(3)  Part  played  by  physical  development  and  formation  of 
moral  habits  in  the  social  aim.  How  does  a  recognition  of  these 
affect  school-room  procedure? 

(4)  Method  of  securing  class  interest  in  the  recitation  as  de- 
rived from  the  social  aim.  How  will  such  an  aim  affect  the  social 
nature  and  particular  aim  of  each  recitation?  How  affect  its 
character  and  activities?  What  relation  will  work  in  school  bear 
to  the  life  outside? 

(5)  Class  management  in  light  of  above  aim;  purpose  to  be 
accomplished;  appeals  to  be  made  on  this  basis;  what  matters 
must  be  reduced  to  routine.    How  secure? 

(6)  The  recognition  to-diay  of  the  necessity  of  considering  the 
child  as  the  starting  point  in  education.  What  experiences  has  he 
had  when  he  enters  school?  What  instincts  are  then  prominent? 
Which  manifest  themselves  later?  Which  should  be  retained? 
Which  inhibited?  What  use  can  be  made  of  these  instincts  in 
his  education. 
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( 7)  Varieties  of  lessons  depending  upon  the  particular  purpose 
to  be  accomplished;  the  inductive  development  lesson  (five  formal 
steps)  ;  the  deductive  development  lesson,  recitation  lesson ;  drill 
lesson;  review  lesson;  study  lesson.  Each  will  be  discussed  as  to 
purpose,  various  methods  for  securing.  These  will  be  compared 
and  criticised  with  an  attempt  to  arrive  at  the  most  satisfactory 
method.  We  shall  further  consider  under  these  methods  some 
special  phases  of  the  recitation,  such  as  the  teaching  of  definitions; 
the  topical  method ;  method  of  narration,  of  explanation,  etc.,  with 
aim  and  procedure  for  each.  What  is  the  use  and  method  of 
text-books  in  study  assignments  and  in  the  recitation? 

(8)  The  art  of  questioning  in  the  recitation  as  considered 
from  the  social  standpoint;  purposes;  types  discussed  and  criti- 
cised; an  attempt  to  arrive  at  a  conclusion  as  to  the  test  to  be 
applied  in  judging  of  the  value  of  questions;  ways  of  distributing. 

(9)  Application  of  the  above  principles  to  school  room  obser- 
vation and  to  preparation  for  practice  teaching.  It  will  include 
the  writing  of  lesson  plans  by  students  after  a  class  consideration 
of  the  subject-matter  and  method  side,  giving  special  attention  to 
aim  of  lesson,  steps  to  be  considered,  activities  desired. 

The  course  will  consist  of  lectures,  assigned  readings,  discus- 
sions, papers,  reports  of  observation,  lesson  plans,  etc. 


Speciai,  Methods 

The  aim  of  the  course  is  to  have  the  students  apply  the  prin- 
ciples of  education  as  considered  in  the  more  general  course  to 
methods  in  reading,  spelling,  writing,  etc. 

I.  Reading  (a)  Something  of  the  history  of  reading  as  to  se- 
lection of  material  and  methods  used,  (b)  Present-day  stand- 
ards for  choice  of  subject-matter;  claims  of  various  types  of 
material  used  in  primary  schools,  viz.,  nursery  rhymes,  stories 
based  on  familiar  things,  primitive  life  tales,  fables,  fairy  tales, 
myths,  Bible  stories,  poetry,  descriptive  stories,  stories  of  travel, 
information,  etc.,  with  criticisms,     (c)   Methods:    Some  of  the 
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difficulties  which  the  child  meets  in  learning  to  read.  A  discus- 
sion of  the  word,  sentence  and  phonic  methods  as  to  aim,  order 
of  procedure,  claims  of,  objections  to.  Discussions  of  other 
more  recent  methods  which  are  combinations  of  the  above,  as 
Rational,  New  Education,  Natural,  Nursery,  Aldine,  etc.;  con- 
sideration of  desirability  of  correlation  of  drawing,  story,  drama- 
tization, etc.,  with  reading  in  the  primary  grades;  a  study  of 
phonetics.  This  part  of  the  work  will  include  lectures,  readings, 
discussions,  the  writing  of  original  stories  for  blackboard  read- 
ing, writing  of  lesson  plans  and  the  presentation  of  an  ideal 
method  by  each  student.  Methods  for  intermediate  grades  will 
be  considered,  (a)  The  preparation:  What  is  the  place  of  the 
word-drill?  Shall  it  come  before  or  after  pupils  find  their  need 
for  words  ?  Shall  words  be  presented  abstractly  or  through  the 
context?  Shall  children  work  out  or  be  told  new  words?  In 
what  grades  shall  diacritical  marks  be  presented?  What  pro- 
portion of  time  ought  to  be  given  to  word-study  as  compared 
with  reading?  Is  it  reading  if  the  child  himself  has  not  the 
thought  but  has  the  mechanics?  Place  of  silent  reading;  value 
of  the  use  of  the  dictionary,  (b)  Vocal  expression:  How  se- 
cured? Comparison  of  method  which  emphasizes  the  thought 
side,  which  stimulates  interest  and  imagination,  with  that  which 
makes  the  mechanics  prominent.  Faults  of  expression :  Causes  ? 
How  correct?  Need  for  definite  aim  in  each  reading  lesson; 
for  developing  the  imagination ;  for  creating  a  desire  to  read ;  for 
securing  a  love  for  good  literature  through  reading.  How  can 
these  be  reached?  Correlation  of  reading  with  other  subjects; 
advantages  of  allowing  children  to  read  individual  selections 
from  their  own  books  and  of  forming  grade  libraries. 

2.  Spelling. 

Various  views  of  spelling  discussed,  viz. :  Shall  oral  or  writ- 
ten spelling  be  more  prominent?  Shall  the  words  be  presented 
in  sentences  or  in  lists?  Shall  they  be  chosen  from  words  in  com- 
mon use  or  from  a  text  ?  Shall  phonetics  play  a  part  in  the  spell- 
ing lesson  ?  The  following  topics  will  be  considered :  Selection 
of  words  for  primary  grades;  division  of  words  into  syllables ;  the 
part  pronunciation  plays  in  spelling.    Shall  words  be  given  alone 
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or  with  meanings  ?  Necessity  of  visualizing,  of  directing  atten- 
tion to  parts  of  the  word  which  children  know,  to  silent  letters, 
to  small  famihar  words  within  the  larger  word.  Advisability  of 
returning  papers  containing  misspelled  words  for  correction;  of 
requiring  misspelled  words  to  be  written  *'ten  times."  Value  of 
dictation  lessons.  Desirability  of  having  children  keep  lists  of 
their  own  misspelled  words  for  frequent  review?  Spelling  games, 
matches,  etc.     Why  desirable?    How  conducted? 

3.  Penmanship. 

One  period  each  week  for  two  years. 

There  are  two  aims  in  this  course.  The  first  is  to  develop  a 
legible  handwriting  that  is  executed  with  ease  and  moderate 
speed.  This  is  accomplished  by  hygienic  position  of  the  body, 
correct  penholding,  movement  drills  and  analysis  of  form.  Uni- 
form height,  even  spacing,  neatness  and  arrangement  of  work 
receive  special  attention. 

The  second  is  to  teach  the  method  of  presentation.  Consider- 
able blackboard  practice  is  given  with  emphasis  on  position.  The 
quality  of  paper,  size  and  type  of  pen  and  holder,  writing  imple- 
ments in  the  different  grades,  objects  to  be  sought  in  the  lower 
and  upper  grades,  time  devoted  to  penmanship  and  its  relation  to 
other  studies  are  carefully  considered. 

The  various  systems  are  compared,  showing  their  adequacy  or 
inadequacy  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  child's  later  life. 

Methods  of  teaching  other  subjects  are  discussed  in  the  several 
departments  in  connection  with  subject-matter. 

Method  of  Study 
Two  hours  per  week  in  Junior  A  Semester 

The  aims  of  this  study  are  (a)  to  train  students  in  better 
habits  of  study;  (&)  to  enable  them  to  guide  children  to  form  cor- 
rect habits  of  study.  We  use  Dr.  Frank  McMurry's  text-book, 
entitled  "How  to  Study,"  and  follow  this  order  for  discussion. 

Students  attempt  to  apply  the  above  principles  in  their  other 
method  work  and  in  our  class  discussions. 
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History  01^  Education 

(a)  European  Education — The  course  in  the  History  of 
Education  covers  one  year  of  two  periods  a  week.  European 
education  occupies  the  major  part  of  the  course.  It  includes  a 
study  of  the  development  of  educational  institutions  and  theories 
among  the  great  culture  nations  of  the  old  world,  including 
Greek  education,  education  among  the  Romans,  the  early  Chris- 
tian schools  and  teachers,  origin  of  the  universities  and  the  rise 
of  higher  education,  educational  aspects  of  the  renaissance,  the 
realistic  and  naturalistic  movements  in  modern  education,  the 
great  reformers,  their  theories,  efforts  and  accomplishments,  and 
of  portions  of  the  chief  educational  classics.  Paul  Mon- 
roe's Brief  Course  in  the  History  of  Education  is  the  text-book 
that  is  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  students.  Extensive  use  is  also 
made  of  the  v/ritings  of  Laurie,  Quick,  Davidson,  Williams, 
Compayre,  Woodward,  James  P.  Monroe,  Paul  Monroe,  Will  S. 
Monroe  and  others.  The  educational  classics  include  Plato's  Re- 
public, Comenius'  School  of  Infancy  and  Great  Didactic,  Rous- 
seau's jSmile,  Pestalozzi's  Leonard  and  Gertrude^  Froebel's  Bdii- 
cation  of  Man,  and  Spencer's  Education.  The  course  is  given  in 
lectures,  discussions  and  readings. 

(b)  American  Education — The  study  of  European  educa- 
tion is  supplemented  by  a  brief  course,  which  traces  the  successive 
ideals  of  the  different  streams  of  early  American  civilization,  the 
growth  of  the  public  school  systems  in  the  United  States,  origin 
and  development  of  normal  schools,  and  a  study  of  some  of  the 
most  important  American  contributions  to  the  literature  of  edu- 
cation. Special  attention  will  be  given  to  the  origin  and  de- 
velopment of  the  public  school  system  of  New  Jersey  and  to 
the  different  institutions  of  learning  in  the  State.  The  writ- 
ings of  Barnard,  Martin,  Hinsdale.  Boone,  Dexter,  Winship, 
Thwing,  Wickersham,  Monroe  and  others  will  furnish  the  back- 
ground of  the  required  readings. 
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English 

English  is  required  four  hours  per  week  throughout  one  year. 

Grammar  and  Composition — Four  hours  per  zveek  in  the 
Junior  C  Semester.     This  course  is  divided  into  Parts  I  and  II. 

Part  I.   Grammar  and  Composition. 

Grammar.  The  study  of  sentences  and  their  structure,  the 
study  of  phrases  and  clauses.  Analysis  of  sentences.  Words 
classified  according  to  function.  Fundamental  principles  of 
technical  grammar.  The  work  in  English  grammar  is  largely 
inductive.  Professional  aspects  of  teaching  the  subject.  Labo- 
ratory methods  and  their  value. 

Composition.  Exercises  in  narration,  exposition,  description 
and  argument.  The  study  of  the  paragraph.  The  principles  of 
unity,  coherence  and  emphasis.  Variety  in  sentence  structure ; 
exercises  in  changing  the  form  of  expressions.  Oral  com- 
position.    Versification. 

Part  II.  Language  in  the  Elementary  Grades.  Aim — to  de- 
velop power  of  expression. 

Language  methods.  Oral  language;  reproductive  and  imagi- 
native composition.  Conversation  exercises,  with  special  atten- 
tion to  correct  forms  of  speech,  enlargement  of  vocabulary  and 
choice  of  words.  Reports  of  experiences  outside  of  school. 
Story-telling.  Picture-study  to  stimulate  expression.  Written 
language;  form  lessons,  thought  lessons.  Letter-vvriting,  story- 
writing.  Dictation  lessons.  Study  and  imitation  of  models. 
Dramatization ;  practical  application.  Action  games.  Criticism 
and  correction  of  written  Vv'ork.  Correlations  of  language  with 
other  subjects.  Examination  of  available  text-books  for  the 
grades.  The  reading  of  professional  and  pedagogical  works  on 
the  subject  of  language  for  the  elementary  grades. 

Literature — Four  hours  per  zveek  in  Junior  B  Semester. 
The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  bring  students  to  an  appreciation 
of  the  nature  of  literature  and  its  relation  to  life,  in  order  that 
they  may  know  what  should  be  their  aim  in  presenting  litera- 
ture, and  what  should  control  their  choice  of  literature  in  the 
elementary  grades. 
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The  course  is  divided  into  Parts  I  and  II. 

Part  I.  The  following  types  of  literature  are  studied:  (i)  The 
epic,  the  Odyssey  (Bryant's  translation)  ;  the  ballad-epic, 
Arnold's  Sohrah  and  Rusttim;  a  brief  study  of  the  transition 
from  the  epic  to  the  lyric  and  the  dramatic,  a  study  of  the  funda- 
mental relation  of  form  to  the  life  it  embodies  and  expresses. 

(2)  The  lyric,  Palgrave's  Golden  Treasury  of  Songs  and  Lyrics. 

(3)  The  dramatic,  Shakespeare's  Tempest.  (4)  The  short 
story,  appreciation  of  such  masters  as  Irving,  Poe,  Hawthorne, 
Stevenson  and  Kipling. 

Part  II.  The  reading  of  literature  suitable  for  use  in  elemen- 
tary grades.  Courses  of  literature  for  the  elementary  schools  de- 
veloped. The  method  of  presentation  of  literature,  illustrated 
by  actual  lesson-plans  prepared  for  different  grades  as  directed ; 
class  discussion  of  these  lesson-plans.  Pedagogical  significance  of 
myths,  fables,  fairy  tales,  folk  tales,  legends  and  hero  stories.  The 
choice  of  stories,  the  essential  qualities  of  a  story  for  children; 
the  art  of  story-telling — principles  of  method,  manner  and  voice. 
The  character  of  memory  selections.  Poetry  presented  primarily 
as  a  work  of  art,  and  not  in  the  service  of  any  other  subject. 
Correlations  of  literature — *'The  natural  correlations  of  literature 
are  with  the  other  arts;  but,  above  all,  with  the  spirit  of  child- 
hood, and  with  the  consciousness  of  children."  Dramatization 
and  the  dramatic  representation  of  literary  selections.  Literary 
programs  for  special  days.  The  school  library.  The  reading  of 
professional  and  pedagogical  works  on  the  subject  of  literature 
for  the  elementary  grades. 

Mathematics 

Mathematics  is  required  four  hours  per  week  for  one  year. 
The  aim'  is  to  equip  teachers  thoroughly  for  the  work  of  the 
grades.  This  will  require  a  wider  and  more  theoretic  knowl- 
edge of  the  graded  school  mathematics;  a  knowledge  of  the 
history  and  pedagogy  of  the  subject;  a  knowledge  of  the  nature 
of  the  problems  encountered  in  the  activities  of  children  and 
in  the  world's  work.  Course  (a)  constitutes  the  work  of  the 
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Junior  C  class.     Courses  (b)  and  (c)  constitute  the  work  of  the 
Senior  B  class. 

(a)  Arithmetic. — This  course  will  seek  to  develop  quick- 
ness in  oral  work  not  only  with  small  numbers,  but  with  num- 
bers of  two  and  three  figures;  power  to  form  close  estimates 
O'f  the  results  required  in  a  problem  without  actual  computation; 
accuracy,  rapidity  and  economy  in  computation;  accuracy  of 
statement  in  the  written  or  oral  analysis  of  a  problem.  This 
will  require  a  careful  study  oif  all  the  fundamental  principles 
upon  which  the  act  of  computation  depends,  and  also  a  careful 
study  of  those  number  relations  which  make  possible  the  abridg- 
ment O'f  work. 

All  topics  taken  in  upper  igjrammar  grades  will  receive  very 
careful  study.  The  real  problems  encountered  in  many  adult 
activities  in  commercial  and  industrial  life  will  be  studied  to  give 
students  an  appreciation  of  the  use  of  arithmetic  and  tO'  add  to 
their  power  better  toi  interpret  phases  of  the  work  which  they 
are  preparing  to  teach. 

(b)  The  History  of  Arithmetic. — The  history  of  the  older 
notations;  the  scales  of  notation;  the  Hindoo  notation;  the 
evolution  of  the  fundamental  process  from  the  methods  o^f  the 
Hindoos;  the  early  printed  arithmetics,  and  the  growth  of  the 
subject  up  to  the  present  time  will  be  presented  by  lectures. 
Readings  by  the  students  fromi  the  histories  of  Ball,  Fink,  Cajori 
and  others  will  be  required.  Some  of  the  first  English  texts, 
as  thoise  of  Recorde,  Dilworth,  Wingate,  Cocker,  Pike  and  others 
will  be  examined. 

(c)  The  Pedagogy  of  Arithmetic. — A  study  of  the  peda- 
gogy of  the  subject  will  include  such  topics  as  the  educational 
value  and  aim  of  arithmetic;  the  number  concept;  the  child's 
power  to  use  the  type  of  thougbt  required  in  the  use  of  number; 
the  child's  interests — drills,  gam;es  and  problems ;  the  nature  and 
purpose  of  problems;  the  analysis  and  solution  O'f  problems; 
the  heuristic  method  of  development,  etc.  This  course  will  con- 
sist of  a  study  of  the  types  of  problems  comaiioii  in  all  the  grades 
in  public  schools,  lectures  and  assigned  reading's  from  Young's 
Teaching   of   Mathematics,    Smith's    Teaching   of  Elementary 
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Mathematics,  Smith's  Teaching  of  Arithmetic,  McMurry's 
Special  Method  in  Arithmetic,  Stone's  Arithmetical  Abilities, 
Jackson's  Educational  Significance  of  Sixteenth  Century  Arith- 
metic and  many  others.  A  study  will  also  be  made  of  older  and 
recent  text-books  and  of  recent  courses  oi  study. 


Nature  Study 

The  work  in  biological  nature  study  extends  through  two 
semesters,  four  periods  a  week.  The  topics  follow  the  order 
of  the  seasons.  Very  little  O'f  the  work  is  based  on  preserved 
material.  Fall  topics  are  autumn  flowers,  weeds,  insects  and 
other  arthropods,  bulb-planting,  trees  in  their  leafy  and  winter 
conditions,  and  the  preparation  of  nature  for  winter.  Topics 
studied  during  the  winter  months  are  molds  and  bacteria,  studied 
chiefly  on  the  physiological  and  economic  sides,  seed  germina- 
tion and  vegetative  propagation  of  plants,  and  soils  in  relation 
to  the  need  of  the  plant.  Spring  topics  are  school  and  home 
gardening,  spring  flowers,  birds,  the  development  of  the  toad 
and  frog,  early  appearing  insects  and  their  relation  to  the  other 
animals  mentioned. 

Students  will  make  and  care  for  school  gardens  on  the  grounds 
of  the  school  as  a  part  of  their  regular  work  in  this  department. 

The  course  is  not  ostensibly  a  course  in  biological  science,  but 
much  of  the  time  is  necessarily  given  up  to  the  acquisition  of  fact 
matter  because  so  many  students  are  handicapped  by  their  failure 
to  take  any  such  work  in  the  high  school,  and  because  many  others 
have  had  so  little  contact  with  the  real  objects  of  nature. 

The  course  does  not  aim  to  train  any  "general  power  of  obser- 
vation," but  to  include  as  wide  a  range  of  observations  as  possible 
of  objects  worth  observing,  or  that  children  will  be  likely  to  ask 
about,  or  which  the  prospective  teacher  may  be  called  upon  to 
use  in  her  work.  The  flowers,  trees,  birds,  insects,  etc.,  are  not 
studied  from  the  scientific  standpoint,  but  as  more  or  less  related 
to  our  lives,  and  in  such  a  way  as  to  give  the  student  a  ready 
recognition  of  them — a  speaking  acquaintance. 
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Geography 

This  subject  is  required  three  hours  per  week  throughout  one 
year. 

The  course  aims  to  give  an  understanding  of  the  control  which 
climate,  surface  and  other  geographic  factors  exert  over  the 
life  of  man  and  animals  upon  the  globe;  a  knowledge  of  and 
ability  to  use  the  authoritative  source  material  available;  the 
ability  to  read  maps,  and  some  of  the  best  ways  of  presenting  the 
subject  to  children. 

The  first  half-year's  work  is  devoted  to  a  study  of  mathematical 
geography,  the  atmosphere,  the  lands,  the  work  of  running  w^ater, 
and  the  oceans.  As  much  field  work  as  possible  is  done  in  this 
connection,  as  the  school  is  particularly  well  situated  for  it. 
Books  most  used  in  this  part  of  the  course  are  Dodge's  Geogra- 
phy and  Salisbury's  Physiography. 

The  first  half  of  the  second  semester  is  devoted  to  the  study 
of  the  continent  of  North  America  and  the  countries  of  Europe 
most  closely  connected  with  us  through  trade.  Through  this 
study  the  pupils  are  expected  to  gain  an  insight  into  the  method 
of  continent  study  for  the  grammar  grades.  Particular  emphasis 
is  laid  upon  the  influence  of  geographic  environment  in  determin- 
ing routes  of  trade,  location  of  industrial  centers,  and  the  dis- 
tribution of  commodities.  The  books  most  used  in  this  part  of 
the  course  are  Dodge's  Advanced  Geography,  Mill's  International 
Geography,  Robinson's  and  Bingham's  Commercial  Geographies, 
Miss  Semple's  The  Influence  of  Geographic  Environment,  and 
various  government  publications. 

The  work  in  methods  of  teaching  geography  is  left  until  the 
last  quarter  in  order  to  take  advantage  of  the  instruction  in 
the  art  of  questioning  and  in  making  lesson  plans  given  in  the 
course  in  General  Methods.  The  chief  divisions  of  the  work  are 
a  study  of  the  content  of  geography ;  determining  factors  in  ar- 
ranging subject-matter  for  different  grades;  methods  of  teach- 
ing as  applied  to  subject-matter  determined  for  each  grade.  Each 
student  prepares  lesson  plans  for  different  grades  and  teaches  the 
class. 
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American  History 

This  subject  requires  three  periods  per  week  throughout  one 
year. 

The  course  presents  a  general  survey  of  the  rise  and  develop- 
ment of  the  American  Nation  and  includes  a  discussion  of 
methods  of  teaching  history  and  civics  in  the  primary  and  gram- 
mar grades,  the  question  of  curricula,  the  use  of  sources  and 
illustrative  material  and  a  knowledge  of  historical  bibliography. 
The  chief  topics  studied  are  European  influences  on  American 
colonization,  the  struggle  for  supremaxry  between  England  and 
France,  growth  of  colonial  institutions,  the  contest  with  England, 
formation  and  interpretation  of  the  Constitutions  of  the  United 
States  and  New  Jersey,  the  development  of  the  new  nation,  west- 
ern expansion,  conditions,  parties  and  issues  that  led  to  the  Civil 
War,  the  war  and  its  results,  present  social  and  economic  prob- 
lems, labor  and  capital,  immigration,  the  tariff,  the  United  States 
as  a  world  power,  territorial  and  political  expansion,  municipal 
government  and  the  New  Jersey  school  system. 

The  course  consists  of  lectures,  recitations,  special  topics, 
assigned  readings,  written  reviews,  story  telling  and  class  exer- 
cises in  the  conduct  of  history  recitations. 

The  Manual  Arts 
Semester  I. 

Freehand  Drawing — Three  periods  a  week. 

A  course  giving  the  fundamentals  of  simple  representation  and 
perspective.  Problems  will  involve  the  foreshortened  circle  and 
circular  surfaces  in  all  positions,  convergence  and  questions  of 
distance,  position  and  level.  Memory  drawing  to  cultivate  a 
graphic  vocabulary.  Students  will  be  required  to  prepare  note 
books  covering  the  work  of  the  term. 
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Semester  II. 

Design — Three  periods  per  week. 

A  course  presenting  the  essentials  of  design  as  applied  to 
school  exercises.  Applications  are  made  to  (a)  borders,  (b) 
rectangular  or  circular  patterns,  (c)  landscape  and  still-life  com- 
position, and  (d)  lettering.  The  work  is  done  with  reference  to 
a  stated  material  and  purpose,  as  rectangular  pattern  (clay), 
border  (stenciling  or  basketry),  lettering  (poster). 

The  course  includes  a  definite,  usable  discussion  and  demon- 
trations  of  color  and  tones. 

Semester  III. 

Manual  Training — Three  periods  per  week. 

Tested  forms  of  handwork  and  construction  for  the  first  five 
or  six  elementary  years  will  be  used  as  the  basis  for  work,  as 
follows : 

(a)  Paper  construction,  folding  and  pasting.  Furniture  and 
fittings  for  the  play-house> 

(b)  Cardboard  construction,  simple  bookmaking,  boxes,  etc. 

(c)  Sand-table  representation. 

Semester  IV. 

Woodwork — Two  periods  per  week. 

Includes  knife  work  in  thin  wood  and  bench  problems,  as  sun 
dial,  weather  vane,  bird  house,  teapot  stand,  science  apparatus, 
etc. 

Drawing — One  period  per  week. 

A  course  planned  to  familiarize  students  with  methods  of 
teaching  drawing  and  to  give  them  confidence  in  drawing  on  the 
blackboard  for  class  room  purposes.  The  list  of  exercises  will 
include  illustrative  work  with  both  brush  and  chalk;  drawing 
of  vehicles,  buildings,  animals  and  figures  for  picture  purposes 
and  lettering. 
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Gymnastics  and  Hygiene 

The  purpose  of  the  course  in  physical  training  is  two-fold : 

1.  To  keep  each  student  in  good  physical  condition  and  to 
inspire  in  her  a  thorough  appreciation  of  the  importance  of 
health.  For  this  purpose  three  weekly  lectures  are  given  through- 
out the  first  semester  in  principles  of  physiology  and  hygiene  cor- 
related with  three  hours  of  practical  gymnastic  training  where 
such  training  may  be  applied. 

2.  To  teach  the  student  to  plan  and  conduct  gymnastic  lessons 
suitable  to  the  school-room,  and  to  be  able  to  recognize  and 
correct  physical  defects  and  faulty  postures  among  children. 
Throughout  the  second  year  two  hours  a  week  of  theory  and 
practice  are  devoted  to  this  end. 

A  course  of  lectures  on  sex  hygiene  is  given  to  the  students  of 
the  Senior  Class  by  a  woman  physician. 

Physicai,  Science 

Students  who  have  not  had  satisfactory  courses  in  physics 
and  in  chemistry  must  devote  three  periods  a  week  for  one 
semester  to  each  of  these  subjects.  Physics  is  placed  in  the 
Junior  C  and  chemistry  in  the  Junior  A  semester. 

The  aim  in  both  courses  is  to  give  an  intelligent  comprehension 
of  such  facts  in  physical  nature  as  are  apt  to  present  themselves 
in  every-day  life  or  are  fundamental  to  geography,  physiology, 
biology,  psychology  and  music.  The  work  is  connected  as  closely 
as  possible  with  the  work  in  these  departments. 

The  student  is  also  shown  that  there  are  many  facts,  both 
physical  and  chemical,  concerning  heat,  air,  water,  light,  sound, 
magnetism  and  electricity  which  are  of  great  value  and  interest 
to  pupils  in  the  elementary  schools. 

This  part  of  the  work  is  regarded  as  supplementing  the  course 
in  biological  nature  study,  it  being  regarded  as  important  that 
nature  study  should  include  physical  as  well  as  biological  ma- 
terial. Emphasis  is  placed  upon  methods  of  presenting  such 
material  in  a  simple  way  and  with  the  use  of  very  simple  appa- 
ratus. 
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Vocal  Music 

The  entire  school  meets  in  chorus  one  hour  each  week. 

During  three  semesters  each  class  has  an  additional  hour  each 
week  for  instruction  in  methods  of  teaching  vocal  music  in  the 
elementary  grades  of  the  public  school. 

II.  The  Kindergarten  Primary  Course 

This  course  requires  two  and  one-half  years  for  its  completion 
and  qualifies  a  graduate  to  teach  a  kindergarten  or  one  of  the 
first  three  primary  grades.  Students  are  received  in  September 
only.  They  must  have  the  same  qualifications  as  candidates  for 
the  general  course,  and  must  also  satisfy  the  Kindergarten 
director  that  they  can  sing  and  can  play  the  piano  well  enough  to 
give  promise  of  success  in  kindergartening.

A  generous  gift  of  money  from  the  late  Edward  Russ  Esq., 
for  the  decoration  of  the  building  has  enabled  the  school  to  place 
on  its  walls  many  photographs  of  men  eminent  in  science, 
psychology,  education,  and  in  public  affairs,  as  well  as  several 
reproductions  of  the  masterpieces  of  the  great  artists.

The  class  of  1910,  on  Commencement  Day,  presented  a  statue 
of  Athene,  which  has  been  placed  in  the  Assembly  Hall.  The 
class  of  191 1  presented  "The  Winged  Victory."  Messrs. 
Danufsky  and  Halsey,  of  the  class  of  191 2,  have  made  and  placed 
on  the  grounds  an  artistic  sun-dial.  The  parting  gift  of  the  class 
of  19 1 2  is  a  statue  of  Diana.  The  class  of  1910  has  recently 
contributed  a  sum  of  money  to  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  books 
for  the  library. 

Employment  of  Graduates 

The  demand  for  professionally  trained  teachers  is  so  great 
that  graduates  of  the  school  readily  find  positions.  Thus  far  the 
demand  has  been  much  greater  than  the  supply. 

School  superintendents  and  members  of  boards  of  education 
are  invited  to  visit  the  school  and  to  consult  with  the  principal 
when  they  need  teachers.  Full  records  of  scholarship  and  con- 
fidential estimates  of  a  student's  personality  will  always  be  given 
to  school  officials.  Under  the  system  of  practice  teaching  con- 
nected with  this  school,  one-half  of  each  senior  class  may  be  seen 
at  work  at  any  time.

The  Legislature  of  1902  directed  the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion to  investigate  the  need  of  additional  facilities  for  training 
teachers  for  the  public  schools  of  Xew  Jersey.  ■  In  its  annual 
report  for  1903,  the  Board  reported  that,  although  the  Xew 
Jersey  State  X^ormal  School  at  Trenton  was  filled  with  students, 
the  supply  of  trained  teachers  was  quite  inadequate  to  the  increas- 
ing demand,  and  recommended  that  a  normal  school  be  estab- 
lished in  the  northern  part  of  the  State.  In  1904  the  Legis- 
lature appropiiated  $25,000  for  the  purchase  of  a  site.  After 
inspecting  many  locations,  the  Board  finally  purchased  a  plot  of 
twenty-five  acres  in  the  northern  part  of  ]\Iontclair,  Essex  county. 
A  more  beautiful  or  healthful  site  could  not  have  been  chosen. 
The  grounds  have  an  elevation  of  four  hundred  feet  above  sea 
level,  and  command  an  uninterrupted  view  of  a  landscape  of 
remarkable  lieauty.  The  Orange  range  stretches  away  to  the 
right,  while  at  the  front  and  left  the  Passaic  valley,  the  Hudson, 
and  the  taller  buildings  of  Xew  York  City  are  plainly  visible. 

An  appropriation  of  $275,000  was  made  by  the  Legislature  of 
1906  for  the  erection  and  equipment  of  a  building.  The  mission 
style  was  adopted  and  a  normal  school  building,  334  feet  long* 
and  133  feet  deep,  of  brick  covered  with  white  stucco,  was  erected 
on  the  highest  part  of  the  grounds,  fronting  the  Xew  York  land- 
scape. The  equipment  is  of  the  latest  and  best.  The  ample 
grounds  afford  opportunities  for  school  g'ardens,  tennis  courts, 
and  all  the  outdoor  activities  of  a  large  normal  school. 

The  building  was  dedicated  September  28th,  1908,  by  Gov- 
ernor John  Franklin  Fort  and  the  State  Board  of  Education. 
The  school  had  been  previously  organized  on  September  15th, 
with  187  students.  Another  class  was  received  in  February, 
1909,  to  the  number  of  31,  making  the  total  registration  in  the 

(II) 
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iirst  year  218.  Xo  advanced  classes  were  opened  the  first  year 
and  no  students  received  from  any  other  normal  school. 

The  membership  at  the  beginning  of  the  sixth  year  of  the 
school,  September  i6th,  19 13,  is  483.

Candidates  are  admitted  strictly  in  order  of  application,  sub- 
ject to  the  provisions  of  the  school  law  on  county  representation, 
and  registration  will  close  when  the  school  is  filled. 

The  General  Aim  of  the  School 

The  Montclair  State  Normal  School  is  a  professional  school, 
whose  single  aim  is  the  preparation  of  teachers  for  the  elementary 
schools  and  kindergartens  of  the  State. 

The  qualifications  of  a  good  teacher  are  both  natural  and 
acquired.  The  former  include  all  that  we  mean  by  personality. 
In  detail,  these  are : 

I.  Adaptability  and  tact,  i.  e.,  the  ability  to  adjust  one's  self 
in  thought,  language  and  method  to  the  immaturity  of  children. 
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2.  A  strong  attraction  for  teaching,  based  on  genuine  love 
of  children. 

3.  Intellectual  ability. 

4.  Executive  ability. 

5.  Common  sense. 

6.  Good  health  and  a  cheerful  disposition. 

One  who  lacks  any  of  these  natural  qualifications  will  not  teach 
Avell.  Since  the  Normal  School  cannot  create  personality,  it 
cannot  make  teachers.  Its  most  important  function  is  to  discover, 
to  inspire  and  to  train  the  horn  teacher,  and  to  fit  her  into  her 
appropriate  place  in  the  schools. 

There  can  be  no  academic  tests  of  personality.  The  candidate 
for  the  teaching  profession  is  admitted  to  the  Normal  School 
chiefly  upon  evidence  of  her  intellectual  ability.  The  condition 
is  always  implied  that  she  may  be  dismissed  whenever  it  becomes 
clear  that  she  lacks  conspicuously  the  natural  qualifications  of  the 
good  teacher. 

To  the  natural  teacher,  however,  the  Montclair  State  Normal 
School  offers  unexcelled  opportunities  of  acquiring  that  pro- 
fessional knowledge  and  technical  skill  which  are  indispensable 
to  the  best  teaching. 

The  course  of  study  includes  the  necessary  elements  in  the 
training  of  teachers : 

(i)  Educational  theory.  The  history  of  education,  psychol- 
ogy, pedagogy,  organization  and  management  of  schools,  the 
principles  and  art  of  teaching,  and  methods. 

(2)  A  thorough  study  of  the  subject-matter  of  the  elementary 
school  curriculum. 

(3)  Observation  of  model  teaching. 

(4)  Practice  in  teaching  under  expert  supervision. 

Requirements  of  Admission 

Both  sexes  are  admitted. 

1.  Residence.    All  candidates  must  be  residents  of  New  Jersey. 

2.  Age.     They  must  be  at  least  sixteen  years  old. 

3.  Scholarship.  Applicants  can  satisfy  the  scholarship  re- 
quirements in  either  of  two  ways : 
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a.  By  certilication.    Two  classes  of  candidates  are  admitted  on 
certificates  without  examination : 

(i)   Graduates  of  a  four-years  course  of  a  high  school  on  the 
""Approved  List."    This  course  must  include  plane  geometr}^ 
(2)    Holders  of  first-grade  county  teachers'   certificates. 

b.  By  written  examinations,  which  shall  give  satisfactory  evi- 
■dence  of  an  education  ec[uivalent  to  that  required  by  a  ( i )  above. 

Applicants  for  admission  by  examination  must  present  them- 
selves on  the  ]^Ionday  preceding  the  opening  of  the  term  at  lO' 
A.  ]\[.,  /".  c,  on  ^Monday,  February  2d,  19 14,  or  on  Monday, 
September  14th,  1914.  Notice  of  intention  to  take  examinations 
must  be  filed  with  the  principal  on  or  before  January  15th  or  Sep- 
tember 1st,  1914,  for  February  or  September  examinations,  re- 
spectively, accompanied  by  a  full  statement  of  high  school  record 
signed  by  the  principal  of  the  school  from  which  the  applicant 
comes. 

Candidates  from  high  schools  not  on  the  "Approved  List" 
should  communicate  at  once  with  Hon.  Calvin  N.  Kendall,  Com- 
missioner of  Education,  Trenton,  New  Jersey. 

4.  Health.  All  candidates  must  present  certificates  from  phy- 
sicians stating  that  they  are  in  good  health  and  are  free  from  all 
physical  defects  that  unfit  them  for  teaching. 

The  Committee  on  the  Normal  School  has  voted  that  all  can- 
didates for  admission  shall  be  examined  by  a  woman  physician 
selected  by  the  school  to  determine  whether  they  are  free  from 
any  disease  or  infirmity  which  would  unfit  them  for  teaching ;  and 
that  any  student  may  be  examined  by  this  physician  at  au}^  time 
in  her  course  to  determine  whether  her  physical  condition  war- 
rants her  continuance  in  the  school. 

Gymnastics  is  a  part  of  the  prescribed  course  of  study  for 
every  student. 

5.  Character.  All  candidates  must  present  testimonials  of 
good  moral  character. 

6.  Intention  to  teach.  At  registration  all  students  must  sign  a 
declaration  that  they  intend  to  teach  in  the  public  schools  of  New 
Jersey  for  at  least  two  years  immediately  after  being  graduated, 
unless  excused  temporarily  by  the  State  Board  of  Education,  and

that,  if  they  do  not  so  teach,  they  wih  refund  to  the  State  the  cost 
of  their  education. 

7.  All  students  are  admitted  on  probation.  The  principals  of 
the  State  Xormal  Schools  have  been  instructed  by  the  State 
Board  of  Education  to  exclude  from  these  schools  at  the  close 
of  the  first  half  year  such  students  as  are  unable  to  pass  the 
prescribed  examinations  in  the  work  of  that  half  year,  including^ 
English  composition,  spelling  and  arithmetic. 

N.  B. — Application  blanks  containing  all  data  necessary  for 
admission  may  be  obtained  of  the  principal.

A  graduate  of  any  four-years  course  of  a  school  on  the  Ap- 
proved  List  is  admitted  to  the  Normal  School  without  examina- 
tion. However,  every  candidate  should  bring  from  the  high 
school  at  least  this  equipment : 

1.  The  habit  of  speaking  and  writing  good  English. 

2.  The  habit  of  spelling  correctly. 

3.  Some  knowledge  and  appreciation  of  good  literature. 

4.  An  acquaintance  with  the  history  of  Greece,  Rome  and 
England. 

5.  The  ability  to  read  at  least  one  foreign  language. 

6.  Good  laboratory  courses  in  physics  and  chemistry. 

7.  The  ability  to  draw  from  the  object. 

8.  The  ability  to  read  music. 

9.  A  knowledge  of  the  elements  of  plane  geometry. 

10.  A  recent  review  of  arithmetic,  geography.  United  States 
history  and  English  grammar. 

A  student  who  is  deficient  in  any  of  these  requisites  will  find 
the  work  of  the  Normal  School  proportionately  difificult. 
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A  student  who  has  not  taken  plane  geometry  in  the  high  school 
must  pass  a  written  examination  in  this  subject  before  entering 
the  Junior  A  Class. 

Beginning  with  September,  19 14,  no  applicant  will  be  admitted 
who  has  not  taken  plane  geometry  in  the  high  school. 

No  student  will  be  graduated  until  she  reaches  a  high  degree 
of  proficiency  in  spelling.  Students  who  are  very  deficient  in 
spelling  or  in  the  mechanics  of  written  English  are  practically 
certain  to  fail  in  the  work  of  this  school. 


Expenses 

Xo  charge  is  made  for  tuition  or  for  the  use  of  text-books  and 
apparatus.  Each  student  must  provide  herself  with  a  gymnasium 
outfit.  This  consists  of  a  suit,  a  pair  of  gymnasium  shoes  and  a 
pair  of  outdoor  shoes,  and  must  be  approved  by  the  Director  of 
Physical  Training.  The  entire  outfit  may  be  purchased  through 
this  school  for  $7.85. 

The  school  has  no  donnitories.  A  list  of  suitable  boarding 
places  in  Alontclair  with  prices  and  full  information  will  be  fur- 
nished by  the  principal  on  application. 

The  program  of  recitations  is  so  arranged  that  students  resid- 
ing within  a  reasonable  distance  may  live  at  home. 

Luncheon  will  be  served  at  the  school  daily  at  the  noon  inter- 
mission at  moderate  prices. 

The  Edward  Russ  Hall 

The  late  Edward  Russ  l)equeathed  a  substantial  sum  of  money 
to  the  State  Board  of  Education  for  the  use  of  the  New  Jersey 
Slate  Normal  School  at  Montclair.  It  has  been  decided  to  use 
this  bequest  for  the  erection  of  a  dormitory  to  l^e  known  as  "The 
Edward  Russ  Hall."  Plans  for  the  building  have  been  drawn 
and  work  will  begin  in  the  Spring  of  1914. 
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Courses  of  Instruction 


No  special  students  are  admitted. 

The  aim  of  the  school  is  distinctly  professional.  Students  are- 
prepared  to  teach  in  the  elementary  schools  or  kindergartens  of 
New  Jersey. 

There  are  two  courses  of  study — the  General  Course  and  the 
Kindergarten  Primary  Course. 

Graduates  in  the  General  Course  receive  certificates  good  in 
any  elementary  grade.  Graduates  in  the  Kindergarten  Primary 
Course  receive  certificates  good  in  a  kindergarten  or  any  of  the 
first  three  elementary  grades.  These  certificates  are  endorsable 
without  examination  in  most  States. 

I.     The  Gexerai.  Course 

The  General  Course  requires  two  years  or  two  and  one-half 
years  for  its  completion,  according  to  the  qualifications  and  cir- 
cumstances of  the  individual  student. 

A  mature  student  in  good  health,  boarding  in  Montclair  or 
commuting  daily  for  a  short  distance,  may  complete  this  course 
in  two  years. 

Students  who  lack  these  qualifications  of  good  health,  maturity 
and  scholarship,  or  who  commute  daily  for  a  considerable  dis- 
tance, will  find  it  dif^cult  to  complete  the  General  Course  in 
less  than  two  and  one-half  years. 

All  students  who  can  do  so  are  advised  to  take  the  longer 
course. 

Candidates  who  comply  with  the  conditions  specified  on  pages  14 
and  15  are  admitted  without  examination  to  the  General  Course. 
Those  who  elect  the  Kindergarten  Primary  Course  must  satisfy 
the  Supervisor  of  that  department  of  their  ability  to  play  the 
piano  and  to  sing  suf^ciently  for  the  conduct  of  a  kindergarten. 
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Applicants  who  cannot  qualify  in  music  are  rejected,  as  both 
vocal  and  instrumental  music  are  needed  in  the  class-room  at  the 
beginning  of  the  Kindergarten  Course.

Detail  of  the  General  Course  of  Study 

Psychology 

{a)  Elemhxtary  Psychology — The  course  in  Elementary 
Psychology  includes  (i)  a  study  of  the  psychological  organism 
of  the  brain  and  nervous  system :  the  nature  and  training  of  the 
special  senses,  and  the  less  complex  phases  of  perception,  memory, 
imagination,  thought,  the  emotions,  habits  and  the  will,  and  the 
nature  of  their  development  during  the  elementary  school  period. 
(2)  Studies  in  the  personal  reminiscences  of  the  students,  to  give 
them  practice  in  the  analysis  of  subjective  mental  phenomena 
and  to  deepen  and  broaden  their  concepts  of  the  subjective  states 
of  childhood.  (3)  Reading  and  reviews  of  certain  standard 
reminiscent  studies  of  childhood,  such  as  Pierre  Loti's  Story  of 
a  Child:  Tolstoi's  Childhood:  Boyhood  and  Youth;  John  Stuart 
^fill's  Autobiography :  Helen  Keller's  Story  of  My  Life.  The 
texts  used  in  the  course  in  Elementary  Psychology  are  Angell's 
Psychology.  Calkin's  First  Book  of  Psychology,  Pillsbury's 
Essentials  of  Ps\cholo^\.     Reference  use  is  also  made  of  the 
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standard  texts  by  James,  Judd,  Titchener,  Ziehen,   Thorndike, 
Royce  and  Donaldson. 

(b)  Genetic  Psyci-ioIvOGy — This  is  an  advanced  course,  as  an 
outgrowth  of  the  course  in  Elementary  Psychology,  and  covers 
one  year  of  two  periods  a  week.  The  purpose  of  the  course  is 
(i)  to  apply  the  facts  learned  in  Elementary  Psychology  to  the 
training  of  children;  (2)  to  present,  so  far  as  they  have  been 
scientifically  determined,  facts  concerning  the  nature  and  develop- 
ment  of  the  mind  during  childhood  and  adolescence,  and  (3)  to 
provide  the  prospective  teacher  with  sound  criteria  for  estimating 
theories  about  the  child's  mind,  as  well  as  to  give  training  in  the 
concrete  study  of  child  life.  The  course  includes  studies  in  the 
physical,  intellectual  and  moral  development  of  children;  factors 
conditioning  mental  development,  as  heredity  and  environment; 
mental  fatigue  and  its  relation  to  mental  work;  comparative 
studies  of  the  minds  of  lower  animals  and  savages  with  those  of 
normal  and  defective  children;  the  special  senses,  perception, 
memory,  imagination,  thought  powers,  emotions  and  motor 
ability.  Attention  is  also  given  tO'  the  causes  and  extent  of  de- 
fective vision  and  hearing'  and  methods  of  testing  the  same,  to- 
gether with  other  minor  psychical  abnormalities  more  or  less  com- 
mon among  school  children.  The  course  includes  lectures  and 
conferences  by  the  instructor  and  observations  and  readings  by 
the  students.  The  texts  used  include  the  standard  books  by  G. 
Stanley  Hall,  William  Preyer,  James  Sully,  E.  A.  Kirkpatrick, 
Earl  Biarnes,  Stuart  H.  Rowe,  W.  B.  Drummond,  Gabriel  Com- 
payre,  J.  Mark  Baldwin  and  others. 

EducationaTv  Principles  Appued  to  Teaching 
Five  Hours  Per  Week  in  Senior  B  Semester 

The  aim  of  the  course  is  {a)  to  make  students  familiar  with 
the  aims  of  education  and  with  the  educational  principles  under- 
lying the  teaching  process;  (b)  to  make  them  able  to  apply  these 
principles  to  school-room  ])rocedure  and  class  management,  to  the 
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selection  and  organization  of  subject-matter,  and  to  the  choice 
and  appHcation  of  methods  to  be  used  in  teaching. 

The  following  topics  will  be  considered  :  ( i )  The  aims  of  edu- 
cation as  presented  in  various  periods  and  a  special  analysis  of 
the  social  aim — ^its  effect  on  habits,  selection  of  subject-matter, 
methods,  ideals,  etc. 

(2)  Place  of  the  school  in  the  teaching  process;  its  relation  to 
the  other  institutions  for  education,  viz.,  the  home,  church,  com- 
munity, government ;  factors  of  the  school  which  demand  special 
consideration  if  the  school  is  to  be  efficient,  such  as  physical  con- 
ditions, personality  of  teacher,  etc. 

(3)  Part  played  by  physical  development  and  formation  of 
moral  habits  in  the  social  aim.  How  does  a  recognition  of  these 
affect  school-room  procedure  ? 

(4)  Method  of  securing  class  interest  in  the  recitation  as  de- 
rived from  the  social  aim.  How  will  such  an  aim  affect  the  social 
nature  and  particular  aim  of  each  recitation?  How  affect  its 
character  and  activities  ?  What  relation  will  work  in  school  bear 
to  the  life  outside? 

(5)  Class  management  in  light  of  above  aim;  purpose  to  be 
accomplished ;  appeals  to  be  made  on  this  basis ;  what  matters 
must  be  reduced  to  routine.     How  secure? 

(6)  The  recognition  to-day  of  the  necessity  of  considering  the 
child  as  the  starting  point  in  education.  What  experience  has  he 
had  when  he  enters  school  ?  What  instincts  are  then  prominent  ? 
Which  manifest  themselves  later?  Which  should  be  retained? 
Which  inhibited?  What  use  can  be  made  of  these  instincts  in 
his  education  ? 

(7)  Varieties  of  lessons  depending  upon  the  particular  purpose 
to  be  accomplished;  the  inductive  development  lesson  (five  formal 
steps)  ;  the  deductive  development  lesson,  recitation  lesson;  drill 
lesson ;  revicAv  lesson  ;  study  lesson.  Each  will  be  discussed  as  to 
purpose,  various  methods  for  securing.  These  will  be  compared 
and  criticised  with  an  attempt  to  arrive  at  the  most  satisfactory 
method.  We  shall  further  consider  under  these  methods  some 
special  phases  of  the  recitation,  such  as  the  teaching  of  definitions  ; 
the  topical  method  ;  method  of  narration,  of  explanation,  etc.,  with 
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aim  and  procedure  for  each.     What  is  the  use  and  method  of 
text-books  in  study  assignments  and  in  the  recitation  ? 

(8)  The  art  of  questioning  in  the  recitation  as  considered 
from  the  social  standpoint ;  purposes ;  types  discussed  and  criti- 
cised ;  an  attempt  to  arrive  at  a  conckision  as  to  the  test  to  be 
apphed  in  judging  of  the  vahie  of  questions ;  ways  of  distributing. 

(9)  AppHcation  of  the  above  principles  to  school-room  obser- 
vation and  to  preparation  for  practice  teaching.  It  will  include 
the  writing  of  lesson  plans  by  students  after  a  class  consideration 
of  the  subject-matter  and  method  side,  giving  special  attention  to 
aim  of  lesson,  steps  to  be  considered,  activities  desired. 

The  course  will  consist  of  lectures,  assigned  readings,  discus- 
sions, papers,  reports  of  observation,  lesson  plans,  etc. 


SpeciaIv  Methods 

This  course  aims  to  have  students  apply  the  principles  of  edu- 
cation as  considered  in  the  more  general  course  to  methods  in 
reading  and  spelling. 

I.  Reading  (a) Something  of  the  history  of  reading  as  to  se- 
lection of  material  and  methods  used,  (b)  Present-day  stand- 
ards for  choice  of  subject-matter;  claims  of  various  types  of 
material  used  in  primary  schools,  viz.,  nursery  rhymes,  stories 
based  on  familiar  things,  primitive  life  tales,  fables,  fairy  tales, 
myths,  Bible  stories,  poetry,  descriptive  stories,  stories  of  travel, 
information,  etc.,  with  criticisms,  (c)  Methods:  Some  of  the 
difficulties  which  the  child  meets  in  learning  to  read.  A  discus- 
sion of  the  word,  sentence  and  phonic  methods  as  to  aim,  order 
of  ])rocedure,  claims  of,  ol)jections  to.  Discussions  of  other 
more  recent  methods  which  are  combinations  of  the  above,  as 
Rational,  New  Kducation,  Natural,  Nursery,  Aldine,  etc. ;  con- 
sideration of  desirability  of  correlation  of  drawing,  story,  drama- 
tization, etc..  witb  reading  in  the  i)rimary  grades:  a  study  of 
phonetics.  This  part  of  the  work  will  include  lectures,  readings, 
discussions,  the  writing  of  original  stories  for  l)lackboar(l  read- 
ing,  writing  of  lesson   plans  and  the  presentation   of  an   ideal 
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method  by  each  student.  Methods  for  intermediate  grades  will 
"be  considered,  (a)  The  preparation:  What  is  the  place  of  the 
word-drill  ?  Shall  it  come  before  or  after  pupils  find  their  need 
for  words?  Shall  words  be  presented  abstractly  or  through  the 
context?  Shall  children  work  out  or  be  told  new  words?  In 
what  grades  shall  diacritical  marks  be  presented?  What  pro- 
portion of  time  ought  to  be  given  to  word-study  as  compared 
with  reading?  Is  it  reading  if  the  child  himself  has  not  the 
thought  but  has  the  ^iiechanics ?  Place  of  silent  reading;  value 
of  the  use  of  the  dictionary,  (b)  Vocal  expression:  How  se- 
cured? Comparison  of  method  which  emphasizes  the  thought 
side,  which  stimulates  interest  and  imagination,  with  that  which 
makes  the  mechanics  prominent.  Faults  of  expression :  Causes  : 
How  correct?  Need  for  definite  aim  in  each  reading  lesson; 
for  developing  the  imagination ;  for  creating  a  desire  to  read :  for 
securing  a  love  for  good  literature  through  reading.  How  can 
these  be  reached?  Correlation  of  reading  with  other  subjects; 
advantages  of  allowing  children  to  read  individual  selections 
from  their  own  books  and  of  forming  grade  libraries. 

2.  Spelling. 

Various  views  of  spelling  discussed,  viz. :  Shall  oral  or  writ- 
ten spelling  be  more  prominent?  Shall  the  words  be  presented 
in  sentences  or  in  lists  ?  Shall  they  be  chosen  from  words  in  com- 
mon use  or  from  a  text  ?  Shall  phonetics  play  a  part  in  the  spell- 
ing lesson  ?  The  following  topics  will  be  considered  :  Selection 
of  words  for  primary  grades ;  division  of  words  into  syllables  ;  the 
part  pronunciation  plays  in  spelling.  Shall  words  be  given  alone 
or  with  meanings?  Necessity  of  visualizing,  of  directing  atten- 
tion to  parts  of  the  word  which  children  know,  to  silent  letters, 
to  small  familiar  words  within  the  larger  word.  Advisability  of 
returning  papers  containing  misspelled  words  for  correction;  of 
requiring  misspelled  words  to  be  written  '^ten  times."  Value  of 
dictation  lessons.  Desirability  of  having  children  keep  lists  of 
their  own  misspelled  words  for  frequent  review.  Spelling  games, 
matches,  etc.    Why  desirable  ?    How  conducted  ? 

Methods  of  teaching  other  subjects  are  discussed  in  the  several 
departments  in  connection  with  the  subject  matter. 
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Penmanship. 
One  period  each  year  throughout  the  course. 

There  are  two  aims  in  this  course.  The  first  is  to  develop  a 
legible,  easy,  and  rapid  handwriting.  This  is  accomplished  hj 
hygienic  position  of  the  body,  correct  penholding,  movement  drills 
and  analysis  of  form.  Uniform  height,  even  spacing,  neatness 
and  arrangement  of  work  receive  special  attention. 

The  second  is  to  teach  the  method  of  presentation.  Consider- 
able blackboard  practice  is  given  with  emphasis  on  position.  The 
quality  of  paper,  size  and  type  of  pen  and  holder,  writing  imple- 
ments in  the  different  grades,  objects  to  be  sought  in  the  lower 
and  upper  grades,  time  devoted  to  penmanship  and  its  relation  to 
other  studies  are  carefully  considered. 

The  various  systems  are  compared,  showing  their  adequacy  or 
inadequacy  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  child's  later  life. 


History  of  Education 

(a)  European  Education — The  course  in  the  History  of 
Education  covers  one  semester  of  three  periods  a  week.  European 
education  occupies  the  major  part  of  the  course.  It  includes  a 
study  of  the  development  of  educational  institutions  and  theories 
among  the  great  culture  nations  of  the  old  world,  including' 
Greek  education,  education  among  the  Romans,  the  early  Chris- 
tian schools  and  teachers,  origin  of  the  universities  and  the  rise 
of  higher  education,  educational  aspects  of  the  renaissance,  the 
realistic  and  naturalistic  movements  in  modern  education,  the 
great  reformers,  their  theories,  efforts  and  accomi)lishmcnts,  and 
of  portions  of  the  chief  educational  classics.  Paul  Mon- 
roe's Brief  Course  in  the  History  of  Hducatiou  is  the  text-book 
that  is  ])laccd  in  tlic  hands  of  tlie  students.     Extensive  use  is  also 
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made  of  the  writings  of  Laurie,  Quick,  Davidson,  Williams, 
Compayre,  Woodward,  James  P.  Monroe,  Paul  Monroe,  Will  S. 
Monroe  and  others.  The  educational  classics  include  Plato's  Re- 
piiblic,  Comenius'  School  of  Infancy  and  Great  Didactic,  Rous- 
seau's Bmile,  Pestalozzi's  Leonard  and  Gertrude,  Froebel's  Bdu- 
cation  of  Man,  and  Spencer's  Education.  The  course  is  given  in 
lectures,  discussions  and  readings. 

{h)  American  Education — ^The  study  of  European  educa- 
tion is  supplemented  by  a  brief  course,  which  traces  the  successive 
ideals  oi  the  different  streams  of  early  American  civilization,  the 
growth  of  the  public  school  systems  in  the  United  States,  origin 
and  development  of  normal  schools,  and  a  study  of  some  of  the 
most  important  American  contributions  to  the  literature  of  edu- 
cation. S]>ecial  attention  will  be  given  to  the  origin  and  de- 
velopment of  the  public  school  system  of  New  Jersey  and  to 
the  different  institutions  of  learning  in  the  State.  The  wait- 
ings of  Barnard,  Martin,  Hinsdale,  Boone,  Dexter,  Winship, 
Thwing,  Wickersham,  Monroe  and  others  will  furnish  the  back- 
ground of  the  required  readings. 


English  Grammar  and  Composition. 
Four  hours  per  zceek  for  one  semester. 

This  course  is  divided  into  Parts  I  and  11. 

Part  I.  Grammar  and  Composition. 

Graniniar.  The  study  of  sentences  and  their  structure,  the 
study  of  phrases  and  clauses.  Analysis  of  sentences.  Words 
classified  according  to  function.  Fundamental  principles  of 
technical  grammar.  The  work  in  English  grammar  is  largely 
inductive.  Professional  aspects  of  teaching  the  subject.  Labo- 
ratory methods  and  their  value. 

Composition.  Exercises  in  narration,  exposition,  description 
and  argument.     The  study  of  the  paragraph.     The  principles  of 
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unity,  coherence  and  emphasis.  Variety  in  sentence  structure; 
exercises  in  changing  the  form  of  expressions.  Oral  com- 
position.   Versification. 

Part  II.  Language  in  the  Elementary  Grades.  Aim — to  de- 
velop power  of  expression. 

Language  methods.  Oral  language ;  reproductive  and  imagi- 
native composition.  Conversation  exercises,  with  special  atten- 
tion to  correct  forms  of  speech,  enlargement  of  vocabulary  and 
choice  of  words.  Reports  of  experiences  outside  of  school. 
Story-telling.  Picture-study  to  stimulate  expression.  \\^ritten 
language  :  form  lessons,  thought  lessons.  Letter-writing,  story- 
writing.  Dictation  lessons.  Study  and  imitation  of  models. 
Dramatization ;  practical  application.  Action  games.  Criticism 
and  correction  of  written  work.  Correlations  of  language  with 
other  subjects.  Examination  of  available  text-books  for  the 
grades.  The  reading  of  professional  and  pedagogical  works  on 
the  subject  of  language  for  the  elementary  grades. 


Literature. 
Four  hours  per  week  for  one  semester. 

The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  bring  students  to  an  appreciation 
of  the  nature  of  literature  and  its  relation  to  life,  in  order  that 
they  may  know  what  should  be  their  aim  in  presenting  litera- 
ture, and  what  should  control  their  choice  of  literature  in  the 
elementary  grades. 

The  course  is  divided  into  Parts  I  and  II. 

Part  I.  The  following  types  of  literature  are  studied  :  ( i)  The 
epic,  the  Odyssey  (Bryant's  translation);  the  ballad-epic, 
Arnold's  SoJirab  and  Rnstuiu;  a  1)rief  study  of  tlie  transition 
from  the  epic  to  the  lyric  and  the  dramatic,  a  study  of  the  funda- 
mental relation  of  form  to  the  life  it  embodies  and  expresses. 
(2)  Hie  lyric.  Seward's  Narrative  and  Lyrical  Poems  for 
Students.     (3)  The  dramatic.  Shakespeare's  Tempest.     (4)  The 
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short  story,  appreciation  of  such  masters  as  Irving',  Poe,  Haw- 
thorne, Stevenson  and  Kipling. 

Part  II.  The  reading  of  literature  suitable  for  use  in  elemen- 
tary grades.  Courses  of  literature  for  the  elementary  schools  de- 
veloped. The  method  of  presentation  of  literature,  illustrated 
by  actual  lesson-plans  pi\epared  for  different  grades  as  directed; 
class  discussion  of  these  lesson- plans.  Pedagogical  significance 
of  myths,  fables,  fairy  tales,  folk  tales,  legends  and  hero  stories. 
The  choice  of  stories,  the  essential  qualities  of  a  story  for  chil- 
dren; the  art  of  story-telling — principles  of  method,  manner  and 
voice.  The  character  of  memory  selections.  Poetry  presented 
primarily  as  a  work  of  art,  and  not  in  the  service  of  any  other 
subject.  Correlations  of  literature — ''The  natural  correlations 
of  literature  are  with  the  other  arts;  but,  above  all,  with  the  spirit 
of  childhood,  and  with  the  consciousness  of  children."  Drama- 
tization and  the  dramatic  representation  of  literary  selections. 
Literary  programs  for  special  days.  The  school  library.  The 
reading  of  professional  and  pedagogical  works  on  the  subject  of 
literature  for  the  elementary  grades. 


Mathematics 


The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  equip  teachers  thoroughly  for  the 
work  of  the  grades.  This  will  require  a  wider  and  more 
theoretic  knowledge  of  the  graded  school  mathematics ;  a  knowl- 
edge of  the  history  and  pedagogy  of  the  subject;  a  knowledge  of 
the  nature  of  the  problems  encormtered  in  the  activities  of  chil- 
dren and  in  the  world's  work. 

(a)  Arithmetic. — This  course  will  seek  to  develop  quick- 
ness in  oral  work  not  only  with  small  numbers,  but  with  num- 
bers of  two  and  three  figures;  power  to  form^  close  estimates 
of  the  results  required  in  a  problem,  without  actual  computation ; 
accuracy,  rapidity  and  economy  in  computation;  accuracy  of 
statement  in  the  written  or  oral  analysis  of  a  problem.     This 
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will  require  a  careful  study  of  all  the  fundamental  principles 
upon  which  the  act  of  computation  depends,  and  also  a  careful 
study  of  those  number  relations  which  make  possible  the  abridg- 
ment of  work. 

All  topics  taken  in  upper  grammar  grades  will  receive  very 
careful  study.  The  real  problems  encountered  in  many  adult 
activities  in  commercial  and  industrial  life  will  be  studied  to  give 
students  an  appreciation  of  the  uses  of  arithmetic  and  to  add  to 
their  power  better  to  interpret  phases  of  the  work  which  they 
are  preparing  to  teach. 

{h)  The  History  op^  Arithmetic. — The  history  of  the  older 
notations;  the  scales  of  notation;  the  Hindoo  notation;  the 
evolution  of  the  fundamental  processes  from  the  methods  of  the 
Hindoos ;  the  early  printed  arithmetics,  and  the  growth  of  the 
subject  up  to  the  present  time  will  be  presented  by  lectures. 
Readings  by  the  students  from  the  histories  of  Ball,  Fink,  Cajori 
and  others  will  be  required.  Some  of  the  first  English  texts, 
as  those  of  Recorde,  Dil worth,  \\'ingate.  Cocker,  Pike  and  others 
will  be  examined. 

ic)  The  Pedagogy  of  Arithmetic. — A  study  of  the  peda- 
gogy of  the  subject  will  include  such  topics  as  the  educational 
value  and  aim  of  arithmetic;  the  number  concept;  the  child's 
power  to  use  the  type  of  thought  required  in  the  use  of  number; 
the  child's  interests — drills,  games  and  problems;  the  nature  and 
purpose  of  problems;  the  analysis  and  solution  of  problems; 
the  heuristic  method  of  developmeiDt,  etc.  This  course  will  con- 
sist of  a  study  of  the  types  of  problems  common  in  all  the  grades 
in  public  schools,  lectures  and  assigned  readings  from  Young's 
Teaching  of  Mathematics,  Smith's  Teaching  of  Blcincntary 
Mathematics,  Smith's  Teaching  of  Arithmetic,  McMurry's 
Special  Method  in  Arithmetic,  Stone's  Arithmetical  Abilities, 
Jackson's  Educational  Significance  of  Sixteenth  Century  Arith- 
metic and  many  others.  A  study  will  also  l)e  made  of  older  and 
recent  text-1)ooks  and  of  recent  courses  of  study. 
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Nature-Study 

The  work  in  biological  nature-study  extends  through  two 
semesters.  The  topics  follow  the  order  of  the  seasons.  Living 
material  is  used  w^henever  possible. 

Fall  topics  are  auttnAi  flowers,  seed  dispersal,  insects  and 
other  arthropods,  bulb-planting,  trees  in  their  leafy  and  winter 
conditions,  and  the  preparation  of  nature  for  winter.  Topics 
studied  during  the  winter  months  are  principles  of  forestry; 
yeasts,  molds  and  bacteria,  considered  from  physiological,  eco- 
nomic and  sanitary  standpoints :  seed  germination  and  seed- 
lings; differentiated  parts  of  plants;  vegetative  propagation  of 
plants,  and  soils  in  relation  to  the  need  of  the  plant.  Spring 
topics  are  school  and  home  gardening,  spring  flowers,  plant  fam- 
ilies and  associations,  birds,  the  development  of  the  toad  and  frog, 
early  appearing  insects  and  their  relation  to  the  other  animals 
mentioned. 

Students  make  and  care  for  school  gardens  on  the  grounds  of 
the  school  as  a  part  of  their  regular  work  in  this  department. 

The  course  is  not  ostensibly  a  course  in  biological  science,  but 
much  of  the  time  is  necessarily  given  up  to  the  acquisition  of  fact 
matter  because  so  many  students  are  handicapped  by  their  failure 
to  take  any  such  work  in  the  high  school,  and  because  many 
others  have  had  so  little  contact  with  the  real  objects  of  nature. 

The  course  does  not  aim  to  train  any  ''general  power  of  obser- 
vation," but  to  include  as  wide  a  range  of  observations  as  possible 
of  objects  worth  observing,  or  that  children  will  be  likely  to  ask 
about,  or  which  the  prospective  teacher  may  be  called  upon  to 
use  in  her  work.  The  flowers,  trees,  birds,  insects,  etc.,  are  not 
studied  from  the  scientific  standpoint,  but  as  more  or  less  related 
to  our  lives,  and  in  such  a  way  as  to  give  the  student  a  ready 
recognition  of  them — a  speaking  acquaintance — and  an  under- 
standing of  the  principles  upon  which  their  life  depends. 
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Geography 

The  course  aims  to  give  an  understanding-  of  the  control  which 
climate,  surface  and  other  geographic  factors  exert  over  the 
life  of  man  and  animals  upon  the  globe;  a  knowledge  of  and 
ability  to  use  the  authoritative  source  material  available ;  the 
ability  to  read  maps,  and  some  of  the  best  ways  of  presenting  the 
subject  to  children. 

The  first  half-year's  work  is  devoted  to  a  study  of  mathematical 
geography,  the  atmosphere,  the  lands,  the  work  of  running  water, 
and  the  oceans.  As  much  field  work  as  possible  is  done  in  this- 
connection,  as  the  school  is  particularly  well  situated  for  it. 
Books  most  used  in  this  part  of  the  course  are  Dodge's  Geogra- 
phy and  Salisbury's  Physiography. 

The  first  half  of  the  second  semester  is  devoted  to  the  study 
of  the  continent  of  Xorth  America  and  the  countries  of  Europe 
most  closely  connected  with  us  through  trade.  Through  this 
study  the  pupils  are  expected  to  gain  an  insight  into  the  method 
of  continent  study  for  the  grammar  grades.  Particular  emphasis 
is  laid  upon  the  influence  of  geographic  environment  in  determin- 
ing routes  of  trade,  location  of  industrial  centers,  and  the  dis- 
tribution of  commodities.  The  books  most  used  in  this  part  of 
the  course  are  Dodge's  Advaneed  Geography.  ^Mill's  Interna- 
tional Geography,  Robinson's  and  Bingham's  Coniinereial  Geog- 
raphies, Miss  Semple's  The  Influence  of  Geographic  Environ- 
ment, and  various  government  publications. 

The  work  in  methods  of  teaching  geography  is  left  until  the 
last  quarter  in  order  to  take  advantage  of  the  instruction  in 
tlic  art  of  questioning  and  in  making  lesson  plans  given  in  the 
course  in  Pedagogy.  The  chief  divisions  of  the  work  are 
a  study  of  the  content  of  geography:  determining  factors  in  ar- 
ranging sul)ject-matter  for  dilTcrent  grades;  metliods  of  teach- 
ing as  api)lie(l  to  subject-matter  <letermined  for  each  grade. 
Kach  student  prepares  lesson  j^lans  for  different  grades  and 
teaches  the  class. 
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American  History 

This  subject  requires  three  periods  per  zveek  throughout  one 
year. 

The  course  presents  a  general  survey  of  the  rise  and  develop- 
ment of  the  American  Nation  and  includes  a  discussion  of 
methods  of  teaching  history  and  civics  in  the  primary  and  gram- 
mar grades,  the  Cjuestion  of  curricula,  the  use  of  sources  and 
illustrative  material  and  a  knowledge  of  historical  bibliography. 
The  chief  topics  studied  are  European  influences  on  American 
colonization,  the  struggle  for  supremacy  between  England  and 
France,  growth  of  colonial  institutions,  the  contest  with  England, 
formation  and  interpretation  of  the  Constitutions  of  the  United 
States  and  New  Jersey,  the  development  of  the  new  nation,  west- 
ern expansion,  conditions,  parties  and  issues  that  led  to  the  Civil 
War,  the  war  and  its  results,  present  social  and  economic  prob- 
lems, labor  and  capital,  immigration,  the  tariff,  the  United  States 
as  a  world  power,  territorial  and  political  expansion,  municipal 
government  and  the  New  Jersey  school  system. 

The  course  consists  of  lectures,  recitations,  special  topics, 
assigned  readings,  written  reviews,  story  telling  and  class  exer- 
cises in  the  conduct  of  historv^  recitations. 


The  Manual  Arts 

Freeh  and  Drazving — 

A  course  giving  the  fundamentals  of  simple  representation  and 
perspective.  Problems  will  involve  the  foreshortened  circle  and 
circular  surfaces  in  all  positions,  convergence  and  questions  of 
distance,  position  and  level.  Memory  drawing  to  cultivate  a 
graphic  vocabulary.  Students  will  be  required  to  prepare  note 
books  covering  the  work  of  the  term. 

Design — 

A  course  presenting  the  essentials  of  design  as  applied  to 
school  exercises.     Applications  are  made  to    (a)    borders,    (b) 
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rectangular  or  circular  patterns,  (r)  landscape  and  still-life  com- 
position, and  (d)  lettering.  The  work  is  done  with  reference  tO' 
a  stated  material  and  purpose,  as  rectangular  pattern  (clay), 
border  (stenciling  or  basketry),  lettering  (poster). 

The  course  includes  a  definite,  usable  discussion  and  demon- 
strations of  color  and  tones. 

Manual  Training — • 

Tested  forms  of  handwork  and  construction  for  the  first  five 
or  six  elementary  years  will  be  used  as  the  basis  for  work,  as. 
follows : 

(a)    Paper  construction,  folding  and  pasting. 

{h)    Cardboard  construction,  simple  bookmaking,  boxes,  etc. 

(c)    Sand-table  representation. 

{d)   Basketry — Includes  reed,  splint  and  raphia  basket-work 

Blackboard  Drazmng — 

A  course  planned  to  familiarize  students  with  methods  of 
teaching  drawing  and  to  give  them  confidence  in  drawing  on  the 
blackboard  for  class  room  purposes.  The  list  of  exercises  will 
include  illustrative  work  with  both  brush  and  chalk ;  drawing 
of  vehicles,  buildings,  animals  and  figures  for  picture  purposes-, 
and  lettering. 

Gymnastics  and  Hygiene 

The  purpose  of  the  course  in  physical  training  is  threefold: 

1.  To  keep  each  student  in  good  physical  condition  and  to  in- 
spire in  her  a  thorough  appreciation  of  the  importance  of  health. 
For  this  purpose  three  weekly  lectures  are  given  throughout  the 
first  semester  in  i)rinciples  of  physiology  and  hygiene  correlated 
with  three  hours  of  practical  gymnastic  training  where  such 
training  may  be  applied. 

2.  To  teach  the  student  to  plan  and  conduct  gymnastic  lessons 
suitable  to  the  school-room,  and  to  be  al)le  to  recognize  and  cor- 
rect ])liysical  defects  and  faulty  postures  among  children. 
Throughout  the  second  year  two  liours  a  week  of  theory  and 
])ractice  arc  devoted  to  tliis  end. 
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3.  To  give   a  knowledge   of   scientific   school-room   lighting, 
heating,  ventilation  and  seating',  and  to  train  the  student  to  recog- 
nize good  or  bad  conditions  of  the  same, 
the  Senior  class  by  a  woman  physician. 

A  course  of  lectures  on  sex  hygiene  is  given  to  the  students  of 


Physical  Science 

The  aim  in  this  course  is  to  give  an  intelligent  comprehension 
of  such  facts  in  physical  nature  as  are  apt  to  present  themselves 
in  everyday  life  or  are  fundamental  to  geography,  physiology, 
biology,  psychology  and  music.  The  work  is  connected  as  closely 
as  possible  with  the  work  in  these  departments. 

The  student  is  also  shown  that  there  are  many  facts,  both 
physical  and  chemical,  concerning  heat,  air,  water,  light,  sound, 
magnetism  and  electricity  which  are  of  great  value  and  interest 
to  pupils  in  the  elementary  schools. 

This  part  of  the  work  is  regarded  as  supplementing  the  course 
in  biological  nature  study,  it  being  regarded  as  important  that 
nature  study  should  include  physical  as  well  as  biological  ma- 
terial. Emphasis  is  placed  upon  methods  of  presenting  such 
material  in  a  simple  way  and  with  the  use  of  very  simple  appa- 
ratus. 

Music

study.  Major  scales  and  their  relative  minors.  Minor  scale. 
Natural,  harmonic  and  melodic  triads,  major  and  minor.  Class 
and   individual  sight  reading.      Dictation  work  for  all  grades. 
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Time  and  rhythm  emphasized.  Closing  cadences.  Simple  rules 
in  harmony  for  the  benefit  of  the  teacher.  History  of  music. 
Lives  of  famous  composers.     Chorus  work. 


II.     The  Kixdergartex  Primary  Course 

This  course  requires  two  years  for  its  completion  and  qual- 
ifies a  graduate  to  teach  a  kindergarten  or  one  of  the  first  three 
primary  grades.  Students  are  received  in  September  or  in 
February.  They  must  have  the  same  qualifications  as  candidates 
for  the  general  course,  and  must  also  satisfy  the  Kindergarten 
Director  that  they  can  sing  and  can  play  the  piano  well  enough 
to  give  promise  of  success  in  kindergartening.

The 
class  of  1 9 10  has  recently  contributed  a  sum  of  money  to  be  used 
for  the  purchase  of  books  for  the  library,  and  a  similar  gift  has 
been  made  by  the  class  of  191 1.

The  demand  for  professionally  trained  teachers  is  so  great 
that  graduates  of  the  school  readily  find  positions.

School  superintendents  and  members  of  boards  of  education 
are  invited  to  visit  the  school  and  to  consult  with  the  principal 
when  they  need  teachers.  Full  records  of  scholarship  and  con- 
fidential estimates  of  a  student's  personality  will  always  be  given 
to  school  officials.  Under  the  system  of  practice  teaching  con- 
nected with  this  school,  one-half  of  each  senior  class  may  be  seen 
at  work  at  any  time.

The  Legislature  of  1902  directed  the  State  Board  of  Education 
to  investigate  the  need  of  additional  facilities  for  training  teachers 
for  the  public  schools  of  New  Jersey.  In  its  annual  report  for  1903, 
the  Board  reported  that,  although  the  New  Jersey  State  Normal 
School  at  Trenton  was  filled  with  students,  the  supply  of  trained 
teachers  was  quite  inadequate  to  the  increasing  demand  and  recom- 
mended that  a  normal  school  be  established  in  the  northern  part  of 
the  State.  In  1904  the  Legislature  appropriated  $25,000  for  the 
purchase  of  a  site.  After  inspecting  many  locations,  the  Board 
finally  purchased  a  plot  of  t\venty-five  acres  in  the  northern  part  of 
Montclair,  Essex  county.  A  more  beautiful  or  healthful  site  could 
not  have  been  chosen.  The  grounds  have  an  elevation  of  four  hun- 
dred feet  above  sea  level  and  command  an  uninterrupted  view  of  a 
landscape  of  remarkable  beauty.  The  Orange  range  stretches  away 
to  the  right,  while  at  the  front  and  left  the  Passaic  valley,  the  Hud- 
son, and  the  taller  buildings  of  New  York  City  are  plainly  visible. 

An  appropriation  of  $275,000  was  made  by  the  Legislature  of 
1906  for  the  erection  and  equipment  of  a  building.  The  mission 
style  was  adopted  and  a  normal  school  building,  334  feet  long  and 
133  feet  deep,  of  brick  covered  with  white  stucco,  was  erected  on 
the  highest  part  of  the  grounds,  fronting  the  New  York  landscape. 
The  equipment  is  of  the  latest  and  best.  The  ample  grounds  afford 
opportunities  for  school  gardens,  tennis  courts,  and  all  the  outdoor 
activities  of  a  large  normal  school. 

The  building  was  dedicated  September  28th,  1908,  by  Governor 
John  Franklin  Fort  and  the  State  Board  of  Education.  The  school 
had  been  previously  organized  on  September  15th,  with  187  stu- 
dents. Another  class  was  received  in  February,  1909,  to  the  num- 
ber of  31,  making  the  total  registration  in  the  first  year  218.  No 
advanced  classes  were  opened  the  first  year  and  no  students  received 
from  any  other  normal  school. 
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The  membership  at  the  beginning  of  the  seventh  year  of  the 
school,  September  15th,  1914,  is  538.

Xew  stu- 
dents will  be  registered  for  the  Fall  term  in  the  Assembly  Hall  at 
10  A.  ]\I.,  Tuesday,  September  14th,  191 5.  Former  students  will  be 
registered  for  the  Fall  term  on  Wednesday,  September  15th,  191 5. 

Applications  for  admission  to  Spring  or  Fall  term  may  be  filed  at 
any  time,  but  candidates  are  not  admitted  after  registration  day  ex- 
cept for  very  special  reasons.

Candidates  for  admission  in  September,  191 5,  may  apply  now. 
Their  names  will  be  placed  on  file  and  places  held  for  them,  condi- 
tional upon  the  filing  of  a  satisfactory  application  blank  before  June 
1st,  191 5.  Since  all  three  State  Xormal  Schools  are  full,  it  is  wise 
to  make  this  provisional  application  at  once. 

Candidates  are  admitted  strictly  in  order  of  application,  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  the  school  law  on  county  representation,  and 
registration  will  close  when  the  school  is  filled. 


The  General  Aim  of  the  School 

The  ^lontclair  State  X'^ormal  School  is  a  professional  school, 
whose  single  aim  at  present  is  the  preparation  of  teachers  for  the 
elementary  schools  and  kindergartens  of  the  State. 

The  qualifications  of  a  good  teacher  are  both  natural  and  acquired. 
The  former  include  all  that  we  mean  by  personality.  In  detail, 
these  are : 

1.  Adaptability  and  tact,  /.  e.,  the  ability  to  adjust  one's  self  in 
thought,  language  and  method  to  the  immaturity  of  children. 

2.  A  strong  attraction   for   teaching,   based   on   genuine   love   of 


children. 

3.  Intellectual  ability. 

4.  Executive  ability. 
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5,  Common  sense. 

6.  Good  health  and  a  cheerful  disposition. 

One  who  lacks  any  of  these  natural  qualifications  will  not  teach 
well.  Since  the  Xormal  School  cannot  create  personality,  it  can- 
not make  teachers.  Its  most  important  function  is  to  discover,  to 
inspire  and  to  train  the  borji  teacher,  and  to  fit  her  into  her  appro- 
priate place  in  the  schools. 

There  can  be  no  academic  tests  of  personality.  The  candidate 
for  the  teaching  profession  is  admitted  to  the  Normal  School  chiefl\ 
upon  evidence  of  her  intellectual  ability.  The  condition  is  always 
implied  that  she  may  be  dismissed  whenever  it  becomes  clear  that 
she  lacks  conspicuously  the  natural  qualifications  of  the  good 
teacher. 

To  the  natural  teacher,  however,  the  ^^lontclair  State  Xormal 
School  offers  unexcelled  opportunities  of  acquiring  that  professional 
knowledge  and  technical  skill  which  are  indispensable  to  the  best 
teaching. 

The  course  of  study  includes  the  necessary  elements  in  the  train- 
ing of  teachers : 

(i)  Educational  theory.  The  history  of  education,  psychology, 
pedagogy,  organization  and  management  of  schools,  the  principles 
and  art  of  teaching,  and  methods. 

(2)  A  thorough  study  of  the  subject-matter  of  the  elementary 
school  curriculum. 

(3)  Observation  of  model  teaching. 

(4)  Practice  in  teaching  under  expert  supervision. 

Requirements   of   Admission 

Both  sexes  are  admitted. 

1.  Residence.     All  candidates  must  be  residents  of  Xew  Jersey. 

2.  Age.     They  must  be  at  least  sixteen  years  old. 

3.  Scholarship.  Applicants  can  satisfy  the  scholarship  require- 
ments in  either  of  two  ways: 

a.  By  certification.  Two  classes  of  candidates  arc  admitted  on 
certificates  without  examination : 

(i)  Graduates  of  a  four-years  course  of  a  high  school  on  the 
"Approved  List."     This  course  must  include  plane  geometry. 

(2)  Holders  of  first-grade  county  teachers'  certificates,  or  of  per- 
manent clemcntarv  or  sccondarv  certificates  to  teach. 
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b.  By  written  examinations,  which  shall  give  satisfactory  evi- 
dence of  an  education  equivalent  to  that  required  by  a  ( i )  above. 

Applicants  for  admission  by  examination  must  present  themselves 
on  the  Monday  preceding  the  opening  of  the  term  at  10  A.  ^I.,  i.  e., 
on  ^londay,  February  ist.  191 5.  or  on  Monday,  September  13th, 
191 5.  Notice  of  intention  to  take  examinations  must  be  filed  with 
the  principal  on  or  before  January  15th  or  September  ist,  191 5,  for 
February  or  September  examinations,  respectively,  accompanied  by 
a  full  statement  of  high  school  record  signed  by  the  principal  of  the 
school  from  which  the  applicant  comes. 

Candidates  from  high  schools  not  on  the  "Approved  List"  should 
communicate  at  once  with  Hon.  Calvin  N.  Kendall,  Commissioner 
of  Education,  Trenton,  New  Jersey. 

4.  Health.  All  candidates  must  present  certificates  from  phy- 
sicians stating  that  they  are  in  good  healih  and  are  free  from  all 
physical  defects  that  unfit  them  for  teaching. 

The  Committee  on  the  Normal  School  has  voted  that  all  candi- 
dates for  admission  shall  be  examined  by  a  woman  physician  selected 
by  the  school  to  determine  whether  they  are  free  from  any  disease 
or  infirmity  which  would  unfit  them  for  teaching;  and  that  any 
student  may  be  examined  by  this  physician  at  any  time  in  her  course 
to  determine  whether  her  physical  condition  warrants  her  continu- 
ance in  the  school. 

Gymnastics  is  a  part  of  the  prescribed  course  of  study  for  every 
student. 

5.  Character.  All  candidates  must  present  testimonials  of  good 
moral  character. 

6.  Intention  to  teach.  At  registration  all  students  must  sign  a 
declaration  that  they  intend  to  teach  in  the  public  schools  of  New 
Jersey  for  at  least  two  years  immediately  after  being  graduated,  un- 
less excused  temporarily  by  the  State  Board  of  Education,  and  that 
if  they  do  not  so  teach,  they  will  refund  to  the  State  the  cost  of 
their  education. 

7.  All  students  are  admitted  on  probation.  The  principals  of  the 
State  Normal  Schools  have  been  instructed  by  the  State  Board  of 
Education  to  exclude  from  these  schools  at  the  close  of  the  first  half 
year  such  students  as  are  unable  to  pass  the  prescribed  examina- 
tions in  the  work  of  that  half  year,  including  English  composition, 
spelling  and  arithmetic.

High  School  Preparation  for  the  Normal  School 

A  graduate  of  any  four-years  course  of  a  school  on  the  Approved 
List  is  admitted  without  examination.  However,  no  candidate  is 
likely  to  succeed  in  the  work  of  this  school  without  suitable  prepa- 
ration in  the  hii^h  school.  Applicants  should  have  courses  in 
physics,  chemistry,  botany  and  zooloi^y,  with  laboratory  note  books 
certified  by  instructors  in  the  hii^h  school ;  at  least  one  year  of  draw- 
ing and  design  :  one  year  each  of  algebra  and  plane  geometry  and 
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the  ability  to  read  music  at  sight.  They  should  have  given  much 
attention  to  English,  spelling  and  to  English  or  modern  European 
History.  If  a  student  has  had  a  recent  review  of  arithmetic,  geog- 
raphy, United  States  history  and  English  grammar,  she  will  find  the 
work  of  this  school  easier. 

No  student  will  be  graduated  until  she  reaches  a  high  degree  of 
proficiency  in  spelling.  Students  who  are  very  deficient  in  spelling 
or  in  the  mechanics  of  written  English  are  practically  certain  to  fail 
in  the  work  of  this  school. 

Expenses 

No  charge  is  made  for  tuition  or  for  the  use  of  text-books  and 
apparatus.  Each  student  must  provide  herself  with  a  gymnasium 
outfit.  This  consists  of  a  suit,  a  pair  of  gymnasium  shoes  and  a 
pair  of  outdoor  shoes,  and  must  be  approved  by  the  Director  of 
Physical  Training.  The  entire  outfit  may  be  purchased  through 
this  school  for  $7.85. 

The  program  of  recitations  is  so  arranged  that  students  residing 
within  a  reasonable  distance  may  live  at  home. 

Luncheon  will  be  served  at  the  school  daily  at  the  noon  intermis- 
sion at  moderate  prices. 

The  Edward  Russ  Hall 

The  late  Edward  Russ  bequeathed  a  substantial  sum  of  money  to 
the  State  Board  of  Education  for  the  use  of  the  New  Jersey  State 
Normal  School  at  Montclair.  It  has  been  decided  to  use  this  be- 
quest for  the  erection  of  a  dormitory  for  women,  to  be  known  as 
"The  Edward  Russ  Hall."  This  building  is  now  in  process  of  erec- 
tion and  will  be  opened  for  boarding  pupils  September  14th,  191 5. 

The  building  is  fireproof  throughout  and  is  designed  in  the  Span- 
ish Mission  style,  with  white  stucco  exterior  walls  and  red  Spanish 
tile  roof,  to  conform  in  character  to  the  present  Normal  School 
building. 

The  dormitory  accommodates  91  students,  there  being  51  single 
rooms  and  20  double  rooms.  Each  floor  is  provided  with  ample 
bath  and  toilet  room  facilities,  and  at  each  end  of  the  hall,  conven- 
iently located,  are  two  enclosed  fireproof  stairs  extending  from  the 
top  floor  to  the  ground  and  giving  ample  exits. 
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The  main  floor  is  particularly  well  planned  for  the  social  require- 
ments of  a  school.  The  Living  Room,  located  at  one  end,  is  a  large 
room  without  columns  or  posts,  33  feet  wide  and  40  feet  long,  hav- 
ing at  one  end  a  Reading  Room,  13  feet  by  32  feet.  This  is  elevated 
a  few  steps  above  the  general  level  of  the  Living  Room  and  can  be 
used  as  a  stage  for  giving  amateur  plays.  On  one  side  of  the  Living 
Room  is  a  large  open  fireplace,  which  adds  much  to  the  attractive- 
ness of  the  room. 

At  the  other  end  of  the  building  is  the  large  Dining  Room,  ac- 
commodating no  persons.  This  will  be  finished  in  old  ivory  tints 
and  has  an  attractive  fireplace  at  one  side  of  the  room. 

The  kitchen  and  serving  rooms  are  up-to-date  in  every  respect. 
They  are  arranged  with  a  view  to  the  best  sanitary  requirements  and 
every  convenience  of  a  large  kitchen  will  be  installed. 

On  the  first  floor  is  located  the  matron's  suite,  which  contains  a 
large  living  room,  fireplace,  bookcase,  etc.,  bed-room  and  private 
bath.  There  is  also  a  reception  room  for  visitors  and  a  guest  room 
and  bath. 

The  basement  contains  store  rooms,  trunk  rooms  and  a  large  and 
well  equipped  laundry. 

The  sleeping  rooms,  both  single  and  double,  will  be  equipped  with 
comfortable  and  attractive  furniture,  and  will  be  abundantly  lighted 
and  heated.     Each  student  will  have  a  separate  closet  for  clothing. 

The  front  of  the  building  facing  the  garden,  which  is  to  be  ar- 
ranged between  the  Normal  School  and  the  dormitory,  will  be  very 
attractive  with  its  covered  porch  and  open  terrace  and  balustrade. 

The  location  of  the  building  has  been  carefully  considered  with^ 
a  view  to  further  developments  of  the  Normal  School,  and  a  well- 
known  New  York  landscape  architect  has  laid  out  a  scheme  for  the 
grounds. 

Dormitory    Regulations 

Students  are  not  i:)ermitte(l  to  board  elsewhere  than  at  the  Edward 
Russ  J  lall  excc])t  by  ])crmission  of  the  principal.  This  permission 
is  limited  strictly  to  ])oar(ling  with  relatives  or  friends  in  very  ex- 
ceptional circumstances. 

Tlie  uniform  rate  for  each  boarder  is  two  hundred  dollars  per 
annum,  ])ayable  as  follows:  Eive  dollars  when  ai)pHcation  is  made: 
forty-five  dollars  at  the  opening  of  the  term  ;  fifty  dollars  at  the 
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beginning  of  the  second  quarter ;  fifty  dollars  at  the  beginning  of 
the  third  quarter;  fifty  dollars  at  the  beginning  of  the  fourth  quarter. 

No  application  for  a  room  will  be  considered  unless  it  is  accom- 
panied by  a  deposit  of  five  dollars;  if  the  application  is  rejected,  this 
will  be  refunded.  If  the  applicant  withdraws  more  than  thirty  days 
before  the  opening  of  school,  the  deposit  will  be  refunded,  but  oth- 
erwise it  will  be  forfeited. 

This  charge  includes  board,  laundry,  heat,  lights,  and  either  a 
single  or  half  of  a  double  room,  according  to  the  date  of  application. 
Rooms  are  assigned  strictly  in  order  of  application. 

No  rebate  is  made  for  absence  on  Saturdays  and  Sundays,  for  ill- 
ness for  less  than  three  weeks,  or  for  expulsion  or  voluntary  with- 
drawal from  school  during  a  quarter.  Pupils  who  are  ill  for  three 
weeks  or  more  at  one  time  will  receive  a  drawback  of  $2.50  per 
week  during  such  illness. 

For  further  information,  plans  of  rooms,  application  blanks,  etc., 
address  the  principal. 
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Courses  of  Instruction 


No  special  students  are  admitted. 

The  aim  of  the  school  is  distinctly  professional.  Students  are 
prepared  to  teach  in  the  elementary  schools  or  kindergartens  of 
New  Jersey. 

There  are  two  courses  of  study — the  General  Course  and  the  Kin- 
dergarten Primary  Course. 

Graduates  in  the  General  Course  receive  certificates  good  in  any 
elementary  grade.  Graduates  in  the  Kindergarten  Primary  Course 
receive  certificates  good  in  a  kindergarten  or  any  of  the  first  four 
elementary  grades.  These  certificates  are  endorsable  without  ex- 
amination in  most  States. 


I.     The  General  Course 

The  General  Course  requires  two  years  or  two  and  one-half  years 
for  its  completion,  according  to  the  qualifications  and  circumstances 
of  the  individual  student. 

A  mature  student  in  good  health,  boarding  in  Montclair  or  com- 
muting daily  for  a  short  distance,  may  complete  this  course  in  two 
years. 

Students  who  lack  these  qualifications  of  good  health,  maturity 
and  scholarship,  or  who  commute  daily  for  a  considerable  distance, 
will  find  it  difficult  to  complete  the  General  Course  in  less  than  two 
and  one-half  years. 

All  students  zt'lio  can  do  so  are  advised  to  take  the  longer  time. 

Candidates  who  comply  with  the  conditions  specified  on  pages  14 
and  15  are  admitted  without  examination  to  the  General  Course. 
Those  who  elect  the  Kindergarten  Primary  Course  must  satisfy  the 
supervisor  of  that  department  of  their  ability  to  play  the  piano  and 
to  sing  sufficiently  for  the  conduct  of  a  kindergarten.     Applicants 
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who  cannot  qualify  in  music  are  rejected,  as  both  vocal  and  instru- 
mental music  are  needed  in  the  class-room  at  the  beginning  of  the 
Kindergarten  Course. 

Arrangement  of  the  General  Course  of  Study 

At  registration,  each  student  may  elect  to  take  the  General  Course 
in  two  years  or  in  two  and  one-half  years,  according  to  the  follow- 
ing programs :

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Detail  of  the  General  Course  of  Study 

Psychology 

(a)  Elementary  Psychology — The  course  in  Elementary  Psy- 
chology includes  (i)  a  study  of  the  psychological  organism  of  the 
brain  and  nervous  system  ;  the  nature  and  training  of  the  special 
senses,  and  the  less  complex  phases  of  perception,  memory,  imagina- 
tion, thought,  the  emotions,  habits  and  the  will,  and  the  nature  of 
their  development  during  the  elementary  school  period.  (2) 
Studies  in  the  personal  reminiscences  of  the  students,  to  give  them 
practice  in  the  analysis  of  subjective  mental  phenomena  and  to 
deepen  and  broaden  their  concepts  of  the  subjective  states  of  child- 
hood, (3)  Reading  and  reviews  of  certain  standard  reminiscent 
studies  of  childhood,  such  as  Pierre  Loti's  Story  of  a  Child;  Tol- 
stoi's Childhood,  Boyhood  and  Youth;  John  Stuart  Mill's  Autobi- 
ography; Helen  Keller's  Story  of  My  Life.  The  texts  used  in  the 
course  of  Elementary  Psychology  are  Angell's  Psychology,  Calkin's 
First  Book  of  Psychology,  Pillsbury's  Essentials  of  Psychology, 
Reference  use  is  also  made  of  the  standard  texts  of  James,  Judd„ 
Titchener,  Ziehen,  Thorndike,  Royce  and  Donaldson. 

(b)  Genetic  Psychology — This  is  an  advanced  course,  as  an 
outgrowth  of  the  course  in  Elementary  Psychology,  and  covers  one 
year  of  two  periods  a  week.  The  purpose  of  the  course  is  ( i )  to 
apply  the  facts  learned  in  Elementary  Psychology  to  the  training  of 
children;  (2)  to  present,  so  far  as  they  have  been  scientifically  de- 
termined, facts  concerning  the  nature  and  development  of  the  mind 
during  childhood  and  adolescence,  and  (3)  to  provide  the  prospec- 
tive teacher  with  sound  criteria  for  estimating  theories  about  the 
child's  mind,  as  well  as  to  give  training  in  the  concrete  study  of  child 
life.  The  course  includes  studies  in  the  physical,  intellectual  and 
moral  development  of  children  ;  factors  conditioning  mental  devel- 
opment, as  heredity  and  environment ;  mental  fatigue  and  its  rela- 
tion to  mental  work ;  comparative  studies  of  the  minds  of  lower 
animals  and  savages  with  those  of  normal  and  defective  children ; 
the  special  senses,  perception,  memory,  imagination,  thought  powers, 
emotions  and  motor  ability.  Attention  is  also  given  to  the  causes 
and  extent  of  defective  vision  and  hearing  and  methods  of  testing 
the  same,  together  with  other  minor  psychical  abnormalities  more  or 
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less  common  among  school  children.  The  course  includes  lectures 
and  conferences  by  the  instructor  and  observations  and  readings  by 
the  students.  The  texts  used  include  standard  books  by  G.  Stanley 
Hall,  William  Preyer,  James  Sully,  E.  A.  Kirkpatrick,  Earl  Barnes, 
Stuart  H.  Rowe,  W.  B.  Drummond,  Gabriel  Compayre,  J.  Mark 
Baldwin  and  others. 


Educational  Principles  Applied  to  Teaching 
Five  Hours  Per  Week  in  Senior  B  Semester 

The  aim  of  the  course  is  (a)  to  make  students  familiar  with  the 
aims  of  education  and  with  the  educational  principles  underlying 
the  teaching  process;  {h)  to  make  them  able  to  apply  these  princi- 
ples to  school-room  procedure  and  class  management,  to  the  selec- 
tion and  organization  of  subject-matter,  and  to  the  choice  and  appli- 
cation of  methods  to  be  used  in  teaching. 

The  following  topics  will  be  considered :  ( i )  The  aims  of  educa- 
tion as  presented  in  various  periods  and  a  special  analysis  of  the 
social  aim — its  effect  on  habits,  selection  of  subject-matter,  methods 
and  ideals. 

(2)  Place  of  the  school  in  the  teaching  process;  its  relation  to 
the  other  institutions  for  education,  viz.,  the  home,  church,  commu- 
nity, government;  factors  of  the  school  which  demand  special  con- 
sideration, such  as  physical  conditions  and  personality  of  the 
teacher. 

(3)  Part  played  by  physical  development  and  formation  of  moral 
habits  in  the  social  aim. 

(4)  Method  of  securing  class  interest  in  the  recitation  as  derived 
from  the  social  aim.  How  will  such  an  aim  affect  the  social  nature 
and  particular  aim  of  each  recitation?  How  affect  its  character 
and  activities?  What  relation  will  work  in  school  bear  to  the  life 
outside  ? 

(5)  Class  management  in  light  of  above  aim;  ])urpose  to  be  ac- 
complished; appeals  to  be  made  on  this  basis;  what  matters  must 
l)c  reduced  to  routine. 

(6)  The  recognition  of  the  necessity  of  considering  the  child  as 
the  starting  point  in  education.     What  experience  has  he  had  when 
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he  enters  school?  What  instincts  are  then  prominent?  Which 
manifest  themselves  later?  Which  should  be  retained?  Which 
inhibited?  What  use  can  be  made  of  these  instincts  in  his  educa- 
tion ? 

(7)  Varieties  of  lessons  depending  upon  the  particular  purpose 
to  be  accomplished;  the  inductive  development  lesson  (five  formal 
steps);  the  deductive  development  lesson,  recitation  lesson;  drill 
lesson ;  review  lesson ;  study  lesson.  Each  will  be  discussed  as  to 
purpose,  various  methods  for  securing.  These  will  be  compared 
and  criticised  with  an  attempt  to  arrive  at  the  most  satisfactory 
method.  We  shall  further  consider  under  these  methods  some 
special  phases  of  the  recitation,  such  as  the  teaching  of  definitions ; 
the  topical  method;  method  of  narration,  of  explanation,  etc.,  with 
aim  and  procedure  for  each.  The  use  and  method  of  text-books  in 
study  assignments  and  in  the  recitation. 

(8)  The  art  of  questioning  in  the  recitation  as  considered  from 
the  social  standpoint ;  purposes ;  types  discussed  and  criticised ;  an 
attempt  to  arrive  at  a  conclusion  as  to  the  test  to  be  applied  in 
judging  of  the  value  of  questions ;  ways  of  distributing. 

(9)  Application  of  the  above  principles  to  school-room  obser- 
vation and  to  preparation  for  practice  teaching.  The  writing  of 
lesson  plans  by  students  after  a  class  consideration  of  the  subject- 
matter  and  method  side,  with  special  attention  to  aim  of  lesson, 
steps  to  be  considered,  activities  desired. 

The  course  will  consist  of  lectures,  assigned  readings,  discus- 
sions, papers,  reports  of  observation  and  lesson  plans. 


Special  Methods 

This  course  aims  to  teach  students  to  apply  the  principles  of  edu- 
cation as  considered  in  the  more  general  course  of  methods  in 
reading  and  spelling. 

I.  Reading  (a)  Something  of  the  history  of  reading  as  to  se- 
lection of  material  and  methods  used,  (b)  Present-day  standards 
for  choice  of  subject-matter;  claims  of  various  types  of  material 
used  in  primary  schools,  viz.,  nursery  rhymes,  stories  based  on 
familiar  things,  primitive  life  tales,  fables,  fairy  tales,  myths,  Bible 
stories,  poetry,  descriptive  stories,  stories  of  travel,  information,  etc.. 
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with  criticisms,  (c)  Methods:  Some  of  the  difficulties  which  the 
child  meets  in  learning  to  read.  A  discussion  of  the  word,  sentence 
and  phonic  methods  as  to  aim,  order  of  procedure,  claims  of,  ob- 
jections to.  Discussions  of  other  more  recent  methods  which  are 
combinations  of  the  above,  as  Rational,  New  Education,  Natural, 
Nursery  and  Aldine ;  consideration  of  desirability  of  correlation  of 
drawing,  story,  dramatization,  etc.,  with  reading  in  the  primary 
grades;  a  study  of  phonetics.  This  part  of  the  work  will  include 
lectures,  readings,  discussions,  the  writing  of  original  stories  for 
blackboard  reading,  writing  of  lesson  plans  and  the  presentation 
of  an  ideal  method  by  each  student.  Methods  for  intermediate 
grades  will  be  considered,  (a)  The  preparation:  What  is  the  place 
of  the  word-drill?  Shall  it  come  before  or  after  pupils  find  their 
need  for  words?  Shall  words  be  presented  abstractly  or  through 
the  context?  Shall  children  work  out  or  be  told  new  words?  In 
wliat  grades  shall  diacritical  marks  be  presented?  What  propor- 
tion of  time  ought  to  be  given  to  word-study  as  compared  with 
reading?  Is  it  reading  if  the  child  himself  has  not  the  thought  but 
has  the  mechanics?  Place  of  silent  reading;  value  of  the  use  of  the 
dictionary,  (b)  Vocal  expression:  How  secured?  Comparison  of 
method  which  emphasizes  the  thought  side,  which  stimulates  in- 
terest and  imagination,  with  that  which  makes  the  mechanics  prom- 
inent. Faults  of  expression:  Causes;  How  corrected?  Need  for 
definite  aim  in  each  reading  lesson ;  for  developing  the  imagination ; 
for  creating  a  desire  to  read ;  for  securing  a  love  for  good  litera- 
ture through  reading.  How  can  these  be  reached?  Correlation  of 
reading  with  other  subjects;  advantages  of  allowing  children  to 
read  individual  selections  from  their  own  books  and  of  forming 
grade  libraries. 

2.  Spelling. 

Various  views  of  spelling  discussed,  viz. :  Shall  oral  or  written 
spelling  be  more  prominent?  Shall  the  words  be  presented  in  sen- 
tences or  in  lists?  Shall  they  be  chosen  from  words  in  common 
use  or  from  a  text?  Shall  phonetics  play  a  part  in  the  spelling 
lesson  ?  The  following  topics  will  ])e  considered :  selection  of 
words  for  primary  grades ;  division  of  words  into  syllables ;  the 
part  pronunciation  plays  in  spelling.  Shall  w^ords  be  given  alone 
or  with  meanings?  Xecessity  of  visualizing,  of  directing  attention 
to  ])arts  of  the  word  wliicli  cliildrcn  know,  to  silent  letters,  to  small 
familiar  words  within  the  lariier  word.     Advisability  of  returning 
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papers  containing  misspelled  words  for  correction ;  of  requiring 
misspelled  words  to  be  written  "ten  times."  Value  of  dictation 
lessons.  Desirability  of  having  children  keep  lists  of  their  own 
misspelled  words  for  frequent  review.  Spelling  games  and  spelling 
matches.    Why  desirable?    How  conducted? 

Methods  of  teaching  other  subjects  are  discussed  in  the  several 
departments  in  connection  with  the  subject  matter. 


Penmanship. 
One  period  each  year  throughout  the  course. 

There  are  two  aims  in  this  course.  The  first  is  to  develop  a 
legible,  easy  and  rapid  handwriting.  This  is  accomplished  by  hy- 
gienic position  of  the  body,  correct  penholding,  movement  drills 
and  analysis  of  form.  Uniform  height,  even  spacing,  neatness  and 
arrangement  of  work  receive  special  attention. 

The  second  is  to  teach  the  method  of  presentation.  Considerable 
blackboard  practice  is  given  with  emphasis  on  position.  The  quality 
of  paper,  size  and  type  of  pen  and  holder,  writing  implements  in 
the  different  grades,  objects  to  be  sought  in  the  lower  and  upper 
grades,  time  devoted  to  penmanship  and  its  relation  to  other  studies 
are  carefully  considered. 

The  various  systems  are  compared,  showing  their  adequacy  or 
inadequacy  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  child's  later  life. 


History  of  Education 

(a)  European  Education — The  course  in  the  History  of  Educa- 
tion covers  one  semester  of  three  periods  a  week.  European  edu- 
cation occupies  the  major  part  of  the  course.  It  includes  a  brief 
study  of  the  development  of  educational  institutions  and  theories 
among  the  great  culture  nations  of  the  old  world,  including  Greek 
education,  education  among  the  Romans,  the  early  Christian  schools 
and  teachers,  origin  of  the  universities  and  the  rise  of  higher  edu- 
cation, educational  aspects  of  the  renaissance,  the  realistic  and 
naturalistic  movements  in  modern  education,  the  great  reformers, 
their  theories,  efforts  and  accomplishments,  and  of  portions  of  the 
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chief  educational  classics.  Paul  Monroe's  Brief  Course  in  the  His- 
tory of  Education  is  the  text-book  that  is  placed  in  the  hands  of 
the  students.  Use  is  also  made  of  the  writings  of  Laurie,  Quick, 
Davidson,  Williams,  Compayre,  Woodward,  James  P.  Monroe,  Paul 
Monroe,  Will  S.  Monroe  and  others.  The  educational  classics  in- 
clude Plato's  Republic,  Comenius'  School  of  Infancy  and  Great 
Didactic,  Rousseau's  Entile,  Pestalozzi's  Leonard  and  Gertrude, 
Froebel's  Education  of  Man,  and  Spencer's  Education.  The  course 
is  given  in  lectures,  discussions  and  readings. 

{h)  American  Education — The  study  of  European  education 
is  supplemented  by  a  brief  course,  which  traces  the  successive  ideals 
of  the  different  streams  of  early  American  civilization,  the  growth 
of  the  public  school  systems  in  the  United  States,  origin  and  de- 
velopment of  normal  schools,  and  study  of  some  of  the  most  im- 
portant American  contributions  to  the  literature  of  education. 
Special  attention  will  be  given  to  the  origin  and  development  of  the 
public  school  system  of  New  Jersey  and  to  the  different  institutions 
of  learning  in  the  State.  The  writings  of  Barnard,  Martin,  Hins- 
dale, Boone,  Dexter,  Winship,  Thwing,  Wickersham,  Monroe  and 
others  will  furnish  the  background  of  the  required  readings. 


English  Grammar  and  Composition. 
Four  hours  per  week  for  one  semester. 

This  course  is  divided  into  Parts  I  and  II. 


Part  I.  Grammar  and  Composition. 

Grammar.  The  study  of  sentences  and  their  structure,  the  study 
of  phrases  and  clauses.  Analysis  of  sentences.  Words  classified 
according  to  function.  Fundamental  principles  of  technical  gram- 
mar. The  work  in  English  grammar  is  largely  inductive.  Pro- 
fessional aspects  of  teaching  the  subject.  La1)oratory  methods  and 
their  value. 

Composition.  Exercises  in  narration,  cxi)()sition,  description  and 
argument.  'Hie  study  of  tlie  paragraph.  The  principk^s  of  unity, 
coherence  and  emi)hasis.  Variety  in  sentence;  exercises  in  chang- 
ing the  form  of  expressions.     Oral  composition.     Versification. 
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Part  II.  Language  in  the  Elementary  Grades.  Aim — to  develop 
power  of  expression. 

Language  methods.  Oral  language ;  reproductive  and  imagina- 
tive composition.  Conversation  exercises,  with  special  attention  to 
correct  forms  of  speech,  enlargements  of  vocabulary  and  choice  of 
words.  Reports  of  experiences  outside  of  school.  Story-telling. 
Picture-study  to  stimulate  expression.  Written  language ;  form 
lessons,  thought  lessons.  Letter-writing,  story-writing.  Dictation 
lessons.  Study  and  imitation  of  models.  Dramatization;  practical 
application.  Action  games.  Criticism  and  correction  of  written 
work.  Correlations  of  language  with  other  subjects.  Examination 
of  available  text-books  for  the  grades.  The  reading  of  professional 
and  pedagogical  works  on  the  subject  of  language  for  the  elemen- 
tary grades. 


Literature. 
Four  hours  per  iveek  for  one  semester. 

The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  bring  students  to  an  appreciation 
of  the  nature  of  literature  and  its  relation  to  life,  in  order  that 
they  may  know  what  should  be  their  aim  in  presenting  literature, 
and  what  should  control  their  choice  of  literature  in  the  elementary 
grades. 

The  course  is  divided  into  Parts  I  and  II. 

Part  I.  The  following  types  of  literature  are  studied:  (i)  The 
epic,  the  Odyssey  (Bryant's  translation)  ;  the  ballad-epic,  Arnold's 
Sohrah  and  Rustum;  a  brief  study  of  the  transition  from  the  epic 
to  the  lyric  and  the  dramatic,  a  study  of  the  fundamental  relation 
of  form  to  the  life  it  embodies  and  expresses.  (2)  The  lyric, 
Seward's  Narrative  and  Lyrical  Poems  for  Students.  (3)  The 
dramatic,  Shakespeare's  Tempest.  (4)  The  short  story,  apprecia- 
tion of  such  masters  as  Irving,  Poe,  Hawthorne,  Stevenson  and 
Kipling. 

Part  II.  The  reading  of  literature  suitable  for  use  in  elementary 
grades.  Courses  in  literature  for  the  elementary  schools  developed. 
The  method  of  presentation  of  literature,  illustrated  by  actual 
lesson-plans  prepared  for  different  grades  as  directed;  class  discus- 
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sion  of  these  lesson-plans.  Pedagogical  significance  of  myths, 
fables,  fairy  tales,  folk  tales,  legends  and  hero  stories.  The  choice 
of  stories,  the  essential  qualities  of  a  story  for  children;  the  art  of 
story-telling — principles  of  method,  manner  and  voice.  The  char- 
acter of  memory  selections.  Poetry  presented  primarily  as  a  work 
of  art,  and  not  in  the  service  of  any  other  subject.  Correlations  of 
literature — **The  natural  correlations  of  literature  are  with  the 
other  arts;  but,  above  all,  with  the  spirit  of  childhood,  and  with  the 
consciousness  of  children."  Dramatization  and  the  dramatic  repre- 
sentation of  literary  selections.  Literary  programs  for  special  days. 
The  school  library.  The  reading  of  professional  and  pedagogical 
works  on  the  subject  of  literature  for  the  elementary  grades. 


Mathematics 

The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  equip  teachers  thoroughly  for  the 
work  of  the  grades.  This  will  require  a  wider  and  more  theoretic 
knowledge  of  the  graded  school  mathematics ;  a  knowledge  of  the 
history  and  pedagogy  of  the  subject;  a  knowledge  of  the  nature  of 
the  problems  encountered  in  the  activities  of  children  and  in  the 
world's  work. 

(a)  Arithmetic — This  course  will  seek  to  develop  quickness  in 
oral  work  not  only  with  small  numbers,  but  with  numbers  of  two 
and  three  figures;  power  to  form  close  estimates  of  the  results 
required  in  a  problem  without  actual  computation;  accuracy, 
rapidity  and  economy  in  computation ;  accuracy  of  statement  in  the 
written  or  oral  analysis  of  a  problem.  This  will  require  a  careful 
study  of  all  the  fundamental  principles  upon  which  the  act  of  com- 
putation depends,  and  also  a  careful  study  of  those  number  rela- 
tions which  make  possil)le  the  abridgment  of  work. 

All  topics  taken  in  upper  grammar  grades  will  receive  very 
careful  study.  The  real  problems  encountered  in  many  adult  activi- 
ties in  commercial  and  industrial  life  will  be  studied  to  give  students 
an  aj^preciation  of  the  uses  of  arithmetic  and  to  add  to  their  power 
better  to  interpret  phases  of  the  work  which  they  are  preparing  to 
teach. 

ib)  The  History  of  Arithmetic. — The  history  of  the  older 
notations;  the  scales  of  notation;  the  Hindoo  notation;  the  evolu-

tion  of  the  fundamental  processes  from  the  methods  of  the  Hindoos ; 
the  early  printed  arithmetics  and  the  growth  of  the  subject  up  to 
the  present  time  will  be  presented  by  lectures.  Readings  by  the 
students  from  the  histories  of  Ball,  Fink,  Cajori  and  others  will  be 
required.  Some  of  the  first  English  texts,  as  those  of  Recorde, 
Dilworth,  Wingate,  Cocker,  Pike  and  others  will  be  examined. 

(c)  The  Pedagogy  of  Arithmetic. — A  study  of  the  pedagogy 
of  the  subject  will  include  such  topics  as  the  educational  value  and 
aim  of  arithmetic;  the  number  concept;  the  child's  power  to  use 
the  type  of  thought  required  in  the  use  of  number;  the  child's  in- 
terests— drills,  games  and  problems ;  the  nature  and  purpose  of 
problems ;  the  analysis  and  solution  of  problems ;  the  heuristic 
method  of  development,  etc.  The  course  will  consist  of  a  study 
of  the  types  of  problems  common  in  all  the  grades  in  public  schools, 
lectures  and  assigned  readings  from  Young's  Teaching  of  Mathe- 
matics, Smith's  Teaching  of  Elernentary  Mathematics,  Smith's 
Teaching  of  Arithmetic,  McMurry's  Special  Method  in  Arithmetic, 
Stone's  Arithmetical  Abilities,  Jackson's  Educational  Significance  of 
Sixteenth  Century  Arithmetic  and  many  others.  A  study  will  also 
be  made  of  older  and  recent  text-books  and  of  recent  courses  of 
study. 


Nature- Study 

The  work  in  biological  nature-study  extends  through  two  semes- 
ters. The  topics  follow  the  order  of  the  seasons.  Living  material 
is  used  whenever  possible.  A  small  collection  of  insects  is  made 
during  the  autumn,  to  serve  as  a  basis  for  later  work.  Entering 
students  will  find  it  a  saving  of  time  to  begin  the  collection  during 
the  summer.     Direction  sheets  sent  on  application. 

Fall  topics  are  autumn  flowers,  seed  dispersal,  insects  and  other 
arthropods,  bulb-planting,  trees  in  their  leafy  and  winter  condi- 
tions and  the  preparation  of  nature  for  winter.  Topics  studied 
during  the  winter  months  are  principles  of  forestry;  yeasts,  molds 
and  bacteria,  considered  from  physiological,  economic  and  sanitary 
standpoints ;  seed  germination  and  seedlings ;  differentiated  parts 
of  plants;  vegetative  propagation  of  plants,  and  soils  in  relation  to 
the  need  of  the  plant.     Spring  topics  are  school  and  home  garden- 
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ing,  spring  flowers,  plant  families  and  associations,  birds,  the  de- 
velopment of  the  toad  and  frog,  early  appearing  insects  and  their 
relation  to  the  other  animals  mentioned. 

Students  make  and  care  for  school  gardens  on  the  grounds  of  the 
school  as  a  part  of  their  regular  work  in  this  department. 

The  course  includes  as  wide  a  range  of  observations  as  possible 
of  objects  worth  observing  or  which  the  prospective  teacher  may 
be  called  upon  to  use  in  her  work.  The  flowers,  trees,  birds,  insects 
are  not  studied  from  the  scientific  standpoint,  but  as  more  or 
less  related  to  our  lives,  and  in  such  a  way  as  to  give  the  student 
a  ready  recognition  of  them — a  speaking  acquaintance — and  an 
understanding  of  the  principles  upon  which  their  life  depends. 


Geography 


The  course  aims  to  give  an  understanding  of  the  control  which 
climate,  surface  and  other  geographic  factors  exert  over  the  life 
of  man  and  animals  upon  the  globe;  a  knowledge  of  and  ability  to 
use  the  authoritative  source  material  available ;  the  ability  to  read 
maps,  and  some  of  the  best  ways  of  presenting  the  subject  to 
children. 

The  first  half-year's  work  is  devoted  to  a  study  of  mathematical 
geography,  the  atmosphere,  the  lands,  the  work  of  running  water, 
and  the  oceans.  As  much  field  work  as  possible  is  done  in  this 
connection,  as  the  school  is  particularly  well  situated  for  it.  Books 
most  used  in  this  part  of  the  course  are  Dodge's  Geography  and 
Salisbury's  Physiography. 

The  first  half  of  the  second  semester  is  devoted  to  the  study  of 
the  continent  of  North  America  and  the  countries  of  Europe  most 
closely  connected  with  us  through  trade.  Through  this  study  the 
pupils  are  expected  to  gain  an  insight  into  the  method  of  continent 
study  for  the  grammar  grades.  Particular  emphasis  is  laid  upon 
the  influence  of  geographic  environment  in  determining  routes  of 
trade,  location  of  industrial  centers,  and  the  distril)ution  of  com- 
modities. TUq  l)ooks  most  used  in  this  ])art  of  the  course  are 
Dodge's  Advaneed  Geography,  Mill's  International  Geography, 
Robinson's  and  P)ingham's  Commereial  Geographies,  Miss  Semple's 
The  Influence  of  Geographic  linvironnienl,  and  various  government 
])ul)lications. 
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The  work  in  methods  of  teaching  geography  is  left  until  the  last 
quarter  in  order  to  take  advantage  of  the  instruction  in  the  art  of 
questioning  and  in  making  lesson  plans  given  in  the  course  in 
pedagogy.  The  chief  divisions  of  the  work  are  a  study  of  the  con- 
tent of  geography;  determining  factors  in  arranging  subject-matter 
for  different  grades;  methods  of  teaching  as  applied  to  subject- 
matter  determined  for  each  grade.  Each  student  prepares  lesson 
plans  for  diff'erent  grades  and  teaches  the  class. 


American  History 

This  subject  requires  three  periods  per  week  throughout  one 
year. 

The  course  presents  a  general  survey  of  the  rise  and  develop- 
ment of  the  American  nation  and  includes  a  discussion  of  methods 
of  teaching  history  and  civics  in  the  primary  and  grammar  grades, 
the  question  of  curricula,  the  use  of  sources  and  illustrative  ma- 
terial and  a  knowledge  of  historical  bibliography.  The  chief  topics 
studied  are  European  influences  on  American  colonization,  the 
struggle  for  supremacy  between  England  and  France,  growth  of 
colonial  institutions,  the  contest  with  England,  formation  and  in- 
terpretation of  the  Constitutions  of  the  United  States  and  New 
Jersey,  the  development  of  the  new  nation,  western  expansion,  con- 
ditions, parties  and  issues  that  led  to  the  Civil  War,  the  war  and  its 
results,  present  social  and  economic  problems,  labor  and  capital, 
immigration,  the  tariff,  the  United  States  as  a  world  power,  terri- 
torial and  political  expansion,  municipal  government  and  the  New 
Jersey  school  system. 

The  course  consists  of  lectures,  recitations,  special  topics,  as- 
signed readings,  written  reviews,  story  telling  and  class  exercises 
in  the  conduct  of  historv  recitations. 


The   Manual   Arts 

Freehand  Drazving — 

A  course  giving  the  fundamentals  of  simple  representation  and 
perspective.

A  course  presenting  the  essentials  of  design  as  applied  to  school 
exercises.  Applications  are  made  to  (a)  borders,  (b)  rectangular 
or  circular  patterns,  (c)  landscape  and  still-life  composition,  and 
(d)  lettering.  The  work  is  done  with  reference  to  a  stated  material 
and  purpose,  as  rectangular  pattern  (clay),  border  (stenciling  or 
basketry),  lettering  (poster). 

The  course  includes  a  definite,  usable  discussion  and  demonstra- 
tions of  color  and  tones. 

Manual  Trainings 

Tested  forms  of  handwork  and  construction  for  the  first  five  or 
six  elementary  years  will  be  used  as  the  basis  for  work,  as  follows : 

(a)  Paper  construction,  folding  and  pasting. 

(b)  Cardboard  construction,  simple  bookmaking,  boxes,  etc. 

(c)  Sand-table  representation. 

(d)  Basketry — including  reed,  splint  and  raphia  basket-work. 

Blackboard  Draiving — 

A  course  planned  to  familiarize  students  with  methods  of  teach- 
ing drawing  and  to  give  them  confidence  in  drawing  on  the  black- 
board for  class  room  purposes.  The  list  of  exercises  will  include 
illustrative  work  with  both  brush  and  chalk ;  drawing  of  vehicles, 
buildings,  animals  and  figures  for  picture  purposes,  and  lettering. 


Gymnastics  and  Hygiene 


The  purpose  of  the  course  in  physical  training  is  threefold : 

1.  To  keep  each  student  in  good  physical  condition  and  to  in- 
spire in  her  a  thorough  appreciation  of  the  importance  of  health. 
For  this  purpose  three  weekly  lectures  are  given  throughout  the 
first  semester  in  i)rinci])les  of  physiology  and  hygiene  correlated 
with  three  hours  of  practical  gymnastic  training  where  such  train- 
ing may  l)e  applied. 

2.  To  teach  the  student  to  ])lan  and  conduct  gynniaslic  lessons 
suital)le  to  the  school-room,  and  to  be  able  to  recognize  and  correct 
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pliysical  defects  and  faulty  postures  among  children.  Throughout 
the  second  year  two  hours  a  week  of  theory  and  practice  are  de- 
voted to  this  end. 

3.  To  give  a  knowledge  of  scientific  school-room  lighting,  heat- 
ing, ventilation  and  seating,  and  to  train  the  student  to  recognize 
good  or  bad  conditions  of  the  same. 

A  course  of  lectures  on  sex  hygiene  is  given  to  the  students  of 
the  Senior  class  by  a  woman  physician. 


Physical  Science 

The  aim  in  this  course  is  to  give  an  intelligent  comprehension  of 
such  facts  in  physical  nature  as  are  apt  to  present  themselves  in 
everyday  life  or  are  fundamental  to  geography,  physiology,  biology, 
psychology  and  music.  The  work  is  connected  as  closely  as  possible 
with  the  work  in  these  departments. 

The  student  is  also  shown  that  there  are  many  facts,  both 
physical  and  chemical,  concerning  heat,  air,  water,  light,  sound, 
magnetism  and  electricity  which  are  of  great  value  and  interest  to 
pupils  in  the  elementary  schools. 

This  part  of  the  work  is  regarded  as  supplementing  the  course 
in  biological  nature  study,  it  being  regarded  as  important  that 
nature  study  should  include  physical  as  well  as  biological  material. 
Emphasis  is  placed  upon  methods  of  presenting  such  material  in  a 
simple  way  and  with  the  use  of  very  simple  apparatus. 


Music 

The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  enable  the  student  to  meet  the  re- 
quirements for  teaching  music  in  the  public  schools  in  the  State 
from  the  primary  to  the  highest  grades. 

Some  of  the  salient  features  of  this  course  are:  Ear  training 
and  interval  work.  Intervals — perfect  major,  minor  diminished  and 
augmented.  Diatonic  and  chromatic  scales.  Names  of  degrees  of 
the  diatonic  scale.  Table  of  chromatics.  Helpnote  study.  Major 
scales  and  their  relative  minors.  Minor  scale.  Natural,  harmonic 
and  melodic  triads,  major  and  minor.  Class  and  individual  sight 
reading.     Dictation  work   for  all  grades.     Time  and   rhythm   em- 
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phasized.  Closing  cadences.  Simple  rules  in  harmony  for  the 
benefit  of  the  teacher.  History  of  music.  Lives  of  famous  com- 
posers.    Chorus  work. 


II.  The  Kindergarten  Primary  Course 

This  course  requires  two  years  for  its  completion  and  qualifies  a 
graduate  to  teach  a  kindergarten  or  one  of  the  first  four  primary 
grades.  Students  are  received  in  September  or  in  February.  They 
must  have  the  same  qualifications  as  candidates  for  the  general 
course,  and  must  also  satisfy  the  Kindergarten  director  that  they 
can  sing  and  can  play  the  piano  well  enough  to  conduct  the  music 
for  the  class  from  the  very  beginning  of  the  term.

Gifts 


A  generous  gift  of  money  from  the  late  Edward  Russ,  Esq.,  for 
the  decoration  of  the  building  has  enabled  the  school  to  place  on  its 
walls  many  photographs  of  men  eminent  in  science,  psychology, 
education  and  in  public  affairs,  as  well  as  several  reproductions  of 
the  masterpieces  of  the  great  artists.  At  his  death,  Mr.  Russ  be- 
queathed to  this  school  a  large  sum  of  money  and  a  collection  of 
curios  and  of  photographs. 

The  class  of  19 10,  on  Commencement  Day,  presented  a  statue 
of  Athene,  which  has  been  placed  in  the  Assembly  Hall.  The  class 
of  1911  presented  ''The  Winged  Victory."  Messrs.  Danufsky  and 
Halsey,  of  the  class  of  191 2,  have  made  and  placed  on  the  grounds 
an  artistic  sun-dial.  The  parting  gift  of  the  class  of  19 12  was  a 
statue  of  Diana.  The  class  of  1913  presented  photographic  repro- 
ductions of  three  of  Millet's  works.  The  class  of  1910  has  recently 
contributed  a  sum  of  money  to  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  books 
for  the  library,  and  a  similar  gift  has  been  made  by  the  class  of 
1911.  At  their  Commencement  in  June  last,  the  class  of  1914  pre- 
sented reproductions  of  Ruysdael's  Windmill  and  The  Hour  of  the 
Angelus  by  Perret. 


Employment  of  Graduates 

The  demand  for  professionally  trained  teachers  is  so  great  that 
graduates  of  the  school  readily  find  positions.  Thus  far  the  de- 
mand has  been  much  greater  than  the  supply. 

School  superintendents  and  members  of  boards  of  education  are 
invited  to  visit  the  school  and  to  consult  with  the  principal  when 
they  need  teachers.  Full  records  of  scholarship  and  confidential 
estimates  of  a  student's  personality  will  always  be  given  to  school

this  school,  one-half  of  each  senior  class  may  be  seen  at  work  at 
any  time.

Historical  and  Descriptive 


The  Legislature  of  1902  directed  the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion to  investigate  the  need  of  additional  facilities  for  train- 
ing teachers  for  the  public  schools  of  New  Jersey.  In  its 
annual  report  for  1903,  the  Board  reported  that,  although  the 
New  Jersey  State  Normal  School  at  Trenton  was  filled  with 
students,  the  supply  of  trained  teachers  was  quite  inadequate 
to  the  increasing  demand  and  recommended  that  a  normal 
school  be  established  in  the  northern  part  of  the  State.  In 
1904  the  Legislature  appropriated  $25,000  for  the  purchase  of 
a  site.  After  inspecting  many  locations,  the  Board  finally 
purchased  a  plot  of  tw^enty-five  acres  in  the  northern  part  of 
Montclair,  Essex  County.  A  more  beautiful  or  healthful  site 
could  not  have  been  chosen.  The  grounds  have  an  elevation 
of  four  hundred  feet  above  sea  level  and  command  an  unin- 
terrupted view  of  a  landscape  of  remarkable  beauty.  The 
Orange  range  stretches  away  to  the  right,  v/hile  at  the  front 
and  left  the  Passaic  valley,  the  Hudson,  and  the  taller 
buildings  of  New  York  City  are  plainly  visible. 

An  appropriation  of  $275,000  was  made  by  the  Legislature 
of  1906  for  the  erection  and  equipment  of  a  building.  The 
mission  style  was  adopted  and  a  normal  school  building,  334 
feet  long  and  133  feet  deep,  of  brick  covered  with  white 
stucco,  was  erected  on  the  highest  part  of  the  grounds,  fronting 
the  New  York  landscape.  The  equipment  is  of  the  latest  and 
best.  The  ample  grounds  afford  opportunities  for  school 
gardens,  tennis  courts,  and  all  the  outdoor  activities  of  a  large 
normal  school. 

The  building  was  dedicated  September  28th,  1908,  by 
Governor  John  Franklin  Fort  and  the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion.    The  school  had  been  previously  organized  on  Septem- 
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ber  15th,  with  187  students.  Another  class  was  received  in 
February,  1909,  to  the  number  of  31,  making  the  total  regis- 
tration in  the  first  year  218.  No  advanced  classes  were  opened 
the  first  year  and  no  students  received  from  any  other  normal 
school. 

The  New  Jersey  State  Normal  School  at  Montclair  may  be 
reached  in  the  following  ways: 

1.  By  Erie  Railroad — Greenwood  Lake  Division.  The 
Montclair  Heights  station  adjoins  the  grounds  of  the  normal 
school. 

2.  By  D.  L.  and  IV.  Railroad  to  Montclair  station,  thence 
by  Valley  Road  trolley  to  the  grounds. 

3.  By  Bloomfield  Avenue  trolley  with  transfer  at  Valley  Road 
to  Valley  Road  trolley. 

4.  By  Autobus  from  Paterson. 

Passengers  by  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  to  Newark  can 
take  Bloomfield  Avenue  trolley  at  Newark  station. 

Passengers  by  the  Central  Railroad  of  New  Jersey  to  Newark 
can  take  Bloomfield  Avenue  trolley  at  corner  of  Market  and 
Mulberry  streets,  Newark. 

Calendar    1915-1916 


The  Fall  term  began  on  Tuesday,  September  14th,  191 5, 
and  will  close  Friday,  January  28th,  1916.  The  school  closes 
on  Columbus  Day,  Election  Day,  Thanksgiving  Day  and  the 
day  following,  Lincoln's  Birthday,  Washington's  Birthday, 
Good  Friday,  Decoration  Day  and  every  Saturday.  A  vaca- 
tion is  given  from  11:40,  Thursday,  December  23d,  191 5,  to 
10:15,  Monday,  January  3d,  1916. 

The  Spring  term  will  begin  on  Tuesday,  February  ist,  1916, 
and  will  continue  twenty  weeks,  with  a  vacation  from  2:45, 
Friday,  March  31st,  to  10:15,  Monday,  April  loth,  1916. 

The  dates  of  the  quarters  are  as  follows: 

First  quarter — September  14th,  191 5,  to  November  19th,  191 5. 

Second  quarter — November  22d,  191 5,  to  January  28th,  1916. 

Third  quarter— Februar>'  ist,  1916,  to  April  14th,  1916. 

Fourth  quarter — April  14th,  1916,  to  June  19th,  1916. 

Students  are  received  at  the  beginning  of  the  Fall  term  in 
September  or  at  the  beginning  of  the  Spring  term  in   Feb- 
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ruary,  and  are  admitted  at  their  option  to  the  Kindergarten 
Primary  course  of  two  years  or  to  the  General  course  of  two 
years  or  of  two  and  one-half  years. 

No  class  will  be  formed  in  the  Kindergarten  Primary  course 
in  February  unless  at  least  ten  students  apply  for  admission 
to  that  course. 

New  students  will  be  registered  for  the  Spring  term  at  10:15 
on  Monday,  January  31st,  1916.  Former  students  will  be 
registered  at  10:15  A.  M.  on  Tuesday,  February  ist,  1916. 
Commencement  exercises  will  be  held  in  the  Assembly  Hall 
on  Friday,  January  28th,  1916,  at  2:30  P.  M.,  and  on  Monday, 
June  19th,  1916,  at  2:30  P.  M. 

The  next  Fall  term  will  begin  on  Tuesday  September  12th, 
1916,  at  10  A.  M.,  and  will  close  Friday,  January  26th.  1917. 
New  Students  will  be  registered  for  the  Fall  term  in  the 
Assembly  Hall  at  10  A.  M.,  Tuesday,  September  12th,  1916. 
Former  students  will  be  registered  for  the  Fall  term  on  Wed- 
nesday, September  13th,    1916. 

The  General  Aim  of  the  School 

The  Montclair  State  Normal  School  is  a  professional  school, 
whose  single  aim  at  present  is  the  preparation  of  teachers  for 
the  elementary  schools  and  kindergartens  of  the  State. 

The  qualifications  of  a  good  teacher  are  both  natural  and 
acquired.  The  former  include  all  that  we  mean  by  person- 
ality.    In  detail,  these  are: 

1.  Adaptability  and  tact,  i.  c,  the  ability  to  adjust  one's 
self  in  thought,  language  and  method  to  the  immaturity  of 
children. 

2.  A  strong  attraction  for  teaching,  based  on  genuine  love 
of  children. 

3.  Intellectual  ability. 

4.  Executive  ability. 

5.  Common  sense. 

6.  Good  health  and  a  cheerful  disposition. 

One  who  lacks  any  of  these  natural  qualifications  will  not 
teach  well.  Since  the  Normal  School  cannot  create  person- 
ality, it  cannot  }nake  teachers.     Its  most  important  function 
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is  to  discover,  to  inspire  and  to  train  the  born  teacher,  and  to 
fit  her  into  her  appropriate  place  in  the  schools. 

There  can  be  no  academic  tests  of  personality.  The  can- 
didate for  the  teaching  profession  is  admitted  to  the  Normal 
School  chiefly  upon  evidence  of  her  intellectual  ability.  The 
condition  is  always  implied  that  she  may  be  dismissed  when- 
ever it  becomes  clear  that  she  lacks  conspicuously  the  natural 
qualifications  of  the  good  teacher. 

To  the  natural  teacher,  however,  the  Montclair  State  Nor- 
mal School  offers  unexcelled  opportunities  of  acquiring  that 
professional  knowledge  and  technical  skill  which  are  indis- 
pensable to  the  best  teaching. 

The  course  of  study  includes  the  necessary  elements  in  the 
training  of  teachers: 

(i)  Educational  theory.  The  history  of  education,  psy- 
chology, pedagogy,  organization  and  management  of  schools, 
the  principles  and  art  of  teaching,  and  methods. 

(2)  A  thorough  study  of  the  subject-matter  of  the  elemen- 
tary school  curriculum. 

(3)  Observation  of  model  teaching. 

(4)  Practice  in  teaching  under  expert  supervision. 

Requirements  For  Admission 

(Extract  from  the  School  Law  of  New  JeroQ}) 

"State  Normal  Schools  shall  be  maintained  for  the  purpose 
of  training  and  educating  persons  in  the  science  of  education 
and  art  of  teaching.     Tuition  in  said  schools  shall  be  free. 

Each  county  shall  be  entitled  to  at  least  six  times  as  many 
pupils  in  such  schools  as  it  shall  have  representatives  in  the 
Legislature.  In  case  any  county  shall  not  have  the  full  num- 
ber of  pupils  to  which  it  shall  be  entitled,  pupils  may  be  ad- 
mitted from  other  counties.  Pupils  when  admitted  shall  sign 
a  declaration  that  they  intend  to  teach  in  the  public  schools 
of  this  State  for  at  least  two  years  immediately  after  being 
graduated,  unless  excused  temporarily  by  the  State  Board  of 
Education,  and  that  if  they  do  not  so  teach,  they  will  refund 
to  the  State  the  cost  of  their  education." 

In  accordance  with  the  above  statute,  the  State  Board  of 
Education,  on  December  4,  191 5,  passed  the  following  resolu- 
tions: 
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Resolved,  That  after  January  i,  1916,  admissions  to  the 
Normal  Schools  from  each  county  shall  be  in  proportion  to 
the  number  of  representatives  in  the  Legislature,  and  that  if 
any  county  does  not  avail  itself  of  the  quota  to  which  it  is 
thus  entitled,  then  the  number  of  admissions  to  which  such 
county  is  entitled  but  does  not  use  shall  be  divided  among  the 
other  counties  in  proportion  to  representation  in  the  Legisla- 
ture; and,  that  the  counties  now  having  an  excess  apportion- 
ment in  the  State  Normal  Schools  shall  not  be  allowed  a  further 
apportionment  of  students  until  that  excess  is  reduced  to  its 
normal  apportionment,  unless  there  are  no  applications  from 
other  counties. 

Resolved,  that  in  case  a  county  has  more  applicants  than 
the  Normal  Schools  can  receive,  a  number  shall  be  allotted  to 
each  approved  High  School  in  that  county  in  proportion  to 
its  relative  enrollment;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  that  in  case  the  applicants  from  a  High  School 
are  in  excess  of  the  number  that  can  be  received,  they  shall 
be  accepted  in  the  order  of  their  standing  in  scholarship  in 
that  High  School. 

Resolved,  that  January  ist  and  June  ist,  in  each  year,  shall 
be  the  last  dates  for  receiving  applications  for  the  apportion- 
ment of  students  for  the  next  succeeding  terms  of  the 
Normal  Schools. 

Both  sexes   are  admitted. 

1  Residence.  All  Candidates  must  be  residents  of  New 
Jersey. 

2  Age.     All  candidates  must  be  at  least  sixteen  years   old. 

3  Schola7'ship,  Graduates  of  a  four-years  course  in  a  high 
school  or  private  secondary  school  approved  by  the  State 
Board  of  Education  and  holders  of  first-grade  county  teachers' 
certificates  or  of  permanent  elementary  or  secondary  cer- 
tificates are  admitted  to  this  school  without  examinations, 
with  the  following  additional  requirements: 

a.  The  preparatory  course  must  have  included  a  course 

in  plane  geometry. 

b.  Candidates  who    elect    the  Kindergarten    Primary 

Course  must  satisfy  the  supervisor  of  that  depart- 
ment of  their  ability  to  play  the  piano  and  to  sing 
sufficiently  for  the  conduct  of   a   Kindergarten. 
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Applicants    who    cannot    qualify    in    music  are 

rejected,  as  both  vocal  and  instrumental  music 

are  needed  in  the  classroom  at  the  beginning  of 

the  Kindergarten  Course. 

4    Health.     All  candidates  must  present  certificates    from 

physicians  stating  that  they  are  in  good  health  and  free  from 

all  physical  defects  that  unfit  them  for  teaching. 

The  Committee  on  Normal  Schools  has  voted  that  all 
candidates  for  admission  shall  be  examined  by  a  woman  phy- 
sician selected  by  the  school  to  determine  whether  they  are 
free  from  any  disease  or  infirmity  which  would  unfit  them  for 
teaching;  and  that  any  student  may  be  examined  by  this  phy- 
sician at  any  time  in  her  course  to  determine  whether  her 
physical  condition  warrants  her  continuance  in  the  school. 

Gymnastics  is  a  part  of  the  prescribed  course  of  study  for 
every  student. 

5.  Character.  All  candidates  must  present  testimonials 
of  good  moral  character. 

6.  hitention  to  teach.  At  registration  all  students  must 
sign  a  declaration  that  they  intend  to  teach  in  the  public 
schools  of  New  Jersey  for  at  least  two  years  immediately  after 
being  graduated,  unless  excused  temporarily  by  the  State 
Board  of  Education,  and  that  if  they  do  not  so  teach,  they 
will  refund  to  the  State  the  cost  of  their  education. 

7.  All  students  are  admitted  on  probation.  The  principals 
of  the  State  Normal  Schools  have  been  instructed  by  the 
State  Board  of  Education  to  exclude  from  these  schools  at 
the  close  of  the  first  half  year  such  students  as  are  unable  to 
pass  the  prescribed  examinations  in  the  work  of  that  half  year, 
including  English  composition,  spelling  and  arithmetic.

High  School  Preparation  for  the  Normal  School 

A  graduate  of  any  four  year's  course  of  a  school  on  the 
approved  list  is  admitted  without  examination,  provided  that 
course  has  included  plane  geometry.  A  certificate  from  an 
approved  high  school  should  count  from  72  to  80  points,  and 
should  include  those  subjects  that  are  essential  to  the  Normal 
required  units,  including  drawing,  plane  geometry,  algebra, 
botany,  zoology,  history,  the  college  entrance  requirements 
in  English,  or  the  equivalent.  If  a  student  has  had  a  recent 
review  of  arithmetic,  geography,  United  States  history  and 
English  grammar,  she  will  find  the  work  of  this  school  easier. 
Students  in  the  general  course  who  have  not  had  physics  and 
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chemistry  in  the  high  school  will  be  required  to  take  physical 
science  in  the  Normal  School.  Courses  in  the  reading  of 
music  and  in  English  history  or  moden  European  history  are 
advised. 

No  student  will  be  graduated  until  she  reaches  a  high  degree 
of  proficiency  in  spelling.  Students  who  are  very  deficient 
in  spelling  or  in  the  mechanics  of  written  English  will  fail  in 
the  work  of  this  school. 

Expenses 

No  charge  is  made  for  tuition  or  for  the  use  of  text-books 
and  apparatus. 

Each  student  must  provide  herself  with  a  gymnasium  outfit. 
This  consists  of  a  pair  of  high  white  sneakers,  black  ballet 
slippers,  two  middy  blouses,  and  a  pair  of  black  bloomers. 
The  entire  outfit  may  be  purchased  through  the  school  for  $8. 

//  is  most  important  that  710  part  of  the  outfit  shotild  be  pur- 
chased without  the  approval  of  the  physical  director.  Students 
with  apparel  already  in  their  possession  sho^ild  bring  it  for 
approval  on  Registration  Day. 

Luncheon  will  be  served  at  the  school  daily  at  the  noon  in- 
termission at  moderate  prices. 

The  Edward  Russ  Hall 

The  late  Edward  Russ  bequeathed  a  substantial  sum  of 
money  to  the  State  Board  of  Education  for  the  use  of  the  New 
Jersey  State  Normal  School  at  Montclair.  This  bequest  has 
been  used  in  the  erection  of  a  dormitor}^  known  as  the  Edward 
Russ  Hall,  which  was  opened  for  boarding  pupils  September 
16,  1915. 

The  building  is  fireproof  throughout  and  is  designed  in  the 
Spanish  Mission  style,  with  white  stucco  exterior  walls  and  red 
Spanish  tile  roof,  to  conform  in  character  to  the  present 
Normal  School  building. 

The  dormitory  accommodates  96  students,  there  being  52 
single  rooms  and  22  double  rooms.  Each  floor  is  provided  with 
ample  bath  and  toilet  room  facilities,  and  at  each  end  of  the 
hall,    conveniently  located,   are  two  enclosed  fireproof  stairs 
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extending  from  the  top  floor  to  the  ground  and  giving  ample 
exits. 

The  main  floor  is  particularly  well  planned  for  the  social 
requirements  of  a  school.  The  Living  Room  at  one  end  is 
thirty-three  feet  wide  and  forty  feet  long,  having  at  one  end 
a  Reading  Room,  thirteen  feet  by  thirty-two  feet.  This  is 
elevated  a  few  steps  above  the  general  level  of  the  Living 
Room  and  can  be  used  as  a  stage  for  giving  amateur  plays. 
On  one  side  of  the  Living  Room  is  a  large  open  fireplace,  which 
adds  much  to  the  attractiveness  of  the  room. 

At  the  other  end  of  the  building  is  the  large  Dining  Room, 
accommodating  no  persons.  This  is  finished  in  old  ivory 
tints  and  has  an  attractive  fireplace  at  one  side  of  the  room. 

The  Kitchen  and  serving  rooms  are  up-to-date  in  every 
respect.  They  are  arranged  with  a  view  to  the  best  sanitary 
requirements  and  every  convenience  of  a  large  Kitchen  has 
been  installed. 

On  the  first  floor  is  located  the  Matron's  suite,  which  con- 
tains a  living-room  and  bed-room.  There  is  also  a  reception 
room  for  visitors  and  a  hospital  room. 

The  basement  contains  store  rooms,  trunk  rooms  and  a  large 
and  well  equipped  laundr3^ 

The  sleeping  rooms,  both  single  and  double,  are  equipped 
with  comfortable  and  attractive  furniture.  Each  student  has 
a  single  iron  bed-stead  and  excellent  mattress,  a  chiffonier,  a 
desk,  a  commode,  an  easy  chair  and  a  straight  chair.  Each 
student  has  a  separate  closet  for  clothing. 

Dormitory  Regulations 

Students  are  not  permitted  to  board  elsewhere  than  at  the 
Edward  Russ  Hall  except  by  permission  of  the  principal.  This 
permission  is  hmited  strictly  to  boarding  with  relatives  or  friends 
in  very  exceptional  circumstances. 

The  uniform  rate  for  each  boarder  is  two  hundred  dollars  per 
annum,  payable  as  follows:  Five  dollars  when  application  is 
made;  forty-five  dollars  at  the  opening  of  the  term;  fifty  dollars 
at  the  beginning  of  the  second  quarter;  fifty  dollars  at  the 
beginnmg  of  the  third  quarter;  fifty  dollars  at  the  beginning 
of  the  fourth  quarter. 
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No  application  for  a  room  will  be  considered  unless  it  is 
accompanied  by  a  deposit  of  five  dollars;  it  the  application  is 
rejected,  this  will  be  refunded.  If  the  applicant  withdraws 
more  than  thirty  days  before  the  opening  of  school,  the  deposit 
will  be  refunded,  but  otherwise  it  will  be  forfeited.  Checks 
should  be  made  payable  to  Katheryn  E.  Hayes,  Treasurer. 

This  charge  includes  board,  laundry,  heat,  lights,  and  either 
a  single  or  half  a  double  room,  according  to  the  date  of  ap- 
plication.    Rooms  are  assigned  strictly  in  order  of  application. 

No  rebate  is  made  for  absence  on  Saturdays  and  Sundays,  for 
illness  for  less  than  three  weeks,  or  for  expulsion  or  vol- 
untary withdrawal  from  school  during  a  quarter.  Pupils  who 
are  ill  for  three  weeks  or  more  at  one  time  will  receive  a  draw- 
back of  $2.50  per  week  during  such  illness. 

Students  who  have  engaged  accommodation  at  the  dormitory 
should  arrive  on  the  day  preceding  the  opening  of  the  term. 

Trunks  should  be  marked  "Edward  Russ  Hall,  Montclair 
Heights,  N.J."  If  expressed  prepaid  to  Montclair  Heights  by 
Wells  Fargo  Express  Company  or  to  Montclair  by  Adams 
Express  Company,  they  will  be  delivered  at  the  dormitory.  If 
a  student  checks  her  trunk  on  her  railroad  ticket,  it  will  be 
delivered  at  the  dormitory  by  the  Shepard  Transfer  Compan}^ 
of  Montclair  or  by  John  Hart  of  Montclair  Heights  for  fifty 
cents. 

Each  student  should  bring  overshoes,  an  umbrella,  a  rain- 
coat, bathtowels,  and  two  clothes-bags  marked  distinctly 
with  her  name. 

Each  student  is  required  to  take  care  of  her  own  room. 
Laundry  is  limited  to  twelve  pieces  per  week  of  personal  cloth- 
ing, but  no  starched  pieces  are  ironed.  All  clothing  should 
be  marked  with  the  owner's  name  in  indelible  ink. 

Except  by  permission  of  the  matron,  students  are  not  per- 
mitted to  go  home  or  to  leave  town  during  term  time.  Per- 
mission to  go  home  at  week-ends  will  usually  be  granted  on 
written  request  of  parents. 

Students  must  attend  service  at  such  church  in  Upper 
Montclair  or  Montclair  as  shall  be  designated  by  their 
parents. 

Visitors,  other  than  parents  and  fellow  students,  will  be 
received  at  the  dormitory  only  by  permission  of  the  matron. 
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Guests  of  students  will  be  entertained  at  the  dormitory  at 
one  dollar  per  day,  if  arrangements  are  made  previously  with 
the  matron. 

Courses  of  Instruction 

No  special  students  are  admitted. 

The  aim  of  the  school  is  distinctly  professional.  Students 
are  prepared  to  teach  in  the  elementary  schools  or  Kinder- 
gartens of  New  Jersey. 

There  are  two  courses  of  stud}^ — the  General  Course  and  the 
Kindergarten  Primary  Course. 

Graduates  in  the  General  Course  receive  permanent  Nor- 
mal School  certificates,  to  teach  and  to  supervise  teaching  in 
any  branch  or  department  of  at  least  the  first  eight  years  of 
work  exclusive  of  the  Kindergarten;  to  be  the  Principal  of  any 
school  of  the  first  eight  years  that  is  under  a  City  Superin- 
tendent; to  be  the  Principal  of  a  school  or  the  schools  of  the 
first  eight  years  in  a  district  employing  not  more  than  nine 
assistant  teachers  and  not  under  a  local  Superintendent  or 
Supervising  Principal. 

Graduates  in  the  Kindergarten  Primary  Course  receive  per- 
manent Normal  School  certificates,  to  teach  and  to  supervise 
teaching  in  the  Kindergarten  and  in  any  brach  or  department 
of  the  first  four  years  of  school  work  exclusive  of  the  Kinder- 
garten. 

These  certificates  are  endorsable  without  examination  in 
most  States. 

I.     The  General  Course 

The  General  Course  requires  two  years  or  two  and  one-half 
years  for  its  completion,  according  to  the  qualification  and 
circumstances  of  the  individual  student. 

A  student  of  ability,  in  good  health,  boarding  in  Montclair  or 
commuting  daily  for  a  short  distance  may  complete  this  course 
in  two  years,  provided  she  has  had  in  the  high  school  the 
subjects  recommended  on  pages  17  and  18. 

Students  who  lack  these  qualifications,  or  who  commute 
daily  for  a  considerable  distance,  or  who  have  not  taken  in  the 
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high  school  all  the  subjects  recommended  on  pages  17  and  18 
will  find  it  impossible  to  complete  the  general  course  in  less 
than  two  and  one-half  years. 

All  students  who  can  do  so  are  advised  to  take  the  longer 
time. 

Arrangement  of  the  General  Course  of  Study

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Detail  of  the  General  Course  of  Study 

Psychology 

{a)    Elementary   Psychology 

Three  periods  per  week  in  the  Junior  B  Semester 

The  course  in  Elementary  Psychology  includes  (i)  a  study  of  the 
psychological  organism  of  the  brain  and  nervous  system;  the  nature  and 
training  of  the  special  senses,  and  the  less  complex  phases  of  perception, 
memory,  imagination,  thought,  the  emotions,  habits  and  the  will,  and 
the  nature  of  their  development  during  the  elementary  school  period. 
(2)  Studies  in  the  personal  reminiscences  of  the  students,  to  give  them 
practice  in  the  anah'sis  of  subjective  mental  phenomena  and  to  deepen 
and  broaden  their  concepts  of  the  subjective  states  of  childhood.  (3) 
Reading  and  reviews  of  certain  standard  reminiscent  studies  of  child- 
hood, such  as  Pierre  Loti's  Story  of  a  Child;  Tolstoi's  Childhood,  Boy- 
hood ajtd  Youth;  John  Stuart  Mill's  Autobiography;  Helen  Keller's  Story 
of  My  Life.  The  texts  used  in  the  course  of  Elementary  Psychology  are 
Angell's  Psychology.  Calkin's  First  Book  of  Psychology,  Pillsbury's 
Essentials  of  Psychology.  Reference  use  is  also  made  of  the  standard  texts 
of  James,  Judd,  Titchener.  Ziehen,  Thorndike,  Royce  and  Donaldson. 

ib)    Genetic  Psychology 

Two  periods  a  week  in  Junior  A  and  Sejiior  B  Semester 

This  is  an  advanced  course,  as  an  outgrowth  of  the  course  in  Ele- 
mentary Psychology,  and  covers  one  year  of  two  periods  a  week.  The 
purpose  of  the  course  is  (i)  to  apply  the  facts  learned  in  Elementary 
Psychology  to  the  training  of  children;  {2)  to  present,  so  far  as  they 
iiave  been  scientifically  determined,  facts  concerning  the  nature  and 
development  of  the  mind  during  childhood  and  adolescence,  and  (3)  to 
provide  the  prospective  teacher  with  sound  criteria  for  estimating  theo- 
ries about  the  child's  mind,  as  well  as  to  give  training  in  the  concrete 
study  of  child  life.  The  course  includes  studies  in  the  physical,  intel- 
lectual and  moral  development  of  children ;  factors  conditioning  mental 
development,  as  heredity  and  environment ;  mental  fatigue  and  its  rela- 
tion to  mental  work  ;  comparative  studies  of  the  minds  of  lower  animals 
and  savages  with  those  of  normal  and  defective  children ;  the  special 
senses,  perception,  memory,  imagination,  thought  powers,  emotions  and 
motor  ability.  Attention  is  also  given  to  the  causes  and  extent  of  defec- 
tive vision  and  hearing  and  methods  of  testing  the  same,  together  with 
other  minor  psychical  abnormalities  more  or  less  common  among  school 
children.  The  course  includes  lectures  and  conferencesby  the  instruct- 
or and  observations  and  readings  by  the  students.  The  tests  used  in- 
clude standard  books  by  G.  Stanley  Hall,  William  Preyer,  James  Sully, 
E.  A.  Kirkpatrick,  Earl  Barnes,  Stuart  H.  Rowe,  W.  B.  Drummond, 
Gabriel  Compayre,  J.  Mark  Baldwin  and  others. 
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Educational  Principles  Applied  to  Teaching 

Five  Hotirs  per  Week  in  Senior  B  Semestej 

The  aim  of  the  course  is  {a)  to  make  students  familiar  with  the  aims 
of  education  and  with  the  educational  principles  underlying  the  teaching 
process ;  {b)  to  make  them  able  to  apply  these  principles  to  school-room 
procedure  and  class  management,  to  the  selection  and  organization  of 
subject-matter,  and  to  the  choice  and  application  of  methods  to  be  used 
in  teaching. 

The  following  topics  will  be  considered  :  (i)  The  aims  of  education 
as  presented  in  various  periods  and  a  special  analysis  of  the  social  aim- 
its  effects  on  habits,  selection  of  subject-matter,  methods  and  ideals. 

(2)  Place  of  the  school  in  the  teaching  process. 

(3)  Part  played  by  physical  development  and  formation  of  moral 
habits  in  the  social  aim. 

(4)  Method  of  securing  class  interest  in  the  recitation  as  derived 
from  the  social  aim. 

(5)  Class  management  in  light  of  above  aim. 

(6)  The  necessity  of  considering  the  child  as  the  starting  point  in 
education. 

(7)  Varieties  of  lessons  depending  upon  the  particular  purpose  to 
be  accomplished  ;  the  inductive  development  lesson  (five  formal  steps); 
the  deductive  development  lesson,  recitation  lesson  ;  drill  lesson  :  review 
lesson ;  study  lesson.  The  teaching  of  definitions ;  the  topical  method ; 
method  of  narration;  of  explanation,  etc.,  with  aim  and  procedure  for 
each.  The  use  and  method  of  text  books  in  study  assignments  and  in 
the  recitation. 

(8)  The  art  of  questioning  in  the  recitation. 

(9)  Application  of  the  above  principles  to  school-room  observation 
and  to  preparation  for  practice  teaching.  Lesson  plans  by  students  with 
special  attention  to  aim  of  lesson,  steps  to  be  considered,  activities  desired. 

The  course  will  consist  of  lectures,  assigned  readings,  discussions,  pa- 
pers, reports  of  observation  and  lesson  plans. 

Special   Methods 

Two  periods  a  week  in  Senior  B  Semes te7 

This  course  aims  to  teach  students  to  apply  the  principles  of  education 
as  considered  in  the  more  general  course  of  methods  in  reading  and 
spelling. 

I.  Reading  {a)  Something  of  the  history  of  reading  as  to  selection  of 
material  and  methods  used,  {b)  Present-day  standards  for  choice  of  sub- 
ject matter,  (c)  Methods:  A  discussion  of  the  word,  sentence  and 
phonic  methods.  Discussions  of  other  more  recent  methods  which  are 
combinations  of  the  above,  as  Kalional,  New  Education,  Natural,  Nursery 
and  Aldine;  correlation  of  drawing,  story,  dramatization  with  reading  in 
the  primary  grades;  a  study  of  phonetics.  Lesson  plans  and  the  presen- 
tation of  an  ideal  method  by  each  student.     Methods  for  intermediate 
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grades  will  be  considered,  (a)  The  preparation:  The  word-drill.  Word- 
study  as  compared  with  silent  reading;  the  use  of  the  dictionary,  (d) 
Vocal  expression :  Faults  of  expression  :  Causes;  How  corrected  ?  Cor- 
relation of  reading  with  other  subjects. 

2.     Spelling. 

Selection  of  words  for  primary  grades:  division  of  words  into  syl- 
lables; the  part  pronunciation  plays  in  spelling.  Value  of  dictation 
lessons.  Desirability  of  having  children  keep  lists  of  their  own  miss- 
spelled  words  for  frequent  review.    Spelling  games  and  spelling  matches. 

Methods  of  teaching  other  subjects  are  discussed  in  the  several  de- 
partments in  connection  with  the  subject  matter. 

Penmanship 

One  period  per  week  for  two  Semestej's 

There  are  two  aims  in  this  course.  The  first  is  to  develop  a  legible, 
easy  and  rapid  handwriting.  This  is  accomplished  by  hygienic  position 
of  the  body,  correct  penholding,  movement  drills  and  analysis  of  form. 
Uniform  height,  even  spacing,  neatness  and  arrangement  of  work  receive 
special  attention. 

The  second  is  to  teach  the  method  of  presentation.  Considerable 
blackboard  practice  is  given  with  emphasis  on  position.  The  quality  of 
paper,  size  and  type  of  pen  and  holder,  writing  implements  in  the  dif- 
ferent grades,  objects  to  be  sought  in  the  lower  and  upper  grades,  time 
devoted  to  penmanship  and  its  relation  to  other  studies  are  carefully 
considered. 

The  various  systems  are  compared,  showing  their  adequacy  or  in- 
adequacy to  meet  the  demands  of  the  child's  later  life. 

History  of  Education 

Three  periods  per  week  for  one  Semesto 

European  education  occupies  the  major  part  of  the  course.  It  in- 
cludes a  brief  study  of  the  development  of  educational  institutions  and 
theories  among  the  great  culture  nations  of  the  old  world,  including 
Greek  education,  education  among  the  Romans,  the  early  Christian 
schools  and  teachers,  origin  of  the  universities  and  the  rise  of  higher  edu- 
cation, educational  aspects  of  the  renaissance,  the  realistic  and  natural- 
istic movements  in  modern  education,  the  great  reformers,  their  theories, 
efforts  and  accomplishments,  and  of  portions  of  the  chief  educational 
clasics.  Paul  Monroe's  Brief  Course  i7i  the  History  of  Education  is  the 
text-book  that  is  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  students.  Use  is  also  made 
of  the  writings  of  Laurie,  Quick,  Davidson,  Williams,  Compayre,  Wood- 
ward, James  P.  Monroe,  Paul  Monroe,  Will  S.  Monroe  and  others.  The 
educational  classics  include  Plato's  Republic,  Qomeiiixxs'  School  of  I^ifancy 
and  Great  Didactic,  Rousseau's  Emile,  Pestalozzi's  Leonard  and  Ger- 
trude, Froebel's  Education  of  Man,  and  Spencer's  Education.  The 
course  is  given  in  lectures,  discussions  and  readings. 
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English  Grammar  and  Composition 

Four  hours  per  week  for  one  Semester 

Part  I.     Grammar  and  Composition. 

Gramryiar.  The  study  of  sentences  and  their  structure,  the  study  of 
phrases  and  clauses.  Analysis  of  sentences.  Words  classified  according 
to  function.  Fundamental  principles  of  technical  grammar.  The  work 
in  English  grammar  largely  inductive.  Professional  aspects  of  teaching 
the  subject.     Laboratory  methods  and  their  value. 

Composition.  Exercises  in  narration,  exposition,  description  and 
argument.  The  stud}--  of  the  paragraph.  The  principles  of  unity,  cohe- 
rence and  emphasis.  Variety  in  sentence;  exercises  in  changing  the  form 
of  expressions.    Oral  composition.     Versification. 

Part  11.  Language  in  the  Elemeatary  Grades.  Aim — to  develop 
power  of  expression. 

Language  methods.  Oral  language;  reproductive  and  imaginative 
composition.  Conversation  exercises,  with  special  attention  to  correct 
forms  of  speech,  enlargements  of  vocabulary  and  choice  of  words. 
Reports  of  experiences  outside  of  school.  Story-telling.  Picture-study 
to  stimulate  expression.  Written  language;  form  lessons,  thought  les- 
sons. Letter-writing,  story-writing.  Dictation  lessons.  Study  and  im- 
itation of  models.  Dramatization;  practical  application.  Action  games. 
Crid^ism  and  corre::t:i3n  of  written  work.  Correlations  of  langua^3  with 
other  subjects.  Examination  of  available  text-books  for  the  grades.  The 
reading  of  professional  and  pedagogical  works  on  the  subject  of  lan- 
guage for  the  elementary  grades. 

Literature 

Four  hours  per  week  for  one  Semester 

The  aim  of  this  coarse  is  to  bring  students  to  an  appreciation  of  the 
nature  of  literature  and  its  relation  to  life,  in  order  that  they  may  know 
what  should  be  their  aim  in  presenting  literature,  and  what  should  con- 
trol their  choice  of  literature  in  the  elementary  grades. 

The  course  is  divided  m.\.o  Parts  I  and  II. 

Part  I.  The  following  types  of  literature  are  studied:  (i)  The  epic, 
the  Odyssey  (Bryant's  translation);  the  ballad  epic,  Arnold's  Sohrab  and 
Rustum;  a  brief  study  of  the  transition  from  the  epic  to  the  lyric  and  the 
dramatic,  a  study  of  the  fundamental  relation  of  form  to  the  life  it  em- 
bodies and  expresses.  (2)  The  lyric.  Seward's  Narrative  and  Lyrical 
Poems  for  Students.  (3)  The  dramatic,  Shakespeare's  Tempest.  (4)  The 
short  stor}',  appreciation  of  such  masters  as  Irving,  Poe,  Hawthorne, 
Stevenson  and  Kipling. 

Part  II.  The  reading  of  literature  suitable  for  use  in  elementary 
grades.  Courses  in  literature  for  the  elementary  schools  developed.  The 
method  of  presentation  of  literature,  illustrated  by  actual  lesson-plans 
prepared  for  different  grades  as  directed ;  class  discussion  of  these 
lesson-plans.     Pedagogical  significance  of  myths,  fables,  fairy-tales,  folk- 
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tales,  legends  and  hero-stories.  The  choice  of  stories,  the  essential  quali- 
ties of  a  story  for  children;  the  art  of  story-telling;  principles  of  method, 
manner  and  voice.  The  character  of  memory  selections.  Poetry  present- 
ed primarily  as  a  work  of  art,  and  not  in  the  service  of  any  other  sub- 
ject. Correlations  of  Hterature— "The  natural  correlations  of  Uterature 
are  with  the  other  arts;  but,  above  all,  with  the  spirit  of  childhood,  and 
with  the  consciousness  of  children."  Dramatization  and  the  dramatic 
representation  of  literary  selections.  Literary  programs  for  special  days. 
The  school  library.  The  reading  of  professional  and  pedagogical  works  on 
the  subject  of  literature  for  the  elementary  grades. 

Mathematics 

Three  periods  per  week  for  the  first  Semester 
Two  periods  per  week  in  Junior  A  and  Senior  B  Semesters 

The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  equip  teachers  thoroughly  for  the  work 
of  the  grades.  This  will  require  a  wider  and  more  theoretic  knowledge  of 
the  graded  school  mathematics;  a  knowledge  of  the  history  and  padagogy 
of  the  subject;  a  knowledge  of  the  nature  of  the  problems  encountered  in 
the  activities  of  children  and  in  the  world's  work. 

(rt)  Arithmetic — This  course  will  seek  tojdevelop  quickness  in  oral 
work  not  only  with  small  numbers,  but  with  numbers  of  two  and  three 
figures;  power  to  form  close  estimates  of  the  results  required  in  a  problem 
without  actual  computation;  accuracy,  rapidity  and  economy  in  compu- 
tation; accuracy  of  statement  in  the  written  or  oral  analysis  of  a  problem. 
This  will  require  a  careful  study  of  all  the  fundamental  principles  upon 
which  the  act  of  computation  depends,  and  also  a  careful  stud}-  of  those 
number  relations  which  make  possible  the  abridgment  of  work. 

All  topics  taken  in  upper  grammar  grades  will  receive  very  care- 
ful study.  The  real  problems  encountered  in  many  adult  activities  in 
commercial  and  industrial  life  will  be  studied  to  give  students  an  appre- 
ciation of  the  uses  of  arithmetic  and  to  add  to  their  power  better  to 
interpret  phases  of  the  work  which  they  are  preparing  to  teach. 

{b)  The  History  of  Arithmetic — The  history  of  the  older  nota- 
tions; the  scales  of  notation;  the  Hindoo  notation;  the  evolution  of  the 
fundamental  processes  from  the  methods  of  the  Hindoos;  the  early 
printed  arithmetics  and  the  growth  of  the  subject  up  to  the  present  time 
will  be  presented  by  lectures.  Readings  by  the  students  from  the  his- 
tories of  Ball,  Fink,  Cajori  and  others  will  be  required.  Some  of  the 
first  English  texts,  as  those  of  Recorde,  Dilworth,  Wingate,  Cocker,  Pike 
and  others  will  be  examined. 

{c)  The  Pedagogy  of  Arithmetic. — A  stud}-  of  the  pedagogy  of 
the  subject  will  include  such  topics  as  the  educational  value  and  aim  of 
arithmetic;  the  number  concept;  the  child's  power  to  use  the  type  of 
thought  required  in  the  use  of  number;  the  child's  interests — drills,  games 
and  problems;  the  nature  and  purpose  of  problems;  the  analysis  and  solu- 
tion of  problems;  heuristic  method  of  development,  etc.  The  course  will 
consist  of  a  study  of  the  types  of  problems  common  in  all  the  grades  in 
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public  schools,  lectures  and  assigned  readings  from  Young's  Teaching  of 
Mathematics,  Smith's  Teaching  of  Elementary  Mathematics,  Smith's 
Teaching  of  Arithmetic,  McMurray's  Special  Method  ijt  Arithmetic, 
Stone's  Arithmetical  Abilities,  Jackson's  Edjccatiotial  Significance  of  Six- 
teenth Centtcry  Arithmetic  and  many  others.  A  study  will  also  be  made 
of  older  and  recent  text-books  and  of  recent  courses  of  studv. 


Nature-Study 

Three  pei'iods  per  week  for  two  Semesters 

The  work  in  biological  nature-study  extends  through  two  semesters. 
The  topics  follow  the  order  of  the  seasons.  Living  material  is  used 
whenever  possible.  A  small  collection  of  insects  is  made  during  the 
autumn,  to  serve  as  a  basis  for  later  work.  Entering  students  will  find 
it  a  saving  of  time  to  begin  the  collection  during  the  summer.  Direction 
sheets  sent  on  application. 

Fall  topics  are  autumn  flowers,  seed  dispersal,  insects  and  other  ar- 
thropods, bulb-planting,  trees  in  their  leafy  and  winter  conditions  and  the 
preparation  of  nature  for  winter.  Topics  studied  during  the  winter 
months  are  principles  of  forestry;  yeasts,  molds  and  bacteria,  considered 
from  physiological,  economic  and  sanitary  standpoints;  seed  germination 
and  seedlings;  differentiated  parts  of  plants;  vegitative  propagation  of 
plants,  and  soils  in  relation  to  the  need  of  the  plant.  Spring  topics  are 
school  and  home  gardening,  spring  flowers,  plant  families  and  associations, 
birds,  the  development  of  the  toad  and  frog,  early  appearing  insects  and 
their  relation  to  the  other  animals  mentioned. 

Students  make  and  care  for  school  gardens  on  the  grounds  of  the 
school  as  a  part  of  their  regular  work  in  this  department. 

The  course  includes  as  wide  a  range  of  observations  as  possible  of 
objects  worth  observing  or  which  the  prospective  teacher  may  be  called 
upon  to  use  in  her  work .  The  flowers,  trees,  birds,  insects  are  not  studied 
from  the  scientific  standpoint,  but  as  more  or  less  related  to  our  lives,  and 
in  such  a  way  as  to  give  the  student  a  ready  recognition  of  them — a 
speaking  acquaintance — and  an  understanding  of  the  principles  upon 
which  their  life  depends. 

Geography 

Three  periods  per  week  in  funior  A  Semester 
Two  periods  per  week  in  Senior  B  Semester 

The  course  aims  to  give  an  understanding  of  the  control  which  cli- 
mate, surface  and  other  geographic  factors  exert  over  the  life  of  man  and 
animals  upon  the  globe;  a  knowledge  of  and  ability  to  use  the  authorita- 
tive source  material  available;  the  ability  to  read  maps,  and  some  of  the 
best  ways  of  presenting  the  subject  to  children. 

The  first  half-year's  work  is  devoted  to  a  study  of  mathematical 
geography,  the  atmosphere,  the  lands,  the  work  of  running  water   and 
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the  oceans.  As  much  field  work  as  possible  is  done  in  this  connection, 
as  the  school  is  particularly  well  situated  for  it.  Books  most  used  in  this 
part  ot  the  course  are  Dodge's  Geography  and  Salisbuiy' s  Physiography. 

The  first  half  of  the  second  semester  is  devoted  t )  the  study  of  the 
continent  of  North  America  and  countries  of  Europe  most  closely  con- 
nected with  us  through  trade.  Through  this  study  the  pupils  are  ex- 
pected to  gain  an  insight  into  the  method  of  continent  study  for  the 
grammar  grades.  Particular  emphasis  is  laid  upon  the  influence  of  ge- 
ographic environment  in  determining  routes  of  trade,  location  of  indus- 
trial centers,  and  the  distribution  of  commodities.  The  books  most 
used  in  this  part  of  the  course  are  Dodge's  Advajiced  Geography,  Mill's 
Interiiational  Geography,  Robinson's  and  Bingham's  Commercial  Geog- 
raphies, Miss  Semple's  The  Influe^ice  of  Geographic  Enviro7iment,  and 
various  government  publications. 

The  work  in  methods  of  teaching  geography  is  left  until  the  last 
quarter  in  order  to  take  advantage  of  the  instruction  in  the  art  of  ques- 
ticning  and  in  making  lesson  plans  given  in  the  course  in  pedagogy. 
The  chief  divisions  of  the  work  are  a  study  of  the  content  of  geography; 
determining  factors  in  arranging  subject  matter  for  different  grades;  meth- 
ods of  teaching  as  applied  to  subject-matter  determined  for  each  grade. 
Each  student  prepares  lesson  plans  for  different  grades  and  teaches  the 
class. 


American  History 

Three  periods  per  iveek  for  two  Semesters 

The  course  presents  a  general  survey  of  the  rise  and  development  of 
the  American  nation  and  includes  a  discussion  of  methods  of  teaching 
history  and  civics  in  the  primary  and  grammar  grades,  the  question 
of  curricula,  the  use  of  sources  and  illustrative  material  and  a  knowledge 
of  historical  bibliography.  The  chief  topics  studied  are  European  influ- 
ences on  American  colonization,  the  struggle  for  supremacy  between 
England  and  France,  growth  of.  colonial  institutions,  the  contest  with 
England,  formation  and  interpretation  of  the  Constitutions  of  the  United 
States  and  New  Jersey,  the  development  of  the  new  nation,  western  ex- 
pansion, conditions,  parties  and  issues  that  led  to  the  Civil  War,  the  war 
and  its  results,  present  social  and  economic  problems,  labor  and  capital, 
immigration,  the  tariff,  the  United  States  as  a  world  power,  territorial 
and  political  expansion,  municipal  government  and  the  New  Jersey 
school  system. 

The  course  consists  of  lectures,  recitations,  special  topics,  assigned 
readings,  written  reviews,  story  telling  and  class  exercises  in  the  conduct 
of  history  recitations. 
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The  Manual  Arts 

Freehand  Drawing — 

Four  periods  per  week  for  one  Semester  with  Design 

A  course  giving  the  fundamentals  of  simple  representation  and 
perspective.  Problems  will  involve  the  foreshortened  circle  and  circular 
surfaces  in  all  positions,  convergence  and  questions  of  distance,  position 
and  level.  Memory  drawing  to  cultivate  a  graphic  vocabulary.  Students 
will  be  required  to  prepare  note  books  covering  the  work  of  the   term. 

Design — 

A  course  presenting  the  essentials  of  design  as  applied  to  school  exer- 
cises. Applications  are  made  to  (a)  borders,  {b)  rectangular  or  circular 
patterns,  {c)  landscape  and  still-life  composition,  and  {d)  lettering.  The 
work  is  done  with  reference  to  a  stated  material  and  purpose,  as  rectan- 
gular pattern  (clay),  border  (stenciling  or  basketry),  lettering  (poster). 

The  course  includes  a  definite,  usable  discussion  and  demonstrations 
of  color  and  tones. 

Manual  Training — 

Two  periods  per  week  for  two  Semesters 
Tested  forms  of  handwork   and  construction   for  the  first   five  or 
six  elementary  years  will  be  used  as  the  basis  for  work,  as  follows: 
{a)  Paper  construction,  folding  and  pasting. 
(Jb)  Cardboard  construction,  simple  bookmaking,  boxes,  etc. 
{c)  Sand-table  representation. 
{d)  Basketry — including  reed,  splint  and  raphia  basket-work. 

Blackboard  Drawing — 

One  period  per  week  for  one   Setnester 

A  course  planned  to  familiarize  students  with  methods  of  teaching 
drawing  and  to  give  them  confidence  in  drawing  on  the  blackboard  for 
class  room  purposes.  The  list  of  exercises  will  include  illustrative  work 
with  both  brush  and  chalk;  drawing  of  vehicles,  buildings,  animals  and 
figures  for  picture  purposes,  and  lettering. 

Gymnastics  and  Hygiene 

Gy7n?tastics:   Three  periods  per  week  for  two  Semesters 

Two  periods  per  week  for  one  Semester 
Hygiene:     Three  periods  per   week  for  one    Se?nester 

The  purpose  of  the  course  in  physical  training  is  threefold: 
I.  To  keep  each  student  in  good  physical  condition  and  to  inspire 
in  her  a  thorough  appreciation  of  the  importance  of  health.  For  this 
purpose  three  weekly  lectures  are  given  throughout  the  first  semester 
in  principles  of  physiology  and  hygiene  correlated  with  three  hours  of 
practical  gymnastic  traiiling  where  such  training  may  be  applied. 
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2.  To  teach  the  student  to  plan  and  conduct  gymnastic  lessons 
suitable  to  the  school-room,  and  to  be  able  to  recognize  and  correct 
physical  defects  and  faulty  postures  among  children.  Throughout  the 
second  year  two  hours  a  week  of  theory  and  practice  are  devoted  to 
this  end. 

3.  To  give  a  knowledge  of  scientific  school-room  lighting,  heating, 
ventilation  and  seating,  and  to  train  the  student  to  recognize  good  or 
bad  conditions  of  the  same. 


Physical  Science 

Three  periods  per  week  for  one  Semester 

The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  give  an  intelligent  comprehension  of 
sach  facts  in  physical  nature  as  are  apt  to  present  themselves  in  every- 
day life  or  as  are  fundamental  to  geography,  physiology,  biology,  psychol- 
ogy and  music.  The  work  is  connected  as  closely  as  possible  with  the  work 
in  these  departments. 

The  student  is  also  shown  that  there  are  many  facts,  both  physical 
and  chemical,  concerning  heat,  air,  water,  light,  sound,  magnetism  and 
electricity  which  are  of  great  value  and  interest  to  pupils  in  the  elemen- 
tary schools. 

This  part  of  the  work  is  regarded  as  supplementing  the  course  in 
biological  nature  study,  it  being  regarded  as  important  that  nature 
study  should  include  physical  as  well  as  biological  material.  Emphasis 
is  placed  upon  methods  of  presenting  such  material  in  a  simple  way 
and  with  the  use  of  very  simple  apparatus. 


Music 

One  period  per  week  for  three  Semesters 

The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  enable  the  student  to  meet  the  require- 
ments for  teaching  music  in  the  public  schools  in  the  State  from  the 
primary  to  the  highest  grades. 

Some  of  the  saUent  features  of  this  course  are:  Ear  training  and 
interval  work.  Intervals— perfect  major,  minor  diminished  and  aug- 
mented. Diatonic  and  chromatic  scales.  Names  of  degrees  of  the 
diatonic  scale.  Table  of  chromatics.  Helpnote  study.  Major  scales 
and  their  relative  minors.  Minor  scale.  Natural,  harmonic  and  me- 
lodic triads,  major  and  minor.  Class  and  individual  sight  reading. 
Dictation  work  for  all  grades.  Time  and  rhythm  emphasized.  Closing 
cadences.  Simple  rules  in  harmony  for  the  benefit  of  the  teacher. 
History  of  music.  Lives  of  famous  composers.     Chorus  work. 
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II.  The  Kindergarten  Primary  Course 

This  course  requires  two  years  for  its  completion  and 
qualifies  a  graduate  to  teach  a  kindergarten  or  one  of  the  first 
four  primary  grades.  Students  are  received  in  September  or 
in  February.  They  must  have  the  same  qualifications  as 
candidates  for  the  general  course,  and  must  also  satisfy  the 
Kindergarten  director  that  they  can  sing  and  can  play  the 
piano  well  enough  to  conduct  the  music  for  the  class  from 
the  very  beginning  of  the  term.

Gifts 

A  generous  gift  of  money  from  the  late  Edward  Russ,  Esq., 
for  the  decoration  of  the  building  has  enabled  the  school  to 
place  on  its  walls  many  photographs  of  men  eminent  in 
science,  psycholog}^  education  and  in  public  affairs,  as  well 
as  several  reproductions  of  the  masterpieces  of  the  great 
artists.  At  his  death,  Mr.  Russ  bequeathed  to  this  school  a 
large  sum  of  money  and  a  collection  of  curios  and  of  pho- 
tographs. 

The  class  of  1910,  on  Commencement  Day,  presented 
a  statue  of  Athene,  which  has  been  placed  in  the  Assembly 
Hall.  The  class  of  1911  presented  "The  Winged  Victory." 
Messrs.  Danufsky  and  Halsey,  of  the  class  of  191 2,  have 
made  and  placed  on  the  grounds  an  artistic  sun-dial.  The 
parting  gift  of  the  class  of  1912  was  a  statue  of  Diana. 
The  class  of  191 3  presented  photographic  reproductions  of 
three  of  Millet's  works.  The  class  of  1910  has  recently 
contributed  a  sum  of  money  to  be  used  for  the  purchase 
of  books  for  the  library,  and  a  similar  gift  has  been  made 
by  the  class  of  1911.  At  their  Commencement  in  June,  1914. 
the  class  of  1914  presented  reproductions  of  Ruysdael's 
Windmill  and  The  Hour  of  the  Angelus  by  Perret.  The 
classes  of  January  and  June,  191 5,  presented  to  the  school 
an  oil  portrait  of  the  present  principal.

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Historical  and  Descriptive 


The  Legislature  of  1902  directed  the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion to  investigate  the  need  of  additional  facilities  for  train- 
ing teachers  for  the  public  schools  of  New  Jersey.  In  its 
annual  report  of  1903,  the  Board  reported  that,  although  the 
New  Jersey  State  Normal  School  at  Trenton  was  filled  with 
students,  the  supply  of  trained  teachers  was  quite  inadequate 
to  the  increasing  demand  and  recommended  that  a  normal 
school  be  established  in  the  northern  part  of  the  State.  In 
1904  the  Legislature  appropriated  $25,0001  for  the  purchase  of 
a  site.  After  inspecting  many  locations,  the  Board  finally 
purchased  a  plot  of  twenty-five  acres  in  the  northern  part  of 
Montclair,  Essex  County.  A  more  beautiful  or  healthful  site 
could  not  have  been  chosen.  The  grounds  have  an  elevation 
of  four  hundred  feet  above  sea  level  and  command  an  unin- 
terrupted view  of  a  landscape  of  remiarkable  beauty.  The 
Orange  range  stretches  away  to  the  right,  while  at  the  front 
and  left  the  Passaic  valley,  the  Hudson,  and  the  taller  buildings 
of  New  York  City  are  plainly  visible. 

An  appropriation  of  $275,000  was  made  by  the  Legislature 
of  1906  for  the  erection  and  equipment  of  a  building.  The 
mission  style  was  adopted  and  a  normal  school  building,  334 
feet  long  and  133  feet  deep,  of  brick  covered  with  white  stucco, 
was  erected  on  the  highest  part  of  the  grounds,  fronting  the 
New  York  landscape.  The  equipment  is  of  the  latest  and  best. 
The  ample  grounds  afford  opportunities  for  school  gardens, 
tennis  courts,  and  all  the  outdoor  activities  of  a  large  normal 
school. 

The  building  was  dedicated  September  28th,  1908,  by  Gov- 
ernor John  Franklin  Fort  and  the  State  Board  of  Education. 
The  school  had  been  previously  organized  on  September  15th, 
with  187  students.  Another  class  was  received  in  February, 
1909,  to  the  number  of   31,  making  the  total   registration  in 
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the  first  year  2-1 8.     No  advanced  classes  were  opened  the  first 
year  and  no  students  received  from  any  other  normal  school.

2.  By  D.,  L.  and  W.  Railroad  to  Montclair  station,  thence  by 
Valley  Road  trolley  to  the  grounds. 

3.  By  Bloomfield  Avenue  trolley  with  transfer  at  Valley  Road 
to  Valley  Road  trolley. 

4.  By  Autobus  from  Paterson. 

Passengers  by  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  to  Newark  can 
take  Bloomfield  Avenue  trolley  at  Terminal  station,  Newark. 

Passengers  by  the  Central  Railroad  of  New  Jersey  to  Newark 
can  take  Bloomfield  Avenue  trolley  at  Terminal  station,  Newark. 

Calendar  1916-1917 

The  Fall  term  began  on  Monday,  October  2d,  19 16,  and  will 
close  Friday,  February  9th,  191 7.  The  school  will  be  closed 
Thanksgiving  Day,  and  the  day  following,  and  every  Saturday. 
A  vacation  is  given  from  11  40  Friday,  December  22d,  1916,  to 
10:15  Tuesday,  January  2d,  191 7.  The  school  was  opened  at 
this  date,  later  than  is  customary,  because  of  an  epidemic  of 
infantile  paralysis.  In  order  to  make  up  some  of  the  time  lost 
thereby,  it  will  be  kept  open  on  certain  holidays. 

The  Spring  term  will  begin  on  Monday,  February  12th,  191 7, 
and  will  close  Friday,  June  29th,  1917,  with  a  vacation  from  2  :45 
Friday,  March  30th,  to  10:15  Monday,  April  9th,  1917.  The 
school  will  be  closed  Memorial  Day. 

The  dates  of  the  quarters  are  as  follows : 

First  quarter — October  2d,  1916,  to  November  29th,  1916. 

Second  quarter — December  4th,  1916,  to  February  9th,  191 7. 

Third  quarter — February  12th,  191 7,  to  April  20th,  191 7. 

Fourth  quarter — April  23d,  191 7,  to  June  29th,  191 7. 

Students  are  received  at  the  beginning  of  the  Fall  term  in 
September  or  at  the  beginning  of  the  Spring  term  in  February, 
and  are  admitted  at  their  option  to  the  Kindergarten  Primary 
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course  of  two  years  or  to  the  General  course  of  two  years  or  of 
two  and  one-half  years. 

No  class  will  be  formed  in  the  Kindergarten  Primary  course 
in  February  unless  at  least  ten  students  apply  for  admission  to 
that  course. 

New  students  will  be  registered  for  the  Spring  term  at  10:15 
P.  M.  on  Monday,  February  12th,  191 7.  Former  students  will 
be  registered  at  i  :oo  P.  M.  on  Monday,  February  12th,  191 7. 
Commencement  exercises  will  be  held  in  the  Assembly  Hall  on 
Friday,  February  2d,  191 7,  at  2:30  P.  M.,  and  on  Friday,  June 
29th,  1917,  at  2:30  P.  M. 

The  next  Fall  tenm  will  begin  on  Tuesday,  September  4th, 
191 7.  N^ew  students  will  be  registered  for  the  Fall  term  in  the 
Assembly  Hall  at  10  A.  M.  Former  students  will  be  registered 
at  I  P.  M. 

The  General  Aim  of  the  School 

The  Montclair  State  Normal  School  is  a  professional  school, 
whose  single  aim  at  present  is  the  preparation  of  teachers  for 
the  elementary  schools  and  kindergartens  of  the  State. 

The  qualifications  of  a  good  teacher  are  both  natural  and 
acquired.  The  former  include  all  that  we  mean  by  personality. 
In  detail,  these  are : 

1.  Adaptability  and  tact,  i.  e.,  the  ability  to  adjust  one's  self 
in  thought,  language  and  method  to  the  immaturity  of  children. 

2.  A  strong  attraction  for  teaching,  based  on  genuine  love  of 
children. 

3.  Intellectual  ability. 

4.  Executive  ability. 

5.  Common  sense. 

6.  Good  health  and  a  cheerful  disposition. 

One  who  lacks  any  of  these  natural  qualifications  will  not 
teach  well.  Since  the  Normal  School  cannot  create  personality, 
it  cannot  make  teachers.  Its  most  important  function  is  to  dis- 
cover, to  inspire  and  to  train  the  horn  teacher,  and  to  fit  her  into 
her  appropriate  place  in  the  schools. 

There  can  be  no  academic  tests  of  personality.  The  candidate 
for  the  teaching  profession  is  admitted  to  the  Normal  School 
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chiefly  upon  evidence  of  her  intellectual  ability.  The  condition 
is  always  implied  that  she  may  be  dismissed  whenever  it  becomes 
clear  that  she  lacks  conspicuously  the  natural  qualifications  of 
the  good  teacher. 

To  the  natural  teacher,  however,  the  IVTontclair  State  Normal 
School  offers  unexcelled  opportunities  of  acquiring  that  profes- 
sional knowledge  and  technical  skill  which  are  indispensable  to 
the  best  teaching. 

The  course  of  study  includes  the  necessary  elements  in  the 
training  of  teachers. 

(i)  Educational  theory.  The  history  of  education,  psychol- 
o§yj  Pedagogy,  organization  and  management  of  schools,  the 
principles  and  art  of  teaching,  and  methods. 

(2)  A  thorough  study  of  the  subject  matter  of  the  elernentary 
school  curriculum. 

(3)  Observation  of  model  teaching. 

(4)  Practice  in  teaching  under  expert  supervision. 

Requirements  for  Admission 

(Extract  from  the  School  Law  of  New  Jersey) 

"State  Normal  Schools  shall  be  maintained  for  the  purpose  of  training  and 
educating  persons  in  the  science  of  education  and  art  of  teaching.  Tuition 
in  said  schools  shall  be  free. 

"Each  county  shall  be  entitled  to  at  least  six  times  as  many  pupils  in  such 
schools  as  it  shall  have  representatives  in  the  Legislature.  In  case  any  county 
shall  not  have  the  full  number  of  pupils  to  which  it  shall  be  entitled,  pupils 
may  be  admitted  from  other  counties.  Pupils  when  admitted  shall  sign  a 
declaration  that  they  intend  to  teach  in  the  public  schools  of  this  State  for  at 
least  two  years  immediately  after  being  graduated,  unless  excused  tem- 
porarily by  the  State  Board  of  Education,  and  that,  if  they  do  not  so  teach, 
they  will  refund  to  the  State  the  cost  of  their  education." 

In  accordance  with  the  above  statute,  the  State  Board  of 
Education,  on  December  4th,  191 5,  passed  the  following  resolu- 
tions : 

Resolved,  That  after  January  ist,  191 6,  admissions  to  the 
Normal  Schools  from  each  county  shall  be  in  proportion  to 
the  number  of  representatives  in  the  Legislature,  and  that  if 
any  county  does  not  avail  itself  of  the  quota  to  which  it  is  thus 
entitled,  then  the  number  of  admissions  to  which  such  county 
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is  entitled  but  does  not  use  shall  be  divided  among  the  other 
counties  in  proportion  to  representation  in  the  Legislature;  and 
that  the  counties  now  having  an  excess  apportionment  in  the 
State  Normal  Schools  shall  not  be  allowed  a  further  apportion- 
ment of  students  until  that  excess  is  reduced  to  its  normal  ap- 
portionment, unless  there  are  no  applications  from  other  counties. 

Resolved,  That  in  case  a  county  has  more  applicants  than  the 
Normal  Schools  can  receive,  a  number  shall  be  allotted  to  each 
approved  High  School  in  that  county  in  proportion  to  its  relative 
enrollment ;   and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  in  case  the  applicants  from  a  High  School  are 
in  excess  of  the  number  that  can  be  received,  they  shall  be  ac- 
cepted in  the  order  of  their  standing  in  scholarship  in  that  High 
School. 

Resolved,  That  January  ist  and  June  ist,  in  each  year,  shall 
be  the  last  dates  for  receiving  applications  for  the  apportionment 
of  students  for  the  next  succeeding  terms  of  the  Normal  Schools. 

Both  sexes  are  admitted. 

1.  Residence.  All  candidates  must  be  residents  of  New  Jersey. 

2.  Age.  All  candidates  must  be  at  least  sixteen  years  old. 

3.  Scholarship.  Graduates  of  a  four-year  course  in  a  high 
school  or  private  secondary  school  approved  by  the  State  Board 
of  Education  and  holders  of  first-grade  county  teachers'  certifi- 
cates or  of  permanent  elem.entary  or  secondary  certificates  are 
admitted  to  this  school  without  examination. 

Whenever  the  preparatory  course  has  not  included  plane 
geometry,  the  student  will  be  conditioned  in  that  subject  and  will 
be  required  to  pass  an  examination  in  it  before  being  graduated 
from  the  Normal  School. 

Candidates  who  elect  the  Kindergarten  Primary  course  must 
satisfy  the  supervisor  of  that  department  of  their  ability  to  play 
the  piano  and  to  sing  sufficiently  for  the  conduct  of  a  Kinder- 
garten. Applicants  who  cannot  qualify  in  music  are  rejected,  as 
both  vocal  and  instrumental  music  are  needed  in  the  classroom 
at  the  beginning  of  the  Kindergarten  course. 

4.  Health.  All  candidates  must  present  certificates  from  phy- 
sicians stating  that  they  are  in  good  health  and  free  from  all 
physical  defects  that  unfit  them  for  teaching. 
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The  Committee  on  Normal  Schools  has  voted  that  all  candi- 
dates for  admission  shall  be  examined  by  a  woman  physician 
selected  by  the  school  to  determine  whether  they  are  free  from'  any 
disease  or  infirmity  which  would  unfit  them  for  teaching;  and 
that  any  student  may  be  examined  by  this  physician  at  any  time 
in  her  course  to  determine  whether  her  physical  condition  war- 
rants her  continuance  in  the  school. 

Gymnastics  is  a  part  of  the  prescribed  course  of  study  for  every 
student. 

5.  Character.  All  candidates  must  present  testimonials  of  good 
moral  character. 

6.  Intention  to  teach.  At  registration  all  students  must  sign  a 
declaration  that  they  intend  to  teach  in  the  public  schools  of  New 
Jersey  for  at  least  two  years  immediatel}^  after  being  graduated, 
unless  excused  temporarily  by  the  State  Board  of  Education,  and 
that  if  they  do  not  so  teach  they  will  refund  to  the  State  the  cost 
of  their  education. 

7.  All  students  are  admitted  on  probation.  The  principals  of 
the  State  Normal  Schools  have  been  instructed  by  the  State  Board 
of  Education  to  exclude  from  these  schools  at  the  close  of  the 
first  half  year  such  students  as  are  unable  tO'  pass  the  prescribed 
examinations  in  the  work  of  that  half  year,  including  English 
composition,  spelling  and  arithmetic.

"A  certificate  from  an  approved  high  school  should  count  from 
y2  to  80  points,  and  should  include  those  subjects  that  are  essen- 
tial to  the  Normal  required  units  in  methods,  including  drawing, 
plane  geometry,  algebra,  botany,  zoology,  history,  the  college 
entrance  requirements  in  English;  for,  though  admitted  on 
certificate,  students  are  of  necessity  conditioned  unless  prepared  i| 
for  the  required  units. 

^'A  full  course  in  one  foreign  language  is  preferable  to  partial 
courses  in  two  or  more." 

While  physics  and  chemistry  are  not  required  for  admission, 
high,  school  courses  in.  these  subjects  will  aid  in  the  understand- 
ing of  our  nature  study  courses.  If  a  student  has  also  had  a 
recent  review  of  arithmetic,  geography.  United  States  history  and 
English  grammar,  she  v^^ill  find  the  work  of  this  school  easier. 
Students  who  have  not  had  plane  geometry  in  the  high  school 
will  be  conditioned,  and  they  will  be  required  to  pass  an  examina- 
tion in  that  subject  in  the  Normal  School.  Courses  in  the  read- 
ing of  music  and  in  English  history  or  modern  European  history 
are  advised. 

No  student  will  be  graduated  until  she  reaches  a  high  degree 
of  proficiency  in  spelling.  Students  who  are  very  deficient  in 
spelling  or  in  the  mechanics  of  written  English  will  fail  in  the 
work  of  this  school. 
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Expenses 

No  charge  is  made  for  tuition  or  for  the  use  of  textbooks  and 
apparatus. 

Each  student  must  provide  herself  with  a  gymnasium  outfit. 
This  consists  of  a  pair  of  high  white  sneakers,  black  ballet  slip- 
pers, two  middy  blouses,  and  a  pair  of  black  bloomers.  The 
entire  outfit  may  be  purchased  through  the  school  for  $8. 

It  is  most  important  that  no  part  of  the  outfit  should  he  pwr- 
chased  without  the  approval  of  the  physical  director.  Students 
with  apparel  already  ifi  their  possession  shotdd  bring  it  for  ap- 
proval on  Registration  Day. 

Luncheon  will  be  served  at  the  school  daily  at  the  noon  inter- 
mission at  moderate  prices. 

The  Edward  Russ  Hall 

The  late  Edward  Russ  bequeathed  a  substantial  sum  of  money 
to  the  State  Board  of  Education  for  the  use  of  the  New  Jersey 
State  Normal  School  at  Montclair.  This  bequest  has  been  used 
in  the  erection  of  a  dormitory  known  as  the  Edward  Russ  Hall, 
which  was  opened  for  boarding  pupils  September  i6th,  191 5. 

The  building  is  fireproof  throughout  and  is  designed  in  the 
Spanish  Mission  style,  with  white  stucco  exterior  walls  and  red 
Spanish  tile  roof,  to  conform  in  character  to  the  present  Nonnal 
School  building. 

The  dormitor}'  accommodates  96  students,  there  being*  52 
single  rooms  and  22  double  rooms.  Each  floor  is  provided  with 
ample  bath  and  toilet-room  facilities,  and  at  each  end  of  the  hall, 
conveniently  located,  are  two  enclosed  fireproof  stairs  extending 
from  the  top  floor  to  the  ground  and  giving  ample  exits- 

The  main  floor  is  particularly  w^ell  planned  for  the  social  re- 
quirements of  a  school.  The  living-room  at  one  end  is  thirty- 
three  feet  wide  and  forty  feet  long,  having  at  one  end  a  reading- 
room,  thirteen  feet  by  thirty-two  feet.  This  is  elevated  a  few 
steps  above  the  general  level  of  the  living-room  and  can  be 
used  as  a  stage  for  giving  amateur  plays.     On  one  side  of  the 
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living-room  is  a  large  open  fireplace,  which  adds  much  to  the 
attractiveness  of  the  room. 

At  the  other  end  of  the  building  is  the  dining-room,  accommo- 
dating no  persons.  This  is  finished  in  old  ivory  tints  and  has  an 
attractive  fireplace  at  one  side  of  the  room. 

The  kitchen  and  serving-rooms  are  up-to-date  in  every  respect. 
They  are  arranged  with  a  view  to  the  best  sanitary  requirements, 
and  every  convenience  of  a  large  kitchen  has  been  installed. 

On  the  first  floor  is  located  the  Matron's  suite,  which  contains 
a  living-room  and  bedroom.  There  is  also  a  reception-room  for 
visitors,  and  a  hospital  room. 

The  basement  contains  storerooms,  trunk  rooms  and  a  large 
and  well  equipped  laundry. 

The  sleeping-rooms,  both  single  and  double,  are  equipped  with 
comfortable  and  attractive  furniture.  Each  student  has  a  single 
iron  bedstead  and  excellent  mattress,  a  chiffonier,  a  desk,  a  com- 
mode, an  easy  chair  and  a  straight  chair.  Each  student  has  a 
separate  closet  for  clothing. 

Dormitory  Regulations 

Students  are  not  permitted  to  board  elsewhere  than  at  the 
Edward  Russ  Hall  except  by  permission  of  the  principal.  This 
permission  is  limited  strictly  to  boarding  with  relatives  or  friends 
in  very  exceptional  circumstances- 

Beg^inning  September,  191 7,  the  uniform  rate  for  each  boarder 
is  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  annum,  pabable  as  follows  : 

Five  dollars  when  application  is  made,  twenty  dollars  at  regis- 
tration, fifty  dollars  on  November  first,  fifty  dollars  on  January 
first,  twenty-five  dollars  on  February  first,  fifty  dollars  on  March 
first,  fifty  dollars  May  first. 

No  application  for  a  room  will  be  considered  unless  it  is  ac- 
companied by  a  deposit  of  five  dollars;  if  the  application  is  re- 
jected, this  will  be  refunded.  If  the  applicant  withdraws  more 
than  thirty  days  before  the  opening  of  school,  the  deposit  will 
be  refunded,  but  otherwise  it  will  be  forfeited.  Checks  should 
be  made  payable  to  Katheryn  E.  Hayes,  Treasurer. 

This  charge  includes  board,  laundry,  heat,  lights,  and  either 
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a  single  or  half  a  double  room,  according  to  the  date  of  applica- 
tion. 

No  rebate  is  made  for  absence  on  Saturdays  and  Sundays,  for 
illness  for  less  than  three  weeks,  or  for  expulsion  or  voluntary 
withdrawal  from  school  during  a  quarter.  Pupils  who  are  ill 
for  three  weeks  or  more  at  one  time  will  receive  a  drawback  of 
$2.50  per  week  during  such  illness. 

Students  who  have  engaged  accommodation  at  the  dormitory 
should  arrive  on  the  day  preceding  the  opening  of  the  term. 

Trunks  should  be  marked,  "Edward  Russ  Hall,  Montclair 
Heights,  N.  J."  If  expressed  prepaid  to  Montclair  Heights  by 
Wells  Fargo  Express  Company  or  to  Montclair  by  Adams  Ex- 
press Company,  they  will  be  delivered  at  the  dormitory.  If  a 
student  checks  her  trunk  on  her  railroad  ticket,  it  will  be  delivered 
at  the  dormitory  by  the  Shepard  Transfer  Company  of  Montclair 
or  by  John  Hart  of  Montclair  Heights  for  fifty  cents. 

Each  student  should  bring  overshoes,  an  umbrella,  a  raincoat, 
bath  towels,  and  tv/o  clothes  bags  marked  distinctly  with  her 
name. 

Each  student  is  required  to  take  care  of  her  own  room.  Laun- 
dry is  limited  to  twelve  pieces  per  week  of  personal  clothing,  but 
no  starched  pieces  are  ironed.  All  clothing  should  be  marked 
with  the  owner's  name  in  indelible  ink. 

Except  by  permission  of  the  matron,  students  are  not  permitted 
to  go  home  or  to  leave  town  during  term  time.  Permission  to 
go  home  at  week-ends  will  usually  be  granted  on  written  request 
of  parents. 

Students  must  attend  service  at  such  church  in  Upper  Mont- 
clair or  Montclair  as  shall  be  designated  by  their  parents. 

Visitors,  other  than  parents  and  fellow  students,  will  be  re- 
ceived at  the  dormitory  only  by  permission  of  the  matron. 

Guests  of  students  will  be  entertained  at  the  dormitory  at  one 
dollar  per  day,  if  arrangements  are  made  previously  with  the 
matron. 
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Courses  of  Instruction 

No  special  students  are  admitted. 

The  aim,  of  the  school  is  distinctly  professional.  Students  are 
prepared  to  teach  in  the  elementary  schools  or  kindergartens  of 
New  Jersey. 

There  are  two  courses  of  study — the  General  course  and  the 
Kindergarten  Primary  course. 

Graduates  in  the  General  course  receive  permanent  Normal 
School  certificates,  to  teach  and  to  supervise  teaching  in  any 
branch  or  department  of  at  least  the  first  eight  years  of  work 
exclusive  of  the  kindergarten;  to  be  the  Principal  of  any  school 
of  the  first  eight  years  that  is  under  a  City  Superintendent ;  to 
be  the  Principal  of  a  school  or  the  schools  of  the  first  eight  years 
in  a  district  employing  not  more  than  nine  assistant  teachers  and 
not  under  a  local  Superintendent  or  Supervising  Principal. 

Graduates  in  the  Kindergarten  Primary  course  receive  per- 
manent Normal  School  certificates  to  teach  and  to  supervise 
teaching  in  the  kindergarten  and  in  any  branch  or  department 
of  the  first  four  years  of  school  work  exclusive  of  the  kinder- 
garten. 

These  certificates  are  endorsable  without  examination  in  most 
States. 

I.    The  General  Course 

The  General  course  requires  two  years  or  two  and  one-half 
years  for  its  completion,  according  to  the  qualification  and  cir- 
cumstances of  the  individual  student. 

A  student  of  ability,  in  good  health,  boarding  in  Montclair  or 
commuting  daily  for  a  short  distance,  may  complete  this  course 
in  two  years,  provided  she  has  had  in  the  high  school  the  sub- 
jects recommended  on  pages  17  and  18. 

Students  who  lack  these  qualifications,  or  who  commute  daily 
for  a  considerable  distance,  or  who  have  not  taken  in  the  high 
school  all  the  subjects  recommended  on  pages  17  and  18,  will  find 
it  impossible  to  complete  the  General  course  in  less  than  two  and 
one-half  years. 
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All  students  who  can  do  so  are  advised  to  take  the  longer 
time. 

ARRANGEMENT  OF  THE  GENERAL  COURSE  OF  STUDY

course  in  two  years  or  in  two  and  one-half  years,  according  to 
the  following  programs :

Detail  of  the  General  Course  of  Study 

Psychology 

(a)   Elementary  Psychology 

Three  periods  per  week  in  the  Junior  B  Semester 

The  course  in  Elementary  Psychology  includes  (i)  a  study  of  the 
psychological  organism  of  the  brain  and  nervous  system ;  the  nature  and 
training  of  the  special  senses,  and  the  less  complex  phases  of  perception, 
memory,  imagination,  thought,  the  emotions,  habits  and  the  will,  and  the 
nature  of  their  development  during  the  elementary  school  period.  (2) 
Studies  in  the  personal  reminiscences  of  the  students,  to  give  them,  practice 
in  the  analysis  of  subjective  mental  phenomena  and  to  deepen  and  broaden 
their  concepts  of  the  subjective  states  of  childhood.  (3)  Reading  and  reviews 
of  certain  standard  reminiscent  studies  of  childhood,  such  as  Pierre  Loti's 
Story  of  a  Child;  Tolstoi's  Childhood,  Boyhood  and  Youth;  John  Stuart 
Mill's  Autobiography;  Helen  Keller's  Story  of  My  Life.  The  texts  used 
in  the  course  of  Elementary  Psychology  are  Angell's  Psychology,  Calkin's 
First  Book  of  Psychology,  Pillsbury's  Essentials  of  Psychology.  Reference 
use  is  also  made  of  the  standard  texts  of  James,  Judd,  Titchener,  Ziehen, 
Thomdike,  Royce  and  Donaldson. 

(&)   Genetic  Psychology 
Two  periods  a  week  in  Junior  A  and  Senior  B  Semesters 

This  is  an  advanced  course,  as  an  outgrowth  of  the  course  in  Elementary 
Psychology,  and  covers  one  year  of  two  periods  a  week.  The  purpose  of 
the  course  is   (i)   to  apply  the  facts  learned  in  Elementary  Psychology  to 
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the  training  of  children;  (2)  to  present,  so  far  as  they  have  been  scien- 
tifically determined,  facts  concerning  the  nature  and  development  of  the  mind 
during  childhood  and  adolescence,  and  (3)  to  provide  the  prospective  teacher 
with  sound  criteria  for  estimating  theories  about  the  child's  mind,  as  well 
as  to  give  training  in  the  concrete  study  of  child  life.  The  course  includes 
studies  in  the  physical,  intellectual  and  moral  development  of  children; 
factors  conditioning  mental  development,  as  heredity  and  environment; 
mental  fatigue  and  its  relation  to  mental  work :  comparative  studies  of  the 
minds  of  lower  animals  and  savages  with  those  of  normal  and  defective 
children;  the  special  senses,  perception,  memory,  imagination,  thought  powers, 
emotions  and  motor  ability.  Attention  is  also  given  to  the  causes  and 
extent  of  defective  vision  and  hearing  and  methods  of  testing  the  same, 
together  with  other  minor  psychical  abnormalities  more  or  less  common 
among  school  children.  The  course  includes  lectures  and  conferences  by  the 
instructor  and  observations  and  readings  by  the  students.  The  tests  used 
include  standard  books  by  G.  Stanley  Hall,  William  Preyer,  James  Sully, 
E.  A.  Kirkpatrick,  Earl  Barnes,  Stuart  H.  Rowe,  W.  B.  Drummond,  Gabriel 
Compayre,  J.  Mark  Baldwin  and  others. 

Educational,  Principles  Applied  to  Teaching 

Three  periods  per  week  in  Senior  B  Semester 

The  aim  of  the  course  is  (a)  to  make  students  familiar  with  the  aims  of 
education  and  with  the  educational  principles  underlying  the  teaching  process ; 
(b)  to  make  them  able  to  apply  these  principles  to  school-room  procedure 
and  class  management,  to  the  selection  and  organization  of  subject-matter, 
and  to  the  choice  and  application  of  methods  to  be  used  in  teaching. 

The  following  topics  will  be  considered:  (i)  The  aims  of  education  as 
presented  in  various  periods  and  a  special  analysis  of  the  social  aim — its 
effects  on  habits,  selection  of  subject-matter,  methods  and  ideals. 

y2)  Place  of  the  school  in  the  teaching  process. 

(3)  Part  played  by  physical  development  and  formation  of  moral  habits  in 
the  social  aim. 

(4)  Method  of  securing  class  interest  in  the  recitation  as  derived  from  the 
social  aim. 

(5)  Class  management  in  light  of  above  aim. 

(6)  The  necessity  of  considering  the  child  as  the  starting  point  in 
education. 

(7)  Varieties  of  lessons  depending  upon  the  particular  purpose  to  be 
accomplished;  the  inductive  development  lesson  (five  formal  steps);  the 
deductive  development  lesson,  recitation  lesson ;  drill  lesson ;  review  lesson ; 
study  lesson.  The  teaching  of  definitions;  the  topical  method;  method  of 
narration;  of  explanation,  etc.,  with  aim  and  procedure  for  each.  The  use 
and  method  of  textbooks  in  study  assignments  and  in  the  recitation. 

(8)  The  art  of  questioning  in  the  recitation. 

(9)  Application  of  the  above  principles  to  school-room  observation  and 
to  preparation  for  practice  teaching.  Lesson  plans  by  students  with  special 
attention  to  aim  of  lesson,  steps  to  be  considered,  activities  desired. 
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Tlie  course  will  consist  of  lectures,  assigned  readings,  discussions,  papers, 
reports  of  observation  and  lesson  plans. 

Special  Methods 

Two  periods  a  week  in  Senior  B  Semester 
This  course  aims  to  teach  students  to  apply  the  principles  of  education  as 
considered  in  the  more  general  course  of  methods  in  reading  and  spelling. 

1.  Reading  (a)  Something  of  the  history  of  reading  as  to  selection  of 
material  and  methods  used,  (b)  Present-day  standards  for  choice  of  subject 
matter,  (c)  Methods:  A  discussion  of  the  word,  sentence  and  phonic 
methods.  Discussions  of  other  more  recent  methods  which  are  combinations 
of  the  above,  as  Rational,  New  Education,  Natural,  Nursery  and  Aldine; 
correlation  of  drawing,  story,  dramatization  with  reading  in  the  primary 
grades;  a  study  of  phonetics.  Lesson  plans  and  the  presentation  of  an 
ideal  method  by  each  student.  Methods  for  intermediate  grades  will  be 
considered,  (a)  The  preparation:  the  word-drill.  Word-study  as  com- 
pared with  silent  reading;  the  use  of  the  dictionary,  (b)  Vocal  expression: 
Faults  of  expression:  Causes^;  How  corrected?  Correlation  of  reading  with 
other  subjects. 

2.  Spelling. 

Selection  of  words  for  primary  grades:  division  of  words  into  syllables; 
the  part  pronunciation  plays  in  spelling.  Value  of  dictation  lessons.  Desira- 
bility of  having  children  keep  lists  of  their  own.  misspelled  words  for 
frequent  review.     Spelling  games  and  spelling  matches. 

Methods  of  teaching  other  subjects  are  discussed  in  the  several  depart- 
ments in  connection  with  the  subject  matter. 

Penmanship 

One  period  per  week  for  two  Semesters 
There  are  two  aims  in  this  course.  The  first  is  to  develop  a  legible,  easy 
and  rapid  handwriting.  This  is  accomplished  by  hygienic  position  of  the 
body,  correct  penholding,  movement  drills  and  analysis  of  form.  Uniform 
height,  even  spacing,  neatness  and  arrangement  of  work  receive  special 
attention. 

The  second  is  to  teach  the  method  of  presentation.  Considerable  black- 
board practice  is  given  with  emphasis  on  position.  The  quality  of  paper, 
size  and  type  of  pen  and  holder,  writing  implements  in  the  different  grades, 
objects  to  be  sought  in  the  lower  and  upper  grades,  time  devoted  to  pen- 
manship and  its  relation  to  other  studies  are  carefully  considered. 

The  various  systems  are  compared,  showing  their  adequacy  or  inadequacy 
to  meet  the  demands  of  the  child's  later  life. 

History  oi^  'Education 

Three  periods  per  week  for  one  Semester 
European  education  occupies  the  major  part  of  the  course.     It  includes 
a  brief  study  of  the  development  of  educational  institutions   and  theories 
among  the  great  culture  nations  of  the  old  world,  including  Greek  education, 
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education  among  the  Romans,  the  early  Christian  schools  and  teachers, 
origin  of  the  universities  and  the  rise  of  higher  education,  edupational  aspects 
of  the  renaissance,  the  realistic  and  naturalistic  movements  in  modern  educa- 
tion, the  great  reformers,  their  theories,  efforts  and  accomplishments,  and  of 
portions  of  the  chief  educational  classics.  Paul  Monroe's  Brief  Course  in 
the  History  of  Education  is  the  textbook  that  is  placed  in  the  hands  of  the 
students.  Use  is  also  made  of  the  vi^ritings  of  Laurie,  Quick,  Davidson, 
Williams,  Compayre,  Woodward,  James  P.  Monroe,  Paul  Monroe,  Will  S. 
Monroe  and  others.  The  educational  classics  include  Plato's  Republic, 
Comenius'  School  of  Infancy  and  Great  Didactic,  Rousseau's  Bmile,  Pesta- 
lozzi's  Leonard  and  Gertrude,  Froebel's  Education  of  Man,  and  Spencer's 
Education.     The   course   is  given   in   lectures,   discussions   and    readings. 

English  Grammar  and  Composition 

Four  hours  per  week  for  one  Semester 

Part  I.     Grammar  and  Composition. 

Grammar.  The  study  of  sentences  and  their  structure,  the  study  of  phrases 
and  clauses.  Analysis  of  sentences.  Words  classified  according  to  function. 
Fundamental  principles  of  technical  grammar.  The  work  in  English  grammar 
largely  inductive.  Professional  aspects  of  teaching  the  subject.  Laboratory 
methods  and  their  value. 

Composition.  Exercises  in  narration,  exposition,  description  and  argument. 
The  study  of  the  paragraph.  The  principles  of  unity,  coherence  and  emphasis. 
Variety  in  sentence ;  exercises  in  changing  the  form  of  expressions.  Oral 
composition.    Versification.  • 

P-art  II.  Language  in  the  Elementary  Grades.  Aim — to  develop  power 
of  expression. 

Language  methods.  Oral  language;  reproductive  and  imaginative  com- 
position. Conversation  exercises,  with  special  attention  to  correct  forms 
of  speech,  enlargements  of  vocabulary  and  choice  of  words.  Reports  of 
experiences  outside  of  school.  Story-telling.  Picture-study  to  stimulate 
expression.  Written  language;  form,  lessons,  thought  lessons.  Letter- 
writing,  story-writing.  Dictation  lessons.  Study  and  imitation  of  models. 
Dramatization ;  practical  application.  Action  games.  Criticismi  and  cor- 
rection of  written  work.  Correlations  of  language  with  other  subjects. 
Examination  of  available  textbooks  for  the  grades.  The  reading  of  pro- 
fessional and  pedagogical  works  on  the  subject  of  language  for  the  elementary 
grades. 

Literature 

Four  hours  per  zvcek   for  one   Semester 

The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  bring  students  to  an  appreciation  of  the 
nature  of  literature  and  its  relation  to  life,  in  order  that  they  may  know 
what  should  be  their  aim  in  presenting  literature,  and  what  should  control 
their  choice  of  literature  in  the  elementary  grades. 

The  course  is  divided  into  Parts  I  and  II. 
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Part  L  The  following  types  of  literature  are  studied:  (i)  The  epic,  the 
Odyssey  (Bryant's  translation)  ;  the  ballad  epic,  Arnold's  Sohrab  and  Rus- 
tum;  a  brief  study  of  the  transition  from  the  epic  to  the  lyric  and  the 
dramatic,  a  study  of  the  fundamental  relation  of  form  to  the  life  it  embodies 
and  expresses.  (2)  The  lyric,  Seward's  Narrative  and  Lyrical  Poems  for 
Students.  (3)  The  dramatic,  Shakespeare's  Tempest.  (4)  The  short  story, 
appreciation  of  such  masters  as  Irving,  Poe,  Hawthorne,  Stevenson  and 
Kipling. 

Part  II.  The  reading  of  literature  suitable  for  use  in  elementary  grades. 
Courses  in  literature  for  the  elementary  schools  developed.  The  method 
of  presentation  of  literature,  illustrated  by  actual  lesson-plans  prepared  for 
different  grades  as  directed;  class  discussion  of  these  lesson-plans.  Peda- 
gogical significance  of  myths,  fables,  fairy-tales,  folk-tales,  legends  and 
hero-stories.  The  choice  of  stories,  the  essential  qualities  of  a  story  for 
children;  the  art  of  story-telling;  principles  of  method,  manner  and  voice. 
The  character  of  memory  selections.  Poetry  presented  primarily  as  a  work 
of  art,  and  not  in  the  service  of  any  other  subject.  Correlations  of  literature 
— "The  natural  correlations  of  literature  are  with  the  other  arts;  but,  above 
all,  with  the  spirit  of  childhood,  and  with  the  consciousness  of  children." 
Dramatization  and  the  dramatic  representation  of  literary  selections.  Liter- 
ary programs  for  special  days.  The  school  library.  The  reading  of  pro- 
fessional and  pedagogical  works  on  the  subject  of  literature  for  the  elementary 
grades. 

Mathematics 

Three  periods  per  week  for  the  first  Semester 
Two  periods  per  week  in  hmior  A  and  Senior  B  Semesters 

The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  equip  teachers  thoroughly  for  the  work  of 
the  grades.  This  will  require  a  wider  and  more  theoretic  knowledge  of  the 
graded  school  mathematics ;  a  knowledge  of  the  history  and  pedagogy  of 
the  subject;  a  knowledge  of  the  nature  of  the  problems  encountered  in  the 
activities  of  children  and  in  the  world's  work. 

(a)  Arithmetic. — This  course  will  seek  to  develop  quickness  in  or?,l  work 
not  only  with  small  numbers,  but  with  numbers  of  two  and  three  figures; 
power  to  form  close  estimates  of  the  results  required  in  a  problem  without 
actual  computation ;  accuracy,  rapidity  and  economy  in  computation ;  accuracy 
of  statement  in  the  written  or  oral  analysis  of  a  problem.  This  will  require 
a  careful  study  of  all  the  fundamental  principles  upon  which  the  act  of 
computation  depends,  and  also  a  careful  study  of  those  number  relations 
which  make  possible  the  abridgment  of  work. 

All  topics  taken  in  upper  grammar  grades  will  receive  very  careful  study. 
The  real  problems  encountered  in  many  adult  activities  in  commercial  and 
industrial  life  will  be  studied  to  give  students  an  appreciation  of  the  uses 
of  arithmetic  and  to  add  to  their  power  better  to  interpret  phases  of  the 
work  which  they  are  preparing  to  teach. 

{b)  The  History  of  Arithmetic. — The  history  of  the  older  notations; 
the  scales  of  notation;    the  Hindoo  notation;    the  evolution  of  the  funda- 
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mental  processes  from  the  methods  of  the  Hindoos ;  the  early  printed 
arithmetics  and  the  growth  of  the  subject  up  to  the  present  time  will  be 
presented  by  lectures.  Readings  by  the  students  from  the  histories  of  Ball, 
Fink,  Cajori  and  others  will  be  required.  Some  of  the  first  English  texts, 
as  those  of  Recorde,  Dilworth,  Wingate,  Cocker,  Pike  and  others  will  be 
examined. 

(c)  The  Pedagogy  of  Arithmetic— A  study  of  the  pedagogy  of  the 
subject  will  include  such  topics  as  the  educational  value  and  aim  of 
arithmetic;  the  number  concept;  the  child's  power  to  use  the  type  of 
thought  required  in  the  use  of  number;  the  child's  interests— drills,  games 
and  problems;  the  nature  and  purpose  of  problems;  the  analysis  and  solu- 
tion of  problems;  heuristic  method  of  development,  etc.  The  course  will 
consist  of  a  study  of  the  types  of  problems  common  in  all  the  grades  in 
public  schools,  lectures  and  assigned  readings  from  Young's  Teaching  of 
Mathematics,  Smith's  Teaching  of  Elementary  Mathematics,  Smith's  Teaching 
of  Arithmetic,  McMurray's  Special  Method  in  Arithmetic,  Stone's  Arith- 
metical Abilities,  Jackson's  Educational  Significance  of  Sixteenth  Century 
Arithmetic  and  many  others.  A  study  will  also  be  made  of  older  and  recent 
textbooks  and  of  recent  courses  of  study. 

Nature  Study,  Including  Elementary  Science 

Four  periods  per  week  for  two  Semesters 

The  subject-matter  of  this  course  is  found  in  the  pupils'  environment,  both 
physical  and  biological.  So  far  as  possible,  the  sequence  of  topics  follows 
that  of  the  seasons.  Living  material  is  largely  used.  Definitely  supervised 
field  trips  supplement  the  assigned  individual  work  with  outdoor  material. 

Some  autumn  topics  are  weeds  and  late-blooming  flowers,  seed  dispersal, 
bulb  planting,  trees  in  their  leafy  and  winter  conditions,  appropriate  treatment 
of  insects  and  related  forms,  preparation  of  plants  and  animals  for  winter. 

During  the  winter  months  an  effort  is  made  to  use  the  nature-study  method 
rather  than  the  science  method  of  approach  to  certain  chemical  and  physical 
principles  involved  in  much  of  our  everyday  life.  The  familiar  articles 
of  the  home  and  of  commercial  life  are  used  as  the  starting  point,  with  an' 
appreciation  of  principles  appearing  as  a  final  product.  Where  possible,  this 
treatment  is  preferred  to  the  more  common  procedure  of  using  the  familiar 
things  of  life  as  illustrations  of  principles  previously  enunciated  or  developed. 
Some  of  the  things  considered  are  heat  appliances  (including  electrical 
pieces)  used  in  the  household  for  cooking,  heating,  and  ventilating;  food 
preservation  and  adulteration;  common  appliances  using  other  chemical  and 
physical  principles,  as  fire  extinguishers,  cleansers,  the  door  l)ell,  the  lever  in 
kitchen  utensils,  centrifugal  action  in  the  Babcock  milk  tester,  capillarity  in 
soils,  filtration  of  drinking  water;  commercial  appliances,  as  the  sail,  water 
wheel,  gas  expansion  engines ;  and  other  materials  of  similar  nature  and 
lending  themselves  to  the  treatment  indicated. 

The  viewpoint  of  the  pupils  in  the  upper  grades  of  the  elemientary  school 
is  considered  rather  than  that  of  the  adult  scientist.  Students  with  a  good 
basis   of   high   school  chemistry  and  physics   should   feel  prepared  by  this 
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course  to  handle  the  so-called  elementary  science  likely  to  be  demanded  of  a 
classroom  teacher. 

Some  spring  topics  are  seed  testing  and  germination;  seedlings,  gardening, 
soils  as  related  to  plants,  spring  flowers,  plant  functions  not  treated  in  the 
autumn;  development  of  frog  and  toad,  insects  and  their  life  histories 
appropriate  to  the  season ;  birds,  their  habits  and  protection ;  economic 
importance  of  the  various  types  of  life  studied. 

Pupils  make  and  care  for  school  gardens  on  the  campus.  Beyond  this  the 
hand  work  activities  of  the  department  outside  the  classroom  take  largely 
the  form  of  "projects,"  chosen  from  a  wide  range  of  subjects. 

The  course  includes  as  wide  a  range  of  observation  as  possible  of  objects 
which  the  prospective  teacher  may  be  called  upon  to  use  in  her  work.  The 
flowers,  trees,  birds,  insects  are  studied  in  such  a  way  as  to  give  the  student 
a  ready  recognition  of  them  and  an  understanding  of  the  principles  upon 
which  their  life  depends.  Scientific  relationships  are  subordinated  to  con- 
siderations of  practical  use  in  the  elementary  school. 

Geography 

Three  periods  per  week  in  Junior  A  Semester 
Two  periods  per  week  in  Senior  B  Semester 

The  course  aims  to  give  an  understanding  of  the  control  which  climate, 
surface  and  other  geographic  factors  exert  over  the  life  of  m.an  and  animus 
upon  the  globe;  a  knowledge  of  and  ability  to  use  the  authoritative  source 
material  available ;  the  ability  to  read  maps,  and  some  of  the  best  ways  of 
presenting  the  subject  to  children. 

The  first  half-year's  work  is  devoted  to  a  study  of  mathematical  geography, 
the  atmosphere,  the  lands,  the  work  of  running  water  and  the  oceans.  As 
much  field  work  as  possible  is  done  in  this  connection,  as  the  school  is 
particularly  well  situated  for  it.  Books  most  used  in  this  part  of  the  course 
are  Dodge's  Geography  and  Salisbury's  Physiography. 

The  first  half  of  the  second  semester  is  devoted  to  the  study  of  the  con- 
tinent of  North  America  and  countries  of  Europe  most  closely  connected 
with  us  through  trade.  Through  this  study  the  pupils  are  expected  to  gain 
an  insight  into  the  method  of  continent  study  for  the  grammar  grades. 
Particular  emphasis  is  laid  upon  the  influence  of  geographic  environment  in 
determining  routes  of  trade,  location  of  industrial  centers,  and  the  distribu- 
tion of  commodities.  Tlie  books  most  used  in  this  part  of  the  course  are 
Dodge's  Advanced  Geography,  Mill's  International  Geography,  Robinson's  and 
Bingham's  Commercial  Geographies,  Miss  Semple's  The  Influence  of 
Geographic  Environment,  and  various  government  publications. 

The  work  in  methods  of  teaching  geography  is  left  until  the  last  quarter 
in  order  to  take  advantage  of  the  instruction  in  the  art  of  questioning  and 
in  making  lesson  plans  given  in  the  course  in  pedagogy.  The  chief  divisions 
of  the  work  are  a  study  of  the  content  of  geography ;  determining  factors  in 
arranging  subject-matter  for  different  grades ;  methods  of  teaching  as  applied 
to  subject-matter  determined  for  each  grade.  Each  student  prepares  lesson 
plans  for  different  grades  and  teaches  the  class. 
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American  History 

Three  periods  per  week  for  two  Semesters 

The  course  presents  a  general  survey  of  the  rise  and  development  of  the 
American  nation  and  includes  a  discussion  of  methods  of  teaching  history 
and  civics  in  the  primary  and  grammar  grades,  the  question  of  curricula,  the 
use  of  sources  and  illustrative  material  and  a  knowledge  of  historical 
bibliography.  The  chief  topics  studied  are  European  influences  on  American 
colonization,  the  struggle  for  supremacy  between  England  and  France,  growth 
of  colonial  institutions,  the  contest  with  England,  formation  and  interpretation 
of  the  Constitutions  of  the  United  States  and  New  Jersey,  the  development 
of  the  new  nation,  western  expansion,  conditions,  parties  and  issues  that  led 
to  the  Civil  War,  the  war  and  its  results,  present  social  and  economic 
problems,  labor  and  capital,  immigration,  the  tariff,  the  United  States  as  a 
world  power,  territorial  and  political  expansion,  municipal  government  and 
ihe  New  Jersey  school  system. 

The  course  consists  of  lectures,  recitations,  special  topics,  assigned  readings, 
written  reviews,  story  telling  and  class  exercises  in  the  conduct  of  history 
recitations. 

The  Manual  Arts 

Freehand  Drawing — 

Four  periods  per  zveek  for  one  Semester  with  Design 

A  course  giving  the  fundamentals  of  simple  representation  and  perspective. 
Problems  will  involve  the  foreshortened  circle  and  circular  surfaces  in  all 
positions,  convergence  and  questions  of  distance,  position  and  level.  Memory 
drawing  to  cultivate  a  graphic  vocabulary.  Students  will  be  required  to 
prepare  notebooks  covering  the  work  of  the  term. 

Design — 

A  course  presenting  the  essentials  of  design  as  applied  to  school  exercises. 
Applications  are  made  to  (a)  borders,  (b)  rectangular  or  circular  patterns, 
(c)  landscape  and  still-life  composition,  and  (d)  lettering.  The  work  is 
done  with  reference  to  a  stated  material  and  purpose,  as  rectangular  pattern 
(clay),  border  (stenciling  or  basketry),  lettering  (poster). 

The  course  includes  a  definite,  usable  discussion  and  demonstrations  of 
color  and  tones. 

Manual  Training — 

Tzvo  periods  per  zveek  for  two  Semesters 

Tested  forms  of  handwork  and  construction  for  the  first  five  or  six  ele- 
mentary years  will  be  used  as  the  basis  for  work,  as  follows : 
(a)   Paper  construction,  folding  and  pasting. 
{b)   Cardboard  construction,  simple  bookmaking,  boxes,  etc. 
(c)   Sand-table  representation. 

id)   Basketry — Elementary  reed  and  raphia  basket  work, 
(c)   Sewing  for  intermediate  grades. 
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Blackboard  Drawing — 

A  course  planned  to  give  students  facility  and  confidence  in  the  use  of  the 
blackboard  before  pupils.  Exercises  include  simple  methods  of  expressing 
rapidly  and  effectively  a  wide   range   of  subjects. 

Gymnastics  and  Hygiene 

Gymnastics:     Three  periods  per  week  for  two  Semesters 

Two  periods  per  week  for  one  Semester 

Hygiene:     Three  periods  per  week  for  one  Semester 

The  purpose  of  the  course  in  physical  training  is  threefold : 

1.  To  keep  each  student  in  good  physical  condition  and  to  inspire  in  her  a 
thorough  appreciation  of  the  importance  of  health.  For  this  purpose  three 
weekly  lectures  are  given  throughout  the  first  semester  in  principles  of  physi- 
ology and  hygiene  correlated  with  three  hours  of  practical  gymnastic  training 
where  such  training  may  be  applied. 

2.  To  teach  the  student  to  plan  and  conduct  gymnastic  lessons  suitable  to 
the  schoolroom,  and  to  be  able  to  recognize  and  correct  physical  defects  and 
faulty  postures  among  children.  Throughout  the  second  year  two  hours  a 
week  of  theory  and  practice  are  devoted  to  this  end. 

3.  To  give  a  knowledge  of  scientific  schoolroom  lighting,  heating,  ventila- 
tion and  seating,  and  to  train  the  student  to  recognize  good  or  bad  conditions 
of  the  same. 

Music 

One  period  per  week  for  three  Semesters 

The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  enable  the  student  to  meet  the  requirements 
for  teaching  music  in  the  public  schools  in  the  State  from  the  primary  to 
the  highest  grades. 

Some  of  the  salient  features  of  this  course  are :  Ear  training  and  interval 
work.  Intervals — perfect  major,  minor  diminished  and  augmented.  Diatonic 
and  chromatic  scales.  Names  of  degrees  of  the  diatonic  scale.  Table  of 
chromatics.  Helpnote  study.  Major  scales  and  their  relative  minors.  Minor 
scale.  Natural,  harmonic  and  melodic  triads,  major  and  minor.  Class  and 
individual  sight  reading.  Dictation  work  for  all  grades.  Time  and  rhythm 
emphasized.  Closing  cadences.  Simple  rules  in  harmony  for  the  benefit  of 
the  teacher.     History  of  music.     Lives  of  famous  composers.     Chorus  work. 

II.  The  Kindergarten  Primary  Course. 

This  course  requires  two  years  for  its  completion  and  qualifies 
a  graduate  to  teach  a  kindergarten  or  one  of  the  first  four  pri- 
mary grades.  Students  are  received  in  September  or  in  February. 
They  must  have  the  same  qualifications  as  candidates  for  the 
General  course,  and  must  also  satisfy  the  Kindergarten  director 
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that  they  can  sing  and  can  play  the  piano  well  enough  to  con- 
duct the  music  for  the  class  from  the  very  beginning  of  the  term.

Principles  of  Program-making — A  study  of  the  fundamental  principles 
underlying  educational  procedure.  References:  Dewey's  The  Child  and  the 
Curriculum;  Bagley's  The  Educative  Process;  Blow's  Educational  Issues  in 
the  Kindergarten;    Blow-Hill-Harrison,   The  Kindergarten. 
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Program  and  Program-?naking — A  study  of  kindergarten  programs  and 
programs  for  mothers'  meetings. 

Subjects  in  the  General  Course: 

Elementary  and  Genetic  Psychology,  History  of  Education,  English,  Nature 
Study,  Music,  Drawing,  Manual  Training,  Pedagogy  and  Methods,  Gym- 
nastics, Penmanship,  Physiology  and  Hygiene,  and  Primary  Methods  in 
Arithmetic,  Geography  and  History. 

Gifts 

A  generous  gift  of  money  from  the  late  Edward  Russ,  Esq., 
for  the  decoration  of  the  building,  has  enabled  the  school  to  place 
on  its  walls  many  photographs  of  men  eminent  in  science,  psy- 
cholog}%  education  and  in  public  affairs,  as  well  as  several  repro- 
ductions of  the  masterpieces  of  the  great  artists.  At  his  death, 
Mr.  Russ  bequeathed  to  this  school  a  large  sum  of  money  and  a 
collection  of  curios  and  of  photographs. 

The  class  of  1910,  on  Commencement  Day,  presented  a  statue 
of  Athene,  which  has  been  placed  in  the  Assembly  Hall.  The 
class  of  191 1  presented  "The  Winged  Victory."  Messrs.  Danuf- 
sky  and  Halsey,  of  the  class  of  191 2,  have  made  and  placed  on 
the  grounds  an  artistic  sun-dial.  The  parting  gift  of  the  class 
of  191 2  was  a  statue  of  Diana.  The  class  of  191 3  presented 
photographic  reproductions  of  three  of  Millet's  works.  The  class 
of  1910  has  recently  contributed  a  sum  of  money  to  be  used  for 
the  purchase  of  books  for  the  library,  and  a  similar  gift  has  been 
made  by  the  class  of  191 1.  At  their  Commencement  in  June, 
1914,  the  class  of  1914  presented  reproductions  of  Ruysdael's 
Windmill  and  The  Hour  of  the  Angelus  by  Ferret.  The  classes 
of  January  and  June,  191 5,  presented  to  the  school  an  oil  |3or- 
trait  of  the  present  principal.

Historical  and  Descriptive 


The  Legislature  of  1902  directed  the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion to  investigate  the  need  of  additional  facilities  for  train- 
ing teachers  for  the  public  schools  of  New  Jersey.  In  its 
annual  report  of  1903,  the  Board  reported  that,  although  the 
New  Jersey  State  Normal  School  at  Trenton  was  filled  with 
students,  the  supply  of  trained  teachers  was  quite  inadequate 
to  the  increasing  demand  and  recommended  that  a  normal 
school  be  established  in  the  northern  part  of  the  State.  In 
1904  the  Legislature  appropriated  $25,000  for  the  purchase  of 
a  site.  After  inspecting  many  locations,  the  Board  finally 
purchased  a  plot  of  twenty-five  acres  in  the  northern  part  of 
Montclair,  Essex  County.  A  more  beautiful  or  healthful  site 
could  not  have  been  chosen.  The  grounds  have  an  elevation 
of  four  hundred  feet  above  sea  level  and  command  an  unin- 
terrupted view  of  a  landscape  of  remarkable  beauty.  The 
Orange  range  stretches  away  to  the  right,  while  at  the  front 
and  left  the  Passaic  valley,  the  Hudson,  and  the  taller  buildings 
of  New  York  are  plainly  visible. 

An  appropriation  of  $275,000  was  made  by  the  Legislature 
of  1906  for  the  erection  and  equipment  of  a  building.  The 
mission  style  was  adopted  and  a  normal  school  building,  334 
feet  long  and  133  feet  deep,  of  brick  covered  with  white  stucco, 
was  erected  on  the  highest  part  of  the  grounds,  fronting  the 
New  York  landscape.  The  equipment  is  of  the  latest  and  best. 
The  ample  grounds  afiford  opportunities  for  school  gardens, 
tennis  courts,  and  all  the  outdoor  activities  of  a  large  normal 
school. 

The  building  was  dedicated  September  28th,  1908,  by  Gov- 
ernor John  Franklin  Fort  and  the  State  Board  of  Education. 
The  school  had  been  previously  organized  on  September  15th, 
with  187  students.  Another  class  was  received  in  February, 
1909,  to  the  number  of  31,  making  the  total  registration  in 
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the  first  year  218.     No  advanced  classes  were  opened  the  first 
year  and  no  students  received  from  any  other  normal  school.

3.  By  Bloomfield  Avenue  trolley  with  transfer  at  Valley  Road 
to  Valley  Road  trolley.

Students  are  received  at  the  beginning  of  the  fall  term  in 
September  or  at  the  beginning  of  the  spring  term  in  February, 
and  are  admitted  at  their  option  to  the  Kindergarten  Primary 
course  of  two  years  or  to  the  General  course  of  two  years  or  of 
two  and  one-half  years.

The  General  Aim  of  the  School 

The  Montclair  State  Normal  School  is  a  professional  school, 
whose  single  aim  at  present  is  the  preparation  of  teachers  for 
the  elementary  schools  and  kindergartens  of  the  State. 

The  qualifications  of  a  good  teacher  are  both  natural  and 
acquired.  The  former  include  all  that  we  mean  by  personality. 
In  detail,  these  are : 

1.  Adaptability  and  tact,  i.  e.,  the  ability  to  adjust  one's  self 
in  thought,  language  and  method  to  the  immaturity  of  children. 

2.  A  strong  attraction  for  teaching,  based  on  genuine  love  of 
children. 

3.  Intellectual  ability. 

4.  Executive  ability. 

5.  Common  sense. 

6.  Good  health  and  a  cheerful  disposition. 

One  who  lacks  any  of  these  natural  qualifications  will  not 
teach  well.  Since  the  Normal  School  cannot  create  personality, 
it  cannot  make  teachers.  Its  most  important  function  is  to  dis- 
cover, to  inspire  and  to  train  the  born  teacher,  and  to  fit  her  into 
her  appropriate  place  in  the  schools. 

There  can  be  no  academic  tests  of  personality.  The  candidate 
for  the  teaching  profession  is  admitted  to  the  Normal  School 
chiefly  upon  evidence  of  her  intellectual  ability.    The  condition 
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is  always  implied  that  she  may  be  dismissed  whenever  it  becomes 
clear  that  she  lacks  conspicuously  the  natural  qualifications  of 
the  good  teacher. 

To  the  natural  teacher,  however,  the  Montclair  State  Normal 
School  offers  imexcelled  opportunities  of  acquiring  that  profes- 
sional knowledge  and  technical  skill  which  are  indispensable  to 
the  best  teaching. 

The  course  of  study  includes  the  necessary  elements  in  the 
training  of  teachers. 

(i)  Educational  theory.  The  history  of  education,  psychol- 
ogy, pedagogy,  organization  and  management  of  schools,  the 
principles  and  art  of  teaching,  and  methods. 

(2)  A  thorough  study  of  the  subject  matter  of  the  elementary 
school  curriculum. 

(3)  Observation  of  model  teaching. 

(4)  Practice  in  teaching  tmder  expert  supervision. 

Requirements  for  Admission 

(Extract  from  the  School  Law  of  New  Jersey) 

"State  Normal  Schools  shall  be  maintained  for  the  purpose  of  training  and 
educating  persons  in  the  science  of  education  and  art  of  teaching.  Tuition 
in  said  schools  shall  be  free. 

"Each  county  shall  be  entitled  to  at  least  six  times  as  many  pupils  in  such 
schools  as  it  shall  have  representatives  in  the  Legislature.  In  case  any  county 
shall  not  have  the  full  number  of  pupils  to  which  it  shall  be  entitled,  pupils 
may  be  admitted  from  other  counties.  Pupils  when  admitted  shall  sign  a 
declaration  that  they  intend  to  teach  in  the  public  schools  of  this  State  for  at 
least  two  years  immediately  after  being  graduated,  unless  excused  tem- 
porarily by  the  State  Board  of  Education,  and  that,  if  they  do  not  so  teach, 
they  will  refund  to  the  State  the  cost  of  their  education." 

In  accordance  with  the  above  statute,  the  State  Board  of 
Education,  on  December  4th,  191 5,  passed  the  following  resolu- 
tions : 

Resolved,  That  after  January  ist,  19 16,  admissions  to  the 
Normal  Schools  from  each  county  shall  be  in  proportion  to 
the  number  of  representatives  in  the  Legislature,  and  that  if 
any  county  does  not  avail  itself  of  the  quota  to  which  it  is  thus 
entitled,  then  the  number  of  admissions  to  which  such  county 
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is  entitled  but  does  not  use  shall  be  divided  among  the  other 
counties  in  proportion  to  representation  in  the  Legislature;  and 
that  the  counties  now  having  an  excess  apportionment  in  the 
State  Normal  Schools  shall  not  be  allowed  a  further  apportion- 
ment of  students  until  that  excess  is  reduced  to  its  normal  ap- 
portionment, unless  there  are  no  applications  from  other  counties. 

Resolved,  That  in  case  a  county  has  more  applicants  than  the 
Normal  Schools  can  receive,  a  number  shall  be  allotted  to  each 
approved  High  School  in  that  county  in  proportion  to  its  relative 
enrollment;   and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  in  case  the  applicants  from  a  High  School  are 
in  excess  of  the  number  that  can  be  received,  they  shall  be  ac- 
cepted in  the  order  of  their  standing  in  scholarship  in  that  High 
School. 

Resolved,  That  January  ist  and  June  ist,  in  each  year,  shall 
be  the  last  dates  for  receiving  applications  for  the  apportionment 
of  students  for  the  next  succeeding  terms  of  the  Normal  Schools. 

Both  sexes  are  admitted. 

1.  Residence.  All  candidates  must  be  residents  of  New  Jersey. 

2.  Age.  All  candidates  must  be  at  least  sixteen  years  old. 

3.  Scholarship.  The  State  Board  of  Education  at  its  regular 
meeting  December  ist,  191 7,  voted  as  follows: 

The   educational   requirements    for   entrance   to   the   general 
courses  in  the  Normal  Schools  shall  be  as  follows: 
All  candidates  must  either: 

(a)  hold  first  grade  county  teachers*  certificates,  or 

(b)  hold  seventy-two  count  qualifying  academic  certificates 
which  shall  include  counts  in  arithmetic  and  geography,  or 

(c)  be  properly  certified  graduates  of  a  four-year  course  in 
a  high  school  or  private  secondary  school  approved  by  the  State 
Board  of  Education;  provided  that,  beginning  with  September, 
1 9 19,  such  candidates  must,  for  entrance  to  other  than  special 
courses,  have  made  an  average  grade  of  80  or  more  in  the  fourth 
year  of  their  high  school  or  secondary  school  course,  and  have 
passed,  during  their  high  school  or  secondary  school  course, 
in  one  unit  of  plane  geometry,  three  units  of  English,  one  unit 
of  United  States  history  and  civic  theory  and  practice,  one  unit 
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of  science,  one-half  of  a  unit  consisting  of  a  review  of  elemen- 
ta.ry  geography  and  arithmetic,  four-fifths  of  a  unit  of  music, 
and  four-fifths  of  a  unit  of  drawing;  provided  that  the  require- 
ments for  music  and  drawing  respectively  shall  be  as  follows: 
Beginning  September  ist,  1919,  one-fifth  of  a  unit;  September 
1st,  1920,  two-fifths  of  a  unit;  September  ist,  1921,  four-fifths 
of  a  unit,  or 

(d)  must  have  successfully  completed  a  curriculum  which 
would  admit  them  without  conditions  to  an  approved  college  of 
arts  and  sciences. 

Note. — A  unit  shall  mean  a  year's  study  in  any  subject,  con- 
stituting approximately  one-quarter  of  a  full  year's  work,  and 
shall  be  equivalent  to  five  academic  counts. 

4.  Health.  All  candidates  must  present  certificates  from  phy- 
sicians stating  that  they  are  in  good  health  and  free  from  all 
physical  defects  that  unfit  them  for  teaching. 

The  Committee  on  Normal  Schools  has  voted  that  all  candi- 
dates for  admission  shall  be  examined  by  a  woman  physician 
selected  by  the  school  to  determine  whether  they  are  free  from  any 
disease  or  infirmity  w^hich  would  unfit  them  for  teaching;  and 
that  any  student  may  be  examined  by  this  physician  at  any  time 
in  her  course  to  determine  whether  her  physical  condition  w^ar- 
rants  her  continuance  in  the  school. 

In  conformity  with  the  statute  of  the  State  requiring  physical 
training  in  the  public  schools,  the  State  Board  of  Education,  on 
October  6th,  1917,  voted  as  follows:  ''That  the  Normal  Schools 
Committee  be  instructed  to  inform  the  principals  of  the  Normal 
Schools  that  in  the  opinion  of  this  Board  all  students  in  the 
Normal  Schools  are  required  to  take  physical  instruction,  and 
that  therefore  none  can  be  omitted  under  the  law  except  such  as 
are  physically  qualified  to  take  such  instruction  as  is  being  given." 

5.  Character.  All  candidates  must  present  testimonials  of  good 
moral  character. 

6.  Intention  to  teach.  At  registration  all  students  must  sign  a 
declaration  that  they  intend  to  teach  in  the  public  schools  of  New 
Jersey  for  at  least  two  years  immediately  after  being  graduated, 
unless  excused  temporarily  by  the  State  Board  of  Education,  and 
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that  if  they  do  not  so  teach  they  will  refund  to  the  State  the  cost 
of  their  education. 

7.  All  students  are  admitted  on  probation.  The  principals  of 
the  State  Normal  Schools  have  been  instructed  by  the  State  Board 
of  Education  to  exclude  from  these  schools  at  the  close  of  the 
first  half  year  such  students  as  are  unable  to  pass  the  prescribed 
examinations  ;in  the  work  of  that  half  year,  including  English 
composition,  spelling  and  arithmetic. 

N.  B. — Application  blanks  containing  all  data  necessary  for 
admission  may  be  obtained  of  the  principal.

"A  certificate  from  an  approved  high  school  should  count  from 
y2  to  80  points,  and  should  include  those  subjects  that  are  essen- 
tial to  the  Normal  required  units  in  methods,  including  drawing, 
plane  geometry,  algebra,  botany,  zoology,  history,  the  college 
entrance  requirements  in  English;  foi^,  though  admitted  on 
certificate,  students  are  of  necessity  conditioned  unless  prepared 
for  the  required  units. 

*'A  full  course  in  one  foreign  language  is  preferable  to  partial 
courses  in  two  or  more." 

While  physics  and  chemistry  are  not  required  for  admission, 
high  school  courses  in  these  subjects  will  aid  in  the  understand- 
ing of  our  nature  study  courses.  If  a  student  has  also  had  a 
recent  review  of  arithmetic,  geography.  United  States  history  and 
English  grammar,  she  will  find  the  work  of  this  school  easier. 
Students  who  have  not  had  plane  geometry  in  the  high  school 
will  be  conditioned,  and  they  will  be  required  to  pass  an  examina- 
tion in  that  subject  in  the  Normal  School.  Courses  in  the  read- 
ing of  music  and  in  English  history  or  modem  European  history 
are  advised. 

Beginning  with  September,  1919,  all  candidates  must  have 
made  an  average  grade  of  80  per  cent,  or  more  in  the  fourth 
year  of  their  high  school  or  secondary  school  course,  and  have 
passed,  during  their  high  school  or  secondary  school  course,  in 
one  unit  of  plane  geometry,  three  units  of  English,  one  unit  of 
United  States  history  and  civic  theory  and  practice,  one  unit  of 
science,  one-half  of  a  unit  consisting  of  a  review  of  elementary 
geography  and  arithmetic,  four-fifths  of  a  unit  of  music,  and 
four-fifths  of  a  unit  of  drawing;  except  that  the  requirements 
for  music  and  drawing  may  be  met  as  follows :  Beginning  Sep- 
tember I  St,  19 19,  one-fifth  of  a  unit;  September  ist,  1920,  two- 
fifths  of  a  unit;  September  ist,  192 1,  three-fifths  of  a  unit;  and 
beginning  September  ist,  1922,  four-fifths  of  a  unit,  or 

Candidates  must  have  successfully  completed  a  curriculum 
which  would  admit  them  without  conditions  to  an  approved 
college  of  arts  and  sciences. 
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Note. — A  unit  shall  mean  a  year's  study  in  any  subject,  con- 
stituting approximately  one-quarter  of  a  full  year's  work,  and 
shall  be  equivalent  to  five  academic  counts. 

High  school  preparation  in  music  should  consist  of  (a)  sight 
reading:  the  ability  to  read  at  sight,  true  to  pitch,  with  Latin 
syllables,  melodies  containing  simple  skips  based  on  tlie  tonic 
chord,  in  any  major  key,  and  in  simple  two  and  three-part 
measures;  (b)  ear  training,  the  ability  to  recognize  and  match 
tones  sung  to  neutral  syllables,  as  "loo." 

No  student  will  be  graduated  until  she  reaches  a  high  degree 
of  proficiency  in  spelling.  Students  who  are  very  deficient  in 
spelling  or  in  the  mechanics  of  written  English  will  fail  in  the 
work  of  this  school. 

Expenses 

No  charge  is  made  for  tuition  or  for  the  use  of  textboc^cs  and 
apparatus. 

Each  student  must  provide  herself  with  a  gymnasium  outfit. 
This  consists  of  a  pair  of  high  white  sneakers,  black  ballet  slip- 
pers, two  middy  blouses,  and  a  pair  of  black  bloomers.  The 
entire  outfit  may  be  purchased  through  the  school  for  $8. 

It  is  most  important  that  no  part  of  th-e  outfit  should  be  pur- 
chased without  the  approval  of  the  physical  director.  Students 
with  apparel  already  in  their  possession  should  bring  it  for  ap- 
proval on  Registration  Day. 

Luncheon  will  be  serv^ed  at  the  school  daily  at  the  noon  inter- 
mission at  moderate  prices. 

The  Edward  Russ  Hall 

The  late  Edward  Russ  bequeathed  a  substantial  sum  of  money 
to  the  State  Board  of  Education  for  the  use  of  the  New  Jersey 
State  Normal  School  at  Montclair.  This  bequest  has  been  used 
in  the  erection  of  a  dormitory  known  as  the  Edward  Russ  Hall, 
which  was  opened  for  boarding  pupils  September  i6th,  191 5. 

The  building  is  fireproof  throughout  and  is  designed  in  the 
Spanish  Mission  style,  with  white  stucco  exterior  walls  and  red 
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Spanish  tile  roof,  to  conform  in  character  to  the  present  Normal 
School  building. 

The  dormitory  accommodates  96  students,  there  being  52 
single  rooms  and  22  double  rooms.  Each  floor  is  provided  with 
ample  bath  and  toilet-room  facilities,  and  at  each  end  of  the  hall, 
conveniently  located,  are  two  enclosed  fireproof  stairs  extending 
from  the  top  floor  to  the  ground  and  giving  ample  exits- 

The  main  floor  is  particularly  well  planned  for  the  social  re- 
quirements of  a  school.  The  living-room  at  one  end  is  thirty- 
three  feet  wide  and  forty  feet  long,  having  at  one  end  a  reading- 
room,  thirteen  feet  by  thirty-two  feet.  This  is  elevated  a  few 
steps  above  the  general  level  of  the  living-room  and  can  be 
used  as  a  stage  for  giving  amateur  plays.  On  one  side  of  the 
liviing-room  is  a  large  open  fireplace,  which  adds  much  to  the 
attractiveness  of  the  room. 

At  the  other  end  of  the  building  is  the  dining-room,  accommo- 
dating no  persons.  This  is  finished  in  old  ivory  tints  and  has  an 
attractive  fireplace  at  one  side  of  the  room. 

The  kitchen  and  serving-rooms  are  up-to-date  in  every  respect. 
They  are  arranged  with  a  view  to  the  best  sanitary  requirements, 
and  every  convenience  of  a  large  kitchen  has  been  installed. 

On  the  first  floor  is  located  the  matron's  suite,  which  contains 
a  living-room  and  bedroom.  There  is  also  a  reception-room  for 
visitors,  and  a  hospital  room. 

The  basement  contains  storerooms,  trunk  rooms  and  a  large 
and  well  equipped  laundry. 

The  sleeping-rooms,  both  single  and  double,  are  equipped  with 
comfortable  and  attractive  furniture.  Each  student  has  a  single 
iron  bedstead  and  excellent  mattress,  a  chiffonier,  a  desk,  a  com- 
mode, an  easy  chair  and  a  straight  chair.  Each  student  has  a 
separate  closet  for  clothing. 

Dormitory  Regulations 

Students  are  not  permitted  to  board  elsewhere  than  at  the 
Edward  Russ  Hall  except  by  permission  of  the  principal.  This 
permission  is  limited  strictly  to  boarding  with  relatives  or  friends 
in  very  exceptional  circumstances. 
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The  uniform  rate  for  each  boarder  is  two  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars,  payable  as  follows : 

Five  dollars  when  application  is  made ;  the  balance  to  be  paid 
in  quarterly  installments  at  the  beginning  of  each  quarter.  That 
is,  $57.50  at  registration  and  $62.50  at  the  beginning  of  each 
quarter  thereafter.  The  dates  of  these  quarters  are  given  on 
page  9. 

No  application  for  a  room  will  be  considered  unless  it  is  ac- 
companied by  a  deposit  of  five  dollars;  if  the  application  is  re- 
jected, this  will  be  refunded.  If  the  applicant  withdraws  more 
than  thirty  days  before  the  opening  of  school,  the  deposit  will 
be  refunded,  but  otherwise  it  will  be  forfeited.  Checks  should 
be  made  payable  to  Katheryn  E.  Hayes,  Treasurer. 

This  charge  includes  board,  laundry,  heat,  lights,  and  either 
a  single  or  half  a  double  room,  according  to  the  date  of  applica- 
tion. 

No  rebate  is  made  for  absence  on 'Saturdays  and  Sundays,  for 
illness  for  less  than  three  weeks,  or  for  expulsion  or  voluntary 
withdrawal  from  school  during  a  quarter.  Pupils  who  are  ill 
for  three  weeks  or  more  at  one  time  will  receive  a  drawback  of 
$2.50  per  week  during  such  illness. 

A  student  who  withdraws  from  the  dormitory  voluntarily 
during  a  semester  is  responsible  for  the  above  payments  for  the 
full  semester. 

Students  who  have  engaged  accommodation  at  the  dormitory 
should  arrive  on  the  day  preceding  the  opening  of  the  term. 

Trunks  should  be  marked,  ^'Edward  Russ  Hall,  Montclair 
Heights,  N.  J."  If  expressed  prepaid  to  Montclair  Heights  by 
Wells  Fargo  Express  Company  or  to  Montclair  by  Adams  Ex- 
press Company,  they  will  be  delivered  at  the  dormitory.  If  a 
student  checks  her  trunk  on  her  railroad  ticket,  it  will  be  delivered 
at  the  dormitory  by  the  Shepard  Transfer  Company  of  Montclair 
or  by  John  Hart  of  Montclair  Heights  for  fifty  cents. 

Each  student  should  bring  overshoes,  an  umbrella,  a  raincoat, 
bath  towels,  and  two  clothes  bags  marked  distinctly  with  her 
name. 
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Each  student  is  required  to  take  care  of  her  own  room.  Laun- 
dry is  limited  to  twelve  pieces  per  week  of  personal  clothing,  but 
no  starched  pieces  are  ironed.  All  clothing  should  be  maiiced 
with  the  owner's  name  in  indelible  ink. 

Except  by  permission  of  the  matron,  students  are  not  permitted 
to  go  home  or  to  leave  town  during  term  time.  Permission  to 
go  home  at  week-ends  will  usually  be  granted  on  written  request 
of  parents. 

Students  must  attend  service  at  such  church  in  Upper  Mont- 
clair  or  Montclair  as  shall  be  designated  by  their  parents. 

Visitors,  other  than  parents  and  fellow  students,  will  be  re- 
ceived at  the  dormitory  only  by  permission  of  the  matron. 

Guests  of  students  will  be  entertained  at  the  dormitory  at  one 
dollar  per  day,  if  arrangements  are  made  previously  with  the 
matron. 
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Courses  of  Instruction 

No  special  students  are  admitted. 

The  aim  of  the  school  is  distinctly  professional.  Students  are 
prepared  to  teach  in  the  elementary  schools  or  kindergartens  of 
New  Jersey. 

There  are  two  courses  of  study — the  General  course  and  the 
Kindergarten  Primary  course. 

Graduates  in  the  General  course  receive  permanent  Normal 
School  certificates,  to  teach  and  to  supervise  teaching  in  any 
branch  or  department  of  at  least  the  first  eight  years  of  work 
exclusive  of  the  kindergarten;  to  be  the  Principal  of  any  school 
of  the  first  eight  years  that  is  under  a  City  Superintendent ;  to 
be  the  Principal  of  a  school  or  the  schools  of  the  first  eight  years 
in  a  district  employing  not  more  than  nine  assistant  teachers  and 
not  under  a  local  Superintendent  or  Supervising  Principal. 

Graduates  in  the  Kindergarten  Primary  course  receive  per- 
manent Normal  School  certificates  to  teach  and  to  supervise 
teaching  in  the  kindergarten  and  in  any  branch  or  department 
of  the  first  four  years  of  school  work  exclusive  of  the  kinder- 
garten. 

These  certificates  are  endorsable  without  examination  in  most 
States. 

I.    The  General  Course 

The  General  course  requires  two  years  or  two  and  one-half 
years  for  its  completion,  according  to  the  qualification  and  cir- 
cumstances of  the  individual  student. 

A  student  of  ability,  in  good  health,  boarding  in  Montclair  or 
commuting  daily  for  a  short  distance,  may  complete  this  course 
in  two  years,  provided  she  has  had  in  the  high  school  the  sul>- 
jects  recommended  on  page  16. 

Students  who  lack  these  qualifications,  or  who  commute  daily 
for  a  considerable  distance,  or  who  have  not  taken  in  the  high 
school  all  the  subjects  recommended  on  page  16,  will  find  it 
impossible  to  complete  the  General  course  in  less  than  two  and 
one-half  years. 
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All  studenits  who  can  do  so  are  advised  to  take  the  long^er 
time.

Detail  of  the  General  Course  of  Study 
Psychology 

(a)   Elementary  Psychology 

Three  periods  per  week  in  the  Junior  B  Semester 

The  course  in  Elementary  Psychology  includes  (i)  a  study  of  the 
psychological  organism  of  the  brain  and  nervous  system;  the  nature  and 
training  of  the  special  senses,  and  the  less  complex  phases  of  perception, 
memory,  imagination,  thought,  the  emotions,  habits  and  the  will,  and  the 
nature  of  their  development  during  the  elementary  school  period,  (2) 
Studies  in  the  personal  reminiscences  of  the  students,  to  give  them  practice 
in  the  analysis  of  subjective  mental  phenomena  and  to  deepen  and  broaden 
their  concepts  of  the  subjective  states  of  childhood.  (3)  Reading  and  reviews 
of  certain  standard  reminiscent  studies  of  childhood,  such  as  Pierre  Loti's 
Story  of  a  Child;  Tolstoi's  Childhood,  Boyhood  and  Youth;  John  Stuart 
Mill's  Autobiography;  Helen  Keller's  Story  of  My  Life.  The  texts  used 
in  the  course  of  Elementary  Psychology  are  Angell's  Psychology,  Calkin's 
First  Book  of  Psychology,  Pillsbury*s  Essentials  of  Psychology.  Reference 
use  is  also  made  of  the  standard  texts  of  James,  Judd,  Titchener,  Ziehen, 
Thorndike,  Royce  and  Donaldson. 
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(b)  Genetic  Psychowgy 

Two  periods  a  week  in  Junior  A  and  Senior  B  Semesters 

This  is  an  advanced  course,  as  an  outgrowth  of  the  course  in  Elementary 
Psychology,  and  covers  one  year  of  two  periods  a  week.  The  purpose  of 
the  course  is  (i)  to  apply  the  facts  learned  in  Elementary  Psychology  to 
the  training  of  children;  (2)  to  present,  so  far  as  they  have  been  scien- 
tifically determined,  facts  concerning  the  nature  and  development  of  the  mind 
during  childhood  and  adolescence,  and  (3)  to  provide  the  prospective  teacher 
with  sound  criteria  for  estimating  theories  about  the  child's  mind,  as  well 
as  to  give  training  in  the  concrete  study  of  child  life.  The  course  includes 
studies  in  the  physical,  intellectual  and  moral  development  of  children; 
factors  conditioning  mental  development,  as  heredity  and  environment; 
mental  fatigue  and  its  relation  to  mental  work:  comparative  studies  of  the 
minds  of  lower  animals  and  savages  with  those  of  normal  and  defective 
children ;  the  special  senses,  perception,  memory,  imagination,  thought  powers, 
emotions  and  motor  ability.  Attention  is  also  given  to  the  causes  and 
extent  of  defective  vision  and  hearing  and  methods  of  testing  the  same, 
together  with  other  minor  psychical  abnormalities  more  or  less  common 
among  school  children.  The  course  includes  lectures  and  conferences  by  the 
instructor  and  observations  and  readings  by  the  students.  The  tests  used 
include  standard  books  by  G.  Stanley  Hall,  William  Preyer,  James  Sully, 
E.  A.  Kirkpatrick,  Earl  Barnes,  Stuart  H.  Rowe,  W.  B.  Drummond,  Gabriel 
Compayre,  J.  Mark  Baldwin  and  others. 

Educationai,  Principles  Applied  to  Teaching 

Four  periods  per  week  in  Senior  B  Semester 

The  aim  of  the  course  is  (o)  to  make  students  familiar  with  the  aims  oif 
education  and  with  the  educational  principles  underlying  the  teaching  process; 
(1&)  to  make  them  able  to  apply  these  principles  to  school-room  procedure 
and  class  management,  to  the  selection  and  organization  of  subject  matter, 
and  to  the  choice  and  application  of  methods  to  be  used  in  teaching. 

The  following  topics  will  be  considered:  (i)  The  aims  of  education  as 
presented  in  various  periods  and  a  special  analysis  of  the  social  aim — ^its 
effects  on  habits,  selection  of  subject-matter,  methods  and  ideals. 

(2)  Place  of  the  school  in  the  teaching  process. 

(3)  Part  played  by  physical  development  and  formation  of  moral  habits  in 
the  social  aim. 

(4)  Method  of  securing  class  interest  in  the  recitation  as  derived  from  the 
social  aim. 

(5)  Class  management  in  light  of  above  aim. 

(6)  The  necessity  of  considering  the  child  as  the  starting  point  in 
education. 

(7)  Varieties  of  lessons  depending  upon  the  particular  purpose  to  be 
accomplished;    the  inductive  development  lesson    (five   formal  steps);    the 
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deductive  development  lesson;  recitation  lesson;  drill  lesson;  review  lesson; 
study  lesson.  The  teaching  of  definitions;  the  topical  method;  method  of 
narration;  of  explanation,  etc.,  with  aim  and  procedure  for  each.  The  use 
and  method  of  textbooks  in  study  assignments  and  in  the  recitation. 

(8)  The  art  of  questioning  in  the  recitation. 

(9)  Application  of  the  above  principles  to  school-room  observation  and 
to  preparation  for  practice  teaching.  Lesson  plans  by  students  with  special 
attention  to  aim  of  lesson,  steps  to  be  considered,  activities  desired. 

The  course  will  consist  of  lectures,  assigned  readings,  discussions,  papers, 
reports  of  observation  and  lesson  plans. 

Special  Methods 

Three  periods  a  week  in  Senior  B  Semester 

This  course  aims  to  teach  students  to  apply  the  principles  of  education  as 
consideerr  in  the  more  general  course  to  method  sin  reading  and  spelling. 

1.  Reading  (a)  Something  of  the  history  of  reading  as  to  selection  of 
material  and  methods  used,  (fe)  Present-day  standards  for  choice  of  subject 
matter,  (c)  Methods:  A  discussion  of  the  word,  sentence  and  phonic 
methods.  Discussions  of  other  more  recent  methods  which  are  combinations 
of  the  above,  as  Rational,  New  Education,  Natural,  Nursery  and  Aldine; 
correlation  of  drawing,  story,  dramatization  with  reading  in  the  primary 
grades;  a  study  of  phonetics.  Lesson  plans  and  the  presentation  of  an 
ideal  method  by  each  student.  Methods  for  intermediate  grades  will  be 
considered,  (a)  The  preparation:  the  word-drill.  Word-study  as  com- 
pared with  silent  reading;  the  use  of  the  dictionary,  (fc)  Vocal  expression: 
Faults  of  expression :  Causes;  How  corrected?  Correlation  of  reading  with 
other  subjects. 

2.  Spelling. 

Selection  of  words  for  primary  grades :  division  of  words  into  syllables ; 
the  part  pronunciation  plays  in  spelling.  Value  of  dictation  lessons.  Desira- 
bility of  having  children  keep  lists  of  their  own  misspelled  words  for 
frequent  review.     Spelling  games  and  spelling  matches. 

Methods  of  teaching  other  subjects  are  discussed  in  the  several  depart- 
ments in  connection  with  the  subject  matter. 

Penmanship 

One  period  per  week  for  two  Semesters 

There  are  two  aims  in  this  course.  The  first  is  to  develop  a  legible,  easy 
and  rapid  handwriting.  This  is  accomplished  by  hygienic  position  of  the 
body,  correct  penholding,  movement  drills  and  analysis  of  form.  Uniform 
height,  even  spacing,  neatness  and  arrangement  of  work  receive  special 
attention. 

The  second  is  to  teach  the  method  of  presentation.  Considerable  black- 
board practice  is  given   with   emphasis  on  position.     The  quality  of  paper, 
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size  and  type  of  pen  and  holder,  writing  implements  in  the  different  grades, 
objects  to  be  sought  in  the  lower  and  upper  grades,  time  devoted  to  pen- 
manship and  its  relation  to  other  studies  are  carefully  considered. 

The  various  systems  are  compared,  showing  their  adequacy  or  inadequacy 
to  meet  the  demands  of  the  child's  later  life. 

History  o^  Education 

Thirty  hours  for  one  Semester 

The  first  part  of  this  course  presents  briefly  the  educational  principles  of 
Comenius,  Rousseau,  Pestalozzi,  Froebel,  Herbart  and  Spencer.  The  re- 
mainder is  devoted  to  a  study  of  special  types  of  present-day  schools ;  i.  e., 
Gary  schools,  the  platoon  system,  the  junior  high  school,  schools  for  defective 
and  backward  children,  vocational  and  other  schools.  Instruction  is  given 
by  textbooks,  lectures,  and  by  visits  to  typical  schools  in  the  vicinity. 

English  Grammar  and  Composition 

Five  hours  per  week  for  one  Semester 

Part  I.     Grammar  and  Composition. 

Grammar.  The  study  of  sentences  and  their  structure,  the  study  of  phrases 
and  clauses.  Analysis  of  sentences.  Words  classified  according  to  function. 
Fundamental  principles  of  technical  grammar.  The  work  in  English  grammar 
largely  inductive.  Professional  aspects  of  teaching  the  subject.  Laboratory 
methods  and  their  value. 

Composition.  Exercises  in  narration,  exposition,  description  and  argument. 
The  study  of  the  paragraph.  The  principles  of  unity,  coherence  and  emphasis. 
Variety  in  sentence ;  exercises  in  changing  the  form  of  expressions.  Oral 
composition.    Versification. 

P-art  II.  Language  in  the  Elementary  Grades.  Aim — to  develop  power 
of  expression. 

Language  methods.  Oral  language ;  reproductive  and  imaginative  com- 
position. Conversation  exercises,  with  special  attention  to  correct  forms 
of  speech,  enlargements  of  vocabulary  and  choice  of  words.  Reports  of 
experiences  outside  of  school.  Story-telling.  Picture-study  to  stimulate 
expression.  Written  language;  form  lessons,  thought  lessons.  Letter- 
writing,  story-writing.  Dictation  lessons.  Study  and  imitation  of  models. 
Dramatization;  practical  application.  Action  games.  Criticismi  and  cor- 
rection of  written  work.  Correlations  of  language  with  other  subjects. 
Examination  of  available  textbooks  for  the  grades.  The  reading  of  pro- 
fessional and  pedagogical  works  on  the  subject  of  language  for  the  elementary 
grades. 

Literature 

Four  hours  per  week  for  one  Semester 

The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  bring  students  to  an  appreciation  of  the 
nature  of  literature  and  its  relation  to  life,  in  order  that  they  may  know 
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what  should  be  their  aim  in  presenting  literature,  and  what  should  control 
their  choice  of  literature  in  the  elementary  grades. 

The  course  is  divided  into  Parts  I  and  II. 

Part  I.  The  following  types  of  literature  are  studied:  (i)  The  epic,  the 
Odyssey  (Bryant's  translation)  ;  the  ballad  epic,  Arnold's  Sohrab  and  Rus- 
tum;  a  brief  study  of  the  transition  from  the  epic  to  the  lyric  and  the 
dramatic,  a  study  of  the  fundamental  relation  of  form  to  the  life  it  embodies 
and  expresses.  (2)  The  lyric,  Seward's  Narrative  and  Lyrical  P-oems  for 
Students.  (3)  The  dramatic,  Shakespeare's  Tempest.  (4)  The  short  story, 
appreciation  of  such  masters  as  Irving,  Poe,  Hawthorne,  Stevenson  and 
Kipling. 

Part  II.  The  reading  of  literature  suitable  for  use  in  elementary  grades. 
Courses  in  literature  for  the  elementary  schools  developed.  The  method 
of  presentation  of  literature,  illustrated  by  actual  lesson-plans  prepared  for 
different  grades  as  directed;  class  discussion  of  these  lesson-plans.  Peda- 
gogical significance  of  myths,  fables,  fairy-tales,  folk-tales,  legends  and 
hero-stories.  The  choice  of  stories,  the  essential  qualities  of  a  story  for 
children;  the  art  of  story-telling;  principles  of  method,  manner  and  voice. 
The  character  of  memory  selections.  Poetry  presented  primarily  as  a  work 
of  art,  and  not  in  the  service  of  any  other  subject.  Correlations  of  literature 
— "The  natural  correlations  of  literature  are  with  the  other  arts;  but,  above 
all,  with  the  spirit  of  childhood,  and  with  the  consciousness  of  children." 
Dramatization  and  the  dramatic  representation  of  literary  selections.  Liter- 
ary programs  for  special  days.  The  school  library.  The  reading  of  pro- 
fessional and  pedagogical  works  on  the  subject  of  literature  for  the  elementary 
grades. 

Mathematics 

Two  periods  per  week  for  the  first  Semester 
Two  periods  per  week  in  Junior  A  and  Senior  B  Semesters 

The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  equip  teachers  thoroughly  for  the  work  of 
the  grades.  This  will  require  a  wider  and  more  theoretic  knowledge  of  the 
graded  school  mathematics ;  a  knowledge  of  the  history  and  pedagogy  of 
the  subject;  a  knowledge  of  the  nature  of  the  problems  encountered  in  the 
activities  of  children  and  in  the  world's  work. 

(a)  Arithmetic. — This  course  will  seek  to  develop  quickness  in  oral  work 
not  only  with  small  numbers,  but  with  numbers  of  two  and  three  figures; 
power  to  form  close  estimates  of  the  results  required  in  a  problem  without 
actual  computation ;  accuracy,  rapidity  and  economy  in  computation ;  accuracy 
of  statement  in  the  written  or  oral  analysis  of  a  problem.  This  will  require 
a  careful  study  of  all  the  fundamental  principles  upon  which  the  act  of 
computation  depends,  and  also  a  careful  study  of  those  number  relations 
which  make  possible  the  abridgment  of  work. 

All  topics  taken  in  upper  grammar  grades  will  receive  very  careful  study. 
The  real  problems  encountered  in  many  adult  activities  in  commercial  and 
industrial  life  will  be  studied  to  give  students  an  appreciation  of  the  uses

of  arithmetic  and  to  add  to  their  power  better  to  interpret  phases  of  the 
work  which  they  are  preparing  to  teach. 

(b)  The  History  of  Arithmetic. — The  history  of  the  older  notations; 
the  scales  of  notation;  the  Hindoo  notation;  the  evolution  of  the  funda- 
mental processes  from  the  methods  of  the  Hindoos;  the  early  printed 
arithmetics  and  the  growth  of  the  subject  up  to  the  present  time  will  be 
presented  by  lectures.  Readings  by  the  students  from  the  histories  of  Ball, 
Fink,  Cajori  and  others  will  be  required.  Some  of  the  first  English  texts, 
as  those  of  Recorde,  Dilworth,  Wingate,  Cocker,  Pike  and  others  will  be 
examined. 

(c)  The  Pedagogy  of  Arithmetic. — A  study  of  the  pedagogy  of  the 
subject  will  include  such  topics  as  the  educational  value  and  aim  of 
arithmetic;  the  number  concept;  the  child's  power  to  use  the  type  of 
thought  required  in  the  use  of  number;  the  child's  interests — drills,  games 
and  problems;  the  nature  and  purpose  of  problems;  the  analysis  and  solu- 
tion of  problems;  heuristic  method  of  development,  etc.  The  course  will 
consist  of  a  study  of  the  types  of  problems  common  in  all  the  grades  in 
public  schools,  lectures  and  assigned  readings  from  Young's  Teaching  of 
Mathematics,  Smith's  Teaching  of  Elementary  Mathem<itics,  Smith's  Teaching 
of  Arithmetic,  McMurray's  Special  Method  in  Arithmetic,  Stone's  Arith- 
metical Abilities,  Jackson's  Educational  Significance  of  Sixteenth  Century 
Arithmetic  and  many  others.  A  study  will  also  be  made  of  older  and  recent 
textbooks  and  of  recent  courses  of  study. 

Nature  Study,  Including  Elementary  Science 

Four  periods  per  week  for  two  Semesters 

The  subject  matter  of  this  course  is  found  in  the  pupils'  environment,  both 
physical  and  biological.  So  far  as  possible,  the  sequence  of  topics  follows 
that  of  the  seasons.  Living  material  is  largely  used.  Etefinitely  supenrised 
field  trips  supplement  the  assigned  individual  work  with  outdoor  material. 

Some  autumn  topics  are  weeds  and  late-blooming  flowers,  seed  dispersal, 
bulb  planting,  trees  in  their  leafy  and  winter  conditions,  appropriate  treatment 
of  insects  and  related  forms,  preparation  of  plants  and  animals  for  winter. 

During  the  winter  months  an  effort  is  made  to  use  the  nature-study  method 
rather  than  the  science  method  of  approach  to  certain  chemical  and  physical 
principles  involved  in  much  of  our  everyday  life.  The  familiar  articles 
of  the  home  and  of  commercial  life  are  used  as  the  starting  point,  with  an 
appreciation  of  principles  appearing  as  a  final  product.  Where  possible,  this 
treatment  is  preferred  to  the  more  common  procedure  of  using  the  familiar 
things  of  life  as  illustrations  of  principles  previously  enunciated  or  developed. 
Some  of  the  things  considered  are  heat  appliances  (including  electrical 
pieces)  used  in  the  household  for  cooking,  heating,  and  ventilating;  food 
preservation  and  adulteration;  common  appliances  using  other  chemical  and 
physical  principles,  as  fire  extinguishers,  cleansers,  the  door  bell,  the  lever  in 
kitchen  utensils,  centrifugal  action  in  the  Babcock  milk  tester,  capillarity  in 
soils,  filtration  of  drinking  water;    commercial  appliances,  as  the  sail,  water 
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wheel,  gas  expansion  engines ;  and  other  materials  of  similar  nature  ind 
lending  themselves  to  the  treatment  indicated. 

The  viewpoint  of  the  pupils  in  the  upper  grades  of  the  elementary  school 
is  considered  rather  than  that  of  the  adult  scientist  Students  with  a  good 
basis  of  high  school  chemistn,^  and  physics  should  feel  prepared  by  this 
course  to  handle  the  so-called  elementary  science  likely  to  be  demanded  of  a 
classroom  teacher. 

Some  spring  topics  are  seed  testing  and  germination ;  seedlings,  gardening, 
soils  as  related  to  plants,  spring  flowers,  plant  functions  not  treated  in  the 
autumn;  development  of  frog  and  toad,  insects  and  their  life  histories 
appropriate  to  the  season;  birds,  their  habits  and  protection;  economic 
importance  of  the  \^rious  types  of  life  studied. 

Pupils  make  and  care  for  school  gardens  on  the  campus.  Beyond  this  the 
handwork  activities  of  the  department  outside  the  classroom  take  largely 
the  form  of  "projects,"  chosen  from  a  wide  range  of  subjects. 

The  course  includes  as  wide  a  range  of  observation  as  possible  of  objects 
which  the  prospective  teacher  may  be  called  upon  to  use  in  her  work.  The 
flowers,  trees,  birds,  insects  are  studied  in  such  a  way  as  to  give  the  student 
a  ready  recognition  of  them  and  an  understanding  of  the  principles  upon 
which  their  life  depends.  Scientific  relationships  are  subordinated  to  con- 
siderations of  practical  use  in  the  elementary  school. 

Geography 

Two  periods  per  week  for  three  Semesters 

The  course  aims  to  give  an  understanding  of  the  control  which  climate, 
surface  and  other  geographic  factors  exert  over  the  life  of  man  and  animals 
upon  the  globe:  a  knowledge  of  and  ability  to  use  the  authoritative  source 
material  available ;  the  abilitj-  to  read  maps,  and  some  of  the  best  ways  of 
presenting  the  subject  to  children. 

The  first  half-year's  work  is  devoted  to  a  study  of  mathematical  geography, 
the  atmosphere,  the  lands,  the  work  of  running  water  and  the  oceans.  As 
much  field  work  as  possible  is  done  in  this  connection,  as  tiie  school  is 
particularly  well  situated  for  it  Books  most  used  in  this  part  of  the  course 
are  Dodge's  Gec^^-raf^hy  and  Salisbury's  Physio^rnf^hy. 

The  first  half  of  the  second  semester  is  devoted  to  the  study  of  the  con- 
tinent of  North  America  and  countries  of  Europe  most  closely  connected 
with  us  through  trade.  Through  this  study  the  pupils  are  expected  to  gain 
an  insight  into  the  method  of  continent  study  for  the  grammar  grades. 
Particular  emphasis  is  laid  upon  the  influence  of  geographic  en\-ironment  in 
determining  routes  of  trade,  location  of  industrial  centers,  and  the  distribu- 
tion of  commodities.  The  books  most  used  in  this  pan  of  the  course  are 
Dodge's  Advanced  Geography,  Mill's  International  Geography,  Robinson's  and 
Bripham's  Commercial  Gecgraf'lres,  Mis?  Scniple'?  Th-s  InfiutKCi  of 
Geographic  Environment,  and  various  government  publications. 

The  work  in  methods  of  teaching  geography  is  left  until  the  last  quarter 
in  order  to  take  advantage  of  the  instruction  in  the  art  of  questioning  and 
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in  making  lesson  plans  given  in  the  course  in  pedagogy.  The  chief  divisionj 
of  the  work  are  a  study  of  the  content  of  geography ;   determining  factors  in 

arranging  subject  matter  for  different  grades;  methods  of  teaching  as  applied 
to  subject  matter  determined  for  each  grade.  Each  student  prepares  lesson 
plans  for  different  grades  and  teaches  the  class. 

American  History 

Three  periods  per  week  for  two  Semesters 

The  course  presents  a  general  survey  of  the  rise  and  development  of  the 
American  nation  and  includes  a  discussion  of  methods  of  teaching  history 
and  civics  in  the  primary  and  grammar  grades,  the  question  of  curricula,  the 
use  of  sources  and  illustrative  material  and  a  knowledge  of  historical 
bibliography.  The  chief  topics  studied  are  European  influences  on  American 
colonization,  the  struggle  for  supremacy  between  England  and  France,  growrth 
of  colonial  institutions,  the  contest  with  England,  formation  and  interpretation 
of  the  Constitutions  of  the  United  States  and  New  Jersey,  the  development 
of  the  new  nation,  western  expansion,  conditions,  parties  and  issues  that  led 
to  the  Civil  War,  the  war  and  its  results,  present  social  and  economic 
problems,  labor  and  capital,  immigration,  the  tariff,  the  United  States  as  a 
world  power,  territorial  and  political  expansion,  municipal  government  and 
the  New  Jersey  school  system. 

The  course  consists  of  lectures,  recitations,  special  topics,  assigned  readings, 
written  reviews,  story-telling  and  class  exercises  in  the  conduct  of  history 
recitations. 

The  Manual  Arts 

Freehand  Drawing — 

Two  periods  per  week  for  one  Semester 

A  course  giving  the  fundamentals  of  simple  representation  and  perspective. 
Problems  will  involve  the  foreshortened  circle  and  circular  surfaces  in  all 
positions,  convergence  and  questions  of  distance,  position  and  level.  Memory 
drawing  to  cultivate  a  graphic  vocabulary.  Students  will  be  required  to 
prepare  notebooks  covering  the  work  of  the  term. 

Design — 

Two  periods  per  week  for  one  Semester 

A  course  presenting  the  essentials  of  design  as  applied  to  school  exercises. 
Applications  are  made  to  (a)  borders,  (fc)  rectangular  or  circular  patterns, 
(c)  landscape  and  still-life  composition,  and  (d)  lettering.  The  work  is 
done  with  reference  to  a  stated  material  and  purpose,  as  rectangular  pattern 
(clay),  border  (stenciling  or  basketry),  lettering  (poster). 

The  course  includes  a  definite,  usable  discussion  and  demonstrations  of 
color  and  tones. 
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Manual  Training — 

Two  periods  per  week  for  two  Semesters 

Tested  forms  of  handwork  and  construction  for  the  first  five  or  six  ele- 
mentary years  will  be  used  as  the  basis  for  work,  as  follows : 
(a)   Paper  construction,  folding  and  pasting. 
{h)  Cardboard  construction,  simple  bookmaking,  boxes,  etc. 
(c)  Sand-table  representation. 

(rf)  Basketry — Elementary  reed  and  raphia  basketwork. 
{e)  Sewing  for  intermediate  grades. 

Blackboard  Drawing — 

A  course  planned  to  give  students  facility  and  confidence  in  the  use  of  the 
blackboard  before  pupils.  Exercises  include  simple  methods  of  expressing 
rapidly  and  effectively  a  wide  range  of  subjects. 

Physicai,  Education  and  Hygiene 

Physical  Education  =    Three  periods  per  week  for  two  Semesters 

Two  periods  per  week  for  one  Semester 

Hygiene:     Three  periods  per  week  for  one  Semester 

The  purpose  of  the  course  in  physical  training  is  threefold: 

1.  To  keep  each  student  in  good  physical  condition  and  to  inspire  in  her  a 
thorough  appreciation  of  the  importance  of  health.  For  this  purpose  three 
weekly  lectures  are  given  throughout  the  first  semester  in  principles  of  physi- 
ology and  hygiene  correlated  with  three  hours  of  practical  gymnastic  training. 

2.  To  teach  the  student  to  plan  and  conduct  gymnastic  lessons  suitable  to 
the  schoolroom,  and  to  be  able  to  recognize  and  correct  physical  defects  and 
faulty  postures  among  children.  Throughout  the  second  year  two  hours  a 
week  of  theory  and  practice  are  devoted  to  this  end. 

3.  To  give  a  knowledge  of  scientific  schoolroom  lighting,  heating,  ventila- 
tion and  seating,  and  to  train  the  student  to  recognize  good  or  bad  conditions 
of  the  same. 

Music 

One  period  per  week  for  three  Semesters 

The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  enable  the  student  to  meet  the  requirements 
for  teaching  music  in  the  public  schools  in  the  State  from  the  primary  to 
the  highest  grades. 

Some  of  the  salient  features  of  this  course  are:  Rote  songs,  Treatment 
of  Monotones,  Ear  training  and  Interval  work.  Diatonic  and  chromatic 
scales — Minor  scales — Class  and  individual  sight  reading — Dictation  work  for 
all  grades — Time  and  Rhythm  emphasized — Simple  song  forms  and  cadences — 
Elementary  harmony — History  of  Music — Lives  of  famous  composers — Stories 
of  the  operas — Program  making  and  practice  teaching — Chorus  work — Appre- 
ciation of  music  taught  by  lectures  and  victrola. 
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11.  The  Kindergarten  Primary  Course 
This  course  requires  two  years  for  its  completion  and  qualifies 
a  graduate  to  teach  a  kindergarten  or  one  of  the  first  four  pri- 
mary grades.  Students  are  received  in  September  or  in  February. 
They  must  have  the  same  qualifications  as  candidates  for  the 
General  course,  and  must  also  satisfy  the  Kindergarten  director 
that  they  can  sing  and  can  play  the  piano  well  enough  to  con- 
duct the  music  for  the  class  from  the  very  beginning  of  the  term.

Gifts 

A  g'enerous  gift  of  money  from  the  late  Edward  Russ,  Esq., 
for  the  decoration  of  the  building,  has  enabled  the  school  to  place 
on  its  walls  many  photographs  of  men  eminent  in  science,  psy- 
diology,  education  and  in  public  affairs,  as  well  as  several  repro- 
ductions of  the  masterpieces  of  the  great  artists.  At  his  death, 
Mr.  Russ  bequeathed  to  this  school  a  large  simi  of  money  and  a 
collection  of  curios  and  of  photographs. 

The  dads  of  1910,  on  Commencement  Day,  presented  a  statue 
of  Atliene,  -y^ch  has  been  placed  in  the  Assembly  Hall.  The 
cfeiss  of  191 1  presented  "The  Winged  Victory."  Messrs.  Danuf- 
sky  and  Halsey,  of  the  class  of  191 2,  have  made  and  placed  on 
the  grounds  an  artistic  simrdial.  The  parting  gift  of  the  class 
of  1912  was  a  statue  of  Diana.  The  class  of  1913  presented 
photographic  reproductions  of  three  of  Millet's  works.    The  class 
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of  1910  has  recently  contributed  a  sum  of  money  to  be  used  for 
the  purchase  of  books  for  the  library,  and  a  similar  gift  has  been 
made  by  the  class  of  191 1.  At  their  Commencement  in  June, 
1914,  the  class  of  1914  presented  reproductions  of  Ruysdael's 
Windmill  and  The  Hour  of  the  Angelus  by  Perret.  The  classes 
of  January  and  June,  191 5,  presented  to  the  school  an  oil  por- 
trait of  the  present  principal. 

Other  gifts  have  been  a  photo  etching  of  the  cathedral  of 
Rheims  from  the  Class  of  January,  1916;  a  photograph  of 
James  Whitcomb  Riley  for  the  English  room  and  a  handsome 
set  of  his  works  from  the  Class  of  January,  191 7.  The  most 
recents  gifts  are  a  silk  United  Sltates  flag  for  the  Assembly  Hall 
from  the  Class  of  June,  191 7,  and  the  two  bas-reliefs,  "Singing 
Boys''  of  Luca  della  Robia,  from  the  Class  of  January,  19 18.

Historical  and  Descriptive 


The  Legislature  of  1902  directed  the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion to  investigate  the  need  of  additional  facilities  for  train- 
ing teachers  for  the  public  schools  of  New  Jersey.  In  its 
annual  report  of  1903,  the  Board  reported  that,  although  the 
New  Jersey  State  Normal  School  at  Trenton  was  filled  with 
students,  the  supply  of  trained  teachers  was  quite  inadequate 
to  the  increasing  demand  and  recommended  that  a  normal 
school  be  established  in  the  northern  part  of  the  State.  In 
1904  the  Legislature  appropriated  $25,000  for  the  purchase  of 
a  site.  After  inspecting  many  locations,  the  Board  finally 
purchased  a  plot  of  twenty-five  acres  in  the  northern  part  of 
Montclair,  Essex  County.  A  more  beautiful  or  healthful  site 
could  not  have  been  chosen.  The  grounds  have  an  elevation 
of  four  hundred  feet  above  sea  level  and  command  an  unin- 
terrupted view  of  a  landscape  of  remarkable  beauty.  The 
Orange  range  stretches  away  to  the  right,  while  at  the  front 
and  left  the  Passaic  valley,  the  Hudson,  and  the  taller  buildings 
of  New  York  are  plainly  visible. 

An  appropriation  of  $275,000  was  made  by  the  Legislature 
of  1906  for  the  erection  and  equipment  of  a  building.  The 
mission  style  was  adopted  and  a  normal  school  building,  334 
feet  long  and  133  feet  deep,  of  brick  covered  with  white  stucco, 
was  erected  on  the  highest  part  of  the  grounds,  fronting  the 
New  York  landscape.  The  equipment  is  of  the  latest  and  best. 
The  ample  grounds  afford  opportunities  for  school  gardens, 
tennis  courts,  and  all  the  outdoor  activities  of  a  large  normal 
school. 

The  building  was  dedicated  September  28,  1908.  by  Gov- 
ernor John  Franklin  Fort  and  the  State  Board  of  Education. 
The  school  had  been  previously  organized  on  September  15, 
with  187  students.  Another  class  was  received  in  February, 
1909,  to  the  number  of  31,  making  the  total   registration  in 
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the  first  year  218.     No  advanced  classes  were  opened  the  first 
year  and  no  students  received  from  any  other  normal  school.

3.  By  Bloom  field  Avenue  trolley  with  transfer  at  Valley  Road 
to  Valley  Road  trolley. 

4.  By  Autobus  from  Paterson. 

Passengers  by  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  to  Newark  can 
take  Bloomfield  Avenue  trolley  at  Terminal  station,  Newark. 

Passengers  by  the  Central  Railroad  of  New  Jersey  to  Newark 
can  take  Bloomfield  Avenue  trolley  at  Terminal  station,  Newark. 

Calendar  1918-1919

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Calendar  1919-1920 

The  fall  term  will  open  Tuesday,  September  2,  1919,  and 
will  close  Friday,  January  30,  1920.  The  school  will  be  closed 
Thanksgiving  day  and  the  day  following  and  every  Saturday.  A 
vacation  will  be  given  from  Wednesday,  December  24,  1919,  to 
Monday,  January  5,  1920.  The  first  quarter  will  close  Friday, 
November  7,  191 9. 

No  class  will  be  formed  in  the  Kindergarten  Primary  course 
in  February  unless  at  least  ten  students  apply  for  admission  to 
that  course. 

The  General  Aim  of  the  School 

The  Montclair  State  Normal  School  is  a  professional  school, 
whose  single  aim  at  present  is  the  preparation  of  teachers  for 
the  elementary  schools  and  kindergartens  of  the  State. 

The  qualifications  of  a  good  teacher  are  both  natural  and 
acquired.  The  former  include  all  that  we  mean  by  personality. 
In  detail,  these  are : 

1.  Adaptability  and  tact,  i.  c,  the  ability  to  adjust  one's  self 
in  thought,  language  and  method  to  the  immaturity  of  children. 

2.  A  strong  attraction  for  teaching,  based  on  genuine  love  of 
children. 

3.  Intellectual  ability. 

4.  Executive  ability. 

5.  Common  sense. 

6.  Good  health  and  a  cheerful  disposition. 

One  who  lacks  any  of  these  natural  qualifications  will  not 
teach  well.  Since  the  Normal  School  cannot  create  personality, 
it  cannot  make  teachers.  Its  most  important  function  is  to  dis- 
cover, to  inspire  and  to  train  the  horn  teacher,  and  to  fit  her  into 
her  appropriate  place  in  the  schools. 

There  can  be  no  academic  tests  of  personality.  The  candidate 
for  the  teaching  profession  is  admitted  to  the  Normal  School 
chiefly  upon  evidence  of  her  intellectual  ability.  The  condition 
is  alwavs  implied  that  she  may  be  dismissed  whenever  it  becomes 
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clear  that  she  lacks  conspicuously  the  natural  qualifications  of 
the  good  teacher. 

To  the  natural  teacher,  however,  the  Montclair  State  Normal 
School  offers  unexcelled  opportunities  of  acquiring  that  profes- 
sional knowledge  and  technical  skill  which  are  indispensable  to 
the  best  teaching. 

The  course  of  study  includes  the  necessary  elements  in  the 
training  of  teachers. 

(i)  Educational  theory.  The  history  of  education,  psychol- 
^SYy  p€d^§"ogy,  organization  and  management  of  schools,  the 
principles  and  art  of  teaching,  and  methods. 

(2)  A  thorough  study  of  the  subject  matter  of  the  elementary 
school  curriculum. 

(3)  Observation  of  model  teaching. 

(4)  Practice  in  teaching  under  expert  supervision. 

Requirements  for  Admission 

Both  sexes  are  admitted. 

1.  Residence.  All  candidates  must  be  residents  of  New  Jersey. 

2.  Age.  All  candidates  must  be  at  least  sixteen  years  old. 

3.  Scholarship.  The  State  Board  of  Education,  on  February 
1st,  19 19,  passed  the  following  resolution  concerning  the  en- 
trance requirements  to  the  State  Normal  Schools : 

Resolved,  That  candidates  may  satisfy  the  scholarship  require- 
ments for  admission  to  these  schools  by  graduation  from  a  four- 
year  course  of  a  high  school  or  private  school  approved  by  the 
State  Board  of  Education:  or  by  holding  a  first  grade  county 
teacher's  certificate,  a  permanent  elementary,  or  secondary 
teacher's  certificate. 

4.  Health.  All  candidates  must  present  certificates  from  phy- 
sicians stating  that  they  are  in  good  health  and  free  from  all 
physical  defects  that  imfit  them  for  teaching. 

The  Committee  on  Normal  Schools  has  voted  that  all  candi- 
dates for  admission  shall  be  examined  by  a  woman  physician 
selected  by  the  school  to  determine  whether  they  are  free  from  any 
disease  or  infirmity  which  would  unfit  them  for  teaching;    and 
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that  any  student  may  be  examined  by  this  physician  at  any  time 
in  her  course  to  determine  whether  her  physical  condition  war- 
rants her  continuance  in  the  school. 

In  conformity  with  the  statute  of  the  State  requiring  physical 
training  in  the  public  schools,  the  State  Board  of  Education,  on 
October  6,  1917,  voted  as  follows:  "That  the  Normal  Schools 
Committee  be  instructed  to  inform  the  principals  of  the  Normal 
Schools  that  in  the  opinion  of  this  Board  all  students  in  the 
Normal  Schools  are  required  to  take  physical  instruction,  and 
that  therefore  none  can  be  admitted  under  the  law  except  such 
as  are  physically  qualified  to  take  such  instruction  as  is  being 
given." 

5.  Character.  All  candidates  must  present  testimonials  of  good 
moral  character. 

6.  Intention  to  teach.  At  registration  all  students  must  sign  a 
declaration  that  they  intend  to  teach  in  the  public  schools  of  New 
Jersey  for  at  least  two  years  immediately  after  being  graduated, 
unless  excused  temporarily  by  the  State  Board  of  Education,  and 
that  if  they  do  not  so  teach  they  will  refimd  to  the  State  the  cost 
of  their  education. 

7.  All  students  are  admitted  on  probation.  The  principals  of 
the  State  Normal  Schools  have  been  instructed  by  the  State  Board 
of  Education  to  exclude  from  these  schools  at  the  close  of  the 
first  half  year  such  students  as  are  unable  to  pass  the  prescribed 
examinations  in  the  work  of  that  half  year,  including  English 
composition,  spelling  and  arithmetic.

High  School  Preparation  for  the  Normal  School 

While  all  graduates  of  approved  high  schools  and  approved 
private  secondary  schools  are  admitted  without  examination,  all 
are  advised  to  study  the  following  subjects  in  their  high  school 
courses :  plane  geometry,  botany,  physics,  one  foreign  language, 
at  least  three  years  of  English,  United  States  history  and  civics, 
English  history,  modern  European  history,  music,  drawing, 
arithmetic,  geography  and  English  grammar. 

High  school  preparation  in  music  should  consist  of  (a)  sight 
reading:  the  ability  to  read  at  sight,  true  to  pitch,  with  Latin 
syllables,  melodies  containing  simple  skips  based  on  the  tonic 
chord,  in  any  major  key,  and  in  simple  two  and  three-part 
measures;  (b)  ear  training,  the  ability  to  recognize  and  match 
tones  sung  to  neutral  syllables,  as  'loo." 

No  student  will  be  graduated  until  she  reaches  a  high  degree 
of  proficiency  in  spelling.  Students  who  are  very  deficient  in 
spelling  or  in  the  mechanics  of  written  English  will  fail  in  the 
work  of  this  school. 

Expenses 

No  charge  is  made  for  tuition  or  for  the  use  of  textbooks  and 
apparatus. 

Each  student  must  provide  herself  with  a  gymnasium  outfit. 
This  consists  of  a  pair  of  high  white  sneakers,  black  ballet  slip- 
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pers,  two  middy  blouses,  and  a  pair  of  black  bloomers.  The 
entire  outfit  may  be  purchased  through  the  school  for  $8. 

It  is  most  important  that  no  part  of  the  outfit  should  he  pur- 
chased without  the  approval  of  the  physical  director.  Students 
with  apparel  already  in  their  possession  should  bring  it  for  ap- 
proval on  Registration  Day. 

Luncheon  will  be  served  at  the  school  daily  at  the  noon  inter- 
mission at  moderate  prices. 

The  Edward  Russ  Hall 

The  late  Edward  Russ  bequeathed  a  substantial  sum  of  money 
to  the  State  Board  of  Education  for  the  use  of  the  New  Jersey 
State  Normal  School  at  Montclair.  This  bequest  has  been  used 
in  the  erection  of  a  dormitory  known  as  the  Edward  Russ  Hall, 
which  was  opened  for  boarding  pupils  September  i6,  191 5. 

The  building  is  fireproof  throughout  and  is  designed  in  the 
Spanish  Mission  style,  with  white  stucco  exterior  walls  and  red 
Spanish  tile  roof,  to  conform  in  character  to  the  present  Normal 
School  building. 

The  dormitory  accommodates  96  students,  there  being  52 
single  rooms  and  22  double  rooms.  Each  floor  is  provided  with 
ample  bath  and  toilet-room  facilities,  and  at  each  end  of  the  hall, 
conveniently  located,  are  two  enclosed  fireproof  stairs  extending 
from  the  top  floor  to  the  ground  and  giving  ample  exits. 

The  main  floor  is  particularly  well  planned  for  the  social  re- 
quirements of  a  school.  The  living-room  at  one  end  is  thirty- 
three  feet  wide  and  forty  feet  long,  having  at  one  end  a  reading- 
room,  thirteen  feet  by  thirty-two  feet.  This  is  elevated  a  few 
steps  above  the  general  level  of  the  living-room  and  can  be 
used  as  a  stage  for  giving  amateur  plays.  On  one  side  of  the 
living-room  is  a  large  open  fireplace,  which  adds  much  to  the 
attractiveness  of  the  room. 

At  the  other  end  of  the  building  is  the  dining-room,  accommo- 
dating 1 10  persons.  This  is  finished  in  old  ivory  tints  and  has  an 
attractive  fireplace  at  one  side  of  the  room. 

The  kitchen  and  serving-rooms  are  up-to-date  in  every  respect. 
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They  are  arranged  with  a  view  to  the  best  sanitary  requirements, 
and  every  convenience  of  a  large  kitchen  has  been  installed. 

On  the  first  floor  is  located  the  matron's  suite,  which  contains 
a  living-room  and  bedroom.  There  is  also  a  reception-room  for 
visitors,  and  a  hospital  room. 

The  basement  contains  storerooms,  trunk  rooms  and  a  large 
and  well  equipped  laundry. 

The  sleeping-rooms,  both  single  and  double,  are  equipped  with 
comfortable  and  attractive  furniture.  Each  student  has  a  single 
iron  bedstead  and  excellent  mattress,  a  chiffonier,  a  desk,  a  com- 
mode, an  easy  chair  and  a  straight  chair.  Each  student  has  a 
separate  closet  for  clothing. 

Dormitory  Regulations 

Students  are  not  permitted  to  board  elsewhere  than  at  the 
Edward  Russ  Hall  except  by  permission  of  the  principal.  This 
permission  is  limited  strictly  to  boarding  with  relatives  or  friends 
in  very  exceptional  circumstances. 

The  uniform  rate  for  each  boarder  is  two  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars,  payable  as  follow^s : 

Five  dollars  when  application  is  made;  the  balance  to  be  paid 
in  quarterly  installments  at  the  beginning  of  each  quarter.  That 
is,  S57.50  at  registration  and  $62.50  at  the  beginning  of  each 
quarter  thereafter.  The  dates  of  these  quarters  are  given  on 
page  9. 

No  application  for  a  room  will  be  considered  unless  it  is  ac- 
companied by  a  deposit  of  five  dollars ;  if  the  application  is  re- 
jected, this  will  be  refunded.  If  the  applicant  withdraws  more 
than  thirty  days  before  the  opening  of  school,  the  deposit  will 
be  refunded,  but  other^vise  it  will  be  forfeited.  Checks  should 
be  made  payable  to  Katheryn  E.  Hayes,  Treasurer. 

This  charge  includes  board,  laundry,  heat,  lights,  and  either 
a  single  or  half  a  double  room,  according  to  the  date  of  applica- 
tion. 

No  rebate  is  made  for  absence  on  Saturdays  and  Sundays,  for 
illness  for  less  than  three  weeks,  or  for  expulsion  or  voluntary 
withdrawal  from  school  during  a  quarter.     Pupils  who  are  ill 
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for  three  weeks  or  more  at  one  time  will  receive  a  drawback  of 
$2.50  per  week  during  such  illness. 

A  student  who  withdraws  from  the  dormitor}^  voluntarily 
during  a  semester  is  responsible  for  the  above  pa>Tnents  for  the 
full  semester. 

Students  who  have  engaged  accommodation  at  the  dormitory 
sliould  arrive  on  the  day  preceding  the  opening  of  the  term. 

Trunks  should  be  marked,  ''Edward  Russ  Hall,  Montclair 
Heights,  X.  J."  If  expressed  prepaid  to  Montclair  Heights  by 
Wells  Fargo  Express  Company  or  to  Montclair  by  Adams  Ex- 
press Company,  they  will  be  delivered  at  the  dormitory.  If  a 
student  checks  her  trunk  on  her  railroad  ticket,  it  will  be  delivered 
at  the  dormitory  by  the  Shepard  Transfer  Company  of  Montclair 
or  by  John  Hart  of  Montclair  Heights  for  fifty  cents. 

Each  student  should  bring  overshoes,  an  umbrella,  a  raincoat, 
bath  towels,  and  two  clothes  bags  marked  distinctly  with  her 
name. 

Each  student  is  required  to  take  care  of  her  own  room.  Laun- 
dry is  limited  to  twelve  pieces  per  week  of  personal  clothing,  but 
no  starched  pieces  are  ironed.  All  clothing  should  be  marked 
with  the  owner's  name  in  indelible  ink. 

Except  by  permission  of  the  matron,  students  are  not  permitted 
to  go  home  or  to  leave  town  during  term  time.  Permission  to 
go  home  at  week-ends  will  usually  be  granted  on  written  request 
of  parents. 

Students  must  attend  service  at  such  church  in  Upper  Mont- 
clair or  Montclair  as  shall  be  designated  by  their  parents. 

Visitors,  other  than  parents  and  fellow  students,  will  be  re- 
ceived at  the  dormitory  only  by  permission  of  the  matron. 

Guests  of  students  will  be  entertained  at  the  dormitory  at  one 
dollar  per  day.  if  arrangements  are  made  previously  with  the 
matron. 

Courses  of  Instruction 

No  special  students  are  admitted. 

The  aim  of  the  school  is  distinctly  professional.  There  are 
three  courses  of  studv — the  General  Course,  the  Kindersrarten- 
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Primary  Course,  and  a  course  for  teachers  of  hygiene  and 
physical  education,  all  of  which  prepare  for  teaching  in  the  public 
schools  of  New  Jersey. 

Graduates  in  the  General  course  receive  permanent  Normal 
School  certificates,  to  teach  and  to  supervise  teaching  in  any 
branch  or  department  of  at  least  the  first  eight  years  of  work 
exclusive  of  the  kindergarten;  to  be  the  Principal  of  any  school 
of  the  first  eight  years  that  is  under  a  City  Superintendent ;  to 
be  the  Principal  of  a  school  or  the  schools  of  the  first  eight  years 
in  a  district  employing  not  more  than  nine  assistant  teachers  and 
not  under  a  local  Superintendent  or  Supervising  Principal. 

Graduates  in  the  Kindergarten-Primary  course  receive  per- 
manent Normal  School  certificates  to  teach  and  to  supervise 
teaching  in  the  kindergarten  and  in  any  branch  or  department 
of  the  first  four  years  of  school  work  exclusive  of  the  kinder- 
garten. 

Graduates  in  the  course  of  hygiene  and  physical  education 
receive  permanent  certificates  to  teach  or  to  supervise  physical 
training  in  the  public  schools  of  New  Jersey. 

These  certificates  are  endorsable  without  examination  in  most 
States. 

I.    The  General  Course 

The  General  course  requires  two  years  or  two  and  one-half 
years  for  its  completion,  according  to  the  qualification  and  cir- 
cumstances of  the  individual  student. 

A  student  of  ability,  in  good  health,  boarding  in  Montclair  or 
commuting  daily  for  a  short  distance,  may  complete  this  course 
in  two  years,  provided  she  has  had  in  the  high  school  the  sub- 
jects recommended  on  page  15- 

Students  who  lack  these  qualifications,  or  who  commute  daily 
for  a  considerable  distance,  or  who  have  not  taken  in  the  high 
school  all  the  subjects  recommended  on  page  15,  will  find  it 
impossible  to  complete  the  General  course  in  less  than  two  and 
one-half  years. 

All  students  who  can  do  so  are  advised  to  take  the  longer 
time.

Detail  of  the  General  Course  of  Study 

Psychology 

(a)   Elementary  Psychology 

Three  periods  per  iveek  in  the  Junior  B  Semester 

The  course  in  Elementary  Psychology  includes  (i)  a  study  of  the 
psychological  organism  of  the  brain  and  nervous  system ;  the  nature  and 
training  of  the  special  senses,  and  the  less  complex  phases  of  perception, 
memory,  imagination,  thought,  the  emotions,  habits  and  the  will,  and  the 
nature  of  their  development  during  the  elementary  school  period.  (2) 
Studies  in  the  personal  reminiscences  of  the  students,  to  give  them  practice 
in  the  analysis  of  subjective  mental  phenomena  and  to  deepen  and  broaden 
their  concepts  of  the  subjective  states  of  childhood.  (3)  Reading  and  reviews 
of  certain  standard  reminiscent  studies  of  childhood,  such  as  Pierre  Loti's 
Story  of  a  Child;  Tolstoi's  Childhood,  Boyhood  and  Youth;  John  Stuart 
Mill's  Autobiography;  Helen  Keller's  Story  of  My  Life.  The  texts  used 
in  the  course  of  Elementary  Psychology  are  Angell's  Psychology,  Calkin's 
First  Book  of  Psychology,  Pillsbury's  Essentials  of  Psychology.  Reference 
use  is  also  made  of  the  standard  texts  of  James,  Judd,  Titchener,  Ziehen, 
Thorndike.  Royce  and  Donaldson. 

(b)   Genetic  Psychology 
Two  periods  a  week  in  Junior  A  and  Senior  B  Semesters 

This  is  an  advanced  course,  as  an  outgrowth  of  the  course  in  Elementary 
Psychology,  and  covers  one  year  of  two  periods  a  week.     The  purpose  of 
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the  course  is  (i)  to  apply  the  facts  learned  in  Elementary  Psychology  to 
the  training  of  children;  (2)  to  present,  so  far  as  they  have  been  scien- 
tifically determined,  facts  concerning  the  nature  and  development  of  the  mind 
during  childhood  and  adolescence,  and  (3)  to  provide  the  prospective  teacher 
with  sound  criteria  for  estimating  theories  about  the  child's  mind,  as  well 
as  to  give  training  in  the  concrete  study  of  child  life.  The  course  includes 
studies  in  the  physical,  intellectual  and  moral  development  of  children; 
factors  conditioning  mental  development,  as  heredity  and  environment; 
mental  fatigue  and  its  relation  to  mental  work;  comparative  studies  of  the 
minds  of  lower  animals  and  savages  with  those  of  normal  and  defective 
children ;  the  special  senses,  perception,  memory,  imagination,  thought  powers, 
emotions  and  motor  ability.  Attention  is  also  given  to  the  causes  and 
extent  of  defective  vision  and  hearing  and  methods  of  testing  the  same, 
together  with  other  minor  psychical  abnormalities  more  or  less  common 
among  school  children,  with  special  reference  to  the  Binet  scale  for  meas- 
uring intelligence  and  its  adaptation  to  American  needs  and  conditions.  An 
important  feature  of  the  course  is  the  use  of  standardized  educational  meas- 
urements and  a  study  of  scales  and  tests  that  have  been  found  useful  in 
determining  more  scientifically  the  abilities  and  accomplishments  of  children. 
The  students  are  familiarized  with  objective  units  of  measurements,  methods 
of  determining  central  tendency,  variability,  and  correlation,  with  special 
application  of  the  same  to  the  learning  process  during  the  elementary  school 
period. 

Educational  Principles  Applied  to  Teaching 

Four  periods  per  week  in  Senior  B  Semester 

The  aim  of  the  course  is  (a)  to  make  students  familiar  with  the  aims  of 
education  and  with  the  educational  principles  underlying  the  teaching  process ; 
(b)  to  make  them  able  to  apply  these  principles  to  school-room  procedure 
and  class  management,  to  the  selection  and  organization  of  subject  matter, 
and  to  the  choice  and  application  of  methods  to  be  used  in  teaching.    > 

The  following  topics  will  be  considered:  (i)  The  aims  of  education  as 
presented  in  various  periods  and  a  special  analysis  of  the  social  aim — its 
effects  on  habits,  selection  of  subject-matter,  methods  and  ideals. 

v2)   Place  of  the  school  in  the  teaching  process. 

(3)  Part  played  by  physical  development  and  formation  of  moral  habits  in 
the  social  aim. 

(4)  Method  of  securing  class  interest  in  the  recitation  as  derived  from  the 
social  aim. 

(5)  Class  management  in  light  of  above  aim. 

(6)  The  necessity  of  considering  the  child  as  the  starting  point  in 
education. 

(7)  Varieties  of  lessons  depending  upon  the  particular  purpose  to  be 
accomplished;  the  inductive  development  lesson  (five  formal  steps);  the 
deductive  development  lesson  ;  recitation  lesson ;  drill  lesson  ;  review  lesson  ; 
study  lesson.  The  teaching  of  definitions;  the  topical  method;  method  of 
narration;  of  explanation,  etc.,  with  aim  and  procedure  for  each.  The  use 
and  method  of  textbooks  in  study  assignments  and  in  the  recitation. 
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(8)  The  art  of  questioning  in  the  recitation. 

(9)  Application  of  the  above  principles  to  school-room  observation  and 
to  preparation  for  practice  teaching.  Lesson  plans  by  students  with  special 
attention  to  aim  of  lesson,  steps  to  be  considered,  activities  desired. 

The  course  will  consist  of  lectures,  assigned  readings,  discussions,  papers, 
reports  of  observation  and  lesson  plans. 


Special  Methods 

Three  periods  a  week  in  Senior  B  Semester 

This  course  aims  to  teach  students  to  apply  the  principles  of  education  as 
considered  in  the  more  general  course  to  methods  in  reading  and  spelling. 

1.  Reading  (a)  Something  of  the  history  of  reading  as  to  selection  of 
material  and  methods  used,  (b)  Present-day  standards  for  choice  of  subject 
matter,  (c)  Methods:  A  discussion  of  the  word,  sentence  and  phonic 
methods.  Discussions  of  other  more  recent  methods  which  are  combinations 
of  the  above,  as  Rational,  New  Education,  Natural,  Nursery  and  Aldine; 
correlation  of  drawing,  story,  dramatization  with  reading  in  the  primary 
grades;  a  study  of  phonetics.  Lesson  plans  and  the  presentation  of  an 
ideal  method  by  each  student.  Methods  for  intermediate  grades  will  be 
considered,  (a)  The  preparation :  the  word-drill.  Word-study  as  com- 
pared with  silent  reading;  the  use  of  the  dictionary,  (b)  Vocal  expression: 
Faults  of  expression:  Causes;  How  corrected?  Correlation  of  reading  with 
other  subjects. 

2.  Spelling. 

Selection  of  words  for  primary  grades:  division  of  words  into  syllables; 
the  part  pronunciation  plays  in  spelling.  Value  of  dictation  lessons.  Desira- 
bility of  having  children  keep  lists  of  their  own  misspelled  words  for 
frequent  review.     Spelling  games  and  spelling  matches. 

Methods  of  teaching  other  subjects  are  discussed  in  the  several  depart- 
ments in  connection  with  the  subject  matter. 

Penmanship 

One  period  per  week  for  two  Semesters 

There  are  two  aims  in  this  course.  The  first  is  to  develop  a  legible,  easy 
and  rapid  handwriting.  This  is  accomplished  by  hygienic  position  of  the 
body,  correct  penholding,  movement  drills  and  analysis  of  form.  Uniform 
height,  even  spacing,  neatness  and  arrangement  of  work  receive  special 
attention. 

The  second  is  to  teach  the  method  of  presentation.  Considerable  black- 
board practice  is  given  with  emphasis  on  position.  The  quality  of  paper, 
size  and  type  of  pen  and  holder,  writing  implements  in  the  different  grades, 
objects  to  be  sought  in  the  lower  and  upper  grades,  time  devoted  to  pen- 
manship and  its  relation  to  other  studies  are  carefully  considered. 

The  various  systems  are  compared,  showing  their  adequacy  or  inadequacy 
to  meet  the  demands  of  the  child's  later  life. 
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History  of  Education 

Thirty  hours  for  one  Semester 

The  first  part  of  this  course  presents  briefly  the  educational  principles  of 
Comenius,  Rousseau,  Pestalozzi,  Froebel,  Herbart  and  Spencer.  The  re- 
mainder is  devoted  to  a  study  of  special  types  of  present-day  schools ;  i.  c, 
Gary  schools,  the  platoon  system,  the  junior  high  school,  schools  for  defective 
and  backward  children,  vocational  and  other  schools.  Instruction  is  given 
by  textbooks,  lectures,  and  by  visits  to  typical  schools  in  the  vicinity. 

•  English  Grammar  and  Composition 

Five  hours  per  week  for  o'ne  Semester 

Part  I.     Grammar  and  Composition. 

Grammar.  The  study  of  sentences  and  their  structure,  the  study  of  phrases 
and  clauses.  Analysis  of  sentences.  Words  classified  according  to  function. 
Fundamental  principles  of  technical  grammar.  The  work  in  English  grammar 
largely  inductive.  Professional  aspects  of  teaching  the  subject.  Laboratory 
methods  and  their  value. 

Composition.  Exercises  in  narration,  exposition,  description  and  argument. 
The  study  of  the  paragraph.  The  principles  of  unity,  coherence  and  emphasis. 
Variety  in  sentence;  exercises  in  changing  the  form  of  expressions.  Oral 
composition.     Versification. 

Part  II.  Language  in  the  Elementary  Grades.  Aim — to  develop  power 
of  expression. 

Language  methods.  Oral  language;  reproductive  and  imaginative  com- 
position. Conversation  exercises,  with  special  attention  to  correct  forms 
of  speech,  enlargements  of  vocabulary  and  choice  of  words.  Reports  of 
experiences  outside  of  school.  Story-telling.  Picture-study  to  stimulate 
expression.  Written  language;  form  lessons,  thought  lessons.  Letter- 
writing,  story-writing.  Dictation  lessons.  Study  and  imitation  of  models. 
Dramatization;  practical  application.  Action  games.  Criticismi  and  cor- 
rection of  written  work.  Correlations  of  language  with  other  subjects. 
Examination  of  available  textbooks  for  the  grades.  The  reading  of  pro- 
fessional and  pedagogical  works  on  the  subject  of  language  for  the  elementary 
grades. 

Literature 

Four  hours  per  week   for  one  Semester 

The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  bring  students  to  an  appreciation  of  the 
nature  of  Hterature  and  its  relation  to  life,  in  order  that  they  may  know 
what  should  be  their  aim  in  presenting  literature,  and  what  should  control 
their  choice  of  literature  in  the  elementary  grades. 

The  course  is  divided  into  Parts  I  and  11. 


2(i  Catalogue  and  Circular  of  Information 

Part  I.  The  following  types  of  literature  are  studied:  (i)  The  epic,  the 
Odyssey  (Bryant's  translation)  ;  the  ballad  epic,  Arnold's  Sohrah  and  Rus- 
tum;  a  brief  study  of  the  transition  from  the  epic  to  the  lyric  and  the 
dramatic,  a  study  of  the  fundamental  relation  of  form  to  the  life  it  embodies 
and  expresses.  (2)  The  lyric,  Seward's  Narrative  and  Lyrical  Poems  for 
Students.  (3)  The  dramatic,  Shakespeare's  Tempest.  (4)  The  short  story, 
appreciation  of  such  masters  as  Irving,  Poe,  Hawthorne,  Stevenson  and 
Kipling. 

Part  II.  The  reading  of  literature  suitable  for  use  in  elementary  grades. 
Courses  in  literature  for  the  elementary-  schools  developed.  The  method 
of  presentation  of  literature,  illustrated  by  actual  lesson-plans  prepared  for 
different  grades  as  directed ;  class  discussion  of  these  lesson-plans.  Peda- 
gogical significance  of  myths,  fables,  fairy-tales,  folk-tales,  legends  and 
hero-stories.  The  choice  of  stories,  the  essential  qualities  of  a  storj-  for 
children;  the  art  of  stor>'-telling ;  principles  of  method,  manner  and  voice. 
The  character  of  memory  selections.  Poetry  presented  primarily  as  a  work 
of  art,  and  not  in  the  service  of  any  other  subject.  Correlations  of  literature 
— "The  natural  correlations  of  literature  are  with  the  other  arts;  but,  above 
all,  with  the  spirit  of  childhood,  and  with  the  consciousness  of  children." 
Dramatization  and  the  dramatic  representation  of  literary'  selections.  Liter- 
ary programs  for  special  days.  The  school  library.  The  reading  of  pro- 
fessional and  pedagogical  works  on  the  subject  of  literature  for  the  elementary 
grades. 

Mathematics 

Two  periods  per  week  for  three  Semesters 

The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  equip  teachers  thoroughly  for  the  work  of 
the  grades.  Two  semesters  are  spent  upon  the  subject  matter  to  be  taught, 
presented  from  a  more  mature  and  theoretic  point  of  view  than  that  of  the 
graded  or  high  school;  one  semester  upon  the  pedagogy-  of  the  subject.  The 
work  of  all  three  semesters,  however,  deals  very-  largely  with  the  best 
methods  of  presenting  the  w-ork  to  pupils  in  the  grades. 

(a)  The  Tuxior  B  Course. — This  course  seeks  to  develop  quickness  in 
oral  work;  accuracy,  rapidity,  and  economy  in  computation;  accuracy  of 
statement  in  the  written  or  oral  anahsis  of  a  problem. 

A  careful  study  is  made  of  the  fundamental  principles  upon  which  com- 
putation with  whole  numbers,  fractions  and  decimals  depend ;  and  as  much 
drill  work  is  given  as  time  will  permit.  Considerable  time  is  given  to  the 
analysis  and  solution  of  problems  involving  decimals. 

A  careful  study  also  is  made  of  the  measurement  of  areas  and  volumes. 
The  rules  and  principles  are  developed  objectively  and  applied  to  practical 
problems. 

The  work  is  based  upon  the  first  six  chapters  of  the  Stone-Millis  Higher 
Arithmetic. 

(b)  The  Junior  A  Course. — This  course  is  devoted  entirely  to  a  study  of 
percentage  and  its  applications. 

The  first  half  of  the  semester  is  devoted  to  a  general  use  of  per  cent,  as 
expressing  relations;  and  the  aim  is  to  develop  power  to  interpret  relations 
expressed  in  terms  of  per  cent,  and  to  express  relations  as  per  cent. 
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The  second  half  of  the  semester  aims  to  give  the  pupil  a  social  insight  into 
business  terms,  processes,  and  problems.  This  includes  a  study  of  profit  and 
loss;  commercial  discount;  commission  and  brokerage;  interest  and  bank 
discount;  banking;  stock  investments;  bond  investments;  taxes;  and 
insurance. 

The  work  of  the  semester  is  based  upon  Chapter  VIII  of  the  Stone-Millis 
Higher  Arithmetic. 

(c)  The  Senior  B  Course. — This  course  is  devoted  to  the  pedagogy  of 
the  subject.  It  includes  a  study  of  the  aim  of  a  course  in  arithmetic;  a 
study  of  the  methods  of  motivating  the  work;  the  planning  of  the  daily 
lesson ;  the  purpose  and  nature  of  problems ;  the  use  of  games  in  primary 
number  work;  a  study  of  "standard  tests";  and  a  careful  study  of  methods 
of  presenting  the  work  of  each  of  the  eight  grades. 

Some  time  is  spent  in  studying  courses  of  study  and  recent  textbooks. 

The  work  of  the  semester  is  based  upon  Stone's  Teaching  of  Arithmetic. 

Nature-Study,  Including  Elementary  Science. 

Four  periods  per  zi'eek  for  two  Semesters 

The  subject  matter  of  this  course  is  found  in  the  pupils'  environment,  both 
physical  and  biological.  So  far  as  possible,  the  sequence  of  topics  follows 
that  of  the  seasons.  Living  material  is  largely  used.  Definitely  supervised 
field  trips  supplement  the  assigned  individual  work  with  outdoor  material. 

Some  autumn  topics  are  weeds  and  late-blooming  flowers,  seed  dispersal, 
bulb  planting,  trees  in  their  leafy  and  winter  conditions,  appropriate  treatment 
of  insects  and  related  forms,  preparation  of  plants  and  animals  for  winter. 

During  the  winter  months  an  effort  is  made  to  use  the  nature-study  method 
rather  than  the  science  method  of  approach  to  certain  chemical  and  physical 
principles  involved  in  much  of  our  everyday  life.  The  familiar  articles 
of  the  home  and  of  commercial  life  are  used  as  the  starting  point,  with  an 
appreciation  of  principles  appearing  as  a  final  product.  Where  possible,  this 
treatment  is  preferred  to  the  more  common  procedure  of  using  the  familiar 
things  of  Hfe  as  illustrations  of  principles  previously  enunciated  or  developed. 
Some  of  the  things  considered  are  heat  appliances  (including  electrical 
pieces)  used  in  the  household  for  cooking,  heating,  and  ventilating;  food 
preservation  and  adulteration:  common  appliances  using  other  chemical  and 
physical  principles,  as  fire  extinguishers,  cleansers,  the  door  bell,  the  lever  in 
kitchen  utensils,  centrifugal  action  in  the  Babcock  milk  tester,  capillarity  in 
soils,  filtration  of  drinking  water;  commercial  appliances,  as  the  sail,  water 
wheel,  gas  expansion  engines ;  and  other  materials  of  similar  nature  lending 
themselves  to  the  treatm-ent  indicated. 

The  viewpoint  of  the  pupils  in  the  upper  grades  of  the  elementary  school 
is  considered  rather  than  that  of  the  adult  scientist.  Students  with  a  good 
basis  of  high  school  chemistry  and  physics  should  feel  prepared  by  this 
course  to  handle  the  so-called  elementary  science  likely  to  be  demanded  of  a 
classroom  teacher. 

Some  spring  topics  are  seed  testing  and  germination;  seedlings,  gardening, 
soils  as  related  to  plants,  spring  flowers,  plant  functions  not  treated  in  the 
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autumn ;  development  of  frog  and  toad,  insects  and  their  life  histories 
appropriate  to  the  season ;  birds,  their  habits  and  protection ;  economic 
importance  of  the  various  types  of  life  studied. 

Pupils  make  and  care  for  school  gardens  on  the  campus.  Beyond  this  the 
handwork  activities  of  the  department  outside  the  classroom  take  largely 
the  form  of  "projects,"  chosen  from  a  wide  range  of  subjects. 

The  course  includes  as  wide  a  range  of  observation  as  possible  of  objects 
which  the  prospective  teacher  may  be  called  upon  to  use  in  her  work.  The 
flowers,  trees,  birds,  insects  are  studied  in  such  a  way  as  to  give  the  student 
a  ready  recognition  of  them  and  an  understanding  of  the  principles  upon 
which  their  life  depends.  Scientific  relationships  are  subordinated  to  con- 
siderations of  practical  use  in  the  elementary  school. 

Geography 

Two  periods  per  week  for  three  Semesters 

The  course  aims  to  give  an  understanding  of  the  control  which  climate, 
surface  and  other  geographic  factors  exert  over  the  life  of  man  and  animals 
upon  the  globe;  a  knowledge  of  and  ability  to  use  the  authoritative  source 
material  available;  the  ability  to  read  maps,  and  some  of  the  best  ways  of 
presenting  the  subject  to  children. 

The  first  half-year's  work  is  devoted  to  a  study  of  mathematical  geography, 
the  atmosphere,  the  lands,  the  work  of  running  water  and  the  oceans.  As 
much  field  work  as  possible  is  done  in  this  connection,  as  the  school  is 
particularly  well  situated  for  it.  Books  most  used  in  this  part  of  the  course 
are  Dodge's  Geography  and  Salisbury's  Physiography. 

The  first  half  of  the  second  semester  is  devoted  to  the  study  of  the  con- 
tinent of  North  America  and  countries  of  Europe  most  closely  connected 
with  us  through  trade.  Through  this  study  the  pupils  are  expected  to  gain 
an  insight  into  the  method  of  continent  study  for  the  grammar  grades. 
Particular  emphasis  is  laid  upon  the  influence  of  geographic  environment  in 
determining  routes  of  trade,  location  of  industrial  centers,  and  the  distribu- 
tion of  commodities.  The  books  most  used  in  this  part  of  the  course  are 
Dodge's  Advanced  Geography,  Mill's  International  Geography,  Robinson's  and 
Brigham's  Commercial  Geographies,  Miss  Semple's  The  Influence  of 
Geographic  Environment,  and  various  government  publications. 

The  work  in  methods  of  teaching  geography  is  left  until  the  last  quarter 
in  order  to  take  advantage  of  the  instruction  in  the  art  of  questioning  and 
in  making  lesson  plans  given  in  the  course  in  pedagogy.  The  chief  divisions 
of  the  work  are  a  study  of  the  content  of  geography ;  determining  factors  in 
arranging  subject  matter  for  different  grades;  methods  of  teaching  as  applied 
to  subject  matter  determined  for  each  grade.  E^ch  student  prepares  lesson 
plans  for  different  grades  and  teaches  the  class. 

American  History 

Three  periods  per  week  for  two  Semesters 

The  course  presents  a  general  survey  of  the  rise  and  development  of  the 
American  nation  and  includes  a  discussion  of  methods  of  teaching  history 
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and  civics  in  the  primary  and  grammar  grades,  the  question  of  curricula,  the 
use  of  sources  and  illustrative  material  and  a  knowledge  of  historical 
bibliography.  The  chief  topics  studied  are  European  influences  on  American 
colonization,  the  struggle  for  supremacy  between  England  and  France,  growth 
of  colonial  institutions,  the  contest  with  England,  formation  and  interpretation 
of  the  Constitutions  of  the  United  States  and  New  Jersey,  the  development 
of  the  new  nation,  western  expansion,  conditions,  parties  and  issues  that  led 
to  the  Civil  War,  the  war  and  its  results,  present  social  and  economic 
problems,  labor  and  capital,  immigration,  the  tariff,  the  United  States  as  a 
world  power,  territorial  and  political  expansion,  municipal  government  and 
the  New  Jersey  school  system. 

Tlie  course  consists  of  lectures,  recitations,  special  topics,  assigned  readings, 
written  reviews,  story-telling  and  class  exercises  in  the  conduct  of  history 
recitations. 

.   The  Manual  Arts 

Freehand  Drazving — 

Two  periods  per  week  for  one  Semester 

A  course  giving  the  fundamentals  of  simple  representation  and  perspective. 
Problems  will  involve  the  foreshortened  circle  and  circular  surfaces  in  all 
positions,  convergence  and  questions  of  distance,  position  and  level.  Memory 
drawing  to  cultivate  a  graphic  vocabulary.  Students  will  be  required  to 
prepare  notebooks  covering  the  work  of  the  term. 

Design — 

Two  periods  per  week  for  one  Semester 

A  course  presenting  the  essentials  of  design  as  applied  to  school  exercises. 
Applications  are  made  to  (a)  borders,  {h)  rectangular  or  circular  patterns, 
(c)  landscape  and  still-life  composition,  and  {d)  lettering.  The  work  is 
done  with  reference  to  a  stated  material  and  purpose,  as  rectangular  pattern 
(clay),  border  (stenciling  or  basketry),  lettering  (poster). 

The  course  includes  a  definite,  usable  discussion  and  demonstrations  of 
color  and  tones. 

Manual  Training — 

Two  periods  per  week  for  two  Semesters 

Tested  forms  of  handwork  and  construction  for  the  first  five  or  six  ele- 
mentary years  will  be  used  as  the  basis  for  work,  as  follows : 
(a)   Paper  construction,  folding  and  pasting. 
{h)  Cardboard  construction,  simple  bookmaking,  boxes,  etc. 
(c)  Sand-table  representation. 

(rf)  Basketry — Elementary  reed  and  raphia  basketwork. 
{e)  Sewing  for  intermediate  grades. 
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Blackboard  Drawing — 

One  period  per  week  for  one  Semester 

A  course  planned  to  give  students  facility  and  confidence  in  the  use  of  the 
blackboard  before  pupils.  Exercises  include  simple  methods  of  expressing 
rapidly  and  effectively  a  wide  range  of  subjects. 

Physical  Education  and  Hygiene 

Physical  Education:    Three  periods  per  week  for  two  Semesters 

Two  periods  per  week  for  one  Semester 

Hygiene:     Three  periods  per  week  for  one  Semester 

The  purpose  of  the  course  in  physical  training  is  threefold : 

1.  To  keep  each  student  in  good  physical  condition  and  to  inspire  in  her  a 
thorough  appreciation  of  the  importance  of  health.  For  this  purpose  three 
weekly  lectures  are  given  throughout  the  first  semester  in  principles  of  physi- 
olog>'  and  hygiene  correlated  with  three  hours  of  practical  gymnastic  training, 

2.  To  teach  the  student  to  plan  and  to  conduct  gymnastic  lessons  suitable  to 
the  schoolroom,  and  to  be  able  to  recognize  and  to  correct  physical  defects  and 
faulty  postures  among  children.  Throughout  the  second  year  two  hours  a 
week  of  theory  and  practice  are  devoted  to  this  end. 

3.  To  give  a  knowledge  of  scientific  schoolroom  lighting,  heating,  ventila- 
tion and  seating,  and  to  train  the  student  to  recognize  good  or  bad  conditions 
of  the  same. 

Music 

One  period  per  week  for  three  Semesters 

The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  enable  the  student  to  meet  the  requirements 
for  teaching  music  in  the  public  schools  in  the  State  from  the  primary  to 
the  highest  grades. 

Some  of  the  salient  features  of  this  course  are:  Rote  songs,  Treatment 
of  Monotones,  Ear  training  and  Interval  work.  Diatonic  and  chromatic 
scales — Minor  scales — Class  and  individual  sight  reading — Dictation  work  for 
all  grades — Time  and  Rhythm  emphasized — Simple  song  forms  and  cadences — 
Elementary  harmony — History  of  Music — Lives  of  famous  composers — Stories 
of  the  operas — Program  making  and  practice  teaching— Chorus  work — Appre- 
ciation of  music  taught  by  lectures  and  victrola. 

11.    The  Kindergarten  Primary  Course 

This  course  requires  two  years  for  its  completion  and  qualifies 
a  graduate  to  teach  a  kinder^-arten  or  one  of  the  first  four  pri- 
mary grades.  Students  are  received  in  September  or  in  February. 
They  must  have  the  same  qualifications  as  candidates   for  the 
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General  course,  and  must  also  satisfy  the  Kindergarten  director 
that  they  can  sing  and  can  play  the  piano  well  enough  to  con- 
duct the  music  for  the  class  from  the  very  beginning  of  the  term.

III.    Graduate  Course  in  Hygiene  and  Physical 
Education 

This  course  has  been  established  in  order  to  train  teachers  to 
meet  the  requirements  of  the  physical  education  law  of  New 
Jersey,  known  as  the  Pierson  Act,  Public  Laws  19 17,  Chapter 
107. 

The  course  requires  one  year  for  its  completion.  It  is  open  to 
residents  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey  who  are  graduates  of  New 
Jersey  State  Normal  Schools  or  of  other  State  normal  schools 
having  courses  of  equivalent  value. 

Candidates  must  pass  a  physical  examination  conducted  by  the 
school  physician,  must  be  able  to  sing,  must  have  a  good  sense  of 
rhythm,  and  must  give  promise  of  success  in  the  department. 

Graduates  of  this  course  receive  a  permanent  State  certificate 
to  teach  or  to  supervise  physical  training  in  any  public  school  in 
the  State  of  New  Jersey. 

Entrance  may  be  made  in  September  only.

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HISTORICAL  AND  DESCRIPTIVE 


The  Legislature  of  1902  directed  the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion to  investigate  the  need  of  additional  facilities  for  train- 
ing teachers  for  the  public  schools  of  New  Jersey.  In  its 
annual  report  of  1903,  the  Board  reported  that,  although  the 
New  Jersey  State  Normal  School  at  Trenton  was  filled  with 
students,  the  supply  of  trained  teachers  was  quite  inadequate 
to  the  increasing  demand  and  recommended  that  a  normal 
school  be  established  in  the  northern  part  of  the  State.  In 
1904  the  Legislature  appropriated  $25,000  for  the  purchase  of 
a  site.  After  inspecting  many  locations,  the  Board  finally 
purchased  a  plot  of  twenty-five  acres  in  the  northern  part  of 
Montclair,  Essex  County.  A  more  beautiful  or  healthful  site 
could  not  have  been  chosen.  The  grounds  have  an  elevation 
of  four  hundred  feet  above  sea  level  and  command  an  unin- 
terrupted view  of  a  landscape  of  remarkable  beauty.  The 
Orange  range  stretches  away  to  the  right,  while  at  the  front 
and  left  the  Passaic  valley,  the  Hudson,  and  the  taller  buildings 
of  New  York  are  plainly  visible. 

An  appropriation  of  $275,000  was  made  by  the  Legislature 
of  i9o6  for  the  erection  and  equipment  of  a  building.  The 
mission  style  was  adopted  and  a  normal  school  building,  334 
feet  long  and  133  feet  deep,  of  brick  covered  with  white  stucco, 
was  erected  on  the  highest  part  of  the  grounds,  fronting  the 
New  York  landscape.  The  equipment  is  of  the  latest  and  best. 
The  ample  grounds  afford  opportunities  for  school  gardens, 
tennis  courts,  and  all  the  outdoor  activities  of  a  large  normal 
school. 

The  building  was  dedicated  September  28,  1908,  by  Gov- 
ernor John  Franklin  Fort  and  the  State  Board  of  Education. 
The  school  had  been  previously  organized  on  September  15, 
with  187  students.  Another  class  was  received  in  February, 
1909,  to  the  number  of  31,  making  the  total  registration  in 
the  first  year  218.  No  advanced  classes  were  opened  the  first 
year  and  no  students  received  from  any  other  normal  school. 
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The  New  Jersey  State  Normal  School  at  Montclair  may  be 
reached  in  the  following  ways  : 

1 .  By  Erie  Railroad — Greenwood  Lake  Division.  The  Mont- 
clair Heights  station  adjoins  the  grounds  of  the  normal  school. 

2.  By  D.,  L.  and  W.  Railroad  to  Montclair  station,  thence  by 
Valley  Road  trolley  to  the  grounds. 

3.  By  Bloom  field  Avenue  trolley  with  transfer  at  Valley  Road 
to  Valley  Road  trolley. 

4.  By  Autobus  from  Paterson  and  Montclair,  also  by  autobus 
from  Newark. 

Passengers  by  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  to  Newark  can 
take  Bloomfield  Avenue  trolley  at  Terminal  station,  Newark. 

Passengers  by  the  Central  Railroad  of  New  Jersey  to  Newark 
can  take  Bloomfield  Avenue  trolley  at  Terminal  station,  Newark.

The  General  Aim  of  the  School 

The  Montclair  State  Normal  School  is  a  professional  school, 
whose  single  aim  at  present  is  the  preparation  of  teachers  for 
the  elementary  schools  and  kindergartens  of  the  State. 
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The  qualifications  of  a  good  teacher  are  both  natural  and 
acquired.  The  former  include  all  that  we  mean  by  personality. 
In  detail,  these  are : 

1.  Adaptability  and  tact,  i.  e.,  the  ability  to  adjust  one's  self 
in  thought,  language  and  method  to  the  immaturity  of  children. 

2.  A  strong  attraction  for  teaching,  based  on  genuine  love  of 
children. 

3.  Intellectual  ability. 

4.  Executive  ability. 

5.  Common  sense. 

6.  Good  health  and  a  cheerful  disposition. 

One  who  lacks  any  of  these  natural  qualifications  will  not 
teach  well.  Since  the  Normal  School  cannot  create  personality, 
it  cannot  make  teachers.  Its  most  important  function  is  to  dis- 
cover, to  inspire  and  to  train  the  born  teacher,  and  to  fit  her  into 
her  appropriate  place  in  the  schools. 

There  can  be  no  academic  tests  of  personality.  The  candidate 
for  the  teaching  profession  is  admitted  to  the  Normal  School 
chiefly  upon  evidence  of  her  intellectual  ability.  The  condition 
is  always  implied  that  she  may  be  dismissed  whenever  it  becomes 
clear  that  she  lacks  conspicuously  the  natural  qualifications  of 
the  good  teacher. 

To  the  natural  teacher,  however,  the  Montclair  State  Normal 
School  offers  unexcelled  opportunities  of  acquiring  that  profes- 
sional knowledge  and  technical  skill  which  are  indispensable  to 
the  best  teaching. 

The  course  of  study  includes  the  necessary  elements  in  the 
training  of  teachers. 

(i)  Educational  theory.  The  history  of  education,  psychol- 
ogy>  Pedagogy,  organization  and  management  of  schools,  the 
principles  and  art  of  teaching,  and  methods. 

(2)  A  thorough  study  of  the  subject  matter  of  the  elementary 
school  curriculum. 

(3)  Observation  of  model  teaching. 

(4)  Practice  in  teaching  under  expert  supervision. 
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Requirements  for  Admission 

Both  sexes  are  admitted. 

1.  Residence.  All  candidates  must  be  residents  of  New  Jersey. 

2.  Age,  All  candidates  must  be  at  least  sixteen  years  old. 

3.  Scholarship.  The  State  Board  of  Education,  on  February 
1st,  19 19,  passed  the  following  resolution  concerning  the  en- 
trance requirements  to  the  State  Normal  Schools : 

Resolved,  That  candidates  may  satisfy  the  scholarship  require- 
ments for  admission  to  these  schools  by  graduation  from  a  four- 
year  course  of  a  high  school  or  private  school  approved  by  the 
State  Board  of  Education;  or  by  holding  a  first  grade  county 
teacher's  certificate,  a  permanent  elementary,  or  secondary 
teacher's  certificate. 

4.  Health.  All  candidates  must  present  certificates  from  phy- 
sicians stating  that  they  are  in  good  health  and  free  from  all 
physical  defects  that  unfit  them  for  teaching. 

The  Committee  on  Normal  Schools  has  voted  that  all  candi- 
dates for  admission  shall  be  examined  by  a  woman  physician 
selected  by  the  school  to  determine  whether  they  are  free  from'  any 
disease  or  infirmity  which  would  unfit  them  for  teaching;  and 
that  any  student  may  be  examined  by  this  physician  at  any  time 
in  her  course  to  determine  whether  her  physical  condition  war- 
rants her  continuance  in  the  school. 

In  conformity  with  the  statute  of  the  State  requiring  physical 
training  in  the  public  schools,  the  State  Board  of  Education,  on 
October  6,  191 7,  voted  as  follows:  "That  the  Normal  Schools 
Committee  be  instructed  to  inform  the  principals  of  the  Normal 
Schools  that  in  the  opinion  of  this  Board  all  students  in  the 
Normal  Schools  are  required  to  take  physical  instruction,  and 
that  therefore  none  can  be  admitted  under  the  law  except  such 
as  are  physically  qualified  to  take  such  instruction  as  is  being 
given." 

5.  Character.  All  candidates  must  present  testimonials  of  good 
moral  character. 

6.  Intention  to  teach.  At  registration  all  students  must  sign  a 
declaration  that  they  intend  to  teach  in  the  public  schools  of  New 
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Jersey  for  at  least  two  years  immediately  after  being  graduated, 
unless  excused  temporarily  by  the  State  Board  of  Education,  and 
that  if  they  do  not  so  teach  they  will  refund  to  the  State  the  cost 
of  their  education. 

7.  All  students  are  admitted  on  probation.  The  principals  of 
the  State  Normal  Schools  have  been  instructed  by  the  State  Board 
of  Education  to  exclude  from  these  schools  at  the  close  of  the 
first  half  year  such  students  as  are  unable  to  pass  the  prescribed 
examinations  lin  the  work  of  that  half  year,  including  English 
composition,  spelling  and  arithmetic.

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High  School  Preparation  for  the  Normal  School 

While  all  graduates  of  approved  high  schools  and  approved 
private  secondary  schools  are  admitted  without  examination,  all 
are  advised  to  study  the  following  subjects  in  their  high  school 
courses :  plane  geometry,  botany,  physics,  one  foreign  language, 
at  least  three  years  of  English,  United  States  history  and  civics, 
English  history,  modem  European  history,  music,  drawing, 
arithmetic,  geography  and  English  grammar. 

High  school  preparation  in  music  should  consist  of  (a)  sight 
reading:  the  ability  to  read  at  sight,  true  to  pitch,  with  Latin 
syllables,  melodies  containing  simple  skips  based  on  the  tonic 
chord,  in  any  major  key,  and  in  simple  two  and  three-part 
measures;  (b)  ear  training,  the  ability  to  recognize  and  match 
tones  sung  to  neutral  syllables,  as  'loo." 

No  student  will  be  graduated  until  she  reaches  a  high  degree 
of  proficiency  in  spelling.  Students  who  are  very  deficient  in 
spelling  or  in  the  mechanics  of  written  English  will  fail  in  the 
work  of  this  school. 

Expenses 

No  charge  is  made  for  tuition  or  for  the  use  of  textbooks  and 
apparatus. 

Each  student  must  provide  herself  with  a  gymnasium  outfit. 
This  consists  of  a  pair  of  high  white  sneakers,  black  ballet  slip- 
pers, two  middy  blouses,  and  a  pair  of  black  bloomers.  The 
entire  outfit  may  be  purchased  through  the  school  for  $8. 

It  is  most  important  that  no  part  of  the  outfit  should  be  pur- 
chased without  the  approval  of  the  physical  director.  Students 
with  apparel  already  in  their  possession  should  bring  it  for  ap- 
proval on  Registration  Day. 

Luncheon  will  be  served  at  the  school  daily  at  the  noon  inter- 
mission at  moderate  prices. 
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The  Edward  Russ  Hall 

The  late  Edward  Russ  bequeathed  a  substantial  sum  of  money 
to  the  State  Board  of  Education  for  the  use  of  the  New  Jersey 
State  Normal  School  at  Montclair.  This  bequest  has  been  used 
in  the  erection  of  a  dormitory  known  as  the  Edward  Russ  Hall, 
which  was  opened  for  boarding  pupils  September  i6,  191 5. 

The  building  is  fireproof  throughout  and  is  designed  in  the 
Spanish  Mission  style,  with  white  stucco  exterior  walls  and  red 
Spanish  tile  roof,  to  conform  in  character  to  the  present  Normal 
School  building. 

The  dormitory  accommodates  96  students,  there  being  52 
single  rooms  and  22  double  rooms.  Each  floor  is  provided  with 
ample  bath  and  toilet-room  facilities,  and  at  each  end  of  the  hall, 
conveniently  located,  are  two  enclosed  fireproof  stairs  extending 
from  the  top  floor  to  the  ground  and  giving  ample  exits. 

The  main  floor  is  particularly  well  planned  for  the  social  re- 
quirements of  a  school.  The  living-room  is  thirty-three  feet 
wide  and  forty  feet  long,  having  at  one  end  a  reading-room, 
thirteen  feet  by  thirty-two  feet.  This  is  elevated  a  few  steps 
above  the  general  level  of  the  living-room  and  can  be  used  as  a 
stage  for  giving  amateur  plays.  On  one  side  of  the  living-room 
is  a  large  open  fireplace,  which  adds  much  to  the  attractiveness 
of  the  room. 

At  the  other  end  of  the  building  is  the  dining-room,  accommo- 
dating 1 10  persons.  This  is  finished  in  old  ivory  tints  and  has  an 
attractive  fireplace  at  one  side  of  the  room. 

The  kitchen  and  serving-rooms  are  up-to-date  in  every  respect. 
They  are  arranged  with  a  view  to  the  best  sanitary  requirements, 
and  every  convenience  of  a  large  kitchen  has  been  installed. 

On  the  first  floor  is  located  the  matron's  suite,  which  contains 
a  living-room  and  bedroom.  There  is  also  a  reception-room  for 
visitors,  and  a  hospital  room. 

The  basement  contains  storerooms,  trunk  rooms  and  a  large 
and  well  equipped  laundry. 

The  sleeping-rooms,  both  single  and  double,  are  equipped  with 
comfortable  and  attractive  furniture.     Each  student  has  a  single 
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iron  bedstead  and  excellent  mattress,  a  chiffonier,  a  desk,  a  com- 
mode, an  easy  chair  and  a  straight  chair.  Each  student  has  a 
separate  closet  for  clothing. 

Dormitory  Regulations 

Students  are  not  permitted  to  board  elsewhere  than  at  the 
Edward  Russ  Hall  except  by  permission  of  the  principal.  This 
permission  is  limited  strictly  to  boarding  with  relatives  or  friends 
in  very  exceptional  circumstances. 

Beginning  February  i,  1920,  the  uniform  rate  for  each  boarder 
is  $275  per  annum,  payable  as  follows :  $5.00  when  application 
is  made;  the  balance  in  quarterly  installments  at  the  beginning 
of  each  quarter;  that  is,  $63.75  ^t  registration,  and  $68.75  at  the 
beginning  of  each  quarter  thereafter.  The  dates  of  these  quar- 
ters are  given  on  page  9. 

No  application  for  a  room  will  be  considered  unless  it  is  ac- 
companied by  a  deposit  of  five  dollars;  if  the  application  is  re- 
jected, this  will  be  refunded.  If  the  appHcant  withdraws  more 
than  thirty  days  before  the  opening  of  school,  the  deposit  will 
be  refunded,  but  otherwise  it  will  be  forfeited.  Checks  should 
be  made  payable  to  Katheryn  E.  Hayes,  Treasurer. 

This  charge  includes  board,  laundry,  heat,  lights,  and  either 
a  single  or  half  a  double  room,  according  to  the  date  of  applica- 
tion. 

No  rebate  is  made  for  absence  on  Saturdays  and  Sundays,  for 
illness  for  less  than  three  weeks,  or  for  expulsion  or  voluntary 
withdrawal  from  school  during  a  quarter.  Pupils  who  are  ill 
for  three  weeks  or  more  at  one  time  will  receive  a  drawback  of 
$2.50  per  week  during  such  illness. 

A  student  who  withdraws  from  the  dormitory  voluntarily 
during  a  semester  is  responsible  for  the  above  payments  for  the 
full  semester. 

Students  who  have  engaged  accommodation  at  the  dormitory 
should  arrive  on  the  day  preceding  the  opening  of  the  term. 

Trunks  should  be  marked,  "Edward  Russ  Hall,  Montclair 
Heights,  N,  J."     If  expressed  prepaid  to  Montclair  Heights  by 
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Wells  Fargo  Express  Company  or  to  Montclair  by  Adams  Ex- 
press Company,  they  will  be  delivered  at  the  dormitory.  If  a 
student  checks  her  trunk  on  her  railroad  ticket,  it  will  be  delivered 
at  the  dormitory  by  the  Shepard  Transfer  Company  of  Montclair 
or  by  John  Hart  of  Montclair  Heights. 

Each  student  should  bring  overshoes,  an  umbrella,  a  raincoat, 
bath  towels,  and  two  clothes  bags  marked  distinctly  with  her 
name. 

Each  student  is  required  to  take  care  of  her  own  room.  Laun- 
dry is  limited  to  twelve  pieces  per  week  of  personal  clothing,  but 
no  starched  pieces  are  ironed.  All  clothing  should  be  marked 
with  the  owner's  name  in  indelible  ink. 

Except  by  permission  of  the  matron,  students  are  not  permitted 
to  go  home  or  to  leave  town  during  term  time.  Permission  to 
go  home  at  week-ends  will  usually  be  granted  on  written  request 
of  parents. 

Students  must  attend  service  at  such  church  in  Upper  Mont- 
clair or  Montclair  as  shall  be  designated  by  their  parents. 

Visitors,  other  than  parents  and  fellow  students,  will  be  re- 
ceived at  the  dormitory  only  by  permission  of  the  matron. 

Guests  of  students  will  be  entertained  at  the  dormitory  at  one 
dollar  per  day,  if  arrangements  are  made  previously  with  the 
matron. 
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COURSES  OF  INSTRUCTION 

No  special  students  are  admitted. 

Tlie  aim  of  the  school  is  distinctly  professional. 

Students  are  prepared  to  teach  in  the  elementary  schools  or 
kindergartens  of  the  State.  There  are  two  courses  of  study — 
the  General  Course  and  the  Kindergarten- Primary  Course. 

Graduates  in  the  General  course  receive  permanent  Normal 
School  certificates,  to  teach  and  to  supervise  teaching  in  any 
branch  or  department  of  at  least  the  first  eight  years  of  work 
exclusive  of  the  kindergarten;  to  be  the  Principal  of  any  school 
of  the  first  eight  years  that  is  under  a  City  Superintendent;  to 
be  the  Principal  of  a  school  or  the  schools  of  the  first  eight  years 
in  a  district  employing  not  more  than  nine  assistant  teachers  and 
not  under  a  local  Superintendent  or  Supervising  Principal. 

Graduates  in  the  Kindergarten-Primary  course  receive  per- 
manent Normal  School  certificates  to  teach  and  to  supervise 
teaching  in  the  kindergarten  and  in  any  branch  or  department 
of  the  first  four  years  of  school  work  exclusive  of  the  kinder- 
garten. 

These  certificates  are  endorsable  without  examination  in  most 
States. 

I.  The  General  Course 

The  General  course  requires  two  years  or  two  and  one-half 
years  for  its  completion,  according  to  the  qualification  and  cir- 
cumstances of  the  individual  student. 

A  student  of  ability,  in  good  health,  boarding  in  Montclair  or 
commuting  daily  for  a  short  distance,  may  complete  this  course 
in  two  years,  provided  she  has  had  in  the  high  school  the  sub- 
jects recommended  on  page  15. 

Students  who  lack  these  qualifications,  or  who  commute  daily 
for  a  considerable  distance,  or  who  have  not  taken  in  the  high 
school  all  the  subjects  recommended  on  page  15,  will  find  it 
impossible  to  complete  the  General  course  in  less  than  two  and 
one-half  years. 

All  students  who  can  do  so  are  advised  to  take  the  longer 
time.

Detail  of  the  General  Course  of  Study 

PSYCHOI<OGY 

(a)  Elementary  Psychology 

Three  periods  per  week  in  the  Junior  B  Semester 

The  course  in  Elementary  Psychology  is  designed  to  give  the  student  a 
fundamental  understanding  of  the  normal  conscious  experience,  scientifically 
considered;  (a)  as  a  basis  for  the  course  in  Genetic  Psychology;  (b)  as  a 
directly  practical  explanation  of  some  educational  principles  and  practices. 

Topics  included  are: 

I.     Nature  and  Functioning  of  the  Nervous  System  and  of  the  Specific 
Sensory  End-organs 
II.     Contents  of  Consciousness 

Sensations  and  Emotions 

III.  Laws  of  Mental  Behavior 

Attention  and  Association 

IV.  Complex  Mental  Processes 

Imagining,    Perceiving,    Remembering,   Reasoning,    Willing 
V.     Related  Activities 

Instincts  and  Habits 

The  work  is  conducted  by  means  of  class  discussions,  based  on  Calkins's 
"A  First  Book  in  Psychology"  and  Pillsbury's  "Essentials  of  Psychology," 
and  upon  reference  work  in  the  standard  texts  of  Angell,  James,  Judd, 
Titchener,  Thorndike  and  others.     The  student's  introspective  study  of  his 
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own  experiences  is  supplemented  by  reading  and  reviews  of  reminiscent 
studies  of  childhood,  such  as  Helen  Keller's  "The  Story  of  My  Life,"  Pierre 
Loti's  "The  Study  of  a  Child,"  John  Stuart  Mill's  Autobiography. 


(Z?)   Genetic  Psychology 

Two  periods  a  week  in  Junior  A  and  Senior  B  Semesters 

This  is  an  advanced  course,  as  an  outgrowth  of  the  course  in  Elementary 
Psychology,  and  covers  one  year  of  two  periods  a  week.  The  purpose  of 
the  course  is  (i)  to  apply  the  facts  learned  in  Elementary  Psychology  to 
the  training  of  children;  (2)  to  present,  so  far  as  they  have  been  scien- 
tifically determined,  facts  concerning  the  nature  and  development  of  the  mind 
during  childhood  and  adolescence;  and  (3)  to  provide  the  prospective  teacher 
with  sound  criteria  for  estimating  theories  about  the  child's  mind,  as  well 
as  to  give  training  in  the  concrete  study  of  child  life.  The  course  includes 
.studies  in  the  physical,  intellectual  and  moral  development  of  children; 
factors  conditioning  mental  development,  as  heredity  and  environment; 
mental  fatigue  and  its  relation  to  mental  work;  comparative  studies  of  the 
minds  of  lower  animals  and  savages  with  those  of  normal  and  defective 
children;  the  special  senses,  perception,  memory,  imagination,  thought  powers, 
emotions  and  motor  ability.  Attention  is  also  given  to  the  causes  and 
extent  of  defective  vision  and  hearing  and  methods  of  testing  the  same, 
together  with  other  minor  psychical  abnormalities  more  or  less  common 
among  school  children,  with  special  reference  to  the  Binet  scale  for  meas- 
uring intelligence  and  its  adaptation  to  American  needs  and  conditions.  An 
important  feature  of  the  course  is  the  use  of  standardized  educational  meas- 
urements and  a  study  of  scales  and  tests  that  have  been  found  useful  in 
determining  more  scientifically  the  abilities  and  accomplishments  of  children. 
The  students  are  familiarized  with  objective  units  of  measurements,  methods 
of  determining  central  tendency,  variability,  and  correlation,  with  special 
application  of  the  same  to  the  learning  process  during  the  elementary  school 
period. 

Introduction  to  Education 

Three  periods  per  week  in  the  first  Semester 

The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  familiarize  students  at  the  beginning  with 
the  large  principles  of  education,  to  train  them  to  observe  the  procedure  in 
their  various  classes,  and  to  translate  their  experiences  in  terms  of  the 
principles  studied,  thus  motivating  their  work  throughout  their  Normal 
School  course. 

The  course  includes : 

(i)  A  discussion  of  the  various  aims  of  education  with  special  emphasis 
upon  the  social  efficiency  aim — what  it  includes,  its  effect  upon  choice  of 
subject  matter,  upon  methods,  habits,  discipline. 

(2)  A  consideration  of  the  factors  which  influence  the  teaching  process — 
the  home,  the  community,  the  school— and  a  discussion  at  length  as  to  the 
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place  of  the  school  with  reference  to  the  aim  of  education,  and  the  right 
of  the  State  to  tax  the  individual  for  the  schools'  support,  and  to  enforce 
compulsory  education. 

(3)  A  study  of  the  origin  of  subject  matter,  of  the  factors  which  form 
the  basis  of  education,  of  the  place  and  function  of  these  factors— viz.,  ideas, 
attitudes  and  feelings,  instincts  and  capacities,  habits— and  the  purposes  of 
education  with  reference  to  these  factors. 

(4)  A  general  discussion  of  the  various  forms  of  teaching  procedure  best 
adapted  to  securing  the  different  purposes  of  education,  viz.,  lecture  or  read- 
ing lesson,  inductive,  deductive,  object,  experiment,  appreciation,  assignment, 
recitation,  study,  review,  drill,  and  examination  lessons  with  especial  em- 
phasis upon  the  discussion  of  each  as  to  purposes,  procedure,  advantages, 
limitations,  etc. 

(5)  A  consideration  of  the  study  lesson  in  detail  from  the  standpoint  of 
its  use  (i)  to  the  student,  (2)  by  the  teacher.  (An  effort  will  be  made  to 
improve  individual  methods  of  study.) 

(6)  An  appreciation  of  the  content  of  the  various  courses  provided  in  the 
Normal  School  curriculum  with  reference  to  the  student's  preparation  for 
teaching,  and  training  in  the  recognition  of  the  various  forms  of  procedure 
used  in  these  classes  and  their  value. 


Pedagogy  of  the  Elementary  Schools 

Four  periods  per  week  in  Senior  B  Semester 

The  aim  of  the  course  is  (a)  to  make  students  familiar  with  the  aims  of 
education  and  with  the  educational  principles  underlying  the  teaching  process ; 
(&)  to  make  them  able  to  apply  these  principles  to  school-room  procedure 
and  class  management,  to  the  selection  and  organization  of  subject  matter, 
and  to  the  choice  and  application  of  methods  to  be  used  in  teaching. 

The  following  topics  will  be  considered:  (i)  The  aims  of  education  as 
presented  in  various  periods  and  a  special  analysis  of  the  social  aim — its 
effects  on  habits,  selection  of  subject-matter,  methods  and  ideals. 

(2)  Place  of  the  school  in  the  teaching  process. 

(3)  Part  played  by  physical  development  and  formation  of  moral  habits  in 
the  social  aim. 

(4)  Method  of  securing  class  interest  in  the  recitation  as  derived  from  the 
social  aim. 

(5)  Class  management  in  light  of  above  aim. 

(6)  The  necessity  of  considering  the  child  as  the  starting  point  in 
education. 

(7)  Varieties  of  lessons  depending  upon  the  particular  purpose  to  be 
accomplished ;  the  inductive  development  lesson  (five  formal  steps)  ;  the 
deductive  development  lesson  ;  recitation  lesson  ;  drill  lesson  ;  review  lesson  ; 
study  lesson.  The  teaching  of  definitions ;  the  topical  method ;  method  of 
narration;  of  explanation,  etc.,  with  aim  and  procedure  for  each.  The  use 
and  method  of  textbooks  in  study  assignments  and  in  the  recitation. 

(8)  The  art  of  questioning  in  the  recitation. 
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(9)  Application  of  the  above  principles  to  school-room  observation  and 
to  preparation  for  practice  teaching.  Lesson  plans  by  students  with  special 
attention  to  aim  of  lesson,  steps  to  be  considered,  activities  desired. 

The  course  will  consist  of  lectures,  assigned  readings,  discussions,  papers, 
reports  of  observation  and  lesson  plans. 


Reading  and  Spelling 

Three  periods  a  week  in  Senior  B  Semester 

This  course  aims  to  teach  students  to  apply  the  principles  of  education  as 
considered  in  the  more  general  course  to  methods  in  reading  and  spelling. 

1.  Reading  (a)  Something  of  the  history  of  reading  as  to  selection  of 
material  and  methods  used,  {h)  Present-day  standards  for  choice  of  subject 
matter,  (c)  Methods:  A  discussion  of  the  word,  sentence  and  phonic 
methods.  Discussions  of  other  more  recent  methods  which  are  combinations 
of  the  above,  as  Rational,  New  Education,  Natural,  Nursery  and  Aldine; 
correlation  of  drawing,  story,  dramatization  with  reading  in  the  primary 
grades;  a  study  of  phonetics.  Lesson  plans  and  the  presentation  of  an 
ideal  method  by  each  student.  Methods  for  intermediate  grades  will  be 
considered,  (a)  The  preparation :  the  word-drill.  Word-study  as  com- 
pared with  silent  reading;  the  use  of  the  dictionary,  {h)  Vocal  expression: 
Faults  of  expression:  Causes;  How  corrected?  Correlation  of  reading  with 
other  subjects, 

2.  Spelling. 

Selection  of  words  for  primary  grades:  division  of  words  into  syllables; 
the  part  pronunciation  plays  in  spelling.  Value  of  dictation  lessons.  Desira- 
bility of  having  children  keep  lists  of  their  own  misspelled  words  for 
frequent  review.     Spelling  games  and  spelling  matches. 

Methods  of  teaching  other  subjects  are  discussed  in  the  several  depart- 
ments in  connection  with  the  subject  matter. 

Penmanship 

One  period  per  week  for  two  Semesters 

There  are  two  aims  in  this  course.  The  first  is  to  develop  a  legible,  easy 
and  rapid  handwriting.  This  is  accomplished  by  hygienic  position  of  the 
body,  correct  penholding,  movement  drills  and  analysis  of  form.  Uniform 
height,  even  spacing,  neatness  and  arrangement  of  work  receive  special 
attention. 

The  second  is  to  teach  the  method  of  presentation.  Considerable  black- 
board practice  is  given  with  emphasis  on  position.  The  quality  of  paper, 
size  and  type  of  pen  and  holder,  writing  implements  in  the  different  grades, 
objects  to  be  sought  in  the  lower  and  upper  grades,  time  devoted  to  pen- 
manship and  its  relation  to  other  studies  are  carefully  considered. 

The  various  systems  are  compared,  showing  their  adequacy  or  inadequacy 
to  meet  the  demands  of  the  child's  later  life. 
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History  of  Education 

Thirty  hours  for  one  Semester 

The  first  part  of  this  course  presents  briefly  the  educational  principles  of 
Comenius,  Rousseau,  Pestalozzi,  Froebel,  Herbart  and  Spencer.  The  re- 
mainder is  devoted  to  a  study  of  special  types  of  present-day  schools ;  t.  e., 
Gary  schools,  the  platoon  system,  the  junior  high  school,  schools  for  defective 
and  backward  children,  vocational  and  other  schools.  Instruction  is  given 
by  textbooks,  lectures,  and  by  visits  to  typical  schools  in  the  vicinity. 

Engush  Grammar  and  Composition 

Four  hours  per  week  for  one  Semester 

Part  I.    Grammar  and  Composition. 

Grammar.  The  study  of  sentences  and  their  structure,  the  study  of  phrases 
and  clauses.  Analysis  of  sentences.  Words  classified  according  to  function. 
Fundamental  principles  of  technical  grammar.  The  work  in  English  grammar 
largely  inductive.  Professional  aspects  of  teaching  the  subject.  Laboratory 
methods  and  their  value. 

Composition.  Exercises  in  narration,  exposition,  description  and  argument. 
The  study  of  the  paragraph.  The  principles  of  unity,  coherence  and  emphasis. 
Variety  in  sentence;  exercises  in  changing  the  form  of  expressions.  Oral 
composition.    Versification. 

P<irt  II.  Language  in  the  Elementary  Grades.  Aim — to  develop  power 
of  expression. 

Language  methods.  Oral  language;  reproductive  and  imaginative  com- 
position. Conversation  exercises,  with  special  attention  to  correct  forms 
of  speech,  enlargements  of  vocabulary  and  choice  of  words.  Reports  of 
experiences  outside  of  school.  Story-telling.  Picture-study  to  stimulate 
expression.  Written  language;  form  lessons,  thought  lessons.  Letter- 
writing,  story-writing.  Dictation  lessons.  Study  and  imitation  of  models. 
Dramatization;  practical  application.  Action  games.  Criticismi  and  cor- 
rection of  written  work.  Correlations  of  language  with  other  subjects. 
Examination  of  available  textbooks  for  the  grades.  The  reading  of  pro- 
fessional and  pedagogical  works  on  the  subject  of  language  for  the  elementary 
grades. 

Literature 

Four  hours  per  week  for  one  Semester 

The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  bring  students  to  an  appreciation  of  the 
nature  of  literature  and  its  relation  to  life,  in  order  that  they  may  know 
what  should  be  their  aim  in  presenting  literature,  and  what  should  control 
their  choice  of  literature  in  the  elementary  grades. 
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The  course  is  divided  into  Parts  I  and  II. 

Part  I.  The  following  types  of  literature  are  studied:  (i)  The  epic,  the 
Odyssey  (Bryant's  translation)  ;  the  ballad  epic,  Arnold's  Sohrab  and  Rus- 
tum;  a  brief  study  of  the  transition  from  the  epic  to  the  lyric  and  the 
dramatic,  a  study  of  the  fundamental  relation  of  form  to  the  life  it  embodies 
and  expresses.  (2)  The  lyric,  Seward's  Narrative  and  Lyrical  Poems  for 
Students.  (3)  The  dramatic,  Shakespeare's  Tempest.  (4)  The  short  story, 
appreciation  of  such  masters  as  Irving,  Poe,  Hawthorne,  Stevenson  and 
Kipling. 

Part  II.  The  reading  of  Hterature  suitable  for  use  in  elementary  grades. 
Courses  in  literature  for  the  elementary  schools  developed.  The  method 
of  presentation  of  literature,  illustrated  by  actual  lesson-plans  prepared  for 
different  grades  as  directed;  class  discussion  of  these  lesson-plans.  Peda- 
gogical significance  of  myths,  fables,  fairy-tales,  folk-tales,  legends  and 
hero-stories.  The  choice  of  stories,  the  essential  qualities  of  a  story  for 
children;  the  art  of  story-telling;  principles  of  method,  manner  and  voice. 
The  character  of  memory  selections.  Poetry  presented  primarily  as  a  work 
of  art,  and  not  in  the  service  of  any  other  subject.  Correlations  of  literature 
— "The  natural  correlations  of  literature  are  with  the  other  arts;  but,  above 
all,  with  the  spirit  of  childhood,  and  with  the  consciousness  of  children." 
Dramatization  and  the  dramatic  representation  of  literary  selections.  Liter- 
ary programs  for  special  days.  The  school  library.  The  reading  of  pro- 
fessional and  pedagogical  works  on  the  subject  of  literature  for  the  elementary 
grades. 

Mathematics 

Two  periods  per  week  for  three  Semesters 

The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  equip  teachers  thoroughly  for  the  work  of 
the  grades.  Two  semesters  are  spent  upon  the  subject  matter  to  be  taught, 
presented  from  a  more  mature  and  theoretic  point  of  view  than  that  of  the 
graded  or  high  school;  one  semester  upon  the  pedagogy  of  the  subject.  The 
work  of  all  three  semesters,  however,  deals  very  largely  with  the  best 
methods  of  presenting  the  work  to  pupils  in  the  grades. 

(a)  The  Junior  B  Course. — This  course  seeks  to  develop  quickness  in 
oral  work;  accuracy,  rapidity,  and  economy  in  computation;  accuracy  of 
statement  in  the  written  or  oral  analysis  of  a  problem. 

A  careful  study  is  made  of  the  fundamental  principles  upon  which  com- 
putation with  whole  numbers,  fractions  and  decimals  depend;  and  as  much 
drill  work  is  given  as  time  will  permit.  Considerable  time  is  given  to  the 
analysis  and  solution  of  problems  involving  decimals. 

A  careful  study  also  is  made  of  the  measurement  of  areas  and  volumes. 
The  rules  and  principles  are  developed  objectively  and  applied  to  practical 
problems. 

The  work  is  based  upon  the  first  six  chapters  of  the  Stone-Millis  Higher 
Arithmetic. 

{b)  The  Junior  A  Course. — This  course  is  devoted  entirely  to  a  study  of 
percentage  and  its  applications. 
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The  first  half  o£  the  semester  is  devoted  to  a  general  use  of  per  cent,  as 
expressing  relations ;  and  the  aim  is  to  develop  power  to  interpret  relations 
expressed  in  terms  of  per  cent,  and  to  express  relations  as  per  cent. 

The  second  half  of  the  semester  aims  to  give  the  pupil  a  social  insight  into 
business  terms,  processes,  and  problems.  This  includes  a  study  of  profit  and 
loss;  commercial  discount;  commission  and  brokerage;  interest  and  bank 
discount;  banking;  stock  investments;  bond  investments;  taxes;  and 
insurance. 

The  work  of  the  semester  is  based  upon  Chapter  VIII  of  the  Stone-Millis 
Higher  Arithmetic. 

(c)  The  Senior  B  Course. — This  course  is  devoted  to  the  pedagogy  of 
the  subject.  It  includes  a  study  of  the  aim  of  a  course  in  arithmetic;  a 
study  of  the  methods  of  motivating  the  work;  the  planning  of  the  daily 
lesson;  the  purpose  and  nature  of  problems;  the  use  of  games  in  primary 
number  work;  a  study  of  "standard  tests";  and  a  careful  study  of  methods 
of  presenting  the  work  of  each  of  the  eight  grades. 

Some  time  is  spent  in  studying  courses  of  study  and  recent  textbooks. 

The  work  of  the  semester  is  based  upon  Stone's  Teaching  of  Arithmetic. 

Nature-Study Science  in  the  Lower  Grades 

Four  periods  per  week  for  two  Semesters 

The  subject  matter  of  this  course  is  found  in  the  pupils'  environment,  both 
physical  and  biological.  So  far  as  possible,  the  sequence  of  topics  follows 
that  of  the  seasons.  Living  material  is  largely  used.  Definitely  supervised 
field  trips  supplement  the  assigned  individual  work  with  outdoor  material. 

Some  autumn  topics  are  weeds  and  late-blooming  flowers,  seed  dispersal, 
bulb  planting,  trees  in  their  leafy  and  winter  conditions,  appropriate  treatment 
of  insects  and  related  forms,  preparation  of  plants  and  animals  for  winter. 

During  the  winter  months,  attention  is  paid  to  some  of  the  simpler  physical 
phenomena  found  within  the  children's  experience  and  suitable  for  presenta- 
tion in  the  lower  elementary  grades,  as,  for  example,  sky  studies,  clouds 
and  their  formation,  freezing  point,  and  related  weather  work,  including 
"sunshine"  charts.  Circulation  of  air  outdoors  and  in  leads  to  a  careful 
study  of  the  heating  and  ventilating  system  of  the  school  plant. 

Some  spring  topics  are  seed  testing  and  germination;  seedlings,  gardening, 
soils  as  related  to  plants,  spring  flowers,  plant  functions  not  treated  in  the 
autumn;  development  of  frog  and  toad,  insects  and  their  life  histories 
appropriate  to  the  season;  birds,  their  habits  and  protection;  economic 
importance  of  the  various  types  of  life  studied. 

Pupils  make  and  care  for  school  gardens  on  the  campus  and  present  plans 
for  gardens  under  home  conditions.  The  garden  work  serves  also  as  a 
point  of  departure  for  a  brief  study  of  soils  and  soil-forming  rocks,  and 
capillarity  as  applied  to  soil  water. 

The  handwork  activities  of  the  department  outside  the  class-room  take 
largely  the  form  of  "projects,"  chosen  from  a  wide  range  of  subjects.  Pro- 
jects, reports  and  other  work  are  planned  so  as  to  bring  the  pupils  into 
contact  with  a  wide  range  of  nature-study  literature  and  references. 
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The  department  is  provided  with  a  good  collection  of  birds,  insects,  plants, 
picture  mounts,  slides  and  apparatus  for  the  projection  of  lantern  and  micro- 
scopic slides. 

The  course  includes  as  great  a  variety  of  observation  as  possible  of  objects 
which  the  prospective  teacher  may  be  called  upon  to  use  in  her  work.  The 
flowers,  trees,  birds,  insects  are  studied  in  such  a  way  as  to  give  the  student 
a  ready  recognition  of  them  and  an  understanding  of  the  principles  upon 
which  their  life .  depends.  Scientific  relationships  are  subordinated  to  con- 
siderations of  practical  use  in  the  elementary  school. 

Geography 

Two  periods  per  week  for  three  Semesters 

The  course  aims  to  give  an  understanding  of  the  control  which  climate, 
surface  and  other  geographic  factors  exert  over  the  life  of  man  and  animals 
upon  the  globe;  a  knowledge  of  and  ability  to  use  the  authoritative  source 
material  available;  the  ability  to  read  maps,  and  some  of  the  best  ways  of 
presenting  the  subject  to  children. 

The  first  half-year's  work  is  devoted  to  a  study  of  mathematical  geography, 
the  atmosphere,  the  lands,  the  work  of  running  water  and  the  oceans.  As 
much  field  work  as  possible  is  done  in  this  connection,  as  the  school  is 
particularly  well  situated  for  it.  Books  most  used  in  this  part  of  the  course 
are  Dodge's  Geography  and  Salisbury's  Physiography. 

The  first  half  of  the  second  semester  is  devoted  to  the  study  of  the  con- 
tinent of  North  America  and  countries  of  Europe  most  closely  connected 
with  us  through  trade.  Through  this  study  the  pupils  are  expected  to  gain 
an  insight  into  the  method  of  continent  study  for  the  grammar  grades. 
Particular  emphasis  is  laid  upon  the  influence  of  geographic  environment  in 
determining  routes  of  trade,  location  of  industrial  centers,  and  the  distribu- 
tion of  commodities.  The  books  most  used  in  this  part  of  the  course  arc 
Dodge's  Advanced  Geography,  Mill's  International  Geography,  Robinson's  and 
Brigham's  Commercial  Geographies,  Miss  Semple's  The  Influence  of 
Geographic  Environment,  and  various  government  publications. 

The  work  in  methods  of  teaching  geography  is  left  until  the  last  quarter 
in  order  to  take  advantage  of  the  instruction  in  the  art  of  questioning  and 
in  making  lesson  plans  given  in  the  course  in  pedagogy.  The  chief  divisions 
of  the  work  are  a  study  of  the  content  of  geography ;  determining  factors  in 
arranging  subject  matter  for  different  grades;  methods  of  teaching  as  applied 
to  subject  matter  determined  for  each  grade.  Each  student  prepares  lesson 
plans  for  different  grades  and  teaches  the  class. 

American  History 
Three  periods  per  week  for  two  Semesters 

This  course  presents  a  general  survey  of  the  rise  and  development  of  the 
American  nation  and  includes  a  discussion  of  methods  of  teaching  history 
and  civics  in  the  primary  and  grammar  grades,  the  study  of  curricula,  th** 
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use  of  sources  and  illustrative  material,  and  a  knowledge  of  historical  bibli- 
ography. The  chief  topics  studied  are  the  teaching  of  European  history  in 
the  elementary  grades,  European  influences  on  American  colonization,  the 
struggle  for  supremacy  between  England  and  France,  growth  of  colonial 
institutions,^  the  contest  with  England,  formation  and  interpretation  of  the 
Constitutions  of  the  United  States  and  New  Jersey,  the  development  of 
the  new  nation,  western  expansion,  conditions,  parties  and  issues  that  led 
to  the  Civil  War,  the  war  and  its  results,  national  development  since  1877, 
social  and  economic  problems,  labor  and  capital,  immigration,  the  tariff, 
the  United  States  as  a  world  power,  territorial  and  political  expansion,  the 
causes  of  the  Great  War,  and  community  civics  for  the  grades. 

The  course  consists  of  lectures,  recitations,  special  topics,  assigned  read- 
ings, written  reviews,  story-telling  and  class  exercises  in  the  conduct  of 
history  recitations,  projects,  illustrative  manual  work,  and  discussions  of 
current  history  with  the  aid  of  newspapers  and  magazines. 


The  Manual  Arts 

Freehand  Drawing — 

Two  periods  per  week  for  one  Semester 

A  course  giving  the  fundamentals  of  simple  representation  and  perspective. 
Problems  will  involve  the  foreshortened  circle  and  circular  surfaces  in  all 
positions,  convergence  and  questions  of  distance,  position  and  level.  Memory 
drawing  to  cultivate  a  graphic  vocabulary.  Students  will  be  required  to 
-prepare  notebooks  covering  the  work  of  the  term. 

Design — 

Two  periods  per  week  for  one  Semester 

A  course  presenting  the  essentials  of  design  as  applied  to  school  exercises. 
Applications  are  made  to  (a)  borders,  (fc)  rectangular  or  circular  patterns, 
(c)  landscape  and  still-life  composition,  and  (d)  lettering.  The  work  is 
done  with  reference  to  a  stated  material  and  purpose,  as  rectangular  pattern 
(clay),  border  (stenciling  or  basketry),  lettering  (poster). 

The  course  includes  a  definite,  usable  discussion  and  demonstrations  of 
color  and  tones. 

Manual  Training — 

Two  periods  per  week  for  two  Semesters 

Tested  forms  of  handwork  and  construction  for  the  first  five  or  six  ele- 
mentary years  will  be  used  as  the  basis  for  work,  as  follows : 
(a)   Paper  construction,  folding  and  pasting. 
(6)  Cardboard  construction,  simple  bookmaking,  boxes,  etc. 

(c)  Sand-table  representation. 

(d)  Basketry — Elementary  reed  and  raphia  basketwork. 
{e)  Sewing  for  intermediate  grades. 
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Blackboard  Drawing — 

One  period  per  week  for  one  Semester 

A  course  planned  to  give  students  facility  and  confidence  in  the  use  of  the 
blackboard  before  pupils.  Exercises  include  simple  methods  of  expressing 
rapidly  and  effectively  a  wide  range  of  subjects. 

Physicai,  Education  and  Hygiene 

Physical  Education: 

Three  periods  per  week  for  two  Semesters 

Two  periods  per  week  for  one  Semester 

Hygiene:     Two  periods  per  week  for  one  Semester 

The  purpose  of  the  course  in  physical  training  is  threefold : 

1.  To  keep  each  student  in  good  physical  condition  and  to  inspire  in  her  a 
thorough  appreciation  of  the  importance  of  health.  For  this  purpose  two 
weekly  lectures  are  given  throughout  the  first  semester  in  principles  of  physi- 
ology and  hygiene  correlated  with  three  hours  of  practical  gymnastic  training. 

2.  To  teach  the  student  to  plan  and  to  conduct  gymnastic  lessons  suitable  to 
the  schoolroom,  and  to  be  able  to  recognize  and  to  correct  physical  defects  and 
faulty  postures  among  children.  Throughout  the  second  year  two  hours  a 
week  of  theory  and  practice  are  devoted  to  this  end. 

3.  To  give  a  knowledge  of  scientific  schoolroom  lighting,  heating,  ventila- 
tion and  seating,  and  to  train  the  student  to  recognize  good  or  bad  conditions 
of  the  same. 

Music 

One  period  per  week  for  three  Semesters 

The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  enable  the  student  to  meet  the  requirements 
for  teaching  music  in  the  public  schools  in  the  State  from  the  primary  to 
the  highest  grades. 

Some  of  the  salient  features  of  this  course  are:  Rote  songs,  Treatment 
of  Monotones,  Ear  training  and  Interval  work.  Diatonic  and  chromatic 
scales — Minor  scales — Class  and  individual  sight  reading — Dictation  work  for 
all  grades — Time  and  Rhythm  emphasized — Simple  song  forms  and  cadences — 
Elementary  harmony — History  of  Music — Lives  of  famous  composers — Stories 
of  the  operas — Program  making  and  practice  teaching — Chorus  work — Appre- 
ciation of  music  taught  by  lectures  and  victrola. 

II.  The  Kindergartknt  Primary  Course 

This  course  requires  two  years  for  its  completion  and  qualifies 
a  graduate  to  teach  in  a  kindergarten  or  in  one  of  the  first  four  pri- 
mary grades.    Students  are  received  in  September  or  in  February. 
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They  must  have  the  same  qualifications  as  candidates  for  the 
General  Course  and  must  also  be  able  to  sing  and  to  play  the 
piano.  All  applicants  for  this  course  are  examined  in  both 
vocal  and  instrumental  music,  and  must  satisfy  the  kindergarten 
director  that  they  are  qualified  to  conduct  the  music  of  a  kinder- 
garten.

details  of  the  kindergarten  primary  course 
Theory: 

Introductory — The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  give  the  student  the  his- 
torical background  for  the  study  of  the  kindergarten  of  to-day,  and  also  to 
prepare  her  for  intelligent  observation  of  modern  kindergartens. 

Child  Training — This  course  embraces  a  sympathetic  study  of  universal 
activities  of  children  and  is  based  upon  Froebel's  Die  Mutter  und  Kose 
Lieder. 

Pedagogy  of  the  Kindergarten: 

Kindergarten  Program  : 

This  course  includes  a  study  of  the  fundamental  principles  underlying 
elementary  education  and  a  practical  demonstration  of  these  as  related  to 
the  kindergarten.     It  is  given  in  four  parts. 

I — Educational  Principles. 

2_Development  of  a  Kindergarten  Program. 

3 — Study  and  practical  demonstration  of  the  Project  Method  as  related 

to  the  Kmdergarten. 
4— Study  of  the  Methods  of  Conducting  Mothers'  Meetings. 

The  Study  of  Play  Materials  : 

The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  familiarize  the  student  with  the  modern  use 
of  the  Froebelian  gifts;  to  develop  the  educational  value  of  toys  and  their 
place  in  the  kindergarten;  to  experiment  with  modern  materials,  such  as  the 
Hill  blocks,  and  estimate  their  value  in  relation  to  elementary  education. 
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Handwork  : 

A  study  of  various  forms  of  handwork,  adapted  to  the  ability  of  little 
children,  including  a  few  of  the  Froebelian  occupations  in  a  modified  form. 
Practical  work  in  the  same  for  the  kindergarten  and  primary  grades. 

Stories  : 

A  study  of  the  principles  of  selection  and  of  presentation  of  stories,  with 
classification  of  stories,  writing  of  original  stories  and  practice  in  telling 
stories. 

Songs  and  Dramatization: 

A  study  in  selection  and  presentation  of  songs  suitable  for  kindergarten 
and  primary  grades  and  the  dramatization  of  songs  and  rhymes. 

Games  and  Rhythmic  Exercises: 

A  study  of  children's  games  and  practice  in  playing  kindergarten  games. 
A  study  of  interpretative  rhythms  and  dances.    Original  work  in  the  same. 

Subjects  in  the  General  Course: 

Elementary  and  Genetic  Psychology,  History  of  Education,  English,  Nature 
Study,  Music,  Drawing,  Manual  Training,  Pedagogy  and  Methods,  Gym- 
nastics, Penmanship,  Physiology  and  Hygiene,  and  Primary  Methods  in 
Arithmetic,  Geography  and  History. 

The  Kindergarten  : 

A  kindergarten  demonstrating  the  application  of  modern  educational  prin- 
ciples in  the  training  of  little  children  has  been  opened  the  past  year,  and 
offers  the  student  an  opportunity  to  observe  the  practical  working  of  the 
theories  and  methods  which  she  has  been  studying  in  her  course. 


Gii^s 

A  generous  gift  of  money  from  the  late  Edward  Russ,  Esq., 
for  the  decoration  of  the  building  has  enabled  the  school  to  place 
on  its  walls  many  photographs  of  men  eminent  in  science,  psy- 
chology, education,  and  in  public  affairs,  as  well  as  several  repro- 
ductions of  the  masterpieces  of  great  artists.  At  his  death,  Mr. 
Russ  bequeathed  to  this  school  a  collection  of  curios  and  of 
photographs  and  the  substantial  sum  of  money  which  has  taken 
permanent  form  in  Edward  Russ  Hall.
